JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

Pursuant  to  its  statutory  powers,  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  has 
coastructeda  branch  line  from  Terrace,  British  Columbia,  on  its  Smithers  Division, 
to  Kitimat,  British  Columbia. 

On  July  8th,  1952,  Order-in-Council  No.  3489  approved  the  construction  of 
the  line  of  railway  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  20  of  the  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1952,  being  **An  Act  respecting  the  construction  of  a  line  of  railway  by 

52  B.T.C. 
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JANUARY  1962 


Canadian  National  Railway  Company  from  Terrace  to  Kitimat  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia".  The  map  showing  the  location  of  thebranch  line  was  approved 
by  the  Govemor-in-Council  on  the  same  day  pursuant  to  the  Order-in-Council. 

Construction  was  to  have  been  completed  by  November  1st,  1954. 

By  Order-in-Council  dated  November  3rd,  1954,  the  date  for  completion  of  the 
line  was  extended  to  December  31st,  1955.  By  Order-in-Council  dated  November 
3rd,  1955,  the  time  was  further  extended  to  December  31st,  1956. 

By  Order  of  this  Board,  dated  January  12th,  1955,  the  Railway  Company  v/as 
authorized  to  operate  the  line  for  traffic. 

On  September  23rd,  1952,  the  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests 
of  British  Columbia  telegraphed  to  the  Railway  Company  giving  the  permission  of 
the  Minister  to  enter  upon  the  Crown  Lands  indicated  upon  the  plan  mentioned 
above,  subject  to  later  discussions  as  to  the  policy  of  the  Government  in  respect 
to  the  ultimate  issuance  of  conveyances.  This  telegram  was  confirmed  by  letter 
on  the  following  day. 

In  July,  1951,  the  Railway  Company  began  its  preliminary  survey  for  the 
location  of  the  line.  For  that  purpose  a  series  of  lines  were  run  and  a  sufficient 
swath  cut  through  the  underbrush  to  enable  sight  lines  to  be  taken  for  the  deter- 
mination of  contours. 

The  preliminary  survey  having  been  carried  out,  the  setting  out  of  the  location 
lines  was  carried  out  in  the  year  1952. 

In  April  of  1953  the  General  Contractor  began  clearing  the  right-of-way,  and 
in  May  of  1953  the  clearing  took  place  between  miles  10  and  12  of  the  right-of-way. 
By  July,  1953,  clearing  betv/een  miles  10  and  12  had  been  completed.

Mayner's  Fortune  Record  No.  15368,  registered  Aug.  31,  1953. 

(all  of  which  claims  are  on  or  immediately  contiguous  to  Lots  5969 
and  5970,  Range  5,  Coast  District,  in  British  Columbia). 

(b)  compensate  the  Applicants  for: 

(i)  the  continuing  trespass  committed  against  them  by  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  Company; 
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(ii)  conversion  of  ore-laden  rock  wrongfully  removed  from  the  aforesaid 
mining  properties  by  the  said  Railway; 

(iii)  damages  arising  out  of  the.  said  Railway's  refusal  to  permit  the 
Applicants  to  enter  the  aforementioned  mining  properties  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  same  to  various  mining  interests. 

A  portion  of  some  of  these  claims  is  intersected  by  the  line  of  railway  be- 
tween Miles  10  and  12. 

The  Applicants*  Solicitor  first  wrote  to  the  Board  on  October  31st,  1960,  and 
some  correspondence  ensued  between  that  date  and  the  date  of  the  application. 

The  Applicants'  claim  is  based  upon  the  following  evidence: 

On  August  9th,  1953,  the  Applicant,  Kenneth  Mayner,  located  the  claims 
known  as  Mayner's  Fortune  and  Mayner's  Fortune  No.  2;  on  August  15th  he 
located  Mayner's  Fortune  Nos.  3  and  4;  on  August  16th  he  located  Mayner's 
Fortune  Nos,  5,  6,  7  and  8."  On  August  10th  he  recorded  Mayner's  Fortune;  on 
August  17th  he  recorded  Mayner's  Fortune  Nos.  2,  3  and  4;  on  August  31st  he 
recorded  Mayner's  Fortune  Nos.  5,  6,  7  and  8.  The  location  and  recording  were 
under  the  provision  of  the  Mineral  Act  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia.  These 
are  the  claims,  referred  to  by  record  numbers,  in  the  application  to  the  Board. 

Mr.  Mayner's  evidence  is  that  he  located  these  claims  in  the  previous  year, 
but  as  the  claims  lay  in  an  area  where  there  had  been  a  survey  of  the  surface 
lands  the  Deputy  Mining  Recorder  required  that  the  location  of  the  mineral  claims 
be  tied  in  with  the  surface  survey.  Mr.  Mayner  states  that  he  was  unable  to  find 
the  location  posts  of  the  surface  survey  until  1953. 

Lakelse  Exploration  Company  Limited  is  a  party  to  the  application  as 
assignee  of  the  claims  but  there  is  no  evidence  of  the  assignment  having  been 
perfected. 

At  the  hearing,  the  Applicants  abandoned  the  first  part  of  their  claim,  i.e., 
for  an  Order  permitting  them  to  work  the  mineral  claims.  They  also  abandoned 
that  part  of  the  claim  for  compensation  that  was  based  upon  alleged  severance 
by  the  Railway  Company  of  the  land  lying  over  the  mineral  claims  and  for  alleged 
interruption,  prevention  and  stoppage  of  the  working  of  the  mineral  claims.  The 
application  was  reduced  to  one  claim  for  relief,  that  is,  for  compensation  from 
the  Railway  Company  for  the  value  of  minerals  that  allegedly  cannot  be  obtained 
by  reason  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  branch  line. 

On  March  31st,  1958,  the  Railway  Company  applied  for  registration  of  its 
title  to  the  lands  under  which  the  mineral  claims  lie,  and  on  May  26th,  1958, 
Certificates  of  Indefeasible  Title  issued  to  it  in  respect  to  such  lands. 

At  all  times  material  to  this  application  the  area  was  open  to  the  staking  of 
mineral  claims.  The  evidence  is  that  the  Applicant,  Kenneth  Mayner,  is  and  was 
at  all  times  material  to  this  application,  the  lawful  holder  of  the  mineral  claims, 
Mayner's  Fortune  and  Mayner's  Fortune  Nos.  2  to  8,  inclusive. 

There  is  some  question  in  my  mind  as  to  whether  ownership  of  iron  ore  (one 
of  the  minerals  of  which  the  Applicants  say  they  have  been  deprived)  could  be 
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obtained  at  the  time  of  recording,  or  at  the  time  the  cause  of  action  arose,  since 
apparently  by  Order-in-Council  No,  138  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
approved  January  19th,  1951,  a  reservation  was  placed  on  all  ores  of  iron  that 
may  be  acquired  under  the  Mineral  Act.  This  reservation  remained  in  effect  until 
modified  by  Order-in-Council  No,  120,  approved  on  January  22nd,  1958,  This 
point,  however,  was  not  raised  by  Counsel  at  the  hearing. 

By  agreement  of  Counsel,  the  matter  for  determination  by  the  Board  is  the 
Applicants'  right  to  compensation.  Should  the  Board  find  that  such  a  right  exists, 
then  the  quantum  of  compensation,  including  the  proof  of  the  quantity  of  rock 
removed;  proof  that  it  had  mineral  content;  the  amounts  of  such  content,  and 
proof  of  the  commercial  value  of  such  content,  would  have  to  be  established, 
together  with  proof  of  any  other  matters  bearing  on  the  quantum  of  compensation. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  Lakelse  Exploration  Company  Limited  has,  (or 
had  at  the  time  the  cause  of  action  arose)  any  interest  whatsoever  in  the  above 
mineral  claims,  and  as  regards  that  Company  I  would  dismiss  the  application. 

Any  right  of  the  x\pplicant,  Kenneth  Mayner,  to  compensation,  so  far  as  this 
application  is  concerned,  must  be  found  in  Section  200  of  the  Railway  Act, 

Section  198,  Subsection  (1)  of  the  Railway  Act  provides: 

**The  company  is  not,  unless  the  same  have  been  expressly  purchased,  en- 
titled to  any  mines,  ores,  metals,  coal,  slate,  mineral  oils,  gas  or  other 
minerals  in  or  under  any  lands  purchased  by  it,  or  taken  by  it  under  any 
compulsory  powers  given  it  by  this  Act,  except  only  such  parts  thereof  as 
are  necessary  to  be  dug,  carried  away  or  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
works," 

The  evidence  is  that  rock  was  in  fact  removed  by  the  Railway  Company  from 
one  or  more  of  the  Applicant's  claims.  The  evidence  is  also  that  such  rock  as  was 
removed  was  dug,  carried  av;ay  and  used  by  the  Railway  Company  in  the  construc- 
tion of  its  works  on  the  branch  line  and  not  for  any  other  purpose. 

Section  198  (1)  gives  the  right  to  use  the  rock  for  such  purpose.  I  am  not 
prepared  to  find,  however,  that  the  Subsection  gives  the  right  to  the  Railway 
Company  to  confiscate  the  rock.  If,  otherwise,  the  Applicant  is  entitled  to  com- 
pensation, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  Subsection  does  not  deprive  him  of  that 
right. 

Section  197  provides  that  a  railway  company  shall  not,  without  the  authority 
of  the  Board,  construct  the  line  of  its  proposed  railway  so  as  to  obstruct, interfere 
with,  or  injuriously  affect  the  working  of,  or  the  access  or  adit  to  any  mine  then 
open,  or  for  the  opening  of  which  preparations  are,  at  the  time  of  such  location, 
being  lawfully  and  openly  ir.ade. 

Section  198,  Subsection  (1)  (referred  to  above)  provides  that  the  company  is 
not  —  entitled  to  any  mines,  ores,  metals  -  or  other  minerals  in  or  under  any 
lands  purchased  by  it,  or  taken  by  it  under  any  compulsory  powers,  except  only 
such  parts  thereof  as  are  necessary  to  be  dug,  carried  away  or  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  works. 

Subsection  (2)  of  Section  198  refers  to  "a/2  such  mines  and  minerals'*  in 
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providing  that  such  are  excepted  from  the  conveyance  of  such  lands,  unless 
expressly  named  therein  or  conveyed  thereby. 

Section  199  provides  in  Subsection  (1)  that  no  owner  -  of  "any  such  mines 
or  minerals*'  lying  under  a  railway  —  or  within  forty  yards  therefrom,  shall  work 
the  same  until  leave  therefor  has  been  obtained  from  the  Board, 

Subsection  (2)  of  that  Section  provides  that,  upon  such  application,  the 
applicant  shall  submit  a  plan  and  profile  of  the  portion  of  the  railway  to  be 
affected  and  of  the  mining  works  or  plant  affecting  the  railway. 

Subsection  (3)  of  that  Section  gives  the  Board  power  to  grant  such  applica- 
tion upon  such  terms  and  conditions  for  the  protection  and  safety  of  the  public  as 
to  the  Board  seem  expedient,  and  may  order  that  such  other  works  be  executed, 
or  measures  taken,  as  under  the  circumstances  appear  to  the  Board  best  adapted 
to  remove  or  diminish  the'  danger  arising  or  likely  to  arise  from  such  mining 
operations. 

The  Board's  Order,  under  the  above  Section,  might,  in  certain  instances, 
result  in  the  "working  of  such  mines  being  prevented,  stopped,  or  interrupted, 
or  of  the  same  having  to  be  v/orked  in  such  manner  and  under  such  restrictions 
as  not  to  injure  or  be  detrimental  to  the  railway*'.  This  wording  I  shall  refer  to 
hereunder  as  being  the  wording  found  in  Section  200. 

Section  200  confers  power  on  the  Board  to  award  compensation  and  reads: 

"The  company  shall,  from  time  to  time,  pay  to  the  owner,  lessee,  or 
occupier  of  any  such  mines  such  compensation  as  the  Board  shall  fix  and 
order  to  be  paid,  for  or  by  reason  of  any  severance  by  the  railway  of  the 
land  lying  over  such  mines,  or  because  of  the  working  of  such  mines  being 
prevented,  stopped  or  interrupted,  or  of  the  same  having  to  be  v/orked  in 
such  manner  and  under  such  restrictions  as  not  to  injure  or  be  detrimental 
to  the  railway,  and  also  for  any  minerals  not  purchased  by  the  company  that 
cannot  be  obtained  by  reason  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the 
railway." 

"Mine"  is  not  defined  in  the  Railway  Act. 

The  Shorter  Oxford  Dictionary,  Third  Edition,  (Revised  1956),  defines 
"Mine"  as: 

"An  excavation  made  in  the  earth  for  the  purpose  of  digging  out  metallic 
ores,  or  coal,  salt,  precious  stones,  etc.  Also,  the  place  yielding  these," 
Webster's  International  Dictionary,  Second  Edition  (1954)  defines  "Mine"  as: 

(1)  A  pit  or  excavation  in  the  earth,  from  which  ores,  precious  stones,  coal, 
or  other  mineral  substances  are  taken  by  digging  or  by  any  of  various 
other  mining  methods;  as,  a  gold  mine  or  asphalt  mine; 

(2)  Any  place  where  ore,  metals,  or  precious  stones  are  got  by  digging  or 
washing  the  soil;  as,  a  placer  mine. 

I  can  find  little  assistance  from  Dominion  Statutes  in  pari  materia,  but  I 
refer  to  the  emergency  Gold  Mining  Assistance  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1952,  Chapter  95,  In  that  Act  "Gold  Mine"  and  "Mine"  mean: 

(i)  any  work  or  undertaking  in  which  ore  containing  gold  is  mined  and  the  gold 
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(ii)  Any  work  or  undertaking  in  which  ore  containing  gold  is  mined  although 
the  gold  is  separated  therefrom  or  refined,  or  both  separated  therefrom  and 
refinedby  a  person  other  than  the  person  operating  the  work  or  undertaking, 
under  a  contract  with  him  pursuant  to  which  the  gold  produced  remains 
his  property. 

For  any  other  assistance  I  must  turn  to  a  Provincial  Act  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  that  is,  the  Mineral  Act  itself.  There  ''Mine"  is  defined  as: 

**Any  land  in  which  any  mineral  deposit  is  mined  for  the  mineral  content 
thereof." 

In  my  opinion,  the  word  *'Mine*'  means  the  work  or  undertaking  by  v;hich 
minerals  are  gained  and  won  from  the  soil,  or  the  land  (including  the  sub-surface) 
from  which  such  minerals  are  being  excavated  or  otherwise  removed. 

Section  200  of  the  Railway  Act  gives  the  power  to  the  Board  to  order  com- 
pensation to  the  owner  of  a  mine  for  severance  by  the  railway  of  the  land  lying 
over  such  mines,  or  because  the  working  of  such  mines  is  prevented,  stopped, 
interrupted  or  restricted. 

Section  200  gives  power  as  well  to  the  Board  to  order  compensation  '*also 
for  any  minerals  not  purchased  by  the  company  that  cannot  be  obtained  by  reason 
of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  raihvay." 

In  my  opinion,  the  power  given  to  the  Board  is  to  award  compensation  (where 
it  should  be  awarded)  to  the  owner,  lessee,  or  occupier  of  a  mine  only.  It  is  not 
empowered  to  compensate  the  owner  of  any  subsurface  rights  unless  the  ground 
in  which  they  lie  has  been  worked  to  that  degree  necessary  to  constitute  it  a 
**Mine'\ 

The  latter  portion  of  Section  200  authorizes  compensation  for  minerals 
that  cannot  be  obtained,  but  that  compensation  still  may  only  be  awarded  to  the 
owner,  lessee,  or  occupier  of  a  mine. 

In  my  opinion,  the  claims  Mayner's  Fortune  1  to  8,  inclusive,  are  not  and 
were  not  (nor  were  any  of  them)  at  the  time  the  action  arose,  a  "mine". 

It  may  be  that  Section  200  empowers  the  Board  to  compensate  the  owner  of 
a  mine  "for  the  opening  of  which  preparations  are,  at  the  time  of  (the  railway) 
location,  being  lawfully  and  openly  made". 

Although  the  Applicant  Mayner  states  that  he  did  such  work  as  stripping 
and  drilling,  I  am  satisfied  that  any  work  he  did  do  was  of  an  exploratory  nature 
only.  It  may  have  qualified  as  assessment  work,  but  it  did  not  amount  to  prepara- 
tions for  the  opening  of  a  mine. 

The  Applicant  Mayner  has  not  shown  a  right  to  compensation  under  the  Rail- 
way Act.  I  would  dismiss  tlie  application. 

Order  to  go  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

For  a  great  number  of  years,  the  Canadian  National  Railways  have  oper- 
ated daily,  except  Sunday,  local  passenger  trains  between  Quebec  City  and 
St.  Raymond.  These  trains  served  the  following  stations  with  passenger,  mail 
and  express  services:  Limoilou,  Charlesbourg,  Charlesbourg  West,  Loretteville, 
Chateau  d'Eau,  Val  St.  Midiel,  Val  Rose,  Valcartier,  Ste.  Catherine,  Hotel 
Switch,  Duchesnay,  Lac  Sergent  Est,  Lac  Sergent,  Bourg  Louis  and  St.  Raymond. 
Under  the  present  train  sdiedule,  train  no.  172  leaves  St.  Raymond  at  7.15  a.m., 
arrives  at  Quebec  City  at  8.35  a.m.;  train  no.  171  leaves  Quebec  City  at  5.30  p.m. 
arriving  at  St.  Raymond  at  6.50  p.m.  In  the  past,  these  trains  carried  many  com- 
muters between  these  various  coimn unities  and  Quebec  City.  Students  from 
Loretteville,  Valcartier,  St.  Raymond  and  other  points,  used  them  to  go  to  school 
in  Quebec  City.  In  summertime,  cottagers  from  the  summer  resorts  at  Lac  St. 
Joseph  and  Lac  Sergent  used  them  in  great  numbers.  It  will  therefore  be  appre- 
ciated that,  for  a  long  time,  these  trains  were  fairly  well  patronized. 
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In  1956,  the  Canadian  National  Railways  notified  the  Board  that  they  in- 
tended to  discontinue  the  operation  of  trains  171  and  172  between  Quebec  and 
St.  Raymond  in  order  to  effect  an  approximate  net  saving  of  $66,000.  They  also 
advised  that  the  Post  Office  Department  would  make  use  of  other  trains  to  trans- 
port the  mail  carried  on  trains  171  and  172  and  that  express  would  be  handled  on 
other  trains  serving  the  area.  Numerous  protests  were  received  concerning  the 
proposed  discontinuance  of  this  passenger  train  service  and  at  a  sitting  of  the 
Board  in  Quebec  City  on  November  7,  1956,  the  C.N.R.  decided  to  withdraw  its 
application.. 

On  March  31,  1961,  the  C.N.R.  submitted  a  new  application  for  the  discon- 
tinuance of  passenger  trains  171  and  172  between  Quebec  City  and  St.  Raymond. 
Again  this  application  was  met  with  opposition  from  the  various  communities 
served  by  these  trains. 

At  the  hearing  held  in  Quebec  City  on  November  2,  1%1,  the  evidence 
given  by  witnesses  for  the  Railway  showed  that  between  1956  and  1961,  the 
number  of  revenue  passengers  on  these  trains  decreased  by  approximately  46%, 
as  compared  with  1956. 

Exhibit  no.  8  produced  in  evidence  by  Mr.  Provost,  Analytical  Officer  of 
the  Company,  showed  a  comparison  between  revenues  and  expenses  attributable 
to  trains  171  and  172.  This  statement  showed  that  through  the  operation  of 
these  trains  the  Railway  incurs  an  annual  loss  of  $97,195.  Exhibit  no.  9  showed 
details  of  expenses  for  the  period  September  1960  to  August  1961.  The  total 
operating  expenses  amount  to  $87,054  and  the  total  fixed  expenses  to  $26,105, 
making  a  grand  total  of  $113,159.  This  represents  the  total  annual  cost  of  oper- 
ating these  trains. 

As  mail  and  express  are  no  longer  handled  on  these  trains,  the  only  revenue 
is   from  passenger  earnings,  which  is  shown  as  $15,964  for  the  same  period. 

It  is  evident  from  these  statements  that  a  considerable  saving  would  be 
effected  through  the  discontinuance  of  this  passenger  train  service. 

Evidence  was  given  with  respect  to  bus  service  serving  communities  be- 
tween Quebec  and  St.  Raymond  and  it  was  established  that  this  area  is  served 
by  good  highways  and  adequate  bus  service.  Two  of  the  bus  operators  stated 
that  they  could  put  additional  busses  on  their  routes,  if  patronage  required,  in 
the  event  that  the  discontinuance  of  the  passenger  train  service  was  approved. 

The  mayor  of  St.  Raymond,  Mr.  Albert  Cloutier,  and  the  mayor  of  Chateau 
d*Eau,  Mr.  L.P.  Hurtubise,  made  an  appeal  for  the  retention  of  the  service. 

Mr.  Benoit  Pelletier,  Q.C.,  solicitor  for  Quebec  City,  was  present  at  the 
hearing  as  an  observer  and  stated  that  the  City  had  received  no  requests  from 
the  citizens  of  Quebec  City  to  oppose  the  Canadian  National  Railways'  appli- 
cation. Mr.  Pelletier  also  stated  that  Quebec  City  considered  that  this  case  was 
a  matter  of  economics  and  also  that  it  was  a  question  of  seeing  whether  the 
presQit  users  of  the  service  could  not  be  served  equally  well  by  other  means  of 
transportation: 
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Mr.  L.P.  Pomerleau,  a  resident  of  Chateau  d'Eau  and  regular  user  of  these 
trains  for  a  great  number  of  years,  appeared  on  his  own  behalf  to  oppose  the 
Canadian  National  Railways*  application.  He  cross-examined  the  Canadian 
National  Railways'  witnesses  on  the  figures  submitted  in  support  of  the  appli- 
cation and  requested  the  railway  to  submit  figures  showing  the  revenues  from 
the  express  service  when  it  was  handled  on  these  trains. 

No  express  has  been  handled  on  trains  171  and  172  since  April  1960. 
Charlesbourg  and  Loretteville  are  served  by  a  daily  truck  express  service.  At 
Valcartier,  the  express  is  handled  on  trains  181  and  182.  Between  Valcartier  and 
St.  Raymond,  express  is  handled  three  days  a  week  on  train  161  and  three  other 
days  on  the  way-freight  operating  between  Quebec  and  Riviere-a-Pierre.  This 
change  in  the  handling  of  express  was  done  with  a  view  to  improving  the  service 
particularly  at  Loretteville  and  also  to  reduce  the  cost. 

The  Counsel  for  the  C.N.R.  objected  to  the  submission  of  the  figures  re- 
quested by  Mr.  Poraerleau  because  the  express  service  was  removed  from  these 
trains  for  approximately  IVi  years.  The  Railway  was  requested  by  the  Board  to 
submit  these  figures,  and  since  the  hearing,  the  Canadian  National  Railways  have 
submitted  a  statement  of  their  express  earnings  for  June  1958  to  July  1959,  June 
1959  to  July  1960,  and  June  1960  to  July  1961,  a  copy  of  which  has  been  for- 
warded to  Mr.  Pomerleau.  Mr.  Pomerleau  showed  a  very  great  interest  in  this 
case  and  made  a  strong  plea  in  favour  of  the  retention  of  this  passenger  train 
service  which  he  considered  a  safer  and  a  more  reliable  way  of  travelling. 

At  the  opening  of  the  hearing  Mr.  Pomerleau  presented  the  Board  with  a 
motion  for  declinatory  exception  to  the  effect  that  the  Board  had  no  jurisdiction 
to  hear  the  case. 

The  motion  directed  against  the  Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John  Railway  Com- 
pany, Canadian  Northern  Railway  Company  and  Canadian  National  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  requested  that  the 
hearing  of  the  C.N.R.  application  be  suspended  until  the  Board  has  ruled  on  the 
motion;  it  further  requested  that  because  the  Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John  Railway 
Company  was  incorporated  under  a  Special  Act  of  the  Quebec  Legislature,  being 
38  Vict.  Chap.  46,  Quebec  Statute  1875,  which  has  never  been  rescinded,  the 
Board  declare  that  the  Provincial  Public  Service  Board  of  Quebec  is  the  only 
authority  having  jurisdiction  to  hear  the  application  and  that  the  file  be  forwarded 
to  the  Quebec  Public  Service  Board  under  reservation  of  any  further  recourse 
under  the  law.  Counsel  for  the  railway  company  gave  a  summary  of  the  history 
of  the  Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John  Railway  Company  from  its  incorporation  in 
1875  until,  as  part  of  the  Canadian  Northern  system,  it  became  part  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  system.  Then,  referring  to  secticm  5  of  the  Railway  Act 
which  provides  that  the  Act  applies  to  all  "railway  companies  and  rail- 
ways within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  whether  here- 
tofore or  hereafter,  and  howsoever  incorporated  or  authorized  

Counsel  for.  the  railway  proceeded  to  show  that  the  Railway  Act  applies  to 
the  Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John  Railway  Company  by  virtue  of  s.6(l)  (c)  of  the 
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Railway  Act  which  provides,  inter  alia,  that  the  Act  applies  to  every  railway 
or  portion  thereof  "whether  constructed  under  the  authority  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  or  not,  now  or  hereafter  owned,  controlled,  leased  or  operated  by  a  com- 
pany wholly  or  partly  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  " 

In  addition  to  the  above,  it  was  pointed  out  that  under  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  Act,  being  Chap.  29  of  the  Statutes  of  Canada  1955,  it  is  clear  that 
the  Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John  Railway  Company  is  subject  to  the  Railway  Act 
and  therefore  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board.  Section  16  of  the  said  C.N.R.  Act 
provides  that  all  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  (except  such  sections  as  are 
specifically  excluded  in  section  16,  none  of  which  have  any  application  in  this 
case),  apply  to  the  National  Company. 

Section  2(c)  of  the  C.N.R.  Act  defines  Canadian  National  Railways  as  com- 
prising 

(1)  the  National  Company,  and 

(2)  all  the  companies  in  Canada  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  first  Schedule 
to  that  Act. 

In  the  first  Schedule  to  the  Act  there  is  included  the  Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John 
Railway  Company. 

As  the  motion  presented  by  Mr.  Pomerleau  raised  a  point  of  law,  the  Chief 
Commissioner,  who  was  presiding,  ruled  thereon  as  provided  in  section  12(2) 
of  the  Railway  Act,  asserting  the  Board's  jurisdiction  to  hear  the  application 
and  thus  dismissing  the  motion. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  figures  presented  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways 
with  respect  to  the  passenger  revenues  and  the  expenses  of  operating  these 
trains  showed  that  the  Railway  is  operating  this  passenger  service  at  a  great 
loss .  Even  if  only  the  actual  out  of  pocket  expenses  were  taken  into  consider- 
ation they  would  still  be  so  much  higher  than  the  revenues  that  it  would  seem 
unreasonable  to  ask  the  Railway  to  continue  such  a  non-profitable  passenger 
service.  I  am  also  satisfied  that  the  area  served  by  these  passenger  trains  is 
also  well  served  by  bus  services  and  that  the  public  will  not  be  seriously  in- 
convenienced by  the  discontinuance  of  this  passenger  train  service.  The  area 
is  also  well  served  by  a  good  system  of  paved  highways  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  one  of  the  reasons  why  there  has  been  such  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
passengers  using  these  trains  is  because  of  increased  use  of  automobiles. 

I  would,  therefore,  approve  the  application  subject  to  the  condition  that 
the  trains  will  not  be  removed  prior  to  April  28,  1962,  and  provided  that  a  not 
less  than  thirty  days*  prior  notice  is  filed  with  the  Board  and  posted  in  the 
stations  on  the  line  for  the  information  of  the  public. 

An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant: 

Pendant  un  grand  nombre  d'annees,  les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada 
ont  exploite  quotidiennement,  sauf  le  dimanche,  des  trains  de  voyageurs  locaux 
entre  la  ville  de  Quebec  et  Saint-Raymond.  Ces  trains  assuraient  un  service 
voyageurs,  un  service  postal  et  un  service  messageries  aux  gares  suivantes: 
Limoilou,  Charlesbourg,  Charlesbourg-Ouest,  Loretteville,  Chateau-d'Eau,  Val- 
Saint-Michel,  Val-Rose,  Valcartier,  Sainte-Catherine,  Hotel  Switch,  Duchesnay, 
Lac-Sergent-Est,  Lac-Sergent,  Bourg-Louis  et  Saint-Raymond.  D'apr^  I'horaire 
actuel,  le  train  n^  172quitte  Saint-Raymond  S  7h.l5  du  matin  pour  arriver  i  Quebec 
S  8h.35  du  matin,  le  train  n^  171  quitte  Quebec  h  5h.30  du  soir  pour  arriver  i 
Saint -Raymond  a  6h.50  du  soir.  Dans  le  passe,  ces  trains  transportaient  de 
nombreux  voyageurs  de  banlieue  entre  ces  agglomerations  et  la  ville  de  Quebec. 
Des  etudiants  de  Loretteville,  de  Valcartier,  de  Saint-Raymond  et  d'autres  points 
s*en  servaient  pour  se  rendre  a  T^cole  ^  Quebec.  L'^te,  les  vill^giateurs  de 
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Lac-Saint-Joseph  et  de  Lac-Sergent  s'en  servaient  en  grand  nombre.  On  se  rend 
compte,  pas  consequent,  que  ces  trains  ont  ete  pendant  longtemps  assez  acha- 
landes. 

En  1956,  les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  notifiaient  la  Commission 
qu'ils  avaient  I'intention  d'abandonner  I'exploitation  des  trains  171  et  172  entre 
la  ville  de  Quebec  et  Saint-Raymond  afinde  realiser  une  economie  nette  d'en- 
viron  $66,000.  lis  I'informaient  aussi  que  le  m.inistere  des  Postes  se  servirait 
des  autres  trains  pour  le  transport  du  courrier  qu'il  confiait  aux  trains  171  et 
172  et  que  les  autres  trains  qui  desservent  la  region  s'occuperaient  des  messa- 
geries.  Ce  projet  de  discontinuation  de  ce  service  detrains  de  voyageurs donna 
lieu  a  de  nombreuses  protestations,  et  a  une  seance  de  la  Commission  tenue  a 
Quebec  le  7  novembre  1956,  Les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  decidaient 
de  retirer  leur  requete. 

Le  31  mars  1961,  les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  presentaient  une 
nouvelle  requete  en  vue  de  I'abandon  de  I'exploitation  des  trains  de  voyageurs 
171  et  172  entre  la  ville  de  Quebec  et  Saint-Raymond.  De  nouveau,  cette  requete 
provoqua  de  I'opposition  de  la  part  des  differentes  agglomerations  desservies 
par  ces  trains. 

A  I'audience  tenue  a  Quebec  le  2  novembre  1961,  les  depositions  des  temoins 
du  Chemin  de  fer  ont  demontre  qu'entre  1956  et  1961,  le  nombre  de  voyageurs 
payants  de  ces  trains  a  diminue  d'environ  46  p.  100  par  rapport  a  1956. 

La  piece  nO  8,  que  M.  Provost,  analyste  de  la  Compagnie,  a  presentee, 
donne  une  comparaison  des  recettes  et  des  depenses  attribuables  aux  trains  171 
et  172.  Cet  etat  indique  que  Texploitation  de  ces  trains  cause  au  Chemin  de  fer 
une  perte  annuelle  de  $97,195.  La  piece  nO  9  donnait  le  detail  des  depenses 
pour  la  periode  s'etendant  de  septembre  1960  a  aout  1961.  Les  depenses  d'ex- 
ploitation  se  sont  elevees  au  total  a  $87,054  et  les  frais  fixes  a  $26,105,  ce 
qui  fait  un  total  global  de  $113,159.  Ce  montant  represente  le  cout  annuel  global 
d 'exploitation  de  ces  trains. 

Comme  ces  trains  ne  transportent  plus  le  courrier  et  les  messageries,  les 
seules  recettes  qui  en  proviennent  sont  celles  du  service  voyageurs,  soit  $15, %4 
pour  la  periode  en  cause. 

II  ressort  de  ces  etats  que  la  discontinuation  de  ce  service  de  trains  de 
voyageurs  ferait  realiser  une  economie  considerable. 

Les  temoignages  rendus  au  sujet  du  service  d'autobus  qui  dessert  les 
agglomerations  situees  entre  Quebec  et  Saint-Raymond  ont  etabli  que  cette 
region  est  dotee  de  bonnes  routes  et  d'un  service  d'autobus  suffisant.  Deux  des 
exploitants  d'autobus  ont  declare  qu'ils  pourraient  mettre  plus  d'autobus  en 
service  sur  leurs  routes,  si  le  nombre  de  voyageurs  I'exigeait,  advenant  le  cas 
ou  la  discontinuation  du  service  de  trains  de  voyageurs  serait  approuvee. 

Le  maire  de  Saint-Raymond,  M.  Albert  Cloutier,  et  le  maire  de  Chateau- 
d'Eau,  M.  L.-P.  Hurtubise,  ont  instamment  demande  le  maintien  de  ce  service. 

M.  Benoit  Pelletier,  C.R.,  avocat  de  la  ville  de  Quebec,  qui  etait  present 
a  l*audience  a  titre  d'observateur,  a  declare  que  la  ville  de  Quebec  n'avait  re^u 
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de  ses  citoyens  aucune  demande  d'opposition  a  la  requete  des  chemins  de  fer 
Nationaux  du  Canada.  M.  Pelletier  a  aussi  declare  que  la  ville  de  Quebec 
estimait  qu'il  s'agissait  d'une  question  d'economie  et,  en  outre,  qu*il  y  avait 
lieu  d'etablir  si  d'autres  modes  de  transport  ne  serai ent  pas  aussi  avantageux 
pour  les  usagers  actuels  de  ce  service. 

M.  L.-P.  Pomerleau,  resident  de  Chateau-d'Eau  qui  se  sert  reguliereraent  de 
ces  trains  depuis  un  grand  norabre  d'annees,  s'est  presente  en  son  propre  nom 
pour  s'opposer  a  la  requete  des  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada.

Entre  Valcartier  et  Saint-Raymond, 
les  messageries  sont  transportees  trois  jours  par  semaine  par  le  train  161  et 
trois  autres  jours  par  le  train  de  marchandises  omnibus  circulant  entre  Quebec 
et  Riviere-a- Pierre.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C: 

This  is  an  application  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  authority 
to  abandon  operation  of  its  Lorraine  Subdivision. 

The  Lorraine  Subdivision  begins  at  Harmon,  Alberta,  on  the  Lacombe  Sub- 
division and  runs  in  a  north-westerly  direction  for  11.4  miles  to  Bulwark. 

The  submission  of  the  Railway  Company  is  that  the  operation  of  the  sub- 
division is  a  deficit  operation. 

In  support  of  this  submission  the  Company  has  tendered  the  following 
evidence: 

The  traffic  and  revenue  on  the  line  consists  entirely  of  the  carriage  of 
grain  outbound  except  for  the  following  l.c.l.  revenues  received  on  the  line 
in  the  years  1957  to  I960:-

The  Company  submits  that  the  above  revenue  for  1959  and  1960  should  be 
reduced  to  $26,183  and  $22,658,  respectively,  by  reason  of  rebates  given  to 
shippers  paying  domestic  rates  and  entitled  to  a  rebate  by  reason  of  the  grain 
having  been  milled  in  transit  and  the  resulting  flour  shipped  to  Vancouver  for 
export.  I  shall  use  the  original  figures  for  reasons  that  I  shall  give  below. 

To  derive  the  above  revenues  the  Company  estimates  its  on-line  costs  to 
have  been:  —

The  Company  requested  at  the  hearing  that  these  figures  of  estimated 
financial  improvement  be  amended  for  the  years  1959  and  1960  by  reason  of  the 
rebates  mentioned  above.  The  effect  of  this  proposal  is  that  the  profit  of  $3,200 
in  1959  would  become  a  deficit  of  $940,  and  the  deficit  of  1960  of  $6,100  would 
become  a  deficit  of  $9,900. 

There  was  a  considerable  difference  of  opinion  at  the  hearing  as  to  the 
correctness  of  such  requested  amendments.  I  do  not  propose  to  adopt  them,  not 
necessarily  because  I  question  them,  but  because  I  think  it  unnecessary  to 
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resolve  this  contention  in  reaching  a  conclusion  as  to  the  relief  sought. 

In  the  event  of  the  abandonment  of  the  subdivision,  the  Company  has  asked 
the  Board  to  accept  the  fact  that  the  grain  now  carried  by  it  from  Bulwark  would 
be  delivered  to  elevators  on  its  Lacorabe  Subdivision  and,  as  a  result,  would 
still  be  carried  by  the  Company.

The  above  estimate  has  been  prepared  using  the  weight  in  tons  of  grain, 
and  number  of  cars  forwarded  from  Bulwark  in  the  year  1960.  This  is,  of  course, 
based  on  assumption  as  to  what  would  happen,  and  upon  an  estimate  of  the 
quantity  of  grain  that  would  still  be  shipped  over  the  Railway  Company's  system. 
I  am  prepared  to  accept  the  assumption,  however,  as  there  is  no  evidence  of 
where  else  the  grain  would  be  likely  to  be  delivered  except  to  points  on  the 
Company's  Lacombe  Subdivision, 

To  obtain  the  above  revenue  it  would  have  no  on-line  costs  (i.e.,  on  the 
Lorraine  Subdivision  since  it  would  have  ceased  to  exist)  but  it  would  have  off- 
line costs  estimated  as  follows:—

Deducting  its  estimated  off-line  variable  costs  from  the  estimate  of  the 
revenue  that  would  have  been  retained  (both  based  on  the  year  1960),  the  Company 
arrives  at  an  additional  anticipated  betterment  (should  abandonment  be  authorized) 
of  approximately  $9,600  per  annum.  Adding  this  to  its  deficit  figure  for  1960  of 
approximately  $6,100,  it  would  appear  that  it  might  expect  a  financial  improvement 
(based  on  the  year  1960)  of  some  $15,000  to  $16,000  per  annum,  should  the  line 
be  abandoned. 

The  Company*s  estimate  of  net  salvage,  in  the  event  of  abandonment,  is 
some  $92,000. 

The  Company's  forecast  of  the  capital  appropriations  that  would  be  required 
for  the  subdivision  in  the  next  fifteen  years  is  $17,000,  or  slightly  over  $1,000 
per  annum. 

The  above  figures  have  been  tested  in  cross-examination,  but  not  brought 
seriously  into  any  doubt.  I  am  prepared  to  accept  them  for  the  purposes  of  this 
application, 

I  am  also  prepared  to  accept  the  evidence  of  the  Divisional  Superintendent 
that  he  would  not  authorize  the  movement  of  trains  on  the  subdivision,  unless  as  a 
minimum,  the  estimated  expenditures  for  maintenance  and  capital  improvements 
were  made,  and  the  work  contemplated  in  those  estimates  done. 

Counsel  for  North-VVest  Line  Elevators  Association  has  asked  the  Board  to 
take  as  the  estimate  of  deficit  the  average  of  the  years  1957  to  1960.  This,  I  am 
prepared  to  do.  It  amounts  to  $8,000  per  annum.  It  still,  however,  gives  a  total  of 
estimated  net  betterment,  in  the  event  of  abandonment,  of  some  $17,600  per 
annum  (i.e.,  $8,000  plus  $9,600). 

The  Railway  Company's  position  is  therefore  that,  in  the  event  of  abandon- 
ment, it  could  expect: 

(a)  a  net  betterment  of  some  $17,000  per  annum, 

(b)  an  avoidance  of  capital  expenditures  of  some  $1,000  per  annum, 

(c)  a  realization  of  net  salvage  of  some  $92,000. 

What  then  is  the  position  of  those  opposing  the  application? 
No  farmers  appeared  to  oppose  the  application  although  there  were  some 
sixty-six  permit  holders  at  the  four  elevators  on  the  line  during  the  last  crop  year. 
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The  line  lies  wholly  within  the  Municipal  District  of  Paintearth.  The  Munic- 
ipality did  not  appear  but  filed  a  letter  raising  a  question  as  to  depreciation 
allowance  made  by  the  Company, 

The  submission  of  the  municipality  is  that  the  road  property  depreciation 
allowed  by  the  Railway  Company  in  its  estimate  of  avoidable  on-line  costs  for 
the  subdivision  is  excessive.  The  Municipality  says  that,  assuming  that  this 
allowance  has  been  made  since  the  year  1914  on  a  basis  of  straight  line  de- 
preciation, then  $421,774  would  have  been  charged  to  the  operation  over  the 
last  forty-six  years.  This,  it  submits,  would  more  than  pay  for  the  original 
construction  costs  of  the  line  and  that,  accordingly,  no  depreciation  allowance 
should  have  been  made  by  the  Company  in  estimating  the  above  costs.  The 
Railway  Company  met  this  submission  by  saying  at  the  hearing  that  the  calcula- 
tion was  an  under-estimate  of  the  Company's  original  investment  in  the  line. 
Accordingly,  the  Board  asked  that  it  be  furnished  with  some  further  particulars 
and  it  has  now  received  from  the  Railway  Company  a  statement  showing  that  the 
original  cost  of  the  subdivision  during  the  period  1911-1931  was  $1,275,220;  that 
all  retirements  from  January  1st,  1932,  to  December  31st,  1960,  amounted  to 
$821,229;  that  all  additions  from  January  1st,  1932,  to  December  31st,  1960, 
amounted  to  $112,026;  and  that  the  Company's  total  property  investment  in  the 
Subdivision  at  December  31st,  1960,  was  $566,017, 

There  are  no  intermediate  stations  on  the  line  between  Coronation  (on  the 
Lacombe  Subdivision)  and  Bulwark,  At  Bulwark  there  is  a  general  store.  The 
bank  was  closed  some  years  ago.  The  school  is  no  longer  used. 

There  are,  as  mentioned  above,  four  elevators  on  the  Hne,  They  are  all  at 
Bulwark,  One  is  owned  by  Alberta  Wheat  Pool;  two  by  Searle  Grain  Company, 
Limited,  and  one  by  Pioneer  Grain  Company,  Limited,  The  companies  are  members 
of,  and  are  represented  in  this  matter  by,  North-West  Line  Elevators  Association, 
The  Alberta  Wheat  Pool  advised  the  Company  by  letter,  (which  letter  was  filed 
in  the  proceedings)  that  it  did  not  intend  to  oppose  the  application. 

No  witness  appeared  to  testify  on  behalf  of  Searle  Grain  Company,  but  it  did 
submit  through  the  witness  of  Pioneer  Grain  Company,  Limited,  figures  to  show 
the  capacity  and  the  alleged  value  of  its  elevator  facilities. 

One  witness  only  was  called  in  opposition  to  the  application.  This  witness 
is  the  Assistant  Alberta  Manager  of  Pioneer  Grain  Company,  Limited, 

An  exhibit  was  filed  showing  the  grain  handlings  in  bushels  of  all  elevators 
at  Bulwark  over  the  crop  years  1956  to  1959;  the  average  grain  deliveries  over 
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the  last  ten  years;  the  number  of  permit  holders,  and  acreages.  This  is:  —

The  Board  is  asked  to  take  the  ten-year  average  as  the  true  estimate  of  the 
deliveries  that  may  be  expected  as  an  average  in  future  years.  The  opinion  of 
the  witness  mentioned  above  is  that  increased  production  of  grain  may  be  expected 
in  the  area  in  future  years  by  reason  of  improving  methods  of  agriculture  as  also 
by  reason  of  the  possibility  that  succeeding  cycles  of  weather  may  be  more 
favourable. 

Should  the  line  be  abandoned,  it  appears  that  grain  now  delivered  at  Bulwark 
will  be  delivered  to  elevators  on  the  Lacombe  Subdivision,  in  all  probability  at 
Castor  and  Coronation,  also  possibly  at  Fleet  and  Federal. 

A  study  was  made  by  the  Railway  Company  of  the  places  of  delivery  chosen 
by  farmers  in  the  area  to  whom  Bulwark  is  a  closer  point  of  delivery.  Of  these, 
eleven  farmers  delivered  to  Castor,  although  the  increased  distance  in  doing  so 
varied  from  one  to  eleven  miles;  eighty-two  farmers  delivered  to  Coronation 
although  such  increased  distance  to  them  was  from  two  to  seven  miles.  From  the 
supporting  exhibit  filed,  it  appears  that  it  is  not  uncommon  for  farmers  in  the 
area  to  truck  their  grain  for  distances  as  great  as  twenty  miles,  even  when 
delivering  to  the  nearest  point  of  delivery. 

The  witness  referred  to  above  has  estimated  that,  in  the  event  of  abandon- 
ment, the  average  increased  mileage  over  which  farmers  would  have  to  haul 
grain  would  be  eight  miles.  This  presumes  delivery  at  Castor  and  Fleet.  The 
evidence  in  recent  similar  applications  before  the  Board  is  that  the  going  com- 
mercial rate  (in  the  Prairie  Provinces)  of  local  truckers,  using  trucks  of  Umited 
capacity,  is  cent  per  bushel  per  mile.  The  figure  was  not  disputed  in  this 
hearing,  being  quite  distinct  from  the  lower  haulage  cost  that  might  be  achieved 
by  vehicles  of  much  larger  capacity. 

If  we  accede  to  the  argument  of  Counsel  for  North-West  Line  Elevators 
Association  and  accept  as  a  measure  of  deliveries  the  average  for  the  last  ten 
years  (225,000  bushels  per  annum)  at  V2  cent  per  bushel  per  mile  for  an  additional 
haul  of  eight  miles,  it  would  result  in  an  estimated  cost  to  the  grain  farmers  now 
delivering  to  Bulwark  of  some  $9,000  per  annum, 
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If  one  assumes  that  the  66  permit  holders  in  the  crop  year  1959-60  is  the  av- 
erage of  the  number  of  permit  holders  over  the  last  ten  years,  then  one  arrives  at 
an  average  delivery  per  permit  holder  of  some  3,400  bushels  per  annum.  From  the 
evidence  in  other  similar  hearings  before  the  Board,  this  appears  to  be  a  high  av- 
erage. However,  upon  such  an  assumption  the  additional  cost  per  permit  holder 
would  be  some  $136.00  per  annum.  If  one  assumes  the  average  number  of  permit 
holders  over  the  last  four  years  to  have  been  66,  and  using  the  four-year  average 
of  deliveries,  one  arrives  at  an  additional  cost  per  permit  holder  of  some  $96.00 
per  annum.  Taking  the  crop  year  1959-60,  one  arrives  by  a  similar  method  at  an 
additional  cost  per  permit  holder  of  some  $52.00  per  annum. 

Should  the  line  be  abandoned,  and  if  as  a  result  the  elevators  should  cease 
to  have  value  as  operating  elevators  there  would  be  in  addition  the  loss  to  the 
elevator  companies  of  the  value  of  their  elevator  facilities  and  operators* 
cottages. 

The  following  exhibit  has  been  filed  by  Pioneer  Grain  Company,  Limited, 
and  on  behalf  of  Searle  Grain  Company,  Limited,  to  show  the  capacity  of  their 
elevator  facilities  and  their  estimate  of  their  values. 

The  values  given  are  the  undepreciated  replacement  cost.

I  have  expressed  the  view  in  previous  recent  judgments  that  the  measure  of 
value  of  grain  elevators,  for  the  purpose  of  the  Board's  judgments  in  abandonment 
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applications,  is  not  replacement  cost  or  original  cost  but  is  market  value.  The 
witness  referred  to  above  has  said  that  he  could  not  estimate  the  market  value. 

I  have  little  or  nothing  upon  which  to  base  an  estimate  of  the  market  value. 

The  following  exhibit  shows  the  dates  of  construction  of  all  four  elevator 
facilities  and  gives  the  capacity  of  each  elevator  and  each  annex,

The  evidence  is  that  the  construction  cost  new  of  elevator  facilities  is 
$1.50  per  bushel  of  capacity  for  elevators;  50  cents  per  bushel  of  capacity  for 
crib  type  annexes,  and  35  cents  per  bushel  of  capacity  for  balloon  type  annexes. 

As  I  have  said,  I  have  no  evidence  upon  which  to  base  a  market  value  but, 
bearing  in  mind  the  dates  of  construction  of  the  structures,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
tliat  their  remaining  value  is  appreciably  less  than  the  estimated  net  salvage 
value  of  the  Railway  Company's  line  (of  which  we  have  been  given  supporting 
figures). 

I  must  also  consider  the  allegation  of  Pioneer  Grain  Company,  Limited,  that 
if  it  were  required  to  re-establish  its  elevator  capacity  elsewhere,  it  would  be 
several  years  before  it  could  re-establish  its  full  patronage  and  would  conse- 
quently suffer  a  loss  of  profits.  However,  the  Board  has  been  given  no  evidence 
as  to  the  measure  of  this. 

The  Railway  Company  has  developed  fully  its  evidence  in  support  of  the 
application  and  has  placed  before  the  Board,  as  on  previous  occasions,  the 
economic  necessity  facing  it  to  curtail  those  of  its  services  which  are  uneconomic 
and  which  show  no  reasonable  prospect  of  becoming  so. 

Although  Counsel  for  North-VVest  Line  Elevators  Association,  and  the  only 
witness  called  in  opposition,  accounted  well  for  themselves,  there  was  still 
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nothing  of  the  evidence  one  might  expect  from  farmers  and  elevator  owners  who 
consider  a  continuance  of  the  line  essential  to  the  carriage  of  their  products^  or 
who  expect  to  suffer  a  very  substantial  loss  and  inconvenience  by  its 
disappearance. 

The  Board  has  had  the  advantage  of  travelling  over  the  line.  The  evidence, 
together  with  the  view,  lead  me  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  economic 
justification  for  the  continuance  of  the  operation  of  the  subdivision, 

I  would  authorize  the  abandonment  of  the  operation  of  the  Lorraine  Sub- 
division to  take  place  on  ninety  days'  notice  to  be  posted  at  Coronation  and 
Bulwark,  such  abandonment  not  to  take  place  before  July  31st,  1962.  This  date. 
should  make  allowance  for  the  heavy  grain  movement  that  I  understand  takes 
place  during  the  months  of  June  and  July  of  each  year.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  CC: 

This  application  is  for  leave  to  abandon  operation  of  a  lead  track,  or  spur, 
approximately  7,922  feet  in  length,  which  leads  from  Canadian  National's  main 
line  to  a  private  siding  serving  a  stone  quarry  of  Walker  Brothers.  Most  of  the 
spur  is  situated  on  land  under  the  control  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  Authority. 
Originally  the  railway  right-of-way,  20  feet  in  width,  was  leased  by  the  Niagara, 
St.  Catharines  and  Toronto  Railway  Company  from  the  Crown,  represented  by 
the  Minister  of  Transport.  This  Company  was  amalgamated  in  1960  with  the 
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Canadian  National  Railway  Company.  Canadian  National's  lease  of  the  land 
occupied  by  the  spur  has  been  terminated  because  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway 
Authority  proposes  to  enlarge  pondage  in  connection  with  the  Welland  Canal 
which  will  necessitate  removal  of  a  trestle  on  the  spur  or  its  extension  across 
the  enlarged  pondage  area.  The  Seaway  Authority,  by  letter  dated  September  15, 
1961,  asked  Canadian  National  to  remove  the  section  of  track  from  the  present 
trestle  to  Peter  Street  on  or  before  December  15,  1961,  and  to  remove  the  re- 
mainder of  the  track  on  or  before  May  1,  1962. 

Following  termination  of  its  lease,  Canadian  National  terminated  the  Private 
Siding  Agreement  that  applies  to  the  private  siding  serving  Walker  Brothers' 
quarry.  Termination  of  the  Agreement  was  in  accordance  with  its  provisions  in 
that  respect.  This  siding,  as  altered  and  extended  from  time  to  time,  has  been 
in  existence  for  many  years  under  private  siding  agreements.  It  is  not  part  of  the 
railway  of  Canadian  National  but  is  a  private  siding  constructed  and  maintained 
under  agreement  between  the  railway  and  the  industry. 

Evidence  was  given  on  December  19  on  behalf  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway 
Authority  to  the  effect  that  it  is  essential  that  excavation  to  enlarge  the  pondage 
be  started  early  in  January  and  that  the  railway  track  can  remain  in  its  present 
position  for  only  a  short  time,  perhaps  only  until  the  end  of  January. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  W.F.  Wanamaker,  Area  Engineer  of  Canadian 
National,  to  the  effect  that  the  trestle  on  the  spur  is  of  untreated  timber,  about 
180  feet  in  length,  with  piles  resting  on  bedrock,  and  that  it  is  anchored  solidly 
on  both  ends;  that  in  order  to  continue  to  operate  the  spur  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  replace  the  present  trestle  with  some  sort  of  bridge  or  trestle  approxi- 
mately 1,200  feet  long,  that  a  standard  pile  trestle,  such  as  the  one  there  now, 
would  not  be  satisfactory,  as  it  would  not  withstand  the  hydraulic  action  of  the 
water,  its  piles  could  not  be  driven  in  bedrock,  and  part  of  it  would  be  on  a 
curve;  that  the  estimated  cost  of  such  a  trestle  is  about  $120,000;  that  this  kind 
of  trestle  would  not  be  satisfactory  because  of  its  extended  length  and  expected 
short  life;  that  the  alternative  would  be  a  bridge,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is 
in  the  area  of  $400,000  to  $500,000. 

Mr.  Wanamaker  also  described  a  proposed  alternative  siding  layout  to  serve 
Walker  Brothers'  quarry.  It  would  commence  at  mileage  7.35  on  Canadian  National's 
Grimsby  Subdivision  and  would  involve  two  sidings  having  a  total  length  of 
1,910  feet.  The  proposal  for  this  siding  was  put  to  Walker  Brothers  by  Canadian 
National.  It  was  for  construction  pursuant  to  the  standard  terms  of  a  Private 
Siding  Agreement,  under  which  the  industry  would  pay  the  cost  of  all  perishable 
materials  plus  grading,  ditching  and  other  requirements.  Canadian  National  esti- 
mated that  the  total  cost  of  this  siding  to  the  industry  would  be  about  $40,000. 

On  behalf  of  Canadian  National  evidence  was  given  as  to  traffic  received 
by  the  railway  from  the  quarry.  Railway  records  indicated  that  in  the  12  months 
com.mencing  June,  1956,  Canadian  National  received  652  carloads  from  the  quarry, 
from  which  the  gross  revenue  was  $224,232,  of  which  Canadian  National  received 
approximately  60%,  the  remainder  going  to  Canadian  Pacific.  For  the  next  12 
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months,  shipments  were  370  carloads,  with  a  gross  revenue  of  $121,651.  For 
the  following  12  months,  there  were  189  carloads,  with  revenue  of  $81,742.  In 
11  months  in  1961,  there  were  323  carloads.  The  destination  was  principally 
Temiskaming,  P.Q. 

Mr.  D.S.  Walker,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Walker  Brothers,  described  the 
business  of  the  firm  and  its  quarry  operations.  Products  of  the  quarry  are  crushed 
stone,  stone  for  agricultural  purposes,  riprap  and  stone  used  in  manufacturing 
sulphite  pulp.  Mr.  Walker  stated  that  from  80%  to  90%  of  the  production  from  the 
quarry  goes  by  truck,  the  remainder  goes  by  railway.  At  the  present  rate  of  pro- 
duction, there  is  40  years'  reserve  in  the  quarry.  Shipments  from  the  quarry 
have  been  as  high  as  50,000  to  60,000  tons  per  year;  they  did  drop  to  12,000 
tons;  they  are  nov/  up  to  25,000  and  Mr.  Walker  thinks  they  will  go  over  30,000 
this  year.  The  bulk  of  the  stone  shipped  by  rail  is  for  the  pulp  industry  and  is 
hauled  by  truck  only  approximately  200  feet  to  railway  cars.  The  price  averages 
from  $1.00  to  $1.50  per  ton.  The  gross  profit  for  Walker  Brothers  varies  from 
20<t  to  30<^  per  ton.  The  freight  rate  to  Temiskaming  is  $8.00  a  ton,  paid  by 
the  consignee.  Mr.  Walker  stated  that  the  alternative  siding  proposed  by  Canadian 
National  would  terminate  some  2,300  feet  from  the  quarry  and  would  involve 
trucking  for  that  distance;  that  it  would  be  entirely  inadequate,  uneconomic  and 
of  no  use  to  Walker  Brothers,  as  they  could  not  afford  to  bear  the  additional 
expenses  involved  in  using  it.  He  stated  that  Canadian  National  could  construct 
another  siding,  called  the  Merritton  siding,  commencing  east  of  Beachwood 
Road,  which  would  connect  with  the  present  private  siding.  Mr.  Wanamaker,  for 
Canadian  National,  stated  that  this  siding  would  involve  a  long  grade  of  about 
8,000  feet  and  a  grade  separation  at  Beachwood  Road  and  he  estimated  that, 
without  going  into  land  values,  the  cost  of  this  proposal  would  be  in  the  order 
of  $375,000.  It  is  not  clear  whether  this  estimate  was  for  the  grade  separation 
only  or  for  the  siding,  including  the  grade  separation. 

Mr.  Edward  E.  Mitch elson.  Reeve  of  Stamford  Township,  and  Mr.  William  B. 
Wellington,  Deputy  Reeve  of  the  Township  of  Thorold,  gave  evidence  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  application.  They  described  the  area  and  its  development,  its  industry 
and  potential  for  further  industrial  expansion.  They  expressed  the  opinion  that 
abandonment  of  the  spur  will  be  harmful  to  the  area  which,  in  their  view,  has 
great  industrial  possibilities  and  that  existing  railway  services  are  vitally 
important  to  the  future  development  of  the  area  and  they  feared  that  abandonment 
of  the  spur  may  lead  to  abandonment  of  other  existing  tracks  in  the  area. 

Mr.  John  Smith,  M.P.,  also  gave  evidence  and  strongly  opposed  the  appli- 
cation. He  expressed  concern  that  abandonment  of  the  spur  will  be  very  harmful 
to  Walker  Brothers'  quarry  and  to  the  future  development  of  the  area,  which, 
in  his  view  also,  has  great  industrial  possibilities.  He  said  that  probably  the 
spur  was  built  more  on  good  will  than  on  legal  right  and  that  now  good  will 
should  also  enter  into  the  negotiations  with  Walker  Brothers  and  they  should 
receive  more  generous  treatment  than  offered  so  far. 

A  telegram  was  read  from  Miss  J.  LaMarsh,  M.P.,  supporting  the  position 
of  the  municipal  authorities  opposing  the  application. 
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Mr.  R.  Boak  Burns,  Q.C.,  made  submissions  on  behalf  of  the  County  of 
Welland  and  the  Townships  of  Thorold  and  Stamford,  urging  that  the  future 
development  of  the  area  requires  the  line  serving  it  and  that,  to  be  economically 
feasible,  the  line  must  have  the  traffic  from  the  quarry;  and  suggested  that 
Canadian  National  extend  its  main  line  so  as  to  serve  the  quarry  and  the  area 
as  it  may  develop  in  the  future. 

FINDINGS  AND  CCNCLUSICNS 

It  is  not  disputed  that  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  Authority  is  about  to  do 
work  that  makes  impossible  the  continuation  of  Canadian  National's  spur  in  its 
present  condition.  This  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  forbid  or  control  such  work. 
The  lease  under  which  Canadian  National  had  possession  of  the  land  upon  which 
its  spur  is  situated,  and  its  right  to  such  possession,  have  been  terminated. 
The  Board  has  no  power  to  compel  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  Authority  to  grant 
a  new  lease  to  Canadian  National.  Neither  has  the  Board  power  to  give  to 
Canadian  National  a  right  to  possession  of  any  part  of  the  land  under  control 
of  the  Seaway  Authority.  However,  it  is  probable  that  Canadian  National  would 
be  able  to  obtain  a  lease  of  its  present  right-of-way,  provided  that  the  track  be 
carried  over  the  channel  by  a  bridge  or  structure  that  would  not  materially  affect 
the  flow  of  water  in  the  pondage  area. 

I  have  referred  to  the  evidence  of  Canadian  National's  Area  Engineer  that 
in  his  opinion  an  extension  of  the  present  trestle  with  piles  resting  on  rock 
would  be  unsafe,  would  not  last  long  and  would  cost  about  $120,000;  and  that 
the  alternative  bridge  would  cost  from  $400,000  to  $500,000.  These  opinions 
were  given  in  good  faith  by  a  qualified  railway  engineer  and  although  he  did  not 
have  the  benefit  of  soil  tests  and  did  not  know  the  actual  water  elevation  and 
the  hydraulic  properties  involved  he  was  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  a  trestle  of 
the  length  required,  with  a  curve  and  with  piles  resting  on,  but  not  grouted  in, 
solid  rock,  would  be  unsafe  in  the  situation  under  consideration.  We  directed 
one  of  the  Board's  senior  engineers  to  inspect  the  location  and  give  his  opinion, 
which  is  that  it  is  doubtful  that  a  timber  pile  bent  trestle  could  be  built,  that 
trains  would  exert  side  pressures  on  the  curved  part  of  the  trestle,  that  a  con- 
crete pier  and  steel  plate  girder  bridge  would  be  necessary,  and  that  Seaway 
work  followed  by  bridge  construction  would  involve  discontinuance  of  the  spur 
from  January  of  this  year  until  April  of  next  year. 

I  have  reached  the  conclusion,  on  the  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Wanamaker, 
and  confirmed  by  the  opinion  of  the  Board's  Engineer,  that  a  timber  trestle  of 
the  length  required,  with  piles  driven  to  rock  and  with  part  of  it  on  a  curve, 
would  not  provide  sufficient  stability  and  would  not  be  safe  for  train  operations 
and  I  do  not  feel  any  assurance  that  such  a  structure  would  last  long  enough  to 
justify  the  expenditures  necessary  for  its  construction.  Consequently,  even  if 
expenditures  of  that  magnitude  by  Canadian  National  were  justified  in  order  to 
continue  to  serve  Walkers  Brothers'  quarry,  I  would  not  require  this  kind  of  struc- 
ture to  be  provided.

The  alternative  safe  and  adequate  bridge  would,  according  to  the  evidence, 
cost  from  $400,000  to  $500,000.  The  siding  suggested  by  Mr.  Walker,  referred  to 
as  the  ^!erritton  siding,  was  estimated  to  cost  $375,000  or  more.  The  figures 
for  the  bridge  and  Menitton  siding  are  estimates  only  but  even  allowing  for  the 
possibility  that  the  estimates  are  too  high  the  nature  of  the  work  in  each  case 
is  such  that  I  am  convinced  that  it  would  involve  a  large  expenditure  on  the 
part  of  Canadian  National. 

The  other  alternative,  the  siding  proposed  by  Canadian  National,  would 
result  in  trucking  expenses  and  other  disadvantages  that  make  the  proposal 
unacceptable  to  Walker  Brothers. 

The  discontinuance  of  service  by  means  of  the  spur  in  its  present  condition 
has  been  forced  on  Canadian  National  by  the  necessity  of  work  of  the  Seaway 
Authority.  It  is,  however,  a  case  in  which  railway  management  has  had  to  decide 
whether  or  not  to  make  the  .expenditures  that  would  be  necessary  to  continue  to 
give  railway  service  to  the  quarry.  In  arriving  at  its  decision  Canadian  National's 
management  has,  I  assume,  given  consideration  to  the  many  years  that  Walker 
Brothers  have  given  traffic  to  the  railway  and  to  the  plea  that  credit  should  be 
given  to  Walker  Brothers  for  such  patronage.  The  credit,  incidentally,  should 
not  be  treated  as  all  on  one  side,  as  Walker  Brothers  no  doubt  derived  benefit 
from  the  service  provided  by  Canadian  National.  While  Canadian  National  may 
have  regard  for  past  patronage  and  for  patrons  of  long  standing,  such  as  Walker 
Brothers,  it  must  also  look  to  the  future  and  consider  what  traffic  the  future  will 
offer  and  what  services  and  expenditures  are  warranted.  It  is  a  function  of  its 
management  to  do  so.  I  cannot  find  that  the  decision  by  Canadian  National's 
management  not  to  incur  the  expenditures  necessary  to  continue  to  serve  Walker 
Brothers  is  unreasonable  or  that  there  is  an  obligation  on  Canadian  National, 
enforceable  by  the  Board,  to  provide  such  services  in  the  circumstances,  or  to 
provide  railway  facilities  to  encourage  industries  to  come  to  the  area.  The 
industries  may  come,  for  the  area  has  advantages,  but  neither  the  time  of  their 
coming  nor  their  need  for  railway  services  is  certain.  Consequently,  in  my  opin- 
ion, the  Board  should  not  interfere  with  Canadian  National's  decision  and  should 
not  directly  or  indirectly  require  Canadian  National  to  put  its  spur  in  condition 
to  continue  to  serve  the  quarry  or  provide  an  alternative  railway  siding. 

I  would  therefore  grant  the  application  for  leave  to  abandon  operation  of  the 
spur.

JUDGMENT 

IRWIN,  C. 

The  Snowflake  Subdivision  begins  at  Wood  Bay,  runs  in  a  south  easterly 
direction  through  Purves,  mileage  9.8  and  Snowflake,  mileage  16.2.  Just  north 
of  the  U.S.  border  the  railway  turns  eastward  and  runs  generally  parallel  to  the 
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border  to  Mowbray,  mileage  25.9  and  terminates  at  Windygates,  mileage  32.38, 
less  than  a  mile  north  of  the  U.S.  border. 

The  Fallison  Subdivision  is  a  branch  of  the  Snowflake  Subdivision,  be- 
ginning near  Snowflake  and  running  west  to  Fallison,  a  distance  of  10.07  miles. 

The  line  was  constructed  from  Wood  Bay  to  Snowflake  in  1899  and  opened 
for  traffic  the  same  year.  Completion  and  operation  were  extended  to  Mowbray 
in  1903  and  to  Windygates  in  1909.  The  Fallison  Subdivision  was  placed  into 
operation  in  1914.  The  urban  population  of  the  above  villages  as  stated  in  evi- 
dence, reference  page  4455,  is  as  follows:  Purves  30,  Snowflake  85,  Mowbray  25, 
Fallison  9,  and  Windygates  1.  There  is  a  station  agent  only  at  Snowflake. 

Up  to  1935  a  mixed  train  made  return  trips  over  the  line  twice  weekly.  It 
was  then  reduced  to  one  trip  weekly.  In  April,  1959,  it  became  a  wayfreight 
making  one  return  trip  weekly,  generally  on  Fridays.  It  operated  from  La  Riviere 
through  Snowflake  to  Fallison  one  week  and  through  Snowflake  to  Windygates 
the  alternate  week. 

The  track  on  the  Snowflake  Subdivision  has  been  fairly  well  maintained, 
sufficient  for  the  operation  of  the  generally  light  traffic  moving  at  a  restricted 
speed  of  20  m.p.h.  The  rail  is  old  and  the  major  part  is  56  pound  and  73  pound 
rail.  It  is  not  in  good  condition  and  would  be  too  light  for  continued  operation 
under  the  modern  diesel  power  in  general  use.  The  rail  on  the  Fallison  Sub- 
division is  nearly  all  56  pound.  It  is  in  very  poor  condition.  There  are  five 
bridges  on  the  line,  two  north  of  Snowflake.  One  of  these  two  has  been  recently 
rebuilt.  The  other  four  will  require  replacement  within  10  years.  Track  mainte- 
nance is  carried  out  by  three  section  gangs,  each  consisting  of  one  foreman  and 
one  section  man.  One  gang  is  at  Mowbray,  two  at  Snowflake.  Each  section  aver- 
ages 14  miles. 

The  line  runs  over  generally  flat  to  easy  rolling  land.  There  are  occasional 
sections  of  tree  land.  The  area  east  of  the  line  is  divided  by  the  Pembina  Valley 
which  enters  the  area  at  La  Riviere  and  roughly  parallels  the  line  from  4  to  8 
miles  to  the  east  as  far  as  Snowflake  and  approximately  3  miles  to  the  north 
from  Snowflake  east  to  Windygates.  The  valley  is  rolling,  with  some  tree  cover, 
and  is  a  rather  poor  shale-mixed  soil,  not  well  suited  to  grain  growing.  Long, 
and  in  places  steep,  hills  rise  out  of  the  valley  which  varies  from  2  to  4  miles 
in  width. 

Grain-growing  and  livestock  production  are  the  only  important  industries  in 
the  area.  The  Pembina  Valley  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  cattle  raising. 
Evidence  indicated  that  the  trend  was  toward  a  general  increase  in  cattle  pro- 
duction. All  livestock  are  shipped  out  of  the  area  by  truck.  Counsel  for  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  filed  Exhibit  No.  4,  a  map  of  the  area,  show- 
ing the  roads  classified  according  to  type: 

(a)  Provincial  Highways 

Gravelled  or  asphalt  top,  all  weather-roads.  These  include  No.  31  which 
runs  north  from  Windygates  to  meet  No.  3  within  a  mile  of  Darlingford,  No.  3 
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roughly  parallels  the  La  Riviere  and  Napinka  Subdivisions  on  the  C.P.R.  line 
to  the  north  and  joins  with  No.  17  four  miles  south  of  Crystal  City.  No.  17  runs 
south  to  the  U.S.  border. 

(b)  Provincially  approved  Market  Roads 

Of  these,  only  the  road  running  just  west  of  Snowflake  and  north  to  La 
Riviere  is,  according  to  evidence  given,  a  gravelled  road. 

(c)  Municipal  Graded  Roads 

Few  of  these  have  a  little  gravel.  Some  are  shale  covered  and  the  remainder 
are  dirt  roads. 

Nir.  Fallis,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  Louise  Municipality,  stated  in  evidence 
that  the  soil,  generally,  is  a  deep  loam  and  in  building  roads  it  is  expensive  to 
lay  a  solid  clay  base.  As  a  consequence  of  the  normal  soft  base,  roads  deteriorate 
rapidly,  particularly  in  periods  of  very  wet  weather.  Further,  he  stated  that  there 
is  very  little  gravel  in  the  area  and  shale  sometimes  mixed  with  sand  is  used  for 
surfacing.  He  and  other  witnesses  stated  that  the  shale  slacks  out  after  two 
years  and  must  be  renewed  every  third  year. 

Testimony  regarding  the  general  condition  of  the  roads  was  conflicting. 
Railway  witnesses  stated  that  they  had  travelled  all  the  roads  in  the  area  just 
after  a  period  of  rain  and  had  found  them  easily  passable.  Residents  of  the  area 
testified  that  the  roads,  while  generally  good,  were,  during  heavy  rains  and  snow 
or  ice  conditions,  impassable  to  loaded  trucks,  particularly  crossing  the  Pembina 
Valley.  I  would  give  more  weight  to  the  evidence  of  the  latter  as  they  travel  the 
roads  the  year  round.  It  is  my  view  that  Highway  31  is  the  only  road  crossing  the 
Pembina  Valley  in  this  area  that  would  provide  for  access  to  the  La  Riviere 
Subdivision  by  loaded  trucks  during  almost  all  kinds  of  weather.  Other  roads 
should  not  present  difficulty  in  delivering  grain  to  markets,  except  in  periods 
of  unusually  bad  weather. 

Alternate  transportation  facilities  for  businesses  in  the  area  are  provided 
by  the  Mitchell  Transfer  from  Darlingford,  the  Manitou  Transfer  and  the  Collins 
Transfer  from  Pilot  Mound;  all  on  an  as  required  basis.  Bread  trucks,  cleaners' 
trucks,  and  private  trucks,  further  serve  the  area. 

Traffic  on  the  Line 

Counsel  for  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  filed  Exhibit  8  showing 
the  carload  and  l.c.l.  freight  traffic  received  on  and  forwarded  from  the  Line  dur- 
ing the  years  1957  to  1960  inclusive.  This  Exhibit  is  reproduced  in  part  below. 
The  details  of  the  analysis  are  omitted  and  the  totals  only  for  each  shipping 
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point  on  the  line  are  shown:

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The  iTiethod  errployed  in  estimating  off-line  costs  has  been  used  for  about 
20  years  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Pailway  Company  in  its  day  to  day  costing 
work.  Its  use  in  abandonment  cases  is  co;Tiparatively  recent.  While  its  accuracy 
in  application  to  such  cases  n-^ay  vary,  and  in  some  cases  disallowances  may  be 
made  by  the  Board,  the  costs  shovm  in  Fxhibit  12  can  be  accepted  as  an  approxi- 
mation of  the  off-line  costs  in  this  particular  case. 

Financial  Improvement  Resulting  from  Abandonment 

Using  the  revenue  and  expense  figures  shown  in  the  above  exhibits,  Railway 
Counsel  filed  Fxhibit  10  to  show  the  financial  improvement  to  the  Railway,  in 
each  of  the  years  19S7  to  1960  inclusive,  that  would  have  resulted  if  the  line 
had  been  abandoned:

The  company  estimates  of  avoidable  on-line  costs  for  Supervision,  Traffic, 
General  and  Communications  in  1960,  total  $11,326.  These  costs  include  such 
items  as  company  pension  contributions,  injuries  to  persons  and  rail  communi- 
cations, which  I  would  allow.  They  also  include  an  allowance  for  savings  in 
traffic,  superintendence  and  other  general  expense.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  these 
estimated  costs  would  be  avoided  in  the  event  of  the  abandonment  of  these  sub- 
divisions. I  would  make  disallowances  of  $5,000  in  this  case  and  would  reduce 
the  1960  estimate  of  avoidable  on-line  costs  shown  in  Exhibit  11  from  $72,800 
to  $67,800. 

I  would  m.ake  the  same  $5,000  adjustment  in  the  branch  line  expenses  shown 
in  Exhibit  10.  The  resulting  annual  loss  to  the  company  (shown  as  financial 
improvement  in  Exhibit  10)  would  be  $61,000. 

Railway  Counsel  filed  Exhibit  19,  a  statement  of  off-line  avoidable  costs 
incurred  and  of  revenues  earned  by  the  estimated  traffic  (based  on  1959  han- 
dlings) that  would  be  retained  by  the  company  on  adjoining  C.P.R.  lines  if  the 
two  subdivisions  were  abandoned.  The  revenue  value  of  this  traffic  was  esti- 
mated to  be  $8,0,656  and  the  cost  of  handling  it  $82,600.  I  have  noted  that  about 
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$5,000  revenue  from  1959  traffic  in  fuel  oil,  gasoline  and  asphalt  was  assumed 
to  have  been  lost  after  abandonment.  I  have  also  noted  that  the  carload  billing 
and  collecting  costs  were  calculated  to  be  about  $1,700  higher  than  in  the  esti- 
mate for  the  off-line  costs  of  handling  the  1959  traffic;  this  could  occur  since 
in  1959  a  part  of  the  carload  billing  and  collecting  costs  may  have  been  absorbed 
in  on-line  expenses. 

If  the  assumed  loss  of  some  $2,000  on  retained  traffic  were  deducted  from 
the  $61,000  Financial  Improvement,  the  latter  would  become  $59,000.  As  stated 
in  a  previous  judgment,  however,  I  would  not  make  such  adjustment.  Assumptions 
concerned  in  retained  traffic  are  factors  to  be  considered,  but  I  would  give  first 
consideration  to  an  estimated  annual  operating  loss  of  $61,000  for  the  year  1960. 

Counsel  for  the  respondents  contended  that  the  figures  submitted  for  the 
years  1957  to  1960  inclusive  were  based  on  grain  shipments  that  were  abnormally 
low.  They  pointed  out  that  the  total  production  for  the  area  for  the  crop  year 
1959-60  as  shown  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners,  was 
656,965  bushels,  while  the  same  report  showed  the  ten  year  average  to  have 
been  818,103  bushels.  It  was  their  view  that  a  forecast  of  future  production 
would  be  more  reliable  if  based  on  the  10  year  average  and  that  revenues  and 
expenses  as  shown  for  1960  should  be  prorated  to  that  average. 

Counsel  for  the  railway  pointed  out  that  the  Board  required  only  figures  for 
3  years  with  revenues  and  expenses  based  on  the  production  of  those  years.  The 
railway  had  voluntarily  added  the  figures  for  1960  when  they  became  available. 
He  argued  that  each  of  these  4  years  showed  a  loss  nearly  equal  to  or  greater 
than  the  loss  for  1%0,  and  that  the  figures  shown  for  the  4  years  were  a  reliable 
indication  of  future  annual  losses.  Further  to  this,  railway  witness  R.  Leslie, 
under  cross-examination,  contended  that  a  prorating  based  on  proportionate  pro- 
duction would  be  inaccurate  without  a  study  of  figures  of  traffic  movements. 

A  careful  study  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners'  Reports  shows  that 
production  for  the  4  years  1957  to  1960  in  this  area  has  been  very  low.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  10  year  average  includes  years  of  the  highest  production  Western 
Canada  has  ever  known.  I  do  not  consider  that  either  can  be  accepted  as  a  reli- 
able indication  of  future  marketings.  Any  forecast  of  production  must  be,  to  some 
degree,  arbitrary,  but  a  study  of  all  the  facts  available  indicates  that  it  would  be 
reasonable  to  assume  that  the  area  could  be  expected  to  produce  approximately 
740,000  bushels  of  grain  annually.  Calculations  will  be  based  on  that  assumption. 

Comparisons  are  somewhat  complicated  due  to  railway  figures  on  grain 
shipments  being  based  on  calendar  years  and  expressed  in  terms  of  tons  and 
carloads  and  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners'  Reports  being  based  on  crop 
years  and  expressed  in  terms  of  bushels.  For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  I  have 
assumed  the  1%0  shipments  to  have  been  increased  by  40  cars  of  grain.  A  study 
of  the  figures  and  railway  data  that  have  been  made  available  indicates  an  esti- 
mate of  an  increase  in  revenues  due  to  these  additional  shipments  of  approxi- 
mately $7,700.  A  similar  study  of  costs  indicates  that  the  off-line  costs  would 
approximate  this  amount.  There  would  be  some  added  on-line  costs.  Thus  there 
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would  be  no  significant  change  in  net  revenue  and  no  need  to  revise  the  estimate 
of  annual  loss  shown  above. 

Estimated  Net  Salvage 

The  railway  engineering  witness  estimated  that  the  net  salvage  value  of  the 
material  from  the  Snowflake  Subdivision,  resulting  from  abandonment  would  be 
$226,200  and  from  the  Fallison  Subdivision  $74,300,  a  total  of  $300,500.  The 
value  of  salvage  cannot  be  a  major  consideration  in  evaluating  an  application 
for  abandonment,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  on  the  net  salvage  shown  here,  with 
interest  at  5  per  cent,  the  return  to  the  railway  would  be  approximately  $15,000 
annually,  which  sum  would  add  to  the  financial  improvement  of  the  railway  as  a 
result  of  abandonment  of  the  line. 

Future  Capital  Appropriations 

The  company  engineering  witness  further  gave  evidence  supported  by  Exhibit 
14,  forecasting  the  capital  appropriations  that  would  be  necessary  over  the  next 
IS  years  if  the  Snowflake  and  Fallison  Subdivisions  remained  in  operation. 
These  consisted  of  replacement  and  renewal  of  rail,  track  ties,  switch  ties  and 
4  bridges.  The  estimated  total  was  $555,400.  Capital  expenditures  on  roadway 
property  are  reflected  in  operating  expenses  by  annual  charges  to  "Road  Property 
Depreciation*';  provision  for  this  category  of  expense  has  been  made  in  Exhibit 
11.  As  stated  earlier  in  this  judgment,  future  capital  expenditures  on  the  four 
above  items  would  be  necessary  in  the  event  of  continued  operation.  There  is  no 
indication  as  to  how  many  of  these  might  be  deferred,  nor  for  what  duration.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  judgment,  only  the  expense  items  noted  above  will  be  con- 
sidered. 

OBJECTIONS  OF  THE  RESPONDENTS 

Mr.  R.  Usick,  representing  Manitoba  Farmers  Union,  presented  a  brief  on 
behalf  of  that  body  and  filed  as  Exhibit  35,  a  petition  signed  by  262  residents 
of  the  area  affected  by  the  proposed  abandonment.  This  petition  requested  the 
Board  to  refuse  the  application.  Briefs  were  also  presented  by  Mr.  Cousins, 
Reeve  of  Pembina  Rural  Municipality  and  by  Mr.  Fallis,  Secretary  of  Louise 
Rural  Municipality.  A  brief  of  the  Snowflake  Co-operative  Elevator  Association 
was  filed  as  Exhibit  36. 

Counsel  for  the  North  West  Line  Elevators  Association  and  for  Manitoba 
Pool  Elevators,  filed  as  exhibits  questionnaires  completed  by  permit  holders 
delivering  to  the  shipping  points  on  the  two  subdivisions.  There  were  252  permit 
holders  in  1960.  Approximately  220  questionnaires  were  completed.  These  ques- 
tionnaires gave  information,  among  other  details,  on:  additional  miles  of  haul 
to  the  alternate  point  of  delivery,  land  location,  type  of  truck  owned.  While  the 
questionnaires  were  checked  as  to  accuracy  by  representatives  of  local  elevator 
associations,  the  Board  recognized  that  no  witness  could  assume  responsibility 
for  the  figures  or  be  cross-examined  concerning  the  details.  They  were  accepted, 
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not  as  attested  evidence,  but  for  the  information  of  the  Board,  subject  to  a  care- 
ful check  of  those  details  which  could  be  checked.  In  general,  relatively  few 
discrepancies  were  found. 

Objections  of  the  respondents  to  the  proposed  abandonment  centered  around 
the  following: 

(a)  Increased  haulage  cost  and  added  inconvenience  for  grain  deliveries, 
seed  cleaning,  moisture  testing  and  coal  hauling. 

(b)  Increased  road  construction  and  maint^ance  cost,  due  to  heavier  vehicles 
and  new  traffic  patterns. 

(c)  Added  cost  and  inconvenience,  due  to  congestion  at  new  delivery  points, 
resulting  in  retarded  delivery  of  quotas. 

(d)  Property  losses  to  the  elevator  companies  and  associations. 

(e)  Expense  of  reassessment  of  farm  properties. 

(0  Loss  of  businesses  in  villages  —  disruption  of  the  community. 

increased  Haulage  Costs 

Counsel  for  the  respondents,  basing  his  figures  on  information  taken  from 
the  questionnaires  and  using  the  ten  year  average  grain  production,  argued  that 
the  annual  cost  of  additional  grain  haulage,  due  to  abandonment,  would  be 
$42,210.  He  used  the  haulage  cost  figure  of  cent  per  bushel  per  loaded  mile 
(Exhibit  34). 

In  support  of  this  latter  cost  figure,  Counsel  led  in  evidence  through  Mr.  H. 
ivlotheral,  a  farmer  from  the  Snowflake  area,  who  works  in  the  winter  time  with 
the  University  of  Manitoba  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics.  Mr.  Motheral 
used  a  pamphlet  on  a  study  of  farm  truck  costs  written  by  ?.lr.  I.F.  Fumess,  an 
economist  with  the  Canadian  Department  of  Agriculture,  relating  the  cost  items 
to  his  own  experience.  The  study  was  made  on  a  one-ton  farm  truck  in  general 
farm  use  for  one  year,  covering  about  9,000  miles.  The  witness  went  over  each 
item  of  cost  and  arrived  at  a  total  cost  figure  of  cent  per  bushel  per  loaded 
mile  for  hauling  grain  in  this  truck. 

Mr.  Bigelow,  a  Director  of  the  Fallison  Co-Operative  Elevator  Association, 
testified  that  he  had  checked  contract  haulage  prices  with  a  trucker  from  Crystal 
City  and  had  been  given  a  figure  of  a  cent  a  mile  for  the  first  three  miles  and 
y-i  cent  per  mile  for  each  mile  over  three. 

Counsel  for  the  respondents,  again  using  information  from  the  question- 
naires, pointed  out  that  42  farmers  in  the  area  had  no  truck.  He  argued  that  for 
the  longer  hauls  each  of  the  farmers  would  have  to  buy  a  truck  at  an  estimated 
total  cost  of  $84,000  (Exhibit  34).  He  further  pointed  out  that  116  farmers  had 
trucks  of  one  ton  or  less  and  would  probably  have  to  buy  larger  trucks.  He  made 
no  forecast  of  the  cost.  The  Board  could  not  verify  the  accuracy  of  the  in  forma- 
tion concerning  trucks,  but  a  check  of  the  figures  submitted  shows  that  Counsel 
was  understating  the  numbers  in  each  case.  It  was  further  noted  that  46  farmers 
in  the  area  affected  owned  trucks  of  greater  than  one  ton  rating. 
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Counsel  for  the  railway  argued  that  the  additional  haulage  cost  as  stated 
above  could  be  greatly  reduced.  He  stated  that  the  present  elevators  could  re- 
main as  licensed  country  elevators  and  could  continue  to  receive  grain  as  before. 
He  proposed  that  the  elevator  companies  and  associations  could  purchase  semi- 
trailer dump  trucks  of  440  bushels  capacity  and  could  haul  grain  in  these  trucks 
from  the  elevators  to  rail  points,  there  unloading  into  box  cars.  He  contended 
that  this  method  v/ould  result  in  a  greatly  lowered  cost. 

Mr.  Charles  Aked,  District  Supervisor  of  Merchandise  Services,  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  Calgary,  Alberta,  and  for  17  years  General  Manager  of  Dench 
of  Canada,  gave  evidence  on  haulage  costs  under  the  above  conditions.  lAi. 
Aked,  as  at  previous  hearings  before  the  Board,  itemized  all  costs  and  arrived 
at  a  final  cost  of  %  of  a  cent  per  bushel  per  loaded  mile,  provided  that  two  men 
would  be  required  on  the  truck,  as  the  respondents  contended.  This  would  have 
the  effect  of  reducing  the  additional  haulage  costs  by  approximately  50  per  cent. 

Counsel  for  North  West  Line  Elevators  Association  filed  as  Exhibit  24,  a 
letter  from  Mr.  VV.J.  MacLeod,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners, 
to  all  the  wheat  pools,  the  Line  Elevators  Association  and  the  United  Grain 
Growers,  which  stated  in  part:  "The  following  revised  conditions  represent  the 
final  decision  of  the  Wheat  Board  in  respect  to  the  procedure  for  country  elevators 
on  abandoned  lines:  'Elevator  facilities  on  abandoned  trackage  will  be  licensed 
and  continue  to  operate  solely  for  the  storage  of  stocks  on  hand  at  the  date  of 
abandonment,  accepting  no  further  receipts  of  grain  after  that  date'."  Counsel 
argued  that  this  declared  policy  rendered  the  plan  proposed  by  Railway  Counsel 
impracticable.  Railway  Counsel  stated  in  argument  that  a  simple  amendment  to 
the  Canada  Grain  Act  was  all  that  would  be  required  and  contended  that  the  rail- 
ways should  not  alone  bear  the  losses  attendant  upon  getting  the  grain  to  market. 
It  was  his  view  that  the  grain  companies  should  assume  a  share  of  the  respon- 
sibility. 

Counsel  for  the  respondents  further  argued  that  the  proposed  method  had 
definite  practical  disadvantages: 

(a)  Congested  conditions  at  the  Lakehead  which  had  resulted  in  quota 
deliveries  would  impede  the  orderly  removal  of  grain  from  the  elevators 
on  abandoned  lines. 

(b)  The  use  of  the  large  elevator  trucks  would  greatly  increase  road  and 
bridge  maintenance  and  construction  costs. 

The  cost  of  hauling  the  grain  to  the  rail  line  is  essentially  a  cost  of  grain 
production.  Any  additional  haulage  cost  due  to  abandonment  would  necessarily 
fall  on  the  farmer.  From  the  evidence  it  is  clear  that  the  use  of  larger  trucks 
lowers  the  cost  per  bushel  per  mile.  To  that  extent,  the  plan  proposed  by  railway 
counsel  has  economic  implications  worthy  of  study  with  a  view  to  removing  the 
obvious  practical  obstacles.  However,  I  cannot  base  this  judgment  on  the  possi- 
bility that  the  Canada  Grain  Act  will  be  amended  and  that  the  elevator  companies 
will  maintain  tjheir  old,  small  and  highly  depreciated  elevators  should  branch 
lines  be  abandoned.  Such  amendment  would  result  only  from  a  widespread  demand 
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from  grain  companies  and/or  from  farmers.  There  is  no  evidence  of  such  demand, 
rather  the  contrary. 

Any  estimate  of  the  cost  of  additional  haulage  must  be  based  on  the  most 
probable  results  of  abandonment.  It  would  seem  most  likely  that  some  farmers 
would  haul  directly  to  alternate  points  with  their  present  trucks  or  trailers;  some 
would  be  forced  to  buy  larger  trucks  and  others  would  hire  contract  haulers.  It  is 
impossible  to  estimate  how  many  trucks  would  be  purchased  or  the  overall  cost 
of  purchase  or  operation.  I  find  that  the  most  acceptable  method  of  evaluating 
the  cost  to  the  farmers  of  the  additional  haulage  would  be  to  estimate  that  cost 
on  a  contract  haulage  basis. 

Evidence  given  in  this  and  other  hearings  on  abandonments  indicates  that 
the  going  price  for  truck  haulage  is      cent  per  bushel  per  mile.  It  further  indi- 
cates that  the  cost  of  operation  of  a  truck  of  a  size  economical  for  general  farm 
use  approximates  that  figure.  In  calculation  of  cost,  I  have  employed     cent  per 
bushel  per  loaded  mile. 

Under  "Summary  of  the  Financial  Position  of  the  Railway'*,  I  made  an  ad- 
justment of  the  1959-60  crop  production  figures  in  estimating  the  probable  future 
production  of  the  area.  Reasons  for  that  adjustment  were  given.  Under  that  ad- 
justment, the  annual  production  of  each  point  is  the  line  would  be:  Purves, 
197,262;  Snowflake,  239,343;  Fallison,  162,186;  Mowbray,  89,365;  Windygates, 
50,660,  bushels  of  grain. 

A  study  of  the  questionnaires  and  the  map  exhibits  indicated  that  the  aver- 
age mileages  for  additional  haul  from  the  above  points,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  34, 
should  be  reduced  to  some  extent  for  Snowflake,  Mowbray  and  Windygates.  This 
was  done.  Using  the  annual  production  figures  as  above,  the  adjusted  mileage 
figures  and  the  indicated  per  bushel  cost,  I  find  the  total  annual  additional  grain 
haulage  cost  that  would  result  from  abandonment  to  be  $38,368. 

There  remains  the  haulage  costs  for  seed,  for  moisture  testing  and  for  coal. 
No  evidence  was  submitted  as  to  the  number  of  bushels  of  seed  involved.  In 
addition,  it  seems  probable  that  local  seed  cleaning  plants  and  moisture  testing 
depots  would  be  set  up  here,  as  has  been  the  case  in  other  areas,  in  the  event 
of  abandonment,  thus  reducing  the  cost.  There  is  no  concrete  evidence  to  assist 
the  Board  in  estimating  the  cost  of  coal  hauling.  Much  of  the  latter  would  prob- 
ably be  allied  with  grain  haul.  If  seed  did  have  to  be  hauled  to  alternate  points, 
by  using  proportions  used  in  the  McAuley-Kirkella  Judgment,  I  have  estimated 
the  annual  cost  of  additional  haulage  to  be  $6,000.  There  would,  of  course,  be 
considerable  added  inconvenience. 

Increased  Road  Construction  and  Maintenance  Costs 

The  general  condition  of  the  roads  in  the  area  was  discussed  earlier  in  this 
judgment.  Concrete  evidence  concerning  new  road  and  bridge  construction  costs 
on  north-south  roads  in  his  municipality  was  given  by  Mr.  Cousins,  Reeve  of 
Pembina  Municipality.  These  included  the  Mowbray -Kaleida  road,  13  miles;  the 
Mowbray-Manitou  road,  15  miles;  and  the  Snowflake-Manitou  road,  8  miles.  To 
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these,  he  added  36  miles  of  shale  at  $300  a  mile  and  2  bridges  at  $48,000  each 
crossing  the  Pembina  Valley,  plus  $1,000  work  on  the  Mowbray-Kaleida  hill.  The 
total  cost  was  $117,000  for  the  north-south  roads.  He  stated  that  added  main- 
tenance costs  of  all  roads  carrying  heavier  traffic  would  be  $150  per  mile.  No 
total  was  given.  Mr.  Fallis  of  Louise  Municipality,  beyond  stating  the  difficulty 
of  maintaining  roads  in  the  area,  gave  no  figure  as  to  the  expected  rise  in  cost. 

I  cannot  give  full  weight  to  Mr.  Cousins'  estimate  of  road  construction  and 
maintenance  costs,  due  to  the  proposed  abandonment.  A  study  of  the  question- 
naires indicated  that  only  23,000  bushels  would  go  to  Manitou  and  a  negligible 
amount  to  Kaleida.  Most  of  the  grain  would  proceed  north  over  Highway  31  or 
over  the  Snowflake-La  Riviere  road.  Therefore,  the  construction  of  the  new 
road  and  the  two  bridges  mentioned  could  not  be  attributed  to  the  proposed 
abandonment,  I  recognize  that  there  will  be  increased  maintenance  cost  and  that 
some  road  construction  will  be  necessary  on  other  market  roads,  but  there  is 
no  evidence  on  which  to  base  a  cost  estimate. 

Congestion  at  Alternate  Delivery  Points 

From  an  analysis  of  the  questionnaires  as  to  alternate  points  of  delivery, 
appUed  to  the  estimated  annual  production  total  of  approximately  740,000  bushels 
the  grain  from  the  area  would  apparently  be  delivered  to  alternate  points  in  the 
following  proportions: 

Darlingford  120,665  bushels 

La  Riviere  244,372 

Crystal  City  306,924 

Pilot  Mound  43,669 

Manitou  23,455 
The  total  capacities  of  the  elevators  at  these  points  as  shown  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  publication,  "Grain  Elevators  in  Canada  for  the  Crop  Year 
1961-62"  (Exhibit  7),  are  as  follows: 

Darlingford  204,700  bushels 

La  Riviere  144,800 

Crystal  City  161,600 

Pilot  Mound  193,900 

Manitou  177,500 
From  these  tables,  it  is  apparent  that  Pilot  Mound  and  Manitou  have  ca- 
pacities that  should  enable  them  to  absorb  the  additional  grain  without  undue 
congestion.  There  might  be  some  congestion  at  Darlingford,  which  would  have 
to  absorb  additional  grain  approximating  ^/^  of  its  present  capacity.  However,  a 
more  serious  situation  is  apparent  at  La  Riviere.  Here  a  capacity  of  144,800 
bushels  would  have  to  absorb  244,374  bushels  of  additional  grain.  At  Crystal 
City,  an  even  worse  situation  would  develop;  161,600  bushels  capacity  would 
have  to  absorb  an  additional  306,924  bushels. 

Section  109  subsection  (1)  of  the  Canada  Grain  Act,  requires  country  ele- 
vator operators  to  receive  all  grain  offered  in  the  order  in  which  it  is  offered. 
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During  the  past  years  of  congestion  at  the  Lakehead,  there  has  been  a  rush  of 
grain  to  the  country  elevators  whenever  a  quota  was  opened.  Farmers  at  a  dis- 
tance from  the  elevator  points  would  be  at  an  obvious  disadvantage  when  the 
available  elevator  space  was  limited,  as  would  be  the  case  here.  The  congestion 
at  Crystal  City  and  La  Riviere  would  add  greatly  to  the  loss  and  inconvenience 
of  farmers  from  the  Fallison,  Snowflake  and  Purves  areas.  Until  further  elevator 
capacity  was  provided,  there  would  be  serious  difficulty  in  marketing  grain  at 
either  of  the  above  points.  The  necessary  capacity  might  be  added  eventually 
but  officials  of  grain  companies,  during  other  hearings,  have  repeatedly  expressed 
wariness  concerning  construction  of  new  elevators  on  branch  lines.  There  would 
certainly  be  a  period  of  serious  disruption,  a  period  of  indeterminable  duration. 

Effects  on  Elevator  Companies  nnd  Associations 

Counsel  for  the  respondents,  referring  to  Exhibit  34,  pointed  out  that  re- 
placement cost  of  the  elevators  on  the  line  would  total  $506,220.  In  argument, 
he  conceded  that  not  all  of  these  elevators  would  be  replaced  in  the  event  of 
abandonment,  but  estimated  the  actual  replacement  cost  at  $300,000.  In  evalu- 
ating the  loss  to  the  elevator  companies,  I  cannot  use  replacement  costs  based 
on  present  day  construction  costs  as  a  measure.  I  have  used,  as  was  done  in  the 
Neptune  and  Reston-Wolseley  judgments,  the  present  day  depreciated  value  of 
the  elevators  on  the  line,  as  a  measure  of  that  loss.  Using  the  construction 
cost  figures  accepted  in  those  judgments,  the  official  capacities  of  the  elevators 
and  annexes  as  shown  in  Exhibit  15,  and  after  deducting  the  accumulated  depre- 
ciation, I  find  that  the  present  day  depreciated  value  totals  approximately 
$168,000.  I  accept  this  as  a  measure  of  the  loss  to  the  elevator  companies. 

Re-assessment  of  Farm  Properties 

Witnesses  for  the  rural  municipalities  claimed  that  farm  values  would  de- 
preciate as  a  result  of  increased  distance  from  the  railway  line.  They  further 
pointed  out  that  as  farm  assessments  were  discounted  in  proportion  to  the  dis- 
tance of  delivery  point,  a  re-assessment  of  all  farm  lands  in  the  area  would  be- 
come necessary.  This  would  mean  an  added  expense.  No  actual  estimates  were 
submitted  concerning  either  of  these  claims,  but  they  are  factors  to  be  con- 
sidered. 

Effects  on  Businesses  in  Villages 

Respondents  claimed  that  delivery  of  grain  elsewhere  would  cause  a  decline 
in  the  volume  of  business  in  the  villages,  and  the  consequent  decline  of  all  the 
latter  as  community  centres.  This  will,  no  doubt,  happen  to  some  degree  as  it 
has  already  happened  to  many  other  smaller  villages,  due  to  increased  highway 
traffic.  Evidence  indicates  that  these  businesses  are  not  dependent  on  the  rail- 
way for  the  conduct  of  their  business,  but  are  served  largely  by  truck.  Small 
villages  such  as  these  will  survive  proportionally  to  the  degree  to  which  they 
serve  the  needs  of  the  community.  Their  survival  is  not  entirely  dependent  upon 
the  continued  operation  of  the  railway  line. 
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FINDINGS 

The  principles  followed  by  the  Board  in  considering  applications  for  aban- 
donment have  been  as  stated  by  Chief  Commissioner  Guthrie  in  Vancouver, 
Victoria  and  Eastern  Railway  v.  Princeton  45  C.R.C.  197:  ''But  this  Board  has 
uniformly  decided  that  loss  sustained  by  the  Railway  Company,  arising  from 
operation  of  a  line  of  railway,  is  not  of  itself  sufficient  to  justify  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  line.  It  must  also  be  shown  that  the  community  resident  in  the  terri- 
tory affected,  and  the  industries  established  therein,  will  not  be  unduly  incon- 
venienced or  prejudiced  by  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  railway  company.  In 
other  words  it  must  be  demonstrated  that  the  local  community  will  not  be  un- 
reasonably deprived  of  access  to  their  properties,  to  markets  and  to  shipping 
facilities  for  their  produce  either  by  railway,  highway,  or  other  means  of  transport. 
The  issue  in  each  case  where  abandonment  is  sought  resolves  itself  into  a 
question  of:  'whether  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public,  consequent  upon 
the  abandonment,  outweigh  the  burden  that  continued  operation  of  the  railway 
line  involved  would  impose  upon  the  Railway  Company  (C.N.R.  v.  Tweed  (1935) 
44  C.R.C.  53)'  ". 

As  stated  earlier  in  this  judgment  under  "Summary  of  the  Financial  Position 
of  the  Railway",  the  revised  estimate  of  the  expected  annual  loss  to  the  railway 
through  the  operation  of  these  subdivisions  is  $61,000.  This  closely  approximates 
the  annual  loss  for  the  4  years  for  which  figures  were  submitted,  after  disallow- 
ances are  considered.  There  is  no  evidence  to  indicate  a  future  appreciable 
increase  in  traffic.  Livestock,  express  traffic  and  nearly  all  the  l.c.l.  traffic 
have  been  lost  to  the  trucks.  There  remains  only  grain  outwards  and  coal  and 
some  petroleum  products  inward.  I  find  that  continued  operation  of  these  sub- 
divisions would  result  in  the  burden  of  at  least  this  loss  to  the  railway.  Return 
from  net  salvage  is  an  added  factor  to  be  considered  as  contributory  to  financial 
betterment  to  the  company,  resulting  from  abandonment  of  the  line,  but  is  not 
considered  as  a  loss. 

The  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  within  the  area  affected,  cannot 
be  expressed  wholly  in  terms  of  a  monetary  equivalent.  Some  items  can  be  so 
approximated;  some  are  imponderable.  The  total  additional  annual  haulage  cost 
for  grain  deliveries,  as  estimated  earlier  in  the  judgment,  was  $38,368.  Other 
additional  haulage  costs  discussed  in  the  same  section  had  an  estimated  annual 
total  of  $6,000.  The  total  loss  to  the  elevator  companies  and  associations  was 
estimated  as  $168,000. 

Other  elements  of  cost  such  as  increased  road  construction  and  maintenance 
costs  and  assessment  costs  claimed  by  the  respondents,  cannot  be  measured 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy  on  the  evidence  available.  These  are  recognized, 
but  cannot  be  fixed  in  amount. 

Of  the  other  elements  of  loss  and  inconvenience,  the  most  impressive  is 
that  of  congestion  at  elevator  points  such  as  La  Riviere  and  Crystal  City.  The 
probable  situation  has  been  outlined  earlier  in  this  judgment.  There  is  a  real

possibility  that  in  this  area,  the  farmers  may  suffer  a  considerable  degree  of 
deprivation  of  access  to  their  markets.  Other  elements  of  loss  and  inconvenience 
have  been  noted  and  evaluated  in  another  section.  All  have  been  fully  considered, 
in  weighing  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  shown  that 
operation  of  the  Snowflake  and  Fallison  Subdivisions  has  been,  and  is  likely  to 
continue  to  be,  a  non-profitable  operation.  The  Board  has  recognized  and  still 
recognizes  that  the  economic  health  of  the  railways  depends  partly  on  their  being 
permitted  to  discontinue  uneconomic  services.  I  find  that  the  circumstances  in 
this  area  warrant  some  relief  to  the  railway. 

However,  I  also  find  that  the  burden  which  continued  operation  would  impose 
upon  the  railway  does  not  outweigh  the  loss  and  inconvenience  that  abandon- 
ment would  impose  upon  the  public  to  such  a  degree  as  to  warrant  authorization 
to  abandon  the  whole  line. 

It  is  clear,  I  think,  that  the  most  uneconomic  portions  of  the  line  are  from 
Snowflake  to  Fallison  and  from  Snowflake  to  Windy  gates.  These  would  appear 
to  be  the  most  expensive  sections  to  maintain.  Evidence  indicated  that  three 
bridges  on  this  part  of  the  line  require  rebuilding  and  that  two  section  crews 
were  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  these  two  sections.  It  is  further  noted  that 
80  per  cent  of  the  revenues  from  incoming  traffic  are  credited  to  Snowflake  and 
Purves  and  that  at  least  70  per  cent  of  the  grain  traffic  on  the  line  would  be 
retained  at  these  two  points.  Retention  of  only  that  portion  of  the  line  from  Wood 
Bay  to  Snowflake  should  result  in  the  disappearance  of  many  uneconomical 
features  of  this  operation. 

A  study  of  the  operation  on  the  La  Riviere  and  Napinka  Subdivisions  had 
indicated  that  there  should  be  no  operational  difficulties  if  the  Wood  Bay-Snow- 
flake  portion  of  the  line  remains  in  operation.  There  is  no  apparent  reason  why 
service  cannot  be  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  service  on  the  above  sub- 
divisions. 

Some  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  would  still  ensue.  Farmers  near 
Windy  gates  and  ?>lowbray  would  still  have  added  costs;  elevator  companies  would 
still  have  some  losses.  However,  the  scope  and  degree  of  the  loss,  of  the  dis- 
ruption and  of  the  general  impact  upon  the  public  would  be  lessened. 

I  would,  therefore,  authorize  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  abandon  the 
Fallison  Subdivision  extending  from  Snowflake  to  Fallison,  a  distance  of  10.07 
miles  and  to  abandon  that  portion  of  the  Snowflake  Subdivision  extending  from 
Snowflake  (mileage  16.2)  to  Windy  gates  (mileage  32.38),  a  distance  of  16.13 
miles,  such  abandonment  to  take  place  not  earlier  than  August  1,  1962,  on  not 
less  than  90  days'  notice  to  the  m.unicipalities  and  the  elevator  companies  and 
associations  affected.  This  notice  is  to  be  posted  in  the  stations  on  the  line 
and  to  be  filed  with  the  Board. 
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An  Order  will  be  issued  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C.  j 

The  matter  before  the  Board  is  the  application  of  Canafdian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  to  discontinue  passenger  train  service  between  Saint  Johti  krid  McAdam, 
New  Brunswick,  now  being  provided  by  trains  101  and  102,  and  between  McAdam 
and  Edmundston,  New  Brunswick,  now  provided  by  trains  123  and  124. 
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The  hearing  took  place  at  Woodstock,  New  Brunswick,  over  the  three  days  of 
November  8th,  9th  and  10th,  1961. 

The  present  service  is  provided  by  two  Budd  self-propelled  rail  diesel  cars. 
The  equipment  is  maintained  at  Saint  John  and  is  used  on  trains  101-123  between 
Saint  John  and  Edmundston,  returning  on  trains  124-102  from  Edmundston  to 
Saint  John,  It  operates  over  the  Saint  John  Subdivision  from  Saint  John  to  McAdam 
and  over  the  Shogomoc  and  Edmundston  Subdivisions  to  Edmundston.  During  the 
period  before  Christmas,  when  heavier  express  traffic  is  carried,  a  conventional 
train  is  used  usually  to  Aroostook  at  the  northerly  end  of  the  Shogomoc  Subdivi- 
sion. During  this  period,  the  R.D.C.  units  are  then  used  from  Aroostook  to 
Edmundston  and  return. 

The  rail  diesel  cars  leave  Saint  John  at  6:35  a.m.  A.S.T.  and  arrive  at 
McAdam  at  9:00  a.m.  A.S.T.  and  arrive  at  Edmundston  at  2:25  p.m.  A.S.T.  They 
then  leave  Edmundston  at  3:15  p.m.  on  their  return  journey;  arrive  at  McAdam  at 
8:15  p.m.  A.S.T.  and  at  Saint  John  at  10:50  p.m.  A.S.T.  This  service  is  daily 
except  Sunday, 

Although  the  hearing  proceeded  in  respect  of  both  trains  101-102  and  123-124 
strictly,  the  application  of  the  Railway  Company  is  made  for  the  Board's  authority 
to  discontinue  the  passenger  train  service  now  provided  between  Edmundston  and 
McAdam  by  trains  123-124.  In  its  application,  it  advised  the  Board  that  it  proposed 
also  to  cancel  trains  101-102  and  stated  that,  normally,  it  would  not  be  necessary 
to  apply  to  the  Board  for  such  provision  as  it  would  not  result  in  elimination  of 
all  passenger  train  service  on  the  Saint  John  Subdivision.  However,  as  the  same 
R.D.C,  units  are  assigned  to  all  four  trains  and  as  the  mail  between  Saint  John 
and  Edmundston  uses  both  services,  the  Railway  Company  considered  it  desirable 
that  (in  the  event  of  its  application  being  successful)  both  runs  be  cancelled  at 
approximately  the  same  time.  It  was  therefore  requested  that  the  Board  consider 
its  proposal  as  to  trains  101-102  in  dealing  with  the  application  and  that  the 
Board  deal  with  that  proposal  in  its  Order,  if  that  should  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Board. 

However  the  application  may  be  couched,  I  prefer  to  deal  with  the  facts 
presented  to  the  Board,  as  if  the  application  fell  into  two  distinct  parts. 

TRAINS  101-102  SAINT  JOHN  TO  McADAM 

(1)  Area  Served: 

The  area  served  by  these  trains  consists  of  a  relatively  populated  area 
along  the  lower  Saint  John  River  Valley  between  Saint  John  and  Westfield  Beach. 
This  may  be  considered  as  almost  the  suburban  area  of  Saint  John.  From  Westfield 
Beach  to  Welsford,the  area  is  more  lightly  populated  and  from  Welsford  to  McAdam 
the  line  runs  through  an  area  where  the  residents  are  engaged  in  fanning  and 
some  lumbering, 

(2)  Highways: 

The  line  between  Saint  John  and  Westfield  Beach  is  closely  paralleled  by 
Highway  No,  2,  a  paved  all-weather  road.  At  Westfield  Beach,  this  road  swings 
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north  away  from  the  railway  line  and  more  or  less  follows  the  course  of  the  Saint 
John  River;  a  second  highway,  No.  2A,  continues  along  the  route  of  the  railway 
to  Welsford  where  it  also  diverges  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Fredericton.  From  a 
junction  with  Highway  2A  at  Welsford,  Highway  No.  28,  a  partly  gravelled  and 
partly  paved  all-weather  road,  continues  along  the  route  of  the  railway  to  Tracy, 
The  area  between  Tracy  and  Harvey  is  served  by  gravelled  branch  roads.  At 
Harvey,  Highway  No,  3,  a  paved  all-weather  road,  crosses  the  railway  and  runs 
in  a  westerly  direction  to  Thomaston  Corner  where  it  turns  south  to  St,  Stephen. 
From  Thomaston  Comer,  Highway  No.  4,  a  paved  all-weather  road,  follows 
generally  the  route  of  the  railway  to  McAdam. 
(3)  Present  Service: 

At  Fredericton  Junction  these  trains  make  connection  with  the  trains  from 
and  to  Fredericton. 

Throughout  the  length  of  their  run,  these  trains  provide  local  passenger, 
mail  and  express  service. 

(a )  Passenger  Carryings: 

Set  out  below  are  the  number  of  revenue  passenger  carryings  of  the  trains 
for  the  years  1953  to  1961,  inclusive.  These  are  broken  down  into  the  Summer 
and  Winter  periods  and  there  is  also  shown  the  average  of  passengers  per  trip.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  passenger  carryings  have  declined 
from  an  annual  total  of  10,360  in  1953-54  to  a  total  of  4,572  in  1960-61.  The 
average  has  declined  between  the  same  years  from  16.5  passengers  per  trip  to  7.3 
passengers  per  trip.  The  average  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  less  than  10 
passengers  per  trip.  The  above  figures  all  relate  to  revenue  passengers  only, 
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(h)Mail: 


Mail  service  for  local  stations  from  Saint  John  to  McAdam  is  provided  by 
these  trains.  A  small  quantity  of  late  mail  out  of  Fredericton  is  transferred  to 
train  102  for  furtherance  to  Saint  John,  This  is  the  only  mail  handled  by  these 
trains  between  Saint  John  and  Fredericton.  Mail  for  local  stations  between 
McAdam  and  Edmundston  is  carried  by  train  101  for  distribution  by  train  123, 
while  mail  originating  north  of  McAdam  arriving  on  train  124  is  handled  to  Saint 
John  by  train  102. 

(c)  Express: 

Trains  101  and  102  provide  express  service  to  and  from  all  local  on-line 
stations  between  Saint  John  and  McAdam,  Train  101  also  carries  express  for 
distribution  to  local  stations  between  McAdam  and  Edmundston  by  train  123, 
while  express  originating  north  of  McAdam  for  points  east  and  arriving  on  train 
124  is  forwarded  on  train  102, 
(4)  Financial  Position  of  Company: 

The  Railway  Company  claims  that  its  revenue  from  these  trains  during  the 
year  1960  amounted  to  some  $71,000  and  that  its  estimated  expenses  amounted 
to  some  $158,400,  leaving  an  annual  loss  of  some  $87,400.  This  is  shown  in  an 
exhibit  filed  in  the  proceedings.

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Should  the  Company's  application  be  approved,  the  express  from  Saint  John 
to  McAdam  would  be  handled  by  way  freight  service.  The  Company's  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  that  service,  attributable  to  the  area  from  Saint  John  to  McAdam,  is 
arrived  at  with  little  evidence  to  support  it  but  is  an  apportionment  made  by  the 
Railway  Company  of  the  estimated  cost;  the  anticipated  revenue  under  the 
proposed  change  is  $22,900  and  the  anticipated  cost  of  deriving  that  express 
revenue  is  estimated  at  $22,400  per  annum,  leaving  a  net  annual  express  earning 
of  some  $500  per  annum. 

Should  the  Railway  Company's  application  be  approved,  there  would  be  no 
passenger  revenue  or  expense.  In  its  evidence,  the  Railway  Company  has  also 
assumed  that  there  would  be  no  mail  revenue  in  that  it  cannot  say  what  contract 
the  Post  Office  Department  might  choose  to  let  in  changed  circumstances.  It  has 
therefore  arrived  at  an  estimated  net  revenue  under  the  proposed  scheme  of  some 
$500  on  the  assumption  that  there  would  be  express  revenue  and  expenses  only. 

Comparing  the  net  revenue  under  the  proposed  scheme  with  a  loss  under  the 
present  scheme,  the  Railway  Company  has  presented  to  the  Board  as  its  antic- 
ipated financial  improvement  the  sum  of  $87,900,  The  exhibit  reproduced  below 
shows  the  comparison  of  present  and  proposed  revenues  and  expenses.

In  railway  accounting.  Passenger  Revenues  and  Express  Revenues  are  not 
normally  recorded  by  train  runs.  The  rates  are  quoted  between  points,  and  the 
revenue  may  be  earned  by  providing  transportation  over  several  train  runs.  It  is 
normally  necessary  for  the  Company  to  conduct  a  survey  in  order  to  estimate  the 
Passenger  and  Express  Revenues  properly  allocable  to  a  particular  train  run 
such  as  trains  101  and  102,  This  is  not  required  for  Mail  since  Mail  contracts  are 
usually  let  by  train  run, 
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A  passenger  and  express  survey  was  conducted  during  the  week  of  March  10 
to  16,  1961.  Members  of  the  Company  Research  Staff  rode  the  trains  and  examined 
all  the  tickets  and  express  waybills  for  that  week.  The  full  local  coach  fare  be- 
tween stations  on  the  train  run,  for  the  type  of  ticket  used  by  each  passenger,  was 
credited  to  trains  101  and  102.  The  average  revenue  per  passenger  was  calculated 
and  taken  to  be  representative  of  the  annual  average  for  the  train  run.  This 
average  revenue  per  passenger  was  multiplied  by  the  total  number  of  revenue 
passengers  carried  during  the  year  to  give  the  estimate  of  $11,400  Passenger 
Revenue  for  1960, 

It  is  possible  that  this  method  of  estimating  average  passenger  revenue  could 
fail  to  give  proper  weight  to  seasonality.  The  average  reflected  the  travel  during 
the  week  of  March  10  to  16;  it  would  be  an  average  for  some  short  local  trips, 
some  longer  local  trips  and  the  on-line  portion  of  trips  to  and  from  off-line  points. 
The  average  revenue  per  passenger  for  the  year  could  be  higher  or  it  could  be 
lower  than  during  the  week  of  March  10  to  16.  It  would  require  a  survey  during 
the  Summer  or  some  further  analysis  of  passenger  tickets  in  order  to  check 
whether  the  March  10  to  16  average  was  representative  of  the  year.  I  would  not 
expect  a  further  check  to  show  a  major  variation,  but  for  purposes  of  this  judg- 
ment I  will  allow  an  increase  of  about  10%  in  the  average  revenue  per  passenger. 
I  have  increased  the  estimate  of  Annual  Passenger  Revenue  from  $11,400  to 
$12,500. 

In  the  case  of  express,  a  share  of  the  revenue  for  each  shipment  was  allo- 
cated to  trains  101  and  102,  based  on  the  ratio  of  the  on-Une  mileage  to  the 
total  mileage  from  origin  to  destination.  The  revenue  allocated  to  trains  101  and 
102,  for  the  week  of  March  10  to  16,  was  adjusted  for  seasonal  variation  in  the 
month  of  March  and  extended  to  an  annual  basis.  The  estimate  of  Express  Revenue 
for  the  year  1960  was  $34,500. 

The  Mail  Revenue  of  $25,100  was  the  actual  amount  received  from  the  Post 
Office  Department  for  handling  the  mail  on  trains  101  and  102  during  the 
year  1960. 

The  methods  which  were  used  by  the  Company  to  estimate  expenses  were 
similar  to  those  used  in  other  applications  involving  discontinuance  of  passenger 
service.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  estimates  represent  expenses  properly  chargeable 
to  this  service  except  in  the  case  of  (a)  Variable  Road  Maintenance,  (b)  Traffic, 
General  and  Communications,  and  (c)  Cost  of  Money. 

Variable  Road  Maintenance  Expense  was  estimated  to  be  $10,656.  The  cost 
witness  for  the  Company  testified  that  this  represented  the  portion  of  road 
maintenance  which  statistical  and  engineering  analysis  showed  to  be  variable 
with  train  operation.  It  was  not  expected  that  this  amount  could  be  saved  in  the 
first  year  after  discontinuance,  but  it  would  be  possible  over  a  5-year  period  to 
adjust  the  maintenance  expenses  to  a  reduced  level  of  traffic.  I  am  not  satisfied 
that  the  application  of  system  analysis  results  to  this  small  segment  of  the 
passenger  service  gives  a  proper  estimate  of  the  maintenance  expense  which 
could  be  saved  if  the  service  were  discontinued.  For  purposes  of  this  judgment 
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I  have  reduced  the  estimate  by  $6,000, 

Traffic,  General  and  Communications  Expense  was  estimated  to  be  $17,235, 
This  represented  a  portion  of  the  system  expense  for  Traffic,  General  and  Commu- 
nications. It  was  anticipated  that  savings  in  these  expenses  could  be  made  some 
time  after  the  proposed  reduction  in  train  service.  The  cost  witness  for  the 
Company  testified  that  $4,500  represented  Pension  Expense  related  to  the  labour 
content  of  the  direct  expenses;  this,  I  agree,  could  be  saved  in  the  event  of  dis- 
continuance of  the  service.  Some  part  of  the  remaining  expense  of  $12,735  would 
also  be  saved;  but  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  full  amount  of  system  expense 
allocated  to  this  small  segment  of  the  passenger  service  would  be  saved  in  the 
event  of  discontinuance.  For  purposes  of  this  judgment  I  have  reduced  the 
estimate  by  $7,000. 

The  Cost  of  Money  was  estimated  to  be  $23,909.  It  represented  the  Cost  of 
Money  for  investment' in  the  rail  diesel  cars  and  the  facilities  associated  with 
the  operation  of  trains  101  and  102.  It  was  calculated  at  a  rate  of  6y2%  after 
income  taxes,  i.e.,  11.4%  on  the  investment,  less  accrued  depreciation,  would, 
after  payment  of  income  tax,  leave  a  net  of  6^2%. 

I  am  not  prepared,  for  purposes  of  this  judgment,  to  accept  the  proposed 
figure  of  6^2%  after  Income  Tax,  and  I  have  reduced  the  estimated  Cost  of  Money 
by  $9,500. 

The  reductions  in  the  aforenoted  items  of  expense  total  $22,500.  I  would, 
for  purposes  of  this  judgment,  restate  the  revenues  as  $72,100  and  the  expenses 
as  $135,900.  This  results  in  an  estimated  annual  operating  loss  of  $63,800. 

As  hereinbefore  noted,  the  Company  filed  an  exhibit  (Exhibit  No,  3)  to 
show  a  comparison  between  the  present  operation  and  the  proposed  piggyback 
operation.  For  purposes  of  this  judgment  I  would  revise  Exhibit  No,  3  to  show 
present  annual  revenues,  $72,100;  present  expenses,  $135,900,  This  indicates  a 
financial  improvement  of  $64,300  per  annum  under  the  proposed  operation. 
Opposition  to  the  Application: 

While  almost  a  day  and  a  half  of  the  hearing  was  spent  in  hearing  objections 
to  the  discontinuance  of  trains  123-124  and  although  notice  was  given  to  munic- 
ipalities along  the  line  traversed  by  trains  101-102,  no  person  appeared  at  the 
hearing  to  object  to  the  discontinuance  of  these  latter  trains,  resulting,  as  it 
would,  in  a  reduction  of  train  service  between  Saint  John  and  McAdam.  Other 
than  an  objection  from  Mr.  Crocco  on  the  grounds  that  trains  101-102  provided 
part  of  a  through  service  between  Edmundston  and  Saint  John,  the  Board  has  no 
evidence  before  it  of  any  loss  or  inconvenience  to  persons  or  business  estab- 
lishments using  railway  services  that  would  result  from  the  reduction  of  passenger 
service  between  Saint  John  and  McAdam. 

Subsequent  to  the  hearing,  representations  were  made  by  letter  and  telegram 
from  the  City  of  Lancaster,  the  Parish  of  Simonds,  the  City  of  Saint  John,  and  the 
New  Brunswick  Federation  of  Labour,  requesting  a  reopening  of  the  hearing  to 
allow  the  above  groups  to  enter  opposition  to  the  cancellation  of  trains  101-102. 
However,  as  the  said  groups  had  either  received  notice  of  the  hearing,  or  had 
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access  to  such  notice,  the  parties  were  advised  that  the  hearing  would  not  be 
reopened  but  that  the  Board  would  welcome  written  submissions.  At  the  date  of 
this  writing  no  written  submissions  have  been  received, 

TRAINS  123-124  McADAM  TO  EDMUNDSTON 

(1)  Area  Served: 

The  section  of  the  Shogomoc  Subdivision  from  McAdam,  mileage  0,0»  to 
Woodstock,  mileage  51.1,  is  laid  through  a  heavily  wooded  area  which  is  sparsely 
populated  and  where  residents  are  engaged  mainly  in  the  lumbering  and  pulpwood 
industries.  From  Woodstock,  mileage  51.1  Shogomoc  Subdivision,  north  to 
Edraundston,  mileage  56.1  Edmundston  Subdivision,  a  distance  of  110.8  miles, 
the  railway  closely  follows  the  Saint  John  River.  This  is  a  fairly  densely  popu- 
lated area  devoted  chiefly  to  the  growing  and  processing  of  potatoes.  On  its 
route  it  passes  through  York,  Carleton  and  Victoria  Counties,  having  an  estimated 
approximate  population  of  some  26,000,  18,000  and  15,000,  respectively. 

(2)  Highways: 

Trans-Canada  Highway  No.  2,  a  paved  all-weather  road,  follows  the  Saint 
John  River  north  from  Fredericton  through  to  Edmundston,  as  does  the  railway 
north  of  Woodstock.  As  a  result,  the  highway  and  railway  are  never  more  than  a 
few  hundred  yards  apart  throughout  the  distance  of  some  110  miles  between 
Woodstock  and  Edmundston.  To  the  south  of  Woodstock,  where  the  railway 
diverges  from  the  Saint  John  River,  the  area  is  served  mainly  by  a  network  of 
branch  gravel  roads.  The  only  relatively  large  community  in  this  section, 
Canterbury,  has  access  to  Highway  No,  26,  a  secondary  all-weather  road,  which 
is  paved  from  the  junction  of  Highway  No.  2  at  Meductic  to  the  Village  of 
Canterbury  only. 

(3)  Present  Service: 

Trains  123  and  124  are  operated  as  first  class  daily,  except  Sunday,  trains 
over  the  Shogomoc  and  Edmundston  Subdivisions  between  McAdam  and 
Edmundston,  a  distance  of  161.9  miles.  These  trains  provide  local  passenger, 
mail  and  express  service,  and  constitute  the  only  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  passenger  service  throughout  the  area  from  McAdam  and  through  the 
upper  Saint  John  Valley  to  Edmundston. 

Train  123  leaves  McAdam  at  9;25  a.m.  A.S.T.  and  arrives  at  Edmundston  at 
2:25  p.m.  A.S.T. ;  on  the  return  journey  train  124  leaves  Edmundston  at  3:15  p.m. 
A.S.T.  and  arrives  at  McAdam  at  8:15  p.m.  A.S.T.  Although  it  is  used  by  passen- 
gers to  make  connections  with  train  41  to  Montreal  and  points  west,  there  is,  in 
fact,  a  necessary  stop-over  at  McAdam;  train  41  leaves  McAdam  at  11:20  p.m. 
A.S.T.,  although  the  passengers  can  board  the  train  at  10:50  p.m.  A.S.T.  Passen- 
gers from  tho  west  destined  to  points  north  of  McAdam,  arriving  at  McAdam  on 
train  42  at  6:55  a.m.  A.S.T.,  can  depart  northward  on  train  123  at  9:25  a.m.  A.S.T. 
Passengers  from  McAdam  north,  destined  for  points  east  of  McAdam  to  Saint 
John,  continue  on  the  same  equipment  which,  as  pointed  out  above,  becomes  the 
present  train  102  to  Saint  John. 
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(a)  Passenger  Carryings: 

The  total  number  of  passengers  using  these  trains  between  the  years  1953 
to  1961,  together  with  the  average  numbers  of  passengers  per  trip,  is  shown 
below.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  total  number  of  revenue  passengers 
carried  has  declined  from  a  total  of  25,138  in  the  year  1953-54  to  a  total  of 
11,255  in  the  year  1%0-61,  and  that  the  average  per  trip  has  declined  from  40.2 
in  the  same  period  to  18.0. 

(b)  Mail: 

Local  mail  from  Saint  John  is  carried  on  train  101  to  McAdam  and  thence  on 
train  123  for  distribution  to  local  stations  between  McAdam  and  Edmundston. 
Similarly,  mail  from  Edmundston  and  intermediate  points  to  Saint  John  arrives 
at  McAdam  on  train  124  and  goes  forward  on  train  102.

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train  101  and  continues  forward  on  train  123;  express  from  Montreal  arrives  on 
train  42  and  is  off-loaded  at  McAdam  for  handling  on  train  123.  This  express  is 
distributed  locally  to  on-line  stations  through  to  Edmundston.  Similarly,  express 
from  Edmundston  and  other  points  arrives  at  McAdam  by  train  124.  Express  for 
Montreal  and  other  western  points  is  transferred  at  iMcAdam  to  train  41  for 
furtherance,  while  express  for  points  east  of  McAdair  goes  forward  on  train  102 
and  is  distributed  to  on-line  stations  en  route.  Inasmuch  as  the  same  equipment 
is  used  on  trains  101  and  102  and  trains  123  and  124,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
transfer  express  traffic  at  McAdam  for  furtherance. 

It  might  be  observed  here  that  the  evidence  is  that  the  express  traffic  carried 
by  trains  123  and  124  is  usually  such  as  to  occupy  the  full  space  available. 

(4)  Financial  Position  of  the  Company: 

In  the  same  manner  as  shown  above  for  trains  101  and  102,  the  Railway  Com- 
pany has  estimated  the  annual  operating  costs  of  trains  123  and  124.  This 
amounted  to  some  S2S5,000  per  annum.  In  the  same  manner,  it  has  also  computed 
the  anticipated  operating  costs  of  the  express  service  it  would  provide,  should 
the  Board  authorize  discontinuance  of  trains  123  and  124.  This  am.ounts  to  some 
$59,300.  Should  the  Board  authorize  the  discontinuance  of  these  trains,  the 
Railway  Company  proposes  to  handle  its  express  service  north  of  McAdam.  in  the 
foliating  manner.  All  express  from  Saint  John  destined  to  Woodstock  would 
move  by  refrigerator  car.  All  express  for  the  area  south  of  Woodstock  and  nord-* 
of  Woodstock  would  move  by  trailer  on  flat  car  which  I  will  refer  to  as  ''T.O.F.C." 
on  train  951  (a  fast  freight)  to  McAdam  and  northward  by  train  93  to  Woodstock. 
Train  93  is  a  third-class  freight  train.  On  arrival  at  Woodstock,  express  destined 
for  points  north  would  move  by  highway  vehicle.  Express  for  the  area  south  of 
Woodstock  would  be  back-hauled  by  a  way  freight.  This  is  shown  in  the  following 
exhibit:

The  above  express  reference  is  to  express  originating  at  Saint  John. 

Express  originating  at  Montreal  or  from  points  west  of  Montreal  would  move 
by  express  car  on  train  42  through  to  Saint  John.  It  would  then  move  from  Saint 
John  in  the  manner  described  above.  This,  according  to  the  evidence,  is  an 
arrangement  that  would  pertain  initially,  although  it  is  the  Railway  Company's 
hope  that  in  the  event  of  discontinuance  it  would  subsequently  be  able  to  arrange 
for  off-loading  of  express  at  McAdam  to  move  directly  north. 

Any  overflow  of  express  from  Montreal  and  from  points  west  would  move  by 
'*T.O.E.C."    on   train  908  to  McAdam  and  thence  north  on  train  93  to  Woodstock. 

In  like  manner  as  above,  the  Company  has  computed  its  present  revenues 
from  passenger,  express  and  mail  and  the  present  expenses  of  developing  that 
revenue;  it  has  computed  a  present  deficit  of  some  $140,200  per  annum.  In  esti- 
mating the  revenue  it  might  expect  to  receive  and  the  expenses  it  would  expect 
to  incur  under  its  proposed  service,  it  has  eliminated  passenger  and  mail  revenues. 
For  the  reason  given  above,  it  has  estimated  its  express  revenue  at  some  $62,000, 
and  the  costs  of  producing  that  express  revenue  at  some  $59,500.  In  a  similar 
manner  to  that  described  above,  it  has  related  its  present  annual  deficit  of 
$140,200  to  its  net  annual  earnings  under  the  proposed  scheme  of  $2,500  per 
annum  to  produce  an  estimated  and  anticipated  financial  improvement  of  some 
$142,700  per  annum. 

These  results  are  shown  in  the  following  exhibit.

The  Company's  methods  of  allocating  revenues  and  estimating  expenses  in 
respect  of  trains  123-124  paralleled  the  methods  used  for  trains  101-102.  In  the 
case  of  trains  123-124  I  have  made  adjustments  corresponding  to  my  adjustments 
in  the  Company  estimates  of  Revenues  and  Expenses  for  trains  101-102. 

I  have  increased  the  estimate  of  Passenger  Revenue  for  trains  123-124  by 
$2,800,  i.e.,  from  $27,700  to  $30,500.  I  have  reduced  the  estimate  of  expense 
for  Variable  Road  Maintenance  by  $11,000;  Traffic,  General  and  Communications 
by  $11,000;  and  Cost  of  Money  by  $18,000. 

For  purposes  of  this  judgment  I  would  revise  Exhibit  No.  4  (trains  123-124) 
to  show  present  annual  revenues,  $147,600;  present  expenses,  $245,000;  and 
present  annual  loss,  $97,400.  This  indicates  a  financial  improvement  of  some 
$100,000  per  annum  under  the  proposed  operation. 

(5)  Opposition  to  the  Application: 

As  against  this  anticipated  financial  improvement,  the  Board  must  consider 
the  evidence  tendered  by  those  who  opposed  the  application. 

Counsel  opposing  the  application  adduced  evidence  through  his  witnesses 
to  show  to  what  degree  the  residents  and  business  establishments  of  the  area 
affected  depended  upon  the  service  offered  by  these  trains.  It  was  estimated 
that  approximately  75,000  people  resided  in  the  area  concerned. 

The  opposition  to  the  Railway's  application  was  based  on  the  following 
points: 

1.  The  application  if  approved  would  leave  the  entire  western  section  of  the 
province  with  little  or  no  railway  passenger  service,  inasmuch  as  the  C.N.R.  had 
drastically  reduced  its  service  between  Edmundston  and  Montreal.  With  the 
nearest  airport  being  at  Fredericton,  approval  of  the  Railway's  application  would 
mean  that  anyone  wishing  to  travel  to  points  in  Western  Canada  would  have  to 
travel  by  bus  or  private  auto  to  Fredericton  for  plane  connections  or  to  the  most 
convenient  point  on  the  main  line  for  train  connections. 

2.  Criticism  was  levelled  at  the  lengthy  waiting  periods  involved  in  making 
connections  at  McAdara  to  or  from  Montreal  and  other  points  served  by  the  main 
line  trains,  and  that  the  Railway's  assertions  of  unsatisfactory  patronage  of  this 
service  was  due  largely  to  this  fact. 
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3.  While  alternative  transportation  was  available  through  the  area  from 
Woodstock  to  Edmundston  over  Highway  No.  2  by  S.M.T.  (Eastern)  Ltd.  busses, 
approval  of  the  application  would  leave  the  area  between  Woodstock  and  McAdam 
without  any  form  of  public  transportation. 

4.  Mail  service,  it  was  felt,  would  deteriorate.  Speedy  mail  service  was 
necessary  for  the  well-being  of  businesses  in  the  area,  and  any  delays  in  mail 
delivery,  due  to  time  consumed  in  local  sorting  (now  done  en  route  by  postal 
employees  on  the  train)  would  be  to  the  detriment  of  these  businesses. 

Also,  in  the  area  between  Woodstock  and  McAdam,  there  are  five  commu- 
nities, namely  Benton,  Fosterville,  Forest  City,  Debec  and  Canterbury,  which 
have  no  drugstores  or  resident  doctors.  The  present  practice  is  to  have  prescrip- 
tions and  medicines,  ordered  by  doctors  or  patients,  mailed  before  the  mail  closes 
at  5:00  p.m.  and  in  time  to  catch  the  train  at  about  7:00  p.m.  Under  the  proposed 
system  this  would  not  be  possible,  resulting  in  next  day  delivery  by  highway 
mail  or  way  freight. 

5.  Much  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  effect  that  discontinuance  of  this 
service  would  have  on  express  services.  The  alternative  express  services  pro- 
posed by  the  Railway  have  been  described  earlier  in  this  judgment.  Under  this 
proposal  I  might  note  again  that  there  would  be  no  express  service  south  of 
Woodstock  to  McAdam,  but  express  would  be  handled  only  by  way  freight.  Counsel 
for  the  respondents  drew  from  the  Railway's  express  witness  an  admission  that 
the  proposed  express  service  would  not  be  comparable  to  the  present  service 
and  in  the  witness's  opinion  would  not  be  up  to  the  standards  of  C.P.R.  express 
service  generally. 

Mr.  Donald  Mclsaac,  a  poultryman  of  Carleton  County,  testified  to  the  effect 
that  should  the  railway  express  services  be  discontinued,  he  would  very  likely 
lose  about  thirty-six  per  cent  of  his  business,  as  this  amount  is  made  up  of  ship- 
ments of  day  old  chicks  and  started  pullets,  which  will  not  be  permitted  to  be 
handled  on  highway  express  routes.  Mr.  Mclsaac  stated  that  there  were  three 
other  poultry  businesses  in  the  area  comparable  to  his,  and  that  in  his  estimation 
loss  of  railway  express  services  would  affect  them  to  a  similar  degree. 

Other  witnesses,  representing  potato  chip  manufacturing  and  starch  manu- 
facturing plants,  and  a  wholesale  drug  company,  testified  to  some  length  as  to 
the  amount  they  rely  on  the  existing  express  service.  As  their  businesses  are 
located  some  distance  from  their  market,  which  is  highly  competitive,  speed 
of  transport  of  their  products  is  the  one  factor  which  enables  them  to  compete 
with  other  producers  of  similar  goods,  and  delays  in  reaching  their  markets,  which 
they  envisage  would  happen  with  a  highway  express  service,  would  have  a  very 
detrimental  effect  on  their  com.petitive  position.  In  speaking  of  the  Railway's 
proposal  to  handle  by  way  freight,  express  destined  for  points  between  McAdam 
and  Woodstock,  witnesses  representing  pulp  and  lumber  operations  stated  that 
any  delay  in  receiving  express  shipments  of  small  machine  parts  and  equipment 
would  mean  either  a  shutdown  of  operations  while  waiting  delivery,  or  the  neces- 
sity of  greatly  increasing  the  size  and  inventory  of  their  stores  department. 
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Summing  up  the  opposition  as  briefly  as  possible,  it  would  appear  that  the 
travelling  public  between  Woodstock  and  Edmundston  have  alternate  methods  of 
transportation  available  to  which  they  could  adjust  as  they  have  adjusted  to 
similar  transportation  changes.  Those  people  living  between  McAdam  and  Wood- 
stock, would,  I  consider,  suffer  considerable  inconvenience,  inasmuch  as  any 
form  of  public  transportation  is  some  miles  away  over  secondary  roads. 

However,  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  respondents  is  that  the  changes 
in  postal  and  express  services  that  the  discontinuance  of  the  present  service 
would  bring,  would  be  a  very  serious  blow  to  the  economy  of  the  area,  inasmuch 
as  they  feel  that  delays  in  express  and  postal  services  would  put  almost  all 
businesses  in  the  area  in  the  position  where  they  could  no  longer  compete  with 
similar  concerns  enjoying  better  and  faster  service  and  located  nearer  competitive 
markets. 

In  the  brief  submitted  at  the  hearing  and  in  later  submissions  made  on  be- 
half of  the  Municipality  of  ^1adav?aska  County,  City  of  Edmundston,  Town  of 
St.  Leonard,  Clair-St.  Francois  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Edmundston  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  St.  Leonard  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Grand  Falls  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, the  argumait  was  advanced  that  certain  crown  timber  lands  had  been 
granted  to  the  New  Brunswick  Railway  Company  prior  to  the  year  1890  in  con- 
sideration for  the  construction  and  maintenance  by  it  and  now  comprising  the 
Shogomoc  and  a  portion  of  the  Edmundston  Subdivision  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway  Company.  It  was  contended  in  the  brief  and  later  argued  by  Counsel  for 
those  opposing  the  application  that  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  had 
thereby  assumed  the  benefits  of  the  considerations  paid  to  its  predecessor  Com- 
pany and  was  bound  by  any  obligations  assumed  by  its  predecessor  Company  to 
give  a  continued  passenger  service. 

Having  examined  the  relevant  Statutes  and  leases  referred  to  in  argument  by 
Counsel  I  do  not  read  into  them  any  obligation  placed  upon  the  New  Brunswick 
Railway  Company  or  the  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway  Company  to  per- 
petually operate  their  lines  of  railway  due  to  the  granting  of  timber  lands  to  the 
New  Brunswick  Railway  Company.  Even  if  I  did  find  that  such  an  obligation  was 
created  by  the  relevant  Statutes  I  am  not  convinced  that  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company  assumed  that  obligation  when  it  entered  into  the  lease  of  1890. 

(6)  Findings  and  Conclusions: 

The  Board,  in  this  instance,  must  use  the  same  principles  in  weighing  this 
application   as  have  been  used  in  similar  applications  for  discontinuance  of 
passenger  services;  that  is  whether  the  financial  losses  accruing  to  the  Railway 
in  operating  these  trains,  outweigh  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the 
service. 

Evidence  indicates,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  that  the  discontinuance 
of  trains  101  and  102  would  result  in  a  financial  improvement  to  the  Railway  of 
$64,300.  In  view  of  the  almost  entire  lack  of  opposition  to  this  part  of  the  Rail- 
way's application,  I  can  only  assume  that  there  would  be  little  inconvenience 
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to  the  area  served  sh(  Ad  trains  101  and  102  be  discontinued,  bearing  in  mind 
that  the  area  would  s:ill  be  served  by  trains  41-42.  I  must  therefore  conclude 
that  the  loss  accruing  to  the  Railway  with  continued  operation  of  trains  101-102 
outweighs  public  convenience  and  necessity.  I  would  therefore  grant  the  Rail- 
way's application  to  reduce  the  passenger  train  service  between  McAdarn  and 
Saint  John  as  provided  by  trains  Nos.  101  and  102. 

I  must  now  deal  with  the  application  in  respect  of  trains  123-124  from  McAdam 
to  Edmundston. 

Financial  improvement  expected  by  the  Railway  Company  in  the  event  of 
discontinuance  is,  as  I  have  adjudged  it,  an  amount  of  approximately  $100,000 
per  annum. 

In  reaching  a  conclusion  in  this  case,  if  I  were  to  consider  passenger 
service  and  the  accompanying  mail  service  only,  I  would  grant  the  application. 
The  number  of  passengers  using  the  trains  has  declined  from  an  average  of  40 
passengers  per  train  in  1953-54  to  an  average  of  18  in  1960-61,  as  set  out  in  the 
table  appearing  earlier  in  the  judgment.  Alternative  methods  for  handling  mail 
might  be  inconvenient  but  such  inconvenience  would  not  warrant  continuance  of 
the  trains.  However,  I  air  satisfied  that  there  is  more  to  be  weighed  than  just 
these  two  aspects  of  passenger  train  service. 

Counsel  for  the  Railvay  Company  submitted  that  the  Board  must  not  con- 
sider the  express  service  and  use  made  of  it  by  patrons  of  the  Railway  in  assess- 
ing the  need  for  the  servic . . 

I  might  best  set  out  his  submission  by  the  following  quote  from  his  argument: 
"The  express  service,  I  submit,  does  not  enter  into  this  calculation. 
Express  service  is  ir:  the  nature  of  a  by-product  operation;  if  a  passenger 
train  is  running  an  arrangement  for  carrying  express  may  be  made,  but  it  is 
not  compulsory,  nor  is  there  any  requirement  that  an  express  com.pany  must 
give  any  particular  speed  of  service  or  frequency  of  service,  or  in  fact  any 
service  at  all  to  any  particular  point.  If  a  passenger  train  is  running  the 
express  can  go  along  if  there  is  accommodation  for  it,  but  no  one  can  say 
that  the  train  must  be  run  to  carry  the  express. 

The  only  sections  of  The  Railway  Act  relating  to  express  are  Sections 
365  to  371,  and  the  only  jurisdiction  that  they  give  to  the  Board  over  ex- 
press is  as  to  the  tolls  to  be  charged,  the  definition  of  what  goods  are  to  be 
deemed  express,  the  contracts  under  which  express  is  to  be  shipped  and  the 
returns  to  be  made  by  the  express  company. 

So  it  is  clear  that  my  learned  friend  cannot  ask  this  Board  to  make  its 
decision  on  the  basis  of  the  express  service  that  my  friend  thinks  should  be 
maintained.  That  would  be  something  that  this  Board  would  have  no  power 
to  do.  The  Board  must  balance  the  passenger  service,  not  the  express  serv- 
ice, it  must  balance  the  passenger  service  against  the  loss  being  suffered 
by  the  railway,  and  my  submission  is  that  that  comparison  shows  a  balance 
that  is  overwhelmingly  in  favour  of  discontinuance  of  the  trains." 
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As  it  has  always  been  the  Board's  practice  to  take  into  consideration  ex- 
press services  in  cases  of  this  nature,  I  cannot  agree  with  Railway  Counsel  that 
in  weighing  public  convenience  and  necessity  this  Board  must  segregate  express 
service  from  the  coir.posite  service  rendered  by  these  trains  and  place  it  outside 
the  pale  of  service  to  be  considered. 

In  argument  the  Board  has  been  invited  to  find  that  its  sole  jurisdiction 
over  express  is  limited  to  express  tolls  as  set  out  in  Sections  36S  to  371  of  The 
Railway  Act.  It  is  true  that  the  said  sections  do  relate  solely  to  express  tolls, 
but  nowhere  in  The  Railway  Act  is  the  3oa?d  precluded  from  considering  express 
service  as  one  of  the  factors  to  be  considered  in  weigjhing  public  convenience 
and  necessity. 

In  my  opinion  the  express  service  rendered  by  trains  123-124  is  part  and 
parcel  of  the  normal  and  established  service  rendered.  Consequently,  I  include 
in  my  assessment  of  the  revenue  resulting  to  the  Railway  Company  such  express 
revenue,  and  I  will  consider  the  need  for  the  public  using  the  express  service 
as  forming  part  of  the  public  necessity  for  the  trains. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  services  offered  to  the  public  by  these 
trains  are  important  to  the  economic  well-being  of  the  area,  and  that  the  removal 
of  such  services  v/ould  nave  a  very  material  effect  on  the  competitive  position 
of  long-established  businesses  in  this  part  of  the  province. 

As  stated  heretofore,  the  financial  improvement  to  the  Railway  Company  in 
the  event  of  discontinuance  would  be  approximately  $100,000  per  annum.  While 
this  is  a  very  substantial  amount,  in  my  opinion  the  public  need  for  all  services 
rendered  by  these  trains  is  sufficiently  great  to  outweigh  the  anticipated  financial 
improvement,  and  thereby  justifies  the  continuance  of  the  service. 

For  these  reasons  I  would  dism.iss  the  application  in  respect  to  trains  123- 
124  between  McAdam  and  Edmundston.

UPON  hearing  the  application  at  a  sittings  of  the  Board  held  in  Woodstock, 
New  Brunswick,  on  November  8th,  9th  and  10th,  1%1,  in  the  presence  of  Counsel 
for  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the  Municipality  of  Carleton  County, 
Town  of  Woodstock,  Town  of  Hartland,  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  Carleton  County, 
Citizens  Committee,  and  for  the  Municipality  of  Victoria  County,  and  represen- 
tative of  the  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers;  and  upon  reading  the  submissions

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  is  authorized  to  discontinue 
passenger  train  service  between  Saint  John  and  McAdam,  in  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick,  as  provided  by  trains  Nos.  101  and  102. 

2.  The  said  discontinuance  shall  not  take  effect  until  after  the  15th  day  of 
March,  1962,  on  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  posted 
in  the  stations  on  the  line  for  the  information  of  the  public. 

3.  The  application  for  discontinuance  of  passenger  train  service  between 
McAdam  and  Edmundston,  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  now  provided  by 
trains  Nos.  123  and  124,  is  dismissed.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  application  before  the  Board  is  one  of  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
to  discontinue  passenger  train  service  between  Fredericton  and  Fredericton 
Junction,  New  Brunswick. 

The  passenger  train  service  covered  by  the  application  is  that  over  the 
Fredericton  Subdivision  from  Fredericton  Junction,  mileage  0.0,  to  Fredericton, 
mileage  22.2.  The  trains  in  respect  of  which  the  application  is  made  are  numbers 
108-112  southward  and  107-111  northward  operated  as  first-class  trains,  daily 
except  Sunday,  with  terminal  at  Fredericton.  During  the  winter  months  a  service 
is  provided  on  Sunday.  During  the  period  April  30th  to  October  28th,  1961,  train 
No.  Ill  was  designated  as  109  in  the  timetable  and  train  No.  112  was  designated 
as  110.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment  these  trains  will  be  referred  to  as 
111  and  112. 
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The  abbreviated  schedules  are:

The  above  times  are  Atlantic  Standard  Time. 

The  trains  make  connection  with  main  line  passenger  trains  at  Fredericton 

Junction  as  follows: 

No.  108  -  Connects  No.  42,  Atlantic  Limited,  for  Saint  John;  No.  101,  Dayliner 
service  west  to  McAdam,  thence  north  to  Edmundston,  and  interraediate 
points. 

No.  107  -  No.  101  passengers  arriving  ex  Saint  John  and  intermediate  points  to 
Fredericton. 

No.  42,  Atlantic  Limited,  passengers  arriving  ex  Montreal  and  inter- 
mediate points  to  Fredericton. 

No.  112  —  No.  41,  Atlantic  Limited,  for  Montreal  and  intermediate  points. 
No.  102  for  Saint  John  and  intermediate  points. 

No.  Ill  —  No.  41,  Atlantic  Limited,  passaigers  arriving  ex  Saint  John  and 
intermediate  points  to  Fredericton. 

No.  102,  Dayliner,  passengers  arriving  ex  Edmunston,  McAdam  and 

intermediate  points. 
The  equipment  used  to  operate  these  trains  is  as  follows: 

One  self-propelled  gas-eiectric  unit  built  in  1930  of  an  overall  length  of 
72  feet,  having  a  42  seat  passenger  section  and  an  express  compartment  of 
about  15  feet  in  length. 

One  self-propelled  gas-electric  unit,  built  in  1931,  and  similar  to  the  above 
except  that  it  has  a  seating  capacity  of  50. 

Two  air  conditioned  coaches  with  seating  capacity  of  51  and  28,  respec- 
tively. These  are  to  handle  overflow  traffic  which  is  usually  required  on 
holiday  week-ends  and  when  there  is  a  heavy  movement  of  students  to  and 
from  Fredericton;  the  larger  of  these  units  is  held  at  Fredericton. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  conventional  trains  are  substituted  for  the  above 
equipment  when  heavy  demands  occur. 

The  application  is  not  one  to  discontinue  passenger  service  between  Fred- 
ericton and  Fredericton  Junction  but  rather  to  discontinue  the  passenger  trains 
and  transport  the  passengers  by  bus. 

The  Railway  Company  proposes  a  substitutional  service  under  which  a 
contract  would  be  entered  into  with  S.M.T.  (Eastern)  Limited,  Provincial  bus 
operators,  to  carry  passengers  between  Fredericton  and  Fredericton  Junction. 

Should  the  Railway  Company's  application  be  granted,  the  service  to  be 
provided  under  such  contract  would  be  furnished  by  a  modem  bus  described  as  a 
**slumber-seat  silver  side  courier  bus",  which  is  described  in  the  evidence  and 
pictured  in  the  exhibits  as  being  a  coach  of  modem  construction.  This  coach 
would  make  cdnnection  with  main  line  passenger  trains  at  Fredericton  Junction. 
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Saggage,  mail  and  express: 

At  present,  checked  baggage,  mail  and  express  arriving  from  Montreal  and 
other  points  west  for  Fredericton  is  unloaded  at  McAdam  and  transported  to 
Fredericton  by  truck;  such  outward  traffic  from  Fredericton  moves  in  the  same 
manner  to  McAdam  for  connection  with  the  Atlantic  Limited, 

Express  destined  from  Saint  John  to  Fredericton  moves  in  an  express  car 
on  a  westward  fast  freight.  The  car  is  set  off  at  Fredericton  Junction  and  picked 
up  by  a  freight  train  known  locally  as  the  "Oriental"  and  handled  to  Fredericton. 
Express  moving  from  Fredericton  to  Saint  John  leaves  in  an  express  car  on  a 
south-bound  freight  train;  is  set  off  at  Fredericton  Junction  and  is  picked  up 
there  by  an  eastward  fast  freight  to  Saint  John. 

Under  the  Company's  proposal,  the  above  service  would  continue. 

The  mail  now  carried  by  trains  from  Fredericton  to  Fredericton  Junction 
would,  of  necessity,  be  subject  to  such  new  contract  as  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment might  see  fit  to  make. 

Area  served: 

The  Fredericton  Subdivision  runs  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Fredericton 
throu^  an  area  which  is  sparsely  populated.  The  economy  of  the  intervening 
area  is  composed  of  lumbering  and  farming.  There  are  eight  intermediate  sta- 
tions on  the  line  (including  Salananca  which  is  within  the  city  limits  of  Fred- 
ericton). These  are  all  flag  stops.  The  principal  stations  are  Rusagonis  and 
Waasis.  The  community  of  Rusagonis  is,  however,  some  three  to  five  miles  from 
the  station.  The  population  of  each  community  is  small. 

There  is,  however,  no  alternative  public  transportation  available  to  these 
communities. 

Effect  on  Employees: 

Should  the  Company's  application  be  granted,  the  members  of  the  train  crew 
would  of  necessity  have  to  exercise  their  seniority  within  their  seniority  district 
and  the  result  would  be  the  displacement  of  three  junior  employees.  The  Com- 
pany's submission,  however,  is  that  the  retirement  of  senior  employees,  the 
leaving  of  personnel  from  the  staff  and  other  attrition,  in  most  instances,  absorb 
such  displaced  employees.  There  would,  however,  be  two  carmen  who  would 
lose  their  employment  by  reason  of  their  seniority  rights  being  restricted  to 
Fredericton.  They  would,  in  all  probability,  be  employed  at  Saint  John  as  junior 
employees  on  the  seniority  list. 

Roads: 

The  area  affected  lies  almost  wholly  within  the  County  of  Sunbury,  in  par- 
ticular within  the  Parish  of  Lincoln.  That  portion  of  the  County  of  Sunbury  is 
flanked  on  the  west  by  Highway  No.  28  from  Fredericton  to  Tracy  and  thence 
to  Fredericton  Junction;  on  the  east  by  Highways  2  and  2A  from  Fredericton  by 
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way  of  Oromocto  to  Welsford;  the  latter  is  a  first-class  highway,  the  former  is  a 
black  top  secondary  highway. 

The  intervening  area  is  served  by  interjoining  second-class  highways  and 
rural  gravel  roads.  As  a  consequence,  the  residents  in  this  area  (which  includes 
the  residents  of  Rusagonis  and  Waasis)  have  access  to  arterial  roads. 

Annual  Loss  in  Present  Service  and  ReJuced  Loss  in  Proposed  Service: 

The  Company  bases  its  application  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  proposing  a 
superior  service,  and  also  expecting  a  reduced  deficit,  by  operating  a  passenger 
bus  service  in  lieu  of  the  present  passenger  train  service. 

It  has  submitted  the  following  exhibit  to  show  that  the  annual  loss  to  it  of 
operating  the  present  train  service  is  some  $56,000:

It  is  not  necessary  here  to  go  into  the  contract  that  the  Company  believes 
it  can  conclude  with  S.M.T.  (Eastern)  Limited,  but  it  is  based  upon  the  provision 
of  one  such  coach  as  described  above  and  a  stand-by  service  when  required.  The 
Railway  Company's  evidence  is  that  adequate  reserve  bus  capacity  is  available 
in  normal  times  and  that  in  abnormal  times  could  be  provided  by  making  up  a 
conventional  train  at  McAdam  and  moving  it  over  the  subdivision.  The  proposed 
contract 'vvould  nonetheless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Railway  Company,  still  constitute 
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a  substitutional  service  and  would  in  no  sense  be  a  service  provided  by  S,M.T. 
(Eastern  Limited)  as  principal;  in  other  words,  the  Railway  Company's  proposal 
is  to  provide  through  a  transportation  contractor  a  substitutional  service  while 
retaining  full  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  that  service.  Tickets  would  be 
sold  as  now  by  the  Railway  Company  to  cover  such  travel  between  Fredericton 
and  Fredericton  Junction.  The  evidence  is,  however,  that  pass  privileges  would 
be  restricted  on  the  bus  service. 

The  Railway  Company  anticipates  that  the  proposed  alternative  service 
would  result  in  a  lesser  deficit  to  it,  which  deficit  is  estimated  at  $9,800  per 
annum.  It  is  set  out  in  the  form  of  an  exhibit  showing  the  above  annual  deficit 
from  the  present  service  as  against  which  is  placed  the  computation  of  the 
anticipated  deficit.  The  exhibit  also  shows  the  anticipated  financial  improve- 
ment to  the  Railway  Company.

In  cross-examination  it  was  established  that,  since  tickets  would  still  be 
sold  by  the  Railway  Company,  the  portion  of  traffic  expense  representing  the  cost 
of  ticket  sales  should  still  be  a  cost  of  the  proposed  service.  This  annual  cost  is 
some  $4,000.  Accordingly,  in  the  above  exhibit  the  anticipated  deficit  of  the 
proposed  service  would  be  increased  by  $4,000  per  annum  and  the  anticipated 
financial  improvement  decreased  by  $4,000.  This  figure  of  $4,000  is  referred  to 
later  in  the  adjustments  that  the  Board  considers  should  be  made.

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Considerations: 

The  Board  has  made  a  detailed  study  of  the  methods  used  Iby  the  Company  to 
estimate  the  revenues  and  the  expenses  which  were  allocated  to  the  passenger 
train  service  and  to  the  proposed  bus  service.  Full  consideration  has  also  been 
given  to  all  the  exhibits,  to  the  testimony  and  to  the  arguments  made  during  the 
hearing. 

An  examination  of  traffic  trends  for  this  service  indicates  that  the  average 
number  of  passengers  per  trip  has  declined  to  about  half  of  the  number  carried 
some  six  years  ago.  The  mail  revenue  on  the  trains  has  shown  a  small  increase 
since  1958,  as  might  be  expected  from  adjustments  in  rates.  Express  was  removed 
from  the  trains  and  forwarded  by  highway  as  of  February  14,  1961,  The  gross 
express  revenues,  during  1960,  were  somewhat  higher  than  in  1958;  the  increase 
generally  was  parallel  to  the  increase  in  mail  revenue  and  it  also  reflected  ad- 
justments in  rates. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  revenue  estimates  shown  in  the  exhibits  for  pas- 
senger fares  and  for  mail  are  reasonable.  The  Company  was  questioned  as  to  the 
effect  of  excluding  express  revenues  and  express  expenses.  It  was  found  that 
for  the  12  months  prior  to  February,  1961,  the  express  revenues  allocated  to  the 
trains  in  question  did  not  cover  the  added  costs  of  operating  an  express  reefer 
car.  The  exclusion  of  the  express  revenues  and  the  express  expenses  would 
result  in  the  operating  deficit  on  the  trains  being  lower  by  about  $1,700  per  annum. 

The  methods  which  were  used  by  the  Company  to  estimate  expenses  were 
similar  to  those  used  by  the  Company  in  other  applications  involving  discon- 
tinuance of  passenger  service.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  estimates  represent  ex- 
penses properly  chargeable  to  this  service,  subject  to  adjustments  which  I  have 
made  in  the  Estimates  for  Variable  Road  Maintenance,  for  Traffic,  General  and 
Communications  Expense  and  for  Cost  of  Money. 

Variable  Road  Maintenance  Expense  was  estimated  to  be  S5,529  and  rep- 
resented savings  which  were  considered  possible  over  the  long  terra  in  the  event 
passenger  service  were  discontinued.  The  estimate  was  based  on  system  costs 
developed  from  regression  analysis.  The  use  of  such  unit  costs  may  result  in 
too  high  an  estimate  of  the  saveable  Road  Maintenance  Expense  when,  as  in 
this  case,  it  is  proposed  to  discontinue  only  a  small  part  of  the  system  service. 
For  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  have  reduced  the  estimate  by  $3,000. 

Traffic,  General  and  Communications  Expense  for  a  constructive  year  was 
estimated  to  be  $10,379.  It  represented  a  prorating  of  the  system  overhead  in 
passenger  service  to  these  trains,  and  it  reflected  savings  which  might  be  made 
over  an  extended  period  after  discontinuance.  Included  in  the  estimate  was 
$2,688  for  the  company  pension  contribution  in  respect  of  the  labour  content  of 
other  expense  estimates.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  all  the  remainder  of  the  estimate 
would  be  saved  if  the  train  service  were  discontinued.  For  purposes  oi  this 
Judgment  I  have  reduced  the  estimate  by  $4,000. 
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The  Cost  of  Money  was  estimated  to  be  $6,769  per  annum*  leased  on  11.4% 
applied  to  the  variable  portion  of  the  investment  to  yield  6Vi%  after  income  tax. 
It  could  be  argued  that  the  investment  in  this  service  is  lost  to  investors  since 
the  annual  deficit  is  relatively  so  large,  and  that  there  should  be  no  allowance 
in  the  estimates  for  Cost  of  Money.  Such  an  argument  would  nq^,  however,  be 
realistic.  The  operation  of  this  service  has  an  effect  on  the  replacement  of  ties 
and  other  track  material  and  the  old  equipment,  which  is  presently  in  use,  could 
not  be  expected  to  operate  indefinitely.  Money  required  for  such  investment  might 
be  provided  hy  such  means  as  the  sale  of  equipment  trust  certificates,  by  bank 
loans,  by  the  sale  of  bonds  or  by  retaining  earnings  from  a  profitable  part  of  the 
business.  Investment  funds  from  such  sources  are  not  secured  without  cost,  but 
I  am  not  prepared,  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  to  accept  the  proposed  cost 
figure  of  6y2%  after  income  tax. 

For  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  am  reducing  the  allowable  expense  for 
Cost  of  Money  by  $2,600. 

The  aforenoted  adjustments  of  $3,000  in  respect  of  Variable  Road  Main- 
tenance, $4,000  in  respect  of  Traffic,  General  and  Communications  Expense 
and  $2,600  in  respect  of  Cost  of  ?.Ioney  total  $9,600.  I  would,  therefore,  adjust 
the  total  expenses  of  the  train  service  in  Exhibit  No.  5  to  read  $66,216,  say 
$66,200,  and  the  net  annual  loss  to  read  $47,000. 

These  train  service  adjustments  should  also  be  made  in  Exhibit  6  under 
the  heading  "Present  Service".  Further  adjustment  in  Exhibit  6  should  be  made 
in  Expenses  of  the  Proposed  Bus  Service.  Rather  than  increase  the  bus  service 
expense  estimate  by  the  amount  of  $4,000  mentioned  above  in  respect  of  System 
Traffic  Expense,  I  would  increase  it  by  only  $2,000  in  line  with  my  adjustment 
in  the  train  expenses.  This  would  make  the  estimated  annual  expense  of  the 
proposed  bus  service  $25,300  in  place  of  $23,300,  and  the  net  annual  loss  under 
the  proposed  service  would  be  $11,800  in  place  of  $9,800.  The  net  financial 
improvement  from  discontinuance  of  train  service  and  substitution  of  bus  service 
would,  therefore,  be  the  difference  between  an  annual  train  service  loss  of 
$47,000  and  an  annual  bus  service  loss  of  $11,800.  This  difference  is  some 
$35,000,  which  figure  I  would  treat  as  the  Net  Financial  Improvement  for  pur- 
poses of  this  Judgment. 

,.What  we  must  consider  then  is  whether  the  Railway  Company  should  be 
permitted  to  institute  this  substitutional  service  in  the  expectation  of  bettering 
its  financial  position  to  the  above  extent.  In  considering  this,  we  must  consider 
the  effect  upon  those  using  the  railway's  services. 

The  opposition  to  the  application  was  made  by  the  City  of  Fredericton,  the 
Fredericton  Board  of  Trade  and  by  the  County  of  Sunbury. 

The  opposition  may  be  summarized  as  follows :- 
(1)  The  proposed  service  would  leave  the  City  of  Fredericton  and  the  capital  of 
the  Province  without  railway  passenger  service  to  it; 
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(2)  that  the  present  trains  transport  some  16,000  to  18,000  revenue  passengers 
annually  and  that  this  fact  alone  shows  that  the  present  railway  service  is  pro- 
viding an  essential  public  service,  the  termination  of  which  could  result  only 
in  public  inconvenience; 

(3)  that  the  proposed  bus  service  could  not  provide  as  reliable  a  service  as  the 
railway  service,  particularly  as,  during  severe  winter  weather,  such  bus  service 

might  be  interrupted; 

(4)  that  the  Railway  Company  has  failed  to  use  imagination  or  enterprise  in 
making  popular  its  railway  service;  that  the  Railway  Company,  instead  of  seeking 
to  substitute  another  service,  should  institute  a  sleeper  service  out  of  Fred- 
ericton  to  Fredericton  Junction  to  connect  with  the  Atlantic  Limited  and  that 
such  a  service  would  reduce,  if  not  eliminate  the  Railway  Company's  deficit. 

Dealing  with  the  above  opposition  under  the  same  particular  headings: 

(1)  It  is  true  that  the  proposed  service  would  mean  that  passengers  coming 
to  or  leaving  Fredericton  would  not  be  conveyed  by  passenger  trains.  This, 
however,  is  in  my  opinion  no  hardship  or  even  inconvenience  nor  does  it  reflect 
unfavourably  upon  the  capital  of  the  Province.  Since  the  widespread  institution 
of  air  service,  it  has  been  customary,  as  it  now  is,  for  passengers  to  arrive  and 
depart  from  air  terminals  by  bus  or  limousines.  This  is  accepted  and  is,  in  fact, 
the  practice  at  Fredericton  Airport.  Accordingly,  this,  in  itself,  does  not  appear 
to  be  a  sufficient  ground  of  objection. 

(2)  It  is  true  that  the  trains  are  transporting  some  16,000  to  18,000  passengers 
annually.  However,  as  they  make  some  four  trips  each  day,  the  average  trans- 
ported per  trip  is  some  14.

The  average  number  of  passengers  carriedv?by  the  trains  does  not,  in  my 
opinion,  of  itself  or  combined  with  other  circumstances,  show  a  dependence  of 
the  area  on  such  rail  service. 
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(3)  It  is  true  that  on  occasions  road  travel  is  interrupted  or  delayed.  Generally 
speaking,  however,  it  appears  that  the  Province  has  excellent  facilities  for  the 
clearing  of  roads  and,  from  the  evidence,  there  is  no  reason  to  anticipate  serious 
interruption  or  delay  to  the  bus  service.  Should  a  prolonged  blockage  of  roads 
occur  in  any  exceptional  winter,  the  Railway  Company  says  that  it  could  rein- 
state railway  service  using  equipment  stationed  at  McAdam. 

(4)  There  is,  it  is  true,  a  feeling  in  many  parts  of  the  country  that  the  major 
railway  companies  have  used  little  initiative  or  enterprise  in  seeking  to  increase 
the  use  of  passenger  facilities.  Those  who  hold  this  view  may  have  some  jus- 
tiiEication.  However,  there  is  nothing  before  us  in  this  hearing  to  indicate  that 
any  particular  change  in  the  service  provided  would  in  fact  result  in  increased 
patronage  and  reduced  deficit. 

In  isolated  applications,  the  annual  loss  to  a  railway  company  or  the  net 
betterment  it  might  anticipate  may  not  be  impressive  to  those  most  affected. 
However,  the  cumulative  effect  of  such  deficits,  where  incurred  throughout  the 
country,  can  be  a  heavy  burden  to  a  railway  company.  Where  such  cost  has  to 
be  borne  by  other  patrons  it  results  in  an  additional  cost  to  other  passengers 
and  to  shippers  of  express  and  freight. 

Under  the  Railway  Act,  the  Railway  Company  has  a  right  to  apply  to  the 
Board  for  relief.  In  considering  such  application,  the  Board  must  act  on  judicial 
principles  in  weighing  the  right  to  relief. 

Here,  I  see  no  real  loss  or  inconvenience  to  those  persons  who  use  the 
railway  services.  At  most,  they  will  have  to  use  an  alternative  service  which, 
from  the  evidence,  appears  little  different  from  the  services  that  they  would  use 
diould  they  travel  by  air. 

Finding: 

In  my  opinion,  in  this  instance  the  Railway  Company  has  justified  its  appli- 
cation for  relief.  I  would  authorize  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to 
discontinue  passenger  train  servicie  between  Fredericton  and  Fredericton  Junction 
now  being  provided  by  trains  107,  108,  111  and  112,  subject  to  the  express  con- 
dition that  adequate  bus  service  will  be  provided  between  Fredericton  and  Fred- 
ericton Junction  to  connect  with  mainline  passenger  services. 

Since  the  proposed  service  would  be  merely  a  transition  from  one  service  to 
another,  I  see  no  purpose  in  delay  and  would  authorize  the  discontinuance  of 
such  trains  at  any  time  after  Mardh  15th,  1962,  on  thirty  days*  notice  to  be  posted 
in  all  stations  on  the  line,  but  discontinuance  shall  not  take  place  before  such 
substitutional  bus  service  is  in  operation.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C: 

On  August  30th,  1961,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  hereinafter 
called  the  "Railway*',  advised  the  Board  that  effective  with  the  change  of  time- 
table on  October  29th,  1961,  it  proposed  to  discontinue  the  operations  of  trains 
260,  265  and  267  between  Ottawa  and  Chalk  River.  As  this  amounted  to  only  a 
reduction  in  passenger  service  (trains  7-8  and  1-2  still  operating  through  this 
territory)  formal  approval  of  the  Board  is  not  usually  required  under  The  Railway 
Act.  However,  after  giving  due  consideration  to  the  reports  of  its  District  In- 
spectors, and  the  various  protests  registered  by  interested  parties,  chambers  of 
commerce,  town  and  city  councils,  it  was  agreed  that  the  matter  should  be  set 
down  for  a  hearing  and  that  the  Railway  be  ordered  to  maintain  the  service  in 
question  pending  the  outcome  of  the  hearing.  The  necessary  arrangements  were 
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made  and  a  public  hearing  was  held  in  Pembroke  on  Tuesday,  December  12th, 
and  Wednesday,  December  13th,  1961. 

Description  of  Service: 

This  service  is  provided  by  an  R.D.C.  single  unit  car  with  seating  capacity 
of  71  and  a  baggage  compartment  of  approximately  9'  x  18',  with  a  crew  of  3, 
Engineman,  Conductor  and  Train- Baggageman.  The  trains  provide  local  service 
to  almost  all  points  on  the  line,  a  total  distance  of  129.8  miles,  with  a  population 
of  approximately  56,000  people,  and  are  scheduled  to  provide  connections  at 
Carle  ton  Place  with  a  westward  pool  train  to  Toronto  and  intermediate  points. 
Connections  are  also  made  at  Ottawa  for  Montreal  and  eastern  points.  In  addition 
to  handling  the  usual  baggage,  the  trains  also  handle  a  limited  amount  of  ex- 
press, consisting  of  late  shipments  out  of  Ottawa,  cut  flowers  and  the  odd  ship- 
ment for  Pakenham,  which  point  is  not  regularly  served  by  the  highway  express 
service. 

As  the  Railway  had  expected  discontinuance  of  these  trains  effective  with 
the  change  of  timetable  on  October  29th,  1961,  the  existing  schedules  had  not 
been  included  in  the  printing  of  the  timetable  to  take  effect  on  that  date.  There- 
fore, upon  the  Board  ordering  the  Railway  to  continue  this  service,  a  revised 
schedule  was  drawn  up  and  sent  out  to  all  passenger  and  ticket  agents  for  their 
guidance  and  the  information  of  the  travelling  public. 

These  schedules  were  tendered  as  part  of  Exhibit  No.  3  and  are  reproduced 
hereunder:

These  trains  make  a  very  limited  number  of  scheduled  stops  or  flag  stops 
between  Ottawa  and  Chalk  River. 

In  addition  to  the  above  service  furnished  by  trains  1-2,  7-8,  the  whole  area 
othej  than  the  village  of  Pakenham  is  served  by  busses  operated  by  Colonial 
Coach  Lines.  The  highways  in  the  area  are  very  good,  and  the  busses  operate  over 
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paved  roads  which  are  kept  open  all  year  round,  furnishing  an  efficient,  on-time 
operation  for  their  patrons.  A  witness  representing  Colonial  Coach  Lines  stated 
that  his  company  was  prepared  to  add  to  the  present  bus  service  if  the  rail  pas- 
senger service  should  be  discontinued  and  subsequent  bus  traffic  warranted 
additional  services. 

Financial  Position  of  the  Railway: 

The  Railway  filed  with  the  Board  an  exhibit  showing  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers handled  on  trains  260-265-267  by  months,  for  the  years  1959  and  1960, 
and  for  the  first  10  months  of  1961.  The  average  handlings  per  trip  over  this 
period  showed  a  decline  in  patronage  of  from  44  passengers  per  trip  in  1959,  to 
40  per  trip  in  1960,  and  35  per  trip  in  the  first  10  months  of  1961.  The  average 
handlings  of  course,  portray  the  number  of  passengers  travelling  over  any  portion 
of  the  line,  noc  necessarily  over  the  whole  line. 

A  statement  was  filed  showing  the  estimated  annual  operating  costs  of 
trains  260-265-267.

The  Board  has  studied  the  Railway's  basis  of  allocation  of  passenger  and 
express  revenues  to  trains  Nos.  260-265-267,  and  the  methods  used  to  estimate 
the  expenses  which  would  be  saved  if  the  trains  were  discontinued.  On-line 
revenues  only  have  been  included;  any  associated  off-line  revenues  and  off-line 
expenses  have  been  excluded.  This  has  been  the  practice  in  previous  cases 
involving  discontinuance  of  passenger  trains,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  revenue 
estimates  are  reasonable  in  this  case. 

I  find  that  the  estimates  of  expenses  should  be  adjusted  in  the  case  of  (a) 
Variable  Road  ?V!aintenance,  (b)  Traffic,  General  and  Communications,  and  (c) 
Cost  of  Money. 

Variable  Road  Maintenance  expense  was  estimated  to  be  $12,084.  I  am 
satisfied  that  some  saving  in  road  maintenance  expense  could  be  effected  if 
trains  Nos.  260-265-267  were  discontinued,  but  I  am  not  prepared  to  accept  the 
estimate  of  $12,084.  For  purposes  of  this  judgment  I  have  reduced  this  estimate 
by  S4,000. 

Traffic,  General  and  Communications  expense  was  estimated  to  be  $18,232. 
I  am  not  satisfied  that  this  amount  would  be  saved  in  the  event  of  discontinuance. 
I  have  allowed  for  a  saving  in  Joint  Facility  expense  at  Ottawa  Union  Station, 
and  for  a  saving  in  Company  pension  contribution  in  respect  of  the  labour  content 
of  direct  expenses.  I  have  reduced  the  remaining  Traffic,  General  and  Commu- 
nications expense  by  $5,000. 

The  Cost  of  Money  was  estimated  to  be  $24,802,  It  was  calculated  at  a  rate 
of  6^2%  after  income  tax.  I  am  not  prepared,  for  purposes  of  this  judgment,  to 
accept  the  rate  of  6^2%,  and  I  have  reduced  the  estimated  Cost  of  Money  by  $9,500, 

These  reductions  in  three  categories  of  expense  total  $18,500.  I  would,  for 
purposes  of  this  judgment,  restate  the  total  expenses  as  $130,800  in  lieu  of 
$149,300,   and  the  annual  loss  as  $76,500,  say  $76,000,  in  lieu  of  $95,000. 
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Effect  on  Employees: 

In  the  event  of  discontinuance  of  this  train  service  the  train  crew  would  have 
the  right  to  exercise  their  seniority  elsewhere  within  their  seniority  district. 
This  right  would  also  apply  to  the  present  second  trick  operator  at  Petawawa 
v^ose  position  would  be  abolished.  The  end  result  of  these  moves  would  be  the 
displacement  of  four  junior  employees,  who  would  be  again  taken  on  by  the 
Railway  when  retirements,  resignations  or  other  attrition  would  create  openings 
for  them. 

Opposition  to  the  Application: 

As  mentioned  in  my  opening  statement,  considerable  opposition  to  this 
application  was  raised  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed  discontinuance, 
October  29,  1961,  and  because  of  this  opposition,  the  Board  ordered  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  service  and  held  the  hearing.  However,  at  the  hearing  on  December 
12th  and  13th,  there  was  very  little  evidence  of  public  opposition  to  the  proposal 
insofar  as  attendance  at  the  hearing  was  concerned,  other  than  representations 
by  Mr.  J.M.  Forgie,  M.P.  for  North  Renfrew,  Mr.  M.  Hamilton,  M.L.A.  for  North 
Renfrew,  Mr.  J.J.  Mac  Donald,  representing  Pembroke  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Mayor  A. A.  Campbell  of  Pembroke  and  Mayor  Frank  Haownond  of  Deep  River. 
Mayor  Campbell  and  Mayor  Hammond  submitted  briefs  on  behalf  of  their  respec- 
tive communities. 

1.  The  main  objection  to  the  discontinuance  of  these  trains  was  the  dis- 
ruptions that  would  occur  in  making  train  connections  for  east  of  Montreal  and 
for  points  west  of  Brockville,  including  Toronto  and  western  Ontario. 

2.  Suggestions  were  made  that  the  solution  to  the  deficit  problem  of  the 
Railway  was  not  discontinuance,  but  a  revision  of  schedules,  that  would  provide 
an  earlier  departure  time  from  Chalk  River  and  a  later  departure  time  from  Ottawa, 
allowing  residents  of  the  area  an  opportunity  to  have  most  of  the  day  in  Ottawa 
to  carry  on  business,  visit  doctors,  attend  meetings,  etc.,  and  still  return  home 
the  same  day. 

3.  It  was  suggested  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  needs  of  army 
personnel  from  Petawawa  and  their  families,  who  depend  on  the  present  service 
for  train  connections  when  being  transferred  to  other  stations  in  eastern  Canada 
or  western  Ontario. 

In  replying  to  these  objections,  the  Railway  admitted  that  there  would  be 
disruptions  and  delays  in  making  train  connections.  However,  this  was  un- 
avoidable inasmuch  as  rearrangement  of  pool  train  schedules  between  Montreal 
and  Toronto  is  not  possible.  Such  schedules  are  now  set  by  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  and  they  have  refused  to  consider  any  changes  that  would  be  sufficient 
to  benefit  connecting  passengers  from  trains  7-8  or  1  8s  2. 

Insofar  as  the  rearrangement  of  the  present  schedules  was  concerned,  it  was 
pointed  out  in  evidence  that  in  years  past,  trains  had  operated  on  much  the  same 
schedules  as  those  suggested,  but  said  trains  had  been  discontinued  because  of 
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poor  patronage  and  deficit  operation.  Furthermore,  I  might  add  that  such  a  re- 
arrangement of  schedules  v/ould  also  result  in  disruptions  and  delays  in  affecting 
other  train  connections. 

It  would  appear  to  me  that  military  personnel  from  Petawawa  make  quite 
extensive  use  of  other  types  of  transportation,  i.e.,  commercial  or  military  busses, 
troop  transports  and  private  and  military  automobiles.  Rail  service  is  used  more 
extensively  when  moving  dependents  and  small  children,  as  it  is  more  satisfac- 
tory than  other  transportation  for  this  purpose. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

I  must  conclude,  after  the  study  of,  and  adjustments  made,  in  the  cost  and 
revenue  evidence  submitted  by  the  Railway,  hereinbefore  described  in  detail, 
that  the  present  service  provided  by  trains  260-265-267  is  a  deficit  operation, 
with  an  annual  loss  to  the  Railway  of  about  $76,000.  Under  The  Railway  Act, 
the  Railway  has  a  right  to  apply  to  the  Board  for  relief  from  such  a  loss.  In  con- 
sidering such  application  the  Board  must  act  on  judicial  principles  in  vveighing 
the  right  to  such  relief  against  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public. 

Evidence  has  shown  that  the  existing  rail  service  does  provide  convenient 
connections  at  Ottawa  and  Carleton  Place  for  rail  services  to  other  parts  of 
Canada.  It  has  also  shown  to  my  satisfaction  that  a  good  efficient  bus  service 
also  serves  these  points  by  means  of  which  connection  with  rail  service  would 
still  be  available  should  this  application  be  granted.  I  am  also  satisfied  that 
local  points  along  the  line  are  well  served  by  Colonial  Coach  Lines,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Village  of  Pakenham.  Opposition  from  Pakenham  to  this  appli- 
cation amounted  to  that  of  two  persons  who  commuted  on  week  ends  from  Ottawa. 

There  is  no  evidence  before  us  to  indicate  that  changes  in  schedule  would 
result  in  increased  patronage  and  reduced  deficits.  Indeed,  past  experience  of 
the  Railway  with  other  service  in  the  area  would  refute  this  suggestion. 

Here,  I  see  no  real  loss  or  inconvenience  to  the  public  that  would  outweigh 
the  continuing  losses  to  the  Railway.  At  most,  travellers  will  have  to  use  alter- 
nate services,  or  if  continuing  to  use  the  remaining  trains,  suffer  some  delay 
in  making  connections.  For  an  area  with  good,  all-weather  roads,  served  by 
efficient  bus  lines,  and  with  some  remaining  rail  passenger  service,  I  must  con- 
clude on  the  evidence  that  the  service  provided  by  these  trains  is  not  necessary 
to  the  public  and  that  the  public  would  not  be  seriously  inconvenienced  should 
the  service  be  discontinued. 

I  would  therefore  grant  the  Railway's  proposal  to  wholly  discontinue  oper- 
ation of  trains  Nos.  260,  265  and  267,  bef.veen  Ottawa  and  Chalk  River,  Ontario. 
Such  discontinuance  shall  not  take  place  prior  to  March  15th,  1962,  on  30  days' 
notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  posted  in  all  stations  on  the  line,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  public.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

This  is  an  application  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  abandon 
operation  of  the  northern  part  of  the  Piles  Subdivision  between  Garneau  and 
Grandes  Piles. 

The  Piles  Subdivision  extends  from  Cap  de  la  Madeleine  near  Trois-Rivieres^ 
to  Grandes  Piles,  which  is  at  mileage  26.9  and  the  end  of  the  Piles  Subdivision. 
The  portion  of  the  subdivision  which  is  the  subject  of  this  application  covers  a 
distance  of  6,6  miles.  At  Garneau,  near  Grand'Mere,  where  the  Piles  Subdivision 
crosses  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  there  is  an  interchange 
track  that  permits  the  transfer  of  cars  from  one  railway  to  the  other. 

The  Piles  Subdivision  was  built  in  1878  and  opened  for  traffic  June  1st, 
1880.  This  railway  was  incorporated  as  the  North  Shore  Railway  Company.  The 
company  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  as 
part  of  its  Laurentian  Division. 

Between  Garneau  and  Grandes  Piles,  the  line  passes  through  some  farming 
country  just  out  of  Garneau  and  also  through  some  heavily  forested  lands.  The 
line  follows  the  St.  Maurice  River  for  a  distance  of  one  mile  south  of  Grandes 
Piles,  The  line  is  generally  in  fair  condition  and  satisfactorily  maintained  for 
the  present  day  traffic. 

Prior  to  October  26,  1957,  the  C.P.R.  operated  a  mixed  train  three  days  a 

week.  From  October  26,  1957,  the  mixed  train  was  converted  to  a  way  freight  or 
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road  switcher  assignment,  also  operating  three  days  a  week.  Due  to  the  high 
cost  of  operation  and  the  low  density  of  the  traffic  offering,  the  service  was 
subsequently  reduced  to  twice  a  week. 

Provincial  Highway  No.  19,  which  runs  from  Cap  de  la  Madeleine  to  La 
Tuque,  runs  parallel  to  the  Grandes  Piles  Subdivision  between  Gameau  and 
Grandes  Piles  and  the  area  is  served  by  several  trucking  firms  that  operate 
from  Trois-Rivieres,  La  Tuque,  St.  Tite  or  Grand^Mere. 

The  station  agent  at  Grandes  Piles  would  have  to  exercise  seniority  as  an 
operator  at  some  other  location  and  the  section  foreman  and  sectionman  who  are 
located  at  Grandes  Piles  would  also  have  to  secure  employment  on  another 
section. 

According  to  the  exhibit  submitted  by  the  Railway,  the  received  and  for- 
warded traffic  from  1957  at  Grandes  Piles,  was  as  follows:

The  gross  revenue  for  traffic  originating  or  terminating  on  that  portion  of 
the  Piles  Subdivision  between  Gameau  and  Grandes  Piles  was  as  follows:

The  avoidable  on-line  cost  was  as  follows: 

1957  -  $23»800

Taking  into  consideration  the  additional  expenses  due  to  off-line  traffic, 
express  company  and  general  facilities  agreement  with  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  at  Gameau,  the  abandonment  of  that  portion  of  the  Piles  Subdivision 
between  Gameau  and  Grandes  Piles  would  result  in  a  financial  improvement  to 
the  Railway  of  $14,400  annually.  The  net  salvage  value  of  trackage  and  facil- 
ities obtained  from  the  abandonment  of  that  portion  of  the  line  would  amount  to 
$72,100,  The  Railway  has  estimated  that  a  capital  expenditure  of  $49,400  would 
be  required  during  the  next  15  years  to  maintain  this  portion  of  the  line  in 
operation. 

The  only  industry  at  Grandes  Piles  is  the  Boisvert  Handle  Manufacturing 
Company  and  the  majority  of  the  carload  traffic  moving  to  Grandes  Piles  con- 
sisted of  lumber,  shovel  handles,  shovel  blades,  steel  bits  and  steel  bars.  In 
the  last  two  years,  this  firm  has  received  and  shipped  more  and  more  of  its 
traffic  by  highway  transport. 
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No  one  appeared  at  the  public  hearing  in  opposition  to  the  Railway's 
application.  Mr.  R.M.  Leslie,  C.P.R.'s  witness,  stated  that  'Vlr.  Boisvert,  the 
owner  of  the  Boisvert  Handle  Manufacturing  Company,  was  interviewed  by  a 
representative  of  the  C.P.R.  Freight  Traffic  Dept.  and  he  indicated  that  in  so 
far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  had  no  opposition  to  the  application  and  that  he 
could  handle  his  business  just  as  well  v;ithout  the  Railv;ay's  service. 

Grandes  Piles,  which  is  the  only  community  that  would  be  affected  by  the 
abandonment  of  this  portion  of  the  Piles  Subdivision,  has  a  population  of  6 SO. 
Provincial  Highway  No.  19,  which  runs  from  Trois-Rivieres  to  La  Tuque,  goes 
through  Grandes  Piles  and  the  community  is  well  served  by  bus  and  trucking 
service.  The  Royal  Mail  is  presently  handled  by  highway  trucks  so  that  the 
abandonment  would  not  affect  the  mail  service.  Express  traffic  is  presently 
handled  on  way  freight,  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  With  the  discontinuance  of 
this  service,  express  for  and  from  Grandes  Piles  would  be  handled  at  Grand'Mere. 

The  fact  that  no  one  other  than  representatives  of  the  Railway  appeared  at 
the  public  hearing  indicates  that  people  in  this  area  have  little  interest  in  the 
maintenance  of  this  service  and  will  not  seriously  be  inconvenienced  by  the 
removal  of  this  railway  line. 

The  figures  produced  in  evidence  by  railway  witnesses  show  that  traffic 
has  gradually  decreased  in  recent  years  to  a  point  where  only  six  carloads  of 
traffic  were  handled  between  Garneau  and  Grandes  Piles  from  January  1st,  to 
November  30th,  1961,  The  abandonment  of  this  operation  would  permit  the  Rail- 
way to  effect  a  substantial  saving  in  the  cost  of  the  present  operation  as  well 
as  future  maintenance  costs  and  also  to  obtain  an  important  salvage  value  from 
the  trackage  and  facilities  to  be  released. 

There  was  no  evidence  adduced  that  the  community  presently  served  by 
this  railway  line  will  suffer  any  inconvenience  as  a  result  of  the  abandonment; 
and  the  continued  operation  of  the  line  places  upon  the  Railway  an  unjustified 
financial  loss. 

The  Railway  has  applied  to  abandon  the  operation  of  this  line.  It  was  shown 
to  ray  satisfaction  that  adequate  alternate  service  is  available  to  the  communities 
concerned,  that  no  revenue  can  be  expected  on  the  line  in  the  foreseeable  future, 
and  I  see  no  reason  in  this  case  why  the  operation  of  this  line  should  be  required 
any  longer. 

I  would  authorize  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  abandon  the 
operation  of  the  portion  of  the  Piles  Subdivision  between  Garneau  and  Grandes 
Piles  effective  March  31st,  1962,  and  after  not  less  than  30  days  notice  to  the 
public. 

An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

WHEREAS  following  a  hearing  of  the  Board  held  in  Ottawa  on  March  16,

WHEREAS  for  the  greater  protection  of  the  public  at  crossings  it  is  con-

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  each  Canadian  railway  company 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  shall  cause  reflective  markings  to  be 
placed  on  each  side  of  each  of  its  new  box  cars  delivered  to  it  during  the 
calendar  years  1962  and  1963.

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2.  Each  such  company  shall,  during  each  of  the  said  calendar  years  1962 
and  1963,  place  reflective  markings  on  each  side  of  approximately  the  same 
number  of  its  old  box  cars  as  the  number  of  its  new  box  cars  delivered  to  it 
during  each  such  calendar  year. 

3.  The  markings  prescribed  in  paragraph  numbered  1  shall  be  placed  on  the

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C: 

On  April  27,  1961,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  made  application 
to  abandon  a  portion  of  the  Dnimmondville  Subdivision  between  Enlaugra  and 
Foster,  a  distance  of  12.2  miles. 

The  village  of  Knowlton,  which  is  located  approximately  half  way  between 
Enlaugra  and  Foster,  opposed  the  Railway's  application  in  the  interest  of  local 
business  establishments.  Officers  of  the  Board  held  a  meeting  at  Knowlton  on 
July  11,  1961,  at  which  the  representatives  of  the  municipality  stated  that  the 
car  load  freight  receivers  would  be  the  ones  most  seriously  affected  by  the 
abandonment  of  this  portion  of  the  Drummondville  Subdivision. 

The  representatives  of  the  Board  were  informed  that  the  Southern  Canada 
Power  receives  poles  and  heavy  transformers  by  rail  and  that  serious  incon- 
venience would  be  felt  should  the  application  be  approved.  They  were  also 
informed  that  Mr.  H.  Coderre,  the  most  important  receiver  at  Knowlton,  Station, 
received  close  to  100  carloads  of  grain  in  the  year  1960  and  expected  to  receive 
approximately  the  same  in  1961.  It  was  felt  that  Mr.  Coderre  would  suffer  great 
inconvenience  should  railway  service  to  Knowlton  be  discontinued. 

In  view  of  this  opposition,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  decided 
to  amend  its  application  of  April  27,  1961,  so  as  to  request  leave  only  to  abandon 
the  operation  of  that  portion  of  the  Drummondville  Subdivision  between  Enlaugra, 
mile  0.0  and  Knowlton,  mile  6.9,  a  distance  of  6.9  miles.  This  is  the  application 
that  was  heard  at  Knowlton,  Province  of  Quebec,  on  January  11,  1962.

JUDGMENT 
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The  portion  of  the  railway  between  Enlaugra  and  Knowlton  is  part  of  the 
Drummondville  Subdivision  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  extending 
from  Drummondville,  Quebec,  crossing  the  main  line  between  Montreal  and 
Sherbrooke  at  Foster,  and  joining  the  Newport  Subdivision  at  Enlaugra  near 
Sutton,  F.Q.  This  line  of  railway  was  completed  and  put  in  operation  in  1875  by 
the  South  Eastern  Railway  and  has  been  operated  since  1887  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company. 

Between  Enlaugra  and  Knowlton,  the  line  runs  through  some  farming  country 
and  rolling  and  swampy  bush  land.  The  track  has  been  fairly  well  maintained  and 
is  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  area  adjacent  to  the  railway  is  served  by  Provincial  Highways  no.  39 
and  no.  52,  as  well  as  secondary  paved  higjiways. 

No  traffic  originated  or  terminated  in  1960  on  that  portion  of  the  line  proposed 
to  be  abandoned.  Traffic  to  and  from  Knowlton  is  handled  via  Foster  so  that  the 
abandonment  of  that  portion  of  the  line  between  Knowlton  and  Enlaugra  would 
have  no  effect  on  this  traffic. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Sayer,  superintendent  of  the  Famham  Division,  testified  that  no 
trains  had  operated  between  Knowlton  and  Enlaugra  since  April  16,  1961.  Mr. 
Sayer  stated  that  there  is  a  regular  truck  service  between  Enlaugra  and  Knowlton 
over  the  paved  hi^way  which  runs  more  or  less  parallel  to  this  part  of  the 
Drummondville  Subdivision.  He  also  stated  that  two  sectionmen  would  exercise 
their  seniority  somewhere  on  the  Famham  Division  if  the  abandonment  is  approved. 

Exhibits  filed  in  evidence  by  the  Railway  show  that  no  traffic  whatsoever 
was  handled  on  this  part  of  the  Drummondville  Subdivision  during  the  year  1960, 
therefore  the  revenues  were  nil.  The  avoidable  on-line  cost  for  the  same  year, 
which  consisted  mainly  of  road  maintenance  and  property  depreciation,  amounted 
to  approximately  $17,800.  Abandonment  of  this  railway  line  would  therefore  result 
in  a  financial  improvement,  based  on  the  1960  figures,  of  $17,800.  The  estimated 
net  salvage  value  of  the  trackage  and  facilities  has  been  estimated  by  the  Rail- 
way at  approximately  $47,800.  The  Railway  has  also  estimated  that  capital 
expenditure  of  $60,400  would  have  to  be  made  during  the  next  15  years  should 
this  portion  of  the  line  be  kept  in  operation. 

The  fact  that  no  one  appeared  at  the  hearing  in  opposition  to  the  Railway's 
application  is  an  indication  that  people  in  this  area  have  very  little  interest  in 
this  portion  of  the  railway.  The  abandonment  of  this  line  will  not  affect  railway 
service  at  Knowlton  which  will  continue  to  be  served  via  Foster.  As  Enlaugra  is 
also  located  on  the  Newport  Subdivision,  it  will  not  be  deprived  of  railway  service 
as  a  result  of  this  abandonment. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Railway  cannot  be  expected  to  continue  the  maintenance 
of  a  portion  of  its  railway  line  which  is  no  longer  required  for  its  operation  and 
which  can  be  removed  without  affecting  the  railway  service  given  to  the  only  two 
communities  located  on  this  line.  The  continued  maintenance  of  this  portion  of 
the  Drummondville  Subdivision  would  place  an  unjustified  financial  loss  upon 
the  Railway  while  the  communities  served  by  this  railway  line  would  suffer  no 
inconvenience  through  its  abandonment. 
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I  would  authorize  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  abandon  the 
operation  of  the  portion  of  the  Drummondville  Subdivision  between  Enlaugra  and 
Knowlton,  effective  April  30,  1962,  and  after  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice 
to  the  public. 

An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(a)  "Board'*  means  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada; 

(b)  "Construct'*  includes  reconstruction  or  improvement; 

(c)  "Crossing*'  means  any  railway  crossing  of  a  highway  at  grade  or  any 
highway  crossing  of  a  railway  at  grade; 

(d)  "Highway"  means  a  hi^way  and  includes  any  public  road,  street,  lane 
or  other  public  way  of  communication; 

(e)  "Highway  authority*'  means  the  public  authority  having  legal  jurisdiction 
to  open  to,  and  maintain  for  the  public,  highways  in  the  area  under  its 
jurisdiction; 

(0  "Junior**  means  the  party  (the  railway  company  or  the  road  authority  as 
the  case  may  be)  who  is  junior  in  title  at  the  crossing; 

(g)  "Railway  company**  means  a  railway  company  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board; 

(h)  "Senior**  means  the  party  (the  railway  company  or  the  road  authority  as 
the  case  may  be)  who  is  senior  in  title  at  the  crossing;

Appli-  !•  Upon  any  application  for  leave  to  construct  a  crossing  the 

caUon,  applicant  shall  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  three  copies  of  a 

plan  and  profile  combined  of  the  crossing;  a  copy  of  the  application 
and  plan  shall  also  be  sent  to  the  other  party  affected.  When  the 
other  party  affected  is  a  railway  company  a  copy  of  the  application 
and  plan  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  head  office  of  the  company  in 
Canada,  and  if  the  head  office  of  the  company  is  not  in  Canada,  to 
the  agent  representing  such  company  in  Canada.  Where  there  is  more 
than  one  crossing  a  separate  application  and  plan  is  required  for 
each  crossing.  Plans  shall  be  numbered,  dated  and  signed  by  the 
official  authorized  for  this  purpose,  shall  be  drawn  at  the  following 
scales,  and  contain  the  following  information: 

A.  GENERAL  LOCATION  PLAN 

(a)  Scale:  1  inch  equals  100  feet. 

(b)  There  shall  be  shown  on  the  General  Location  plan: 

(1)  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  railway  in  each 
direction  from  the  point  of  crossing; 

(2)  not  less  than  300  feet  of  the  highway  in  each  direction 
from  the  point  of  crossing; 

(3)  the  width  of  railway  right  of  way; 

(4)  the  width  of  the  road  allowance; 

(5)  the  width  of  the  travelled  portion  of  road; 

(6)  the  width  of  shoulders; 

(7)  the  angle  of  crossing; 

(8)  location  of  highway  crossing  signs  and  automatic  protec- 
tion, if  any; 

(9)  all  obstructions  to  view  and  sight  lines  within  the  distances 
referred  to  in  items  (1)  and  (2); 

(10)  such  other  information  relating  to  existing  and  proposed 
crossings  that  may  be  relevant. 

(c)  Where  the  conditions  cannot  be  shown  adequately  on  the 
general  location  plan  an  enlarged  plan  of  the  crossing  shall  be 
added.

D.  TYPICAL  CROSS  SECTION  OF  HIGHWAY 

(a)  Scale: 

1  inch  equals  10  feet. 

(b)  The  typical  cross  section  of  the  highway  shall  be  taken  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  crossing  and  there  shall  be  shown  thereon: 

(1)  the  travelled  portion  or  the  pavement; 

(2)  the  slope  of  shoulders;  and 

(3)  their  width  and  their  location  within  the  limits  of  the  road 
allowance. 

E.  RAILWAY  CROSSING  HIGHWAY 

Where  a  new  railway  line  is  to  be  constructed,  all  crossings  shall 
be  shown  on  the  location  plan  and  a  profile  of  each  crossing  shall 
be  included. 

2.  At  all  crossings  the  approaches  of  the  highway  whether 
ascending  or  descending  shall  not  exceed  a  gradient  of  five  per 
cent  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  Board. 

3.  A  space  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  and  not  more 
than  three  inches  wide  by  two  inches  deep  shall  be  provided  between

the  gauge  side  of  the  running  rail  and  the  planking  or  paving  as  the 
case  may  be. 

4.  The  planking  or  highway  surface,  as  the  case  may  be,  be- 
tween the  rails,  and  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  on  the  outerside 
thereof,  shall  extend  the  full  width  of  the  travelled  portion  of  the 
highway  plus  two  feet  on  each  side,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  width 
of  such  planking  or  highway  surface  be  less  than  twenty-six  feet 
measured  at  right  angles  with  the  centre  line  of  the  highway. 

5.  (a)  In  cities  and  towns  railway  companies  are  exempted  from 
erecting  cattle  guards  and  return  fences. 

(b)  Wherever  a  railway  company  is  exempted  from  erecting  cattle 
guards  it  is,  unless  otherwise  specifically  mentioned,  also  ex- 
empted from  erecting  return  fences. 

6.  (a)  A  guide  fence  shall  be  erected  on  each  side  of,  and  on 
all  that  portion  of  the  approach  (to  the  crossing)  that  is  five  feet 
or  more  above  the  normal  ground  level,  and  where  the  side  slope  of 
the  embankment  is  greater  than  one  vertically  to  four  horizontally. 

(b)  Such  guide  fences  shall  be  erected  so  as  to  leave  a  clear 
highway  surface  of  not  less  than  the  width  of  the  travelled  surface 
at  the  crossing.  Such  fences  shall  be  erected  so  as  to  facilitate 
the  removal  of  snow. 

(c)  The  standard  guide  fence  recommended  by  the  Board  con- 
sists of  a  strong  and  substantial  fence  consisting  of  a  board  or 
planking  so  attached  to  the  fence  posts  that  the  top  of  the  guide 
fence  is  not  higher  than  approximately  three  feet  above  the  surface 
of  the  highway.  However,  if  the  Province  in  which  the  crossing  is 
constructed  has  a  standard  guide  fence  such  standard  guide  fence 
may  be  used. 

7.  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  270  of  the  Rail- 
way Act  highway  crossing  signs  shall  be  erected  at  all  crossings 
as  shown  on  the  diagram  dated  February  1st,  1962,  and  attached  to 
this  Order  as  Appendix  "A**  and  forming  part  of  the  said  Order. 

8.  Such  signs  shall  show  the  words  "Railway  Crossing",  and 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec  such  words  shall  be  in  both  the  English 
and  the  French  languages. 

9.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  such  signs  shall 

(a)  be  painted  white,  aluminum  or  reflectorized  as  a  background 
with  black  letters  not  less  than  six  inches  high; 

(b)  generally  be  placed  not  more  than  15  feet  from  the  track 
with  the  edge  of  the  sign  as  close  to  the  travelled  portion  of 
the  highway  as  possible  so  as  to  be  clearly  visible  to  approach- 
ing vehicles; 
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Crossing  (c)  be  erected  at  each  approach,  preferably  on  the  right  hand

(d)  on  straight  level  approaches,  be  not  less  than  five  feet  nor 
more  than  six  feet  six  inches  above  the  travelled  portion  of 
the  highway,  the  said  distances  to  be  measured  to  the  lowest 
part  of  the  sign  as  shown  on  the  said  diagram  Appendix  **A'' 
to  this  Order; 

(e)  under  other  conditions,  be  lowered  or  raised  as  necessary 
so  as  to  be  best  seen  and  most  readily  visible  from  approach- 
ing vehicles  both  at  night  and  in  the  day  time. 

10,  Where  there  are  grades  and  curves  on  the  approaches  the 
line  of  sight  and  illumination  shall  be  the  first  consideration  as  to 
the  location  lof  the  sign  which  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  be  readily 
illuminated  and  visible  from  both  sides  of  the  track  from  a  reason- 
able distance  therefrom  on  the  highway, 

11,  Nothing  in  this  Order  nor  in  the  regulations  made  thereunder 
shall  be  construed  as  affecting  in  any  way  the  apportionment  of  the 
cost  of  maintenance  of  crossings  in  existence  on  the  date  of  this 
Order. 

12,  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board, 

(a)  when  a  new  crossing  is  being  constructed  the  cost  of  con- 
struction and  of  future  maintenance  is  payable  by  the  applicant 
therefor,  except  that  if  the  applicant  is  senior  at  the  crossing 
such  costs  are  payable  by  the  party  that  is  junior. 

(b)  IN  CITIES,  TOWNS  AND  VILLAGES  when  a  street  is  being 
widened  at  the  crossing,  all  costs  of  construction,  of  the  widen- 
ing of  the  crossing  are  payable  by  the  road  authority.  The  cost 
of  future  maintenance  of  the  widened  portion  of  the  crossing 
is  payable  by  the  party  that  is  junior  at  the  crossing. 

(c)  IN  RURAL  AREAS  when  a  crossing  is  being  widened,  the 
costs  of  construction  and  of  the  future  maintenance  of  the 
widened  portion  of  the  crossing  are  payable  as  follows: 

(i)  Construction:    All  costs  payable  by  the  road  authority; 
(ii)  Maintenance:    The  cost  of  future  maintenance  of  the 
crossing: 

(1)  for  the  width  of  26  feet  measured  at  right  angles  with 
the  centre  line  of  the  highway  is  payable  by  the 
authority  who,  prior  to  the  widening  of  such  crossing, 
was  paying  for  the  maintenance  thereof. 

(2)  for  any  width  exceeding  26  feet  measured  at  right 
angles    with   the  centre  line  of  the  highway  the  cost 
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of  maintenance  of  the  widened  portion  of  the  crossing 
is  payable  by  the  road  authority. 

13,  General  Orders  No.  501,  dated  July  19,  1932,  No,  502, 
dated  August  8,  1932,  No.  763,  dated  August  28,  1951,  and  No.  793, 
dated  March  31,  1954,  are  rescinded.

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JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  Company  (which  I  shall  refer  to 
as  "Q.N.S.  &  L,")  was  incorporated  as  a  common  carrier  by  an  Act  of  Parliament 
(C.  80,  11  Geo.  VI)  assented  to  on  May  14th,  1947. 

Pursuant  to  its  statutory  powers  it  constructed,  and  now  operates,  a  railway 
from  Sept  lies,  Quebec,  to  Schefferville,  Quebec,  a  distance  of  some  359  miles. 
The  greater  part  of  the  line  of  railway  runs  through  Labrador,  part  of  the  Province 
of  Newfoundland. 

By  its  Act  of  incorporation,  the  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Company  are 
declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada. 

Q.N.S.  &  L.  is  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  Iron  Ore  Company  of  Canada. 

Wabush  Lake  Railway  Company,  Limited  (which  I  shall  refer  to  as  **Wabush 
Railway")  was  incorporated  on  April  12th,  1955,  pursuant  to  the  Companies  Act 
of  the  Province  of  Newfoundland,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating 
certain  railways.  On  July  14th,  1960,  Parliament,  by  statute  (C.  63,  8-9  Eliz.  II), 
declared  the  Company*  s  railway  works  and  undertakings  to  be  for  the  general  ad- 
vantage of  Canada  and  granted  authority,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Railway 
Act,  to  construct,  prior  to  1965,  and  to  operate  a  railway  from  Wabush  Lake,  in 
the  Province  of  Newfoundland,  to  or  about  the  Quebec-Newfoundland  boundary. 

Amaud  Railway  Company  (which  I  shall  refer  to  as  **Arnaud  Railway")  was 
incorporated  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  on  March  5th, 
1959,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a  railway  from  a  point  on  the 
Q.N.S.  &  L,  (approximately  8  miles  north  of  Sept  lies)  to  Pointe  Noire,  a  distance 
of  21,6  miles.  On  July  14th,  1960,  by  the  same  statute  as  referred  to  above  (C.  63, 
8—9  Eliz.  II)  Parliament  declared  its  railway  works  and  undertakings  to  be  for 
the  general  advantage  of  Canada  and  granted  authority,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Railway  Act,  to  construct,  prior  to  January  1st,  1965,  and  to  operate  a 
railway  from  a  connection  with  the  Wabush  Railway  at  or  about  the  Quebec- 
Newfoundland  boundary  to  the  St.  Lawrence  River  at  or  near  Pointe  Noire. 

Wabush  Railway  and  Amaud  Railway  are  wholly  owned  subsidiaries  of  Wabush 
Iron  Co.  Limited  (which  I  shall  refer  to  as  "Wabush  Iron' ' ),  a  corporation  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Wabush  Iron  is  undertaking  the  development  of  a  mining  lease  covering 
approximately  five  square  miles  of  iron  ore  deposits  in  the  area  of  Wabush  Lake 
in  Labrador.  The  Company  expects  that  its  mine  or  mines  on  this  lease  will 
come  into  production  in  1965,  with  an  estimated  annual  capacity  of  some  6,000,000 
long  tons  of  iron  ore  concentrates.  In  the  opinion  of  its  officers,  it  is  necessary 
that  facilities  be  ready  to  transport  this  ore  by  1965.  It  is  also  the  opinion  of 
its  officers  that  the  design  and  construction  of  the  initial  plant  will  permit  an 
expansion  of  production  to  a  capacity  of  approximately  10,000,000  long  tons 
annually. 

At  Pointe  Noire,  west  of  Sept  lies,  harbour  and  dock  facilities  are  being 
constructed, 
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Northern  Land  Company,  Limited  (which  I  shall  refer  to  as  "Northern  Land") 
was  incorporated  on  April  27th,  1959,  pursuant  to  the  Companies  Act  of  the 
Province  of  Newfoundland,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  railway  from  a  point 
on  the  right-of-way  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.,  at  about  Mile  224,  westerly  to  a  point  on  the 
narrows  separating  Wabush  Lake  from  Little  Wabush  Lake.  This  railway  is  some- 
times referred  to  as  the  Wabush-Carol  Joint  Section. 

In  the  years  1959  and  1960  Northern  Land  constructed  the  railway  which  is 
some  37  miles  in  length. 

Carol  Lake  Company,  Limited,  is  a  company  incorporated  pursuant  to  the 
Companies  Act  of  the  Province  of  Newfoundland  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  private  mining  carrier  railway.  It  is  a  private  company  and  is  a  wholly  owned 
subsidiary  of  Iron  Ore  Company  of  Canada. 

Northern  Land  has  granted  running  rights  to  Wabush  Railway  and  Carol  Lake 
Company,  Limited,  over  the  Wabush-Carol  Joint  Section. 

Wabush  Railway  has  constructed  some  V/i  miles  of  railway  in  the  vicinity  of 
Wabush  Lake. 

Arnaud  Railway  is  constructing  the  railway  which  it  is  authorized  to  build 
from  the  vicinity  of  Pointe  Noire  to  about  Mile  8.3  on  the  railway  of  Q.N.S.  &  L. 

The  allegation  of  the  Applicants,  Wabush  Railway  and  Arnaud  Railway,  is 
that  they  have  studied  the  advisability  of  constructing  connecting  railways  which 
would  provide  Wabush  Railway  with  a  transportation  system  from  Wabush  Lake 
to  Pointe  Noire,  independent  of  any  other  railway.  Evidence  as  to  the  feasibility 
and  estimated  cost  of  such  a  project  will  be  referred  to  later.  Sufficient  here  to 
say  that  the  Applicants  consider  that  it  would  take  some  IVi  to  3  years  to  con- 
struct such  railways  and  allege  that  the  decision  of  whether  or  not  to  proceed 
with  construction  must  be  made  early  in  1962  in  order  that  the  railways  may  be 
in  operation  by  1965, 

For  simplicity  I  shall  refer  to  the  new  proposed  railways  as  the  "new  rail- 
way". 

The  new  railway  would  run  in  a  course  twice  crossing  the  line  of  Q.N.S.  &L, 
and  in  a  direction  roughly  parallel  to  the  latter  line.  Evidence  was  given  that 
some  thirty-four  measurements  were  made  throughout  the  route  of  the  existing 
and  proposed  railways.  These  measurements  were  made  at  five-minute  intervals 
of  latitude.  For  sixteen  of  these  points  of  measurement  the  average  distance  of 
separation  is  26.2  miles.  For  eighteen  points  the  average  distance  is  4.6  miles. 
The  average  distance  throughout  the  length  of  both  is  14.7  miles. 

The  allegations  of  the  Applicants  are  that: 

1.  The  new  railway  would,  if  constructed,  constitute  a  duplication  of  the 
facilities  of  the  existing  common  carrier,  i.e.,  of  Q.N.S.  &  L, 

2.  The  new  railway  will  require  an  expenditure  of  from   $85,000,000  to 
$90,000,000. 

3.  The  Applicants  have  the  power  to  construct  and  operate  and  are  ready  to 
construct  and  operate  the  new  railway. 
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4.  The  existing  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  6i  L.  from  mile  224  to  mile  8»3  are  ade- 
quate to  handle  all  contemplated  traffic,  including  traffic  from  Carol  Lake 
and  VVabush  Lake  (with  a  reserve  of  railway  capacity)  and  that  the  present 
capacity  of  the  line  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  could,  if  necessary,  be  increased. 

5.  The  Applicants  have  proposed  to  Q.N.S.  8i  L.  that  the  Applicants  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  it  by  which  Q.N.S.  &  L.  would  grant  running  rights 
to  VVabush  Railway  and  permit  it  joint  use  of  that  portion  of  the  facilities 
of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  between  mile  224  and  mile  8.3. 

6.  The  Applicants  have  not  been  able  to  enter  into  a  running  rights  agree- 
ment with  Q.N.S.  &  L. 

The  Applicants  ask  the  Board  to  find  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest 
to  avoid  the  construction  of  the  new  railway  and  they  apply  to  the  Board 
for  a  ^  Order  directing  that  VVabush  Railway  be  granted  the  right  and  power 
to  operate  its  trains  over,  and  be  permitted  the  joint  and  common  use  of, 
that  portion  of  the  right-of-way,  tracks  and  other  railway  facilities  of 
Q.N.S.  &  L.  between  mile  224  and  mile  8,3, 

The  application  to  the  Board  was  made  in  the  month  of  July,  1961,  and  the 
matter  came  on  for  hearing  on  November  14th  of  that  year. 

At  the  outset  a  preliminary  objection  was  taken  by  Counsel  for  Q.N.S.  &  L. 
that  the  Applicants  have  no  right  to  make,  and  the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to 
grant,  the  application  because  the  statutes  and  laws  conferring  powers  and  ca- 
pacity on  the  Applicant,  Wabush  Railway,  and  giving  jurisdiction  to  the  Board, 
do  not  confer  on  the  Applicant,  VVabush  Railway,  capacity  to  exercise  the  rights 
claimed  in  the  application  and  do  not  give  to  the  Board  jurisdiction  to  extend 
such  capacity  or  confer  such  rights.  The  motion  for  dismissal  of  the  application 
upon  this  prelim^' nary  objection  is  dealt  with  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner, 

During  the  argument  the  Applicants  moved  to  amend  their  application  by  the 
addition  of  an  alternative  plea,  i,e,,  that  Wabush  Railway  be  granted  the  right 
and  power  to  run  and  operate  its  trains  over,  and  be  permitted  the  joint  and  com- 
mon use,  of  that  portion  of  the  railway  facilities  of  Q,N,S.  St  L,  between  mile  224 
and  a  point  on  the  Quebec-Newfoundland  boundary,  and  that  Arnaud  Railway  be 
granted  tKa  right  and  power  to  run  its  trains  over,  and  be  permitted  the  joint  and 
common  use,  of  that  portion  of  the  railway  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  from  the  above 
point  at  the  Quebec-Newfoundland  boundary  to  mile  8,3, 

The  Board  denied  the  application  to  amend  for  the  reasons  then  given. 

It  might  be  well  for  me,  at  this  point,  to  set  out  a  description  of  the  group 
that  is  to  develop  the  Wabush  deposits, 

Pickands  Mather  St  Company  is  a  Delaware  corporation  authorized  to  carry 
on  business  in  the  States  of  the  United  States  and  in  Canada.  Pickands  Mather  & 
Company  has  many  activities  but  it  is  engaged  principally  in  providing  raw  ma- 
terials for  the  steel  industry  of  United  States  and  Canada. 
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In  1957  Pickands  Mather  &  Company  formed  V/abush  Iron,  The  original  plan 
was  that  Wabush  Iron  would  undertake  the  development  of  the  Wabush  deposits. 
The  original  participants  in  the  project  were: 

Youngstown  Sheet  and  Tube  Company. 

Steel  Company  of  Canada. 

Interlake  Iron  Corporation, 

Pickands  Mather  &  Company. 

Subsequently,  these  companies  were  joined  by: 
Inland  Steel  Company. 
Pittsburgh  Steel  Company. 
Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel  Limited. 
Mannesmann  A.G. 
Hoesch  A.G. 

Finsider  (  an  Italian  Company  more  correctly  known,  I  believe,  as  Societa 
Finanziaria  Siderurgica). 
The  ori^nal  plan  has  been  varied  and  the  Wabush  project  is  to  be  operated 
as  an  unincorporated  joint  venture.  The  joint  venturers  will  be: 
Wabush  Iron, 

Steel  Company  of  Canada, 
Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel  Limited, 
Mannesmann  Canadian  Ores  Limited, 
Hoesch  Iron  Ores  Limited, 
Wabush  Iron  will  have  a  63.1%  interest  in  the  joint  ventures.  Its  stockholders 
will  be: 

Youngstown  Sheet  and  Tube  Company. 
Inland  Steel  Company. 
Pittsburgh  Steel  Company. 
Interlake  Iron  Corporation. 
Pickands  Mather  &  Company. 
Finsider. 

Steel  Company  of  Canada  will  have  a  23.5%  interest.  Dominion  Foundries  and 
Steel  Limited  will  have  a  9,4%  interest,  Mannesmann  Canadian  Ores  Limited  and 
Hoesch  Iron  Ores  Limited  will  each  have  a  2%  interest, 

I  will  simply  refer  to  the  participants  in  the  joint  venture  as  the  "Wabush 
Group' \ 

In  setting  out  the  evidence  adduced  and  the  reference  to  legislative  powers 
and  authorities,  I  cannot  follow  a  better  order  than  that  set  out  in  the  able  and 
well  ordered  argument  of  Mr,  Pattillo,  His  submission  was  that  the  evidence 
offered  by  the  Applicants  brings  them  within  the  provisions  of  Subsection  5  of 
Section  196  because: 

(1)  The  Applicants  have  the  power  to  construct  one  or  more  railways  that 
are  connecting.  This  power  is  found  in  Section  3,  Subsection  (2)  of  the 
Wabush-Arnaud  Act  (C.  63,  8—9  Eliz.  II),  which  reads  as  follows: 
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"Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Wabush  Lake  Railway 
Company  Limited  may  construct,  prior  to  January  1,  1965,  and  may  oper- 
ate a  railway  from  the  mine  of  Wabush  Iron  Company  Limited  near 
Wabush  Lake,  in  Labrador,  by  the  most  convenient  route  to  or  about 
the  Quebec-Newfoundland  boundary,  to  connect  with  the  railway  of 
Arnaud  Railway  Company;  and  Arnaud  Railway  Company  may  construct, 
prior  to  January  1,  1965,  and  may  operate  a  railway  from  a  connection 
with  the  said  railway  at  or  about  the  Quebec-Newfoundland  boundary, 
to  the  St.  Lawrence  River  at  or  near  Pointe  Noire,  in  Arnaud  township, 
in  the  province  of  Quebec,** 

(2)  The  most  feasible  route  for  the  new  railway  is  that  shown  in  green  on  the 
map  filed  in  the  proceedings.  This  route  begins  from  a  proposed  point  of 
connection  with  the  Arnaud  Railway  at  mile  8.3  and  proceeds  northward 
by  a  route  east  of  the  railway  line  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  At  a  point  roughly  half 
way  in  its  length  the  route  crosses  the  railway  line  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  and 
continues  northward  on  the  west  side  of  the  line  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  until  it 
reaches  its  proposed  terminus  at  about  Wabush  Lake. 

Much  evidence  was  given  as  to  the  possible  errors  in  the  location  in 
the  reconnaissance  survey  and  the  possible  shortcomings,  if  not  infeasi- 
bility,  of  the  proposed  route. 

No  evidence  was  given  as  to  any  other  route.  The  proposed  route  may 
well  be  the  most  feasible  route  but  I  think  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  make 
a  finding  as  to  this.  I  am  satisfied  (subject  to  the  cost  of  construction 
as  it  may  be  more  accurately  determined  by  further  survey)  that  the  evi- 
dence shows  the  proposed  route  to  be  a  feasible  route  and  I  so  find, 

(3)  The  proposed  route  of  the  new  railway  is  close  to  and  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  the  existing  line  of  Q.N.S.  &  L. 

The  closeness  of  the  two  routes  varies  throughout  their  length  but  it 
is  true  that  the  proposed  route  of  the  new  railway  is  in  the  general  area 
of  the  railway  line  of  Q.N.S.  &  L. 

(4)  The  Q.N.S.  &  L.  as  it  exists,  or  as  it  can  be  expanded,  has  the  capacity 
to  handle  its  present  immediately  prospective  traffic  and  the  traffic  for 
which  the  new  railway  would  be  built. 

Counsel  for  the  Q.N.S.  &  L.  made  the  following  statement  at  page  7437 
of  the  transcript: 

*'MR.  O'BRIEN:  Let  me  say  this.  If  we  are  running  up  and  down  the 
keys  here  trying  to  find  whether  we  are  taking  a  position  that  there  is 
insufficient  capacity  on  Quebec  North  Shore,  with  required  capital  addi- 
tions from  time  to  time  by  reason  of  additional  traffic  offered,  to  handle 
all  the  traffic  coming  from  that  district,  let  me  disabuse  anyone  in  rela- 
tion to  that  question  immediately. 

We  are  not  taking  the  position  that  Q.N.S.  85  L.,  with  appropriate 
additions  in  the  way  of  sidings,  or  it  may  come  to  a  time  when  it  might 
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require  double  tracking  — but  we  are  not  taking  the  position  that  with 
these  additions  and  these  additional  capital  expenditures  we  cannot 
handle  all  of  the  traffic  that  could  be  offered  by  Wabush  or  anyone  else 
forseeable  in  that  area.  If  that  is  what  we  are  bandying  about,  I  think 
we  can  save  a  lot  of  time.*' 

I  take  it  as  common  ground  that  Q.N.S.  85  L.,  as  it  now  exists,  or  as 
it  could  be  expanded,  has  the  capacity  to  handle  its  own  present  and 
prospective  traffic  and  the  traffic  for  which  the  new  railway  would  be 
built. 

If  the  Board  should  make  the  Order  applied  for,  and  should  additional 
railway  facilities  be  necessary  to  handle  the  additional  traffic,  certain, 
and  probably  large,  capital  expenditures  by  Q.N.S.  &  L.  might  be  neces- 
sary. It  is,  in  my  opinion,  questionable  whether  the  Board  has  the  power 
to  order  a  railway  company  to  provide  monies  for  such  capital  expenditures 
and  lay  out  such'  monies  to  provide  additional  capacity. 
(5)  The  shareholder  interests  in  the  Applicant,  and  the  Applicants,  have 
made  the  decision  to  build  the  new  railway,  if  necessary,  and  they  can 
do  so. 

Mr.  Howard,  Counsel,  with  Mr.  Pattillo,  for  the  Applicants,  confirmed 
in  argument  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  success  of  the  Applicants'  case 
to  show  that  they  are  prepared  to  construct  the  new  railway.  He  said  at 
page  7798  : 

**THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Is  your  position  that  we  must  find,  if  we 
support  the  application,  that  the  Applicants  have  in  fact  decided  to 
exercise  their  power  to  build  a  line  of  railway? 

MR.  HOWARD:  Yes.  Yes,  I  would  accede  to  that  position.  What  you 
are  really  saying  is  this  — or  what  I  am  trying  to  say,  rather,  is  this. 
Until  we  convinced  you  that  we  are  going  to  construct  a  new  line,  there 
is  no  line  to  avoid  the  construction  of,  and  it  is  implicit  in  the  fact 
that  your  power  stems  from  the  right  to  avoid  the  construction  of  some- 
thing that  there  must  be  an  intention  to  construct  it,  and  that  is  why 
the  point  in  my  view  is  so  material  to  the  application.*' 

Mr.  Sherwin,  President  of  Wabush  Railway  and  President  of  Amaud 
Railway,  gave  the  following  evidence: 

"?^R.  PATTILLO:  Q.  Now,  have  the  members  of  the  Wabush  group 
faced  up  to  the  possibility  of  building  this  duplicate  line  of  railway? 
A.  Yes. 

MR.  O'BRIEN:  In  the  resolution  which  you  have  filed,  Mr.  Pattillo. 
MR.  PATTILLO:  Q.  Now,  I  filed  in  the  resolution  ~  I  filed  resolutions 
of  May  of  this  year  — 

MR.  O'BRIEN:  Excuse  me. 
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MR,  PATTILLO:  Q.  May  of  this  year  in  which  instructions  were 
given  regarding  location  and  surveys  and  that  sort  of  thing.  Since  that 
time  has  there  been  further  consideration  given  by  the  members  of  the 
group  to  the  problem? 

A.  There  has, 

Q.  And  what  decision  was  reached? 

A.  The  Decision  was  reached  that  we,  the  Amaud  railroad  and  the 
Wabush  Lake  railroad,  should  go  forward  with  the  plans  with  the  pro- 
vision for  construction  of  the  parallel  lines  if  running  rights  are  not 
granted  by  this  Board," 

In  addition,  he  said: 

**MR.  PATTILLO:  Now,  Mr.  Sherwin,  you  have  spoken  about  the 
financing  being  arranged  for  the  initial  project.  Does  this  financing 
that  has  been  arranged  in  any  way  contemplate  increasing  the  size  of 
the  project  or  the  building  of  this  duplicate  line  of  railway? 

A.  Well,  obviously  that  encompasses  the  necessary  financing  for  the 
initial  project  as  laid  out  at  the  moment,  including  the  Wabush  Lake 
Railway  and  the  Arnaud  end,  and  the  plant  as  presently  under  con- 
struction. We  have  provided,  however,  in  the  financing  vehicle  the 
necessary  bonds  to  enable  us  to  expand  the  project  when  that  becomes 
necessary  and  also  to  construct  the  parallel  railroad  if  that  should  be- 
come necessary." 
There  was  filed  in  the  proceedings  a  resolution  of  Wabush  Railway 

adopted  by  the  Directors  at  a  meeting  on  May  5th,  1961.  This  resolution 

reads  in  part  as  follows: 

'^RESOLVED,  That  the  Officers  of  the  Company  be,  and  they  hereby 
are,  authorized  to  carry  forward  the  engineering  studies  and  other  work 
required  in  completing  the  location  of  the  proposed  new  railway  to  be 
built  by  the  Company  from  the  area  of  V/abush  Lake  to  a  point  of  con- 
nection with  Amaud  Railway  Company  near  the  Quebec  Newfoundland 
boundary  and  to  cooperate  with  Arnaud  Railway  Company  in  the  con- 
duct of  such  engineering  studies  and  location  work  from  such  point  of 
connection  southerly  to  the  dock  site  at  Pointe  Noire,  Quebec,  and  the 
actions  of  the  Officers  of  the  Company  in  heretofore  carrying  on  such 
engineering  and  location  work  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  ratified  and 
approved; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  actions  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Company  in  carrying  on  negotiations  with  the  Quebec  North  Shore  and 
Labrador  Railway  Company  with  reference  to  the  obtaining  of  running 
rights  by  the  Company  over  the  lines  of  the  Quebec  North  Shore  and 
Labrador  Railway  Company  shall  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  ratified  and 
approved,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Company  shall  be,  and  they  hereby 
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are,  authorized  to  carry  forward  such  negotiations  simultaneously  with 
the  carrying  on  of  the  engineering  and  other  work  required  in  laying  out 
the  proposed  new  railv.'ay,  and  that  if  such  negotiations  shall  be  suc- 
cessfully concluded,  the  Officers  of  the  Company  shall  be,  and  they 
hereby  are,  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  Company 
a  Running  Rights  Agreement  with  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador 
Railway  Company  and  Arnaud  Railway  Company  substantially  in  the 
form  submitted  to  the  Meeting,  a  copy  of  which  was  transmitted  to  the 
Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  Company  by  the  President  of 
this  Company  under  cover  of  letter  dated  April  25,  1961  with  such 
changes  in  said  form  of  agreement  as  the  Officers  of  the  Company  may 
approve,  the  execution  of  such  agreement  by  the  Officers  of  the  Com- 
pany to  be  considered  conclusive  proof  of  their  approval  of  such  changes; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Company,  negotiations  with  the  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador 
Railway  Company  have  not  progressed  far  enough  by  June  15,  1961  to 
give  reasonable  assurance  that  such  agreement  will  be  voluntarily 
entered  into  before  the  time  necessary  to  commence  construction  of 
the  proposed  new  railway,  the  Officers  of  the  Company  shall  be,  and 
they  hereby  are,  authorized  and  directed  to  file  the  Application  of  the 
Company,  jointly  with  Arnaud  Railway  Company,  with  the  Board  of 
Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  pursuant  to  Section  196  of  the 
Railway  Act  of  Canada,  requesting  the  issuance  of  an  order  by  said 
Board  requiring  the  execution  of  such  a  Running  Rights  Agreement; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  the  event  that  the  Board  of  Trans- 
port Commissioners  for  Canada  shall  enter  its  order  requiring  that  the 
Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  Company,  Arnaud  Railway 
Company  and  this  Company  enter  into  a  running  rights  arrangement,  the 
Officers  of  this  Company  shall  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  to 
execute  and  deliver  with  Arnaud  Railway  Company  a  Running  Rights 
Agreement  securing  to  this  Company  rights  over  the  railway  of  Arnaud 
Railway  Company  upon  substantially  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as 
those  required  by  the  Board  in  said  order." 

A  resolution  of  Arnaud  Railway  to  similar  effect  was  filed  in  the  proceedings. 
It  had  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  the  same  date, 

A  resolution  of  Wabush  Iron  adopted  by  its  Board  of  Directors  on  the  same 
date,  was  filed  in  the  proceedings.  This  resolution  appears  designed  to  accom- 
plish the  same  end  but  continues  with  the  following  resolution: 

''FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  during  the  pendency  of  negotiations 
with  the  QNSSiL  or  of  such  proceedings  before  the  Board  of  Transport 
Commissioners,  the  President  and  Secretary,  or  a  Vice  President  and 
Assistant  Secretary,  of  the  Company  shall  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
authorized  and  directed  to  cooperate  with  the  subsidiaries  of  the  Com- 
pany, Wabush  Lake  Railway  Company,  Limited  and  Arnaud  Railway 
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Company  in  initiating  arrangements  for  the  construction  and  joint  oper- 
ation of  the  new  railways  authorized  by  Act  of  Parliament,  such  new 
railways  to  be  constructed  substantially  along  the  route  indicated  on 
the  plans  and  profiles  submitted  to  the  meeting;  including  such  plan- 
ning for  financial  arrangements,  further  engineering  work,  legal  prep- 
aration, drafting  of  applications  and  other  documents  and  doing  such 
other  things  as  may  be  required  to  carry  on  the  construction  and  oper- 
ation of  such  railroads  by  the  subsidiaries  of  the  Company  as  and  to 
the  extent  deemed  appropriate  or  necessary  by  their  officers/* 

In  argument  a  different  interpretation  was  placed  by  Counsel  on  the  above 
resolution  of  Wabush  Iron  as  to  whether,  in  fact,  it  purported  to  authorize  con- 
struction of  the  new  railway. 

Mr.  Pattillo,  however,  did  not  take  the  position  that  it  did  and  said: 

**My  friend  this  morning  referred  to  resolutions  that  were  passed  in 
the  spring  of  this  year  before  an  application  was  made  to  this  Board.  He 
construes  that  as  being  the  authority  on  which  to  construct.  Frankly  I 
have  never  considered  it  that  way.  I  have  only  construed  it  as  giving 
authority  to  proceed  with  this  application,  proceed  with  negotiations  with 
the  opposing  side  if  they  could  be  carried  out,  do  the  survey  and  prelim- 
inary work  and  come  to  this  Board.  But  it  was  Mr.  Sherwin*s  evidence 
and  because  it  was  not  challenged  I  didn't  bother  putting  in  what  I  could 
have  put  in,  Mr.  Sherwin's  evidence  was  that  on  October  31  at  a  meeting 
of  all  the  joint  venturers  they  unanimously  agreed  that  they  would  proceed 
to  build  this  line  if  necessary  and  Mr.  Scully' s  evidence  was  that  he  had 
seen  the  figures  and  that  he  was  at  that  meeting  and  that  he  was  willing 
to  build. 

My  friend  made  some  reference  to  another  exhibit  which  we  put  in  which 
was  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  October  31,  but  on  its  face  it 
makes  it  clear  that  that  is  merely  an  extract  from  the  minutes  and  not  the 
whole  minute  and  that  extract  related  to  the  formation  of  the  joint  venture, 
and  that  was  put  in  because  we  didn't  want  to  have  any  suggestion  that 
we  were  here  in  anything  but  a  bona  fida  fashion. 

Now,  I  have  the  certified  copies  of  the  resolution  that  was  passed  on 
October  31  and  if  there  is  any  suggestion  in  the  Board's  mind  that  there 
is  any  doubt  as  to  the  veracity  of  Mr.  Sherwin's  evidence  of  the  meeting 
of  October  31,  which  was  not  challenged,  then  I  would  ask  leave  to  file 
a  copy  of  that  resolution." 

The  resolution  was  filed  with  the  Board  at  its  request  subsequent  to  the 
hearing.  I  should  mention  that  the  Chief  Commissioner  said  at  the  time  the  resolu- 
tion was  proffered  at  the  hearing  that,  should  the  Board  ask  for  it,  such  request 
would  not  imply  doubt  as  to  the  sincerity  of  the  application. 
The  resolution  (of  Wabush  Iron)  reads: 
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"ON  MOTION  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Company  cause  its 
subsidiaries,  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Company,  Limited  and  Arnaud  Rail- 
way Company,  to  construct  a  connecting  line  of  railway  from  the  mine  at 
Wabush  Lake  to  Pointe  Noire  in  the  location  shown  on  the  attached  plan 
and  marked  in  green,  if  running  rights  are  not  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Transport  Commissioners  over  the  line  of  the  Quebec  North  Shore  & 
Labrador  from  Mile  224  to  Mile  8,3,  and  that  all  necessary  steps  be  taken 
to  proceed  with  such  construction  in  order  to  comply  with  the  time  require- 
ments of  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  passed  in  the  year  1960 
authorizing  such  work." 

In  response  to  questions  from  the  Board  the  matter  was  explored  during  the 
hearing  as  to  whether  the  material  contained  in  Exhibit  A22  (Mr,  Fairweather's 
conclusions)  had  been  prepared  only  to  demonstrate  to  the  Board  the  choices  open 
to  the  Applicants,  and  the  relative  costs  attendant  upon  each,  or  whether  it  had 
been  used  by  the  Directors  of  the  Applicants,  or  the  Directors  of  Wabush  Iron, 
in  making  a  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  to  construct  the  railways.  On  consider- 
ing this  point,  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  for  me  to  determine  it,  I  think  it  neces- 
sary for  me  only  to  determine  whether  a  decision  has,  in  fact,  been  made  to  build 
the  new  railway. 

From  the  resolution  of  October  31,  1961,  I  must  conclude  that  a  decision 
has  been  made  by  Wabush  Iron  to  cause  its  subsidiaries,  the  Applicants,  to  con- 
struct the  new  railv/ay  should  running  rights  not  be  granted  by  the  Board  over 
Q,N.S%  &  L,,  and  that  the  resolution  embodying  the  decision  is  a  subsisting  one. 
This,  of  course,  is  not  a  decision  that  is  irrevocable.  Should  further  surveys  or 
should  preliminary  engineering  show  the  costs  to  be  prohibitive,  or  if  for  any 
other  reason  it  should  be  inadvisable  to  proceed,  the  decision  could  be  revoked. 

Mr.  Pattillo's  submission  is,  then,  that  if  the  Applicants  have  the  power  to 
construct  (referred  to  above)  and  if  the  above  statements  of  fact  are  correct,  the 
sole  questions  before  the  Board  for  decision  are: 

Is  it  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid  the  construction  of  the  new  railway? 
If  so,  what  Order  for  joint  and  common  use  of  the  existing  facilities  of 
Q.N.S.  8t  L,  should  be  made  by  the  Board? 
Mr.  Pattillo's  submissions  are  that  the  evidence  establishes: 

1.  That  in  1965  the  Wabush  Group  will  be  ready  to  ship  and  take  delivery  of 
at  least  5,000,000  tons  of  iron  ore  concentrate  annually  and  that  they 
expect  that  this  annual  quantity  will  double  in  a  few  years. 

This  was  not  challenged.  I  accept  the  evidence  that  the  Wabush  Group 
expect  to  be  able  to  ship  and  take  delivery  of  some  5,000,000  tons  of 
iron  ore  concentrate  by  1965. 

2.  That  the  iron  ore  deposits  of  the  Wabush  mines  are  of  such  magnitude 
that  the  life  of  the  venture  is  well  over  50  years,  based  on  proved  re- 
serves, and  that  there  are  substantial  quantities  of  ore  in  addition  that 
have  not  been  proved  up  at  this  stage,

Mr.  Sherwin  at  page  6557  said: 

'*Q.  Would  you  give  the  Board  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  this 
Wabush  project,  as  to  the  quantities  of  ore  that  would  be  available? 
A.  The  exact  quantities  of  ore  that  are  in  the  leases  which  we  have 
are  not  completely  determined.  We  have  determined  and  drilled  out  a 
sufficient  area  of  this  five  square  miles,  and  drilled  it  out  so  that  we 
know  the  quality  of  the  raw  material,  its  treatability  and  all  the  facts 
necessary  to  operate  it.  It  is  an  area  which  has  proven  in  excess  of 
400  million  tons.  If  we  do  some  rather  conservative  interpolation  you 
can  make  that  600  million  tons.  That  leaves  us  with  — we  have  only 
put  drill  holes  down  as  far  as  we  want  to  operate  within  the  next  50 
years.  We  do  not  know  how  much  more  ore  there  is  there,  but  there  is 
considerably  more  ore  there. 

As  far  as  we  know,  this  Wabush  five  square  miles  area  is  the  largest 
single  deposit  of  iron  ore  on  this  continent;  and  I  say  'single'.  It  is  the 
largest  one  in  one  place.  Other  people  may  have  as  much  in  reserves, 
but  it  is  100  million  tons  here  and  100  million  tons  there.  This  is  one 
continuous  area.** 

The  evidence  was  not  challenged  and  I  accept  the  fact  that  proved 
reserves  of  iron  ore  should  enable  the  Wabush  iron  deposits  to  be  worked 
for  some  50  years,  assuming  an  annual  production  of  from  5,000,000  to 
10,000,000  tons. 

3.  That  in  order  to  move  the  concentrates  from  the  mine  at  Wabush  Lake  to 
Pointe  Noire  over  the  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  there  would  be  a  cost  of 
between  $3.25  a  ton  and  $3.04  a  ton  (depending  on  the  quantities  moved) 
if  the  present  rate  of  $2.50  a  ton  proffered  by  Q.N.S.  8t  L.  is  paid. 

This  estimated  cost  was  not  challenged,  except  with  regard  to  the 
"Interest  on  Net  Invested  Capital"  included  therein.  The  Respondent 
objected  to  the  five  per  cent  rate  of  interest  as  being  too  low,  and  to  the 
method  of  application,  which  it  contended  would  not  give  a  proper  return 
on  capital  invested. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  accept  it  as  an  estimated  cost 
(to  the  Wabush  Group)  that  is  substantially  correct. 

4.  That  to  move  the  ore  over  the  existing  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &,  L.  under  the 
proposed  running  rights  agreement  submitted  by  the  Applicants  to  the 
Respondent  would  cost  the  owners  of  the  Applicant  railways  (depending 
upon  the  quantities  moved)  $1.84  a  ton  to  $1.37  a  ton. 

The  computation  of  these  costs  was  not  challenged,  except  with  re- 
gard to  the  ''Interest  on  Net  Invested  Capital"  included  in  the  cost.  I 
accept  them  as  the  Applicants'  estimate  of  the  cost  to  the  Wabush  Group 
if  it  were  shipping  its  concentrates  by  V/abush  Railway  as  a  private  min- 
ing carrier.  It  supposes  an  acceptance  by  Q.N.S.  &  L.  of  a  running  rights 
agreement  in  the  terms  proposed  by  the  Applicants. 
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The  following  schedule  taken  from  Exhibit  A22  filed  by  the  Appli- 
cants shows  the  conclusions  based  upon  the  above  submissions,  together 
with  the  Applicants'  estimate  of  costs  for  shipment  over  the  new  railv;ay,

5.  That  the  proposed  running  rights  agreement  submitted  by  the  Applicants 
to  the  Respondent  would  yield  Q.N.S.  &  L.  a  net  profit  of  over  $3,000,000 
per  annum. 

This  was  not  challenged,  nor  was  it  admitted.  I  accept  it  as  an  esti- 
mate, subject  to  the  very  real  qualification  that  it  is  an  estimate  by 
another,  or  others,  of  what  a  railway  company  (to  whose  records  they  have 
no  access  and  of  whose  operating  problems  and  costs  they  may  know  little) 
will  make  as  a  net  profit  from  proposed  shipments.  It  is  also  based  upon 
a  supposition  as  to  the  terms  of  any  running  rights  agreement. 

6.  The  nature  of  the  area  in  the  vicinity  of  V/abush  Lake  and  the  existing 
facilities  of  the  railways  are  such  that  no  substantial  traffic,  apart  from 
that  arising  from  iron  ore,  can  be  foreseen. 

Mr.  Montague,  an  economist,  gave  evidence  as  to  a  study  prepared  by 
him  and  under  his  direction.  His  evidence  is  that  his  firm  was  retained  by 
the  Applicants  '*to  investigate  the  economic  potential  of  this  large  region 
which  may  be  termed  to  be  under  the  influence  of  the  Quebec  North  Shore 
and  Labrador  Railway",  Mr.  Montague  stated:  Our  investigation  was 
limited  to  that  potential  which  would  be  potential  other  than  iron  ore 
mining  activity." 
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His  evidence  supports  Mr,  Pattillo's  submission  and  I  accept  the 
submission  as  a  reasonable  appraisal  of  the  presence  or  absence  of  other 
potential  traffic  in  the  area  in  the  light  of  the  facts  available  to  an  econ- 
omist making  such  a  study, 
7.  (i)  That  to  build  the  new  railway  would  cost  millions  of  dollars. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  such  construction  would  entail  a  cost 
of  millions  of  dollars.  The  estimate  of  cost  is  a  matter  I  will  deal  with 
below, 

(ii)  That  such  an  expenditure  would  be  an  economic  waste, 

Mr,  Gibault,  former  Chief  of  the  Research  Department  of  Canadian 
National  Railways,  a  witness  called  by  the  Applicants,  in  answer  to 
questions  from  the  Board  said: 

**Q,   Just  one  other  thing,  Mr,  Gibault,  You  have  told  us,  as  I 
should  know,  that  you  were  Chief  of  the  Canadian  National  Research 
Department? 
A.  Yes,  I  was,  for  ten  years, 

Q,  Now,  you  may  not  wish  to  answer  this  question,  but  I  should 
like  to  ask  you  this.  You  have  told  us  that  there  is  an  estimated 
cost  within  a  tolerance  of  5  per  cent  of  $87  million? 

A.  Yes, 

Q,  And  you  have  told  us  that  you  would  expect  to  put  over  the  line 
or  to  see  put  over  the  line  an  average  of  one  and  one-third  trains 
per  day? 

A.  Yes, 

Q,  What  I  want  to  ask  you  is  this.  Is  it  economic  to  build  such  a 
line  for  that  amount  of  traffic? 

A.  Well,  no,  but  in  this  case  it  becomes  economic  because  the 
future  development  of  the  company  will  necessitate  that.  The  object 
of  the  company  is  not  to  limit  themselves  to  5  million  gross  tons. 
They  have  in  mind  to  produce  10  million  or  15  million  gross  tons, 
you  see,  with  their  development, 

Q,  Then  I  will  ask  you  this  question.  In  your  opinion  is  it  econ- 
omic to  build  such  a  line  for  the  conveyance  of  some  10  million 
tons  per  year? 

A.  Well,  I  do  not  see  that  this  is  very  economic  when  you  have 
another  line  which  has  all  the  capacity  — 

Q,  I  am  not  speaking  about  the  other  line,  but  I  just  want  to  know 
from  your  information,  as  a  former  head  of  the  Research  Department, 
whether  you  think  it  is  economic  to  build  such  a  line,  and  you  have 
answered  me  as  to  5  million  tons  and  as  to  10  million  tons  per  year. 
Now,  do  you  wish  to  make  any  further  statement? 
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A.  Yes,  I  think  it  would  be  economic  because  with  10  million  tons 
per  year  you  could  likely  handle  all  the  ore  there,  you  know,  at  a 
cost  of  about  five  to  six  mills  per  ton  mile  which  is  a  reasonable 
price. 

Q.  But  is  it  your  opinion  from  what  you  have  just  said  that  it  is 
or  is  not  economic  to  build  such  a  line  for  10  million  tons? 
A.  For  10  million  tons  it  is  marginal, 
Q.  It  is  marginal  for  10  million  tons. 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then,  in  your  opinion,  when  do  you  leave  the  marginal  area? 
A.  I  would  say  at  about  15  million  tons. 
Q.  Per  year? 
A.  Yes." 

I  also  have  in  mind  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Montague  to  which  I  have 
referred. 

The  Applicants  have  sought  and  obtained  from  Parliament  the  power 
to  construct  the  new  railway  and  it  seems  anomalous  that  the  plea  before 
the  Board  should  be  that  the  expenditure  for  such  construction  would  be 
an  economic  waste,  and  that  the  avoidance  of  such  construction  would  be 
in  the  public  interest. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  from  the  evidence  there  appears  no  present  neces- 
sity for  the  construction  of  the  new  railway  but  I  think  it  unnecessary  for 
the  Board  to  find  whether  or  not  such  expenditure  would  be  an  economic 
waste.  Any  justification  for  the  new  railway  would  be  in  the  advantage 
that  its  construction  and  operation  would  bring  the  Wabush  Group,  This 
is  a  matter  for  the  Directors  of  those  companies  making  up  the  Group. 
Upon  this  the  Directors  of  Wabush  Iron  have  already  exercised  their  judg- 
ment, having  resolved  to  cause  their  subsidiaries,  the  Applicants,  to 
build  the  new  railway  should  running  rights  not  be  granted  by  the  Board. 
8.  That  the  lowering  of  costs  of  iron  ore  delivered  at  the  steel  mill  is  in  the 
interest  of  the  steel  consumer  and,  insofar  as  Steel  Company  of  Canada 
and  Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel  Limited  are  concerned,  is  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  steel  industry  of  Canada. 

It  appears  to  me  that  this  submission  is  based  upon  two  suppositions. 
Firstly,  that  moving  the  ore  over  Q.N.S.  &  L.  under  running  rights  would, 
in  fact  (as  against  the  other  choices  open  to  the  Applicants)  result  in  a 
lowering  of  the  costs  of  iron  ore  delivered  at  the  steel  mill.  Secondly, 
that  such  saving  would  be  passed  on,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  con- 
sumer. I  doubt  if  the  possible  benefit  to  the  consumers  is  sufficiently 
certain  to  weigh  as  an  element  of  public  interest. 

Steel  Company  of  Canada  and  Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel  Limited 
are  part  of  the  public  of  Canada,  but  any  possible  lowering  of  costs  to 
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these  companies  alone  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  such  public  interest  as  is 
contemplated  by  Section  196(5)  of  the  Railway  Act. 
9»  That  the  avoidance  of  construction  of  the  new  railway  would,  in  the  case 
of  Steel  Company  of  Canada  and  Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel  Limited 
(who  hold  between  them  some  33%  interest  in  the  Wabush  Group)  release 
some  $30,000,000  which  might  be  more  profitably  spent  in  expanding  the 
steel  industry  of  Canada.  This  submission  is  based  on  the  estimated  cost 
of  construction  of  the  new  railway  of  some  $90,000,000, 

Mr.  Scully,  President  of  Steel  Company  of  Canada,  in  his  evidence 
said: 

"Q.  Assuming  that  the  information  that  you  have  as  to  capacity" 
(i.e.,  of  the  railway  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.)  **is  correct,  what 
do  you  say  as  to  your  views  about  the  feasibility  of  building  this 
new  line  of  railway  which  would  cost  the  Steel  Company  of  Canada 
more  than  $20  million? 

A.  Even  for  our  large  company  520  million  is  a  lot  of  money,  and 
to  invest  it  in  a  duplication  of  facilities  that  already  exist  seems 
to  us  wasteful  and  unnecessary. 

We  would  prefer  to  put  our  money  into  steel  manufacturing  facilities 
which  would,  I  think -in  ray  humble  opinion  -  be  more  useful  to 
Canada  than  duplicating  an  existing  railway," 
I  agree  that  the  employment  of  these  monies  in  the  steel  industry 
would  be  more  useful  than  duplicating  an  existing  railway.  The  employ- 
ment of  these  monies  might  be  to  improve  efficiency  or  otherwise  to 
effect  economies.  There  is  no  assurance  that  such  expenditure  would 
result  in  lower  costs  to  the  consumer. 

The  anticipated  saving  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  companies  con- 
cerned but  again  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  such  saving  to  these  companies, 
even  though  they  be  the  greater  part  of  the  steel  industry  of  Canada,  is 
not  such  public  interest  as  is  contemplated  by  Section  196(5). 

10,  That  the  use  of  Canadian  ore  will  save  substantial  amounts  of  foreign 
exchange. 

Mr,  Scully,  in  his  evidence,  said: 

'*Q.  What  is  the  present  situation  regarding  the  sources  of  supply 
of  the  Steel  Company  for  iron  ore  in  the  United  States? 

A.  I  cannot  specifically  tell  you  the  number  of  mining  operations 
in  which  our  company  is  interested,  but  there  are  two  major  ones, 
one  the  one  you  have  mentioned,  Erie  Mining,  one  in  Michigan,  the 
Mauthe  Mining  Company,  and  there  are  other  mines  in  the  Mesabi, 
the  Danube  and  the  Embarrass,  in  which  we  have  interests  in  one 
degree  or  another  ranging  from  50  per  cent  down. 
Q.  What  about  the  reserves  of  these  mines? 
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A.  Our  forecasts  of  ore  requirements  which  v/e  are  constantly  mak- 
ing in  relationship  to  our  ore  reserves  indicate  that  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Erie,  the  Mauthe  mine  and  Danube,  our  interests  in  the  United 
States  will  have  petered  out  somev;here  betv;een  1955  and  1970. 

Q.  We  have  had  some  evidence  here  of  the  Hilton  mine  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  and  the  obtaining  of  this  in  1957.  Was  that  the 
first  venture  in  modern  time  of  the  Steel  Company  into  acquiring 
iron  ore  in  Canada? 

A.  Yes.  I  am  not  sure  that  it  was  the  first  occasion  when  we 
acquired  interest  in  iron  ore  property,  but  it  was  the  first  time  we 
went  into  the  actual  development  and  operation  of  an  iron  ore  mine 
in  Canada.  We  own  50  per  cent  of  the  Hilton  mine, 

Q.  What  is  the  present  policy  of  the  company,  looking  towards  the 
future,  as  to  the  source  of  its  iron  ore  requirements? 

A.  Several  .years  ago  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  as  iron  ore 
was  becoming  available  in  Canada,  that  the  advantages  of  securing 
sources  of  supply  for  iron  in  Canada  were  substantial,  and  in  col- 
laboration with  Pickands  Mather  we  did  searching,  carried  out  ex- 
ploration, and  have  acquired  properties  in  Canada  or  interests  in 
properties  in  Canada,  including  the  interest  we  have  in  the  Wabush 
project,  and  it  is  our  hope,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  eventually  we 
will  be  able  to  secure  all  our  iron  ore  in  Canada. 

Q.  What  amount  of  foreign  exchange  has  it  been  necessary'  for  the 
company  to  spend  on  its  acquisition  of  iron  ore,  for  example  in  the 
last  five  years? 

A.  I  had  this  figure  checked,  and  our  average  expenditure  in  U.S. 
dollars  for  iron  ore  over  the  last  five  years  has  been  $16  million, 
Q.  A  year? 

A.  A  year;  average  annual." 

The  Respondent  has  attacked  this  submission  on  the  ground  that  the 
evidence  is  that  the  first  interest  of  Steel  Company  of  Canada  is  in  bring- 
ing ore  from  sources  in  which  the  Company  has  a  financial  interest;  that 
there  are  sources  of  iron  ore  available  in  Canada;  that  if  Steel  Company 
of  Canada  prefers,  for  reasons  of  its  own,  to  draw  its  iron  ore  from  a  source 
outside  Canada,  that  is  its  decision.  Moreover,  it  is  also  attacked  on 
the  ground  that  the  evidence  on  the  saving  of  foreign  exchange  is  based 
upon  an  assumption  that,  unless  the  Applicants  get  an  Order  for  running 
rights.  Steel  Company  of  Canada  will  not  purchase  iron  ore  from  the 
Wabush  project  but  will  continue  to  purchase  from  United  States  sources 
in  the  volumes  in  which  it  is  now  purchased;  that  this  is  not  necessarily 
so;  that  if  Wabush  Railway  has  no  running  rights  over  Q.N.S.  &  L.,  the 
Wabush  Iron  ore  can  still  be  purchased  by  Steel  Company  of  Canada  and 
transported  over  Q.N.S,  &  L.  as  a  common  carrier;  that  there  can  be  no

material  difference  in  the  freight  rate  for  carriage  by  Q.N,S,  &  L.  and 
that  for  carriage  by  Wabush  Railway  hauling  over  the  Wabush-Carol  Joint 
Section  and  over  the  Q.N.S.  St  L,  under  running  rights;  and  that  Steel 
Company  of  Canada  has  a  23o5%  interest  in  the  Wabush  deposits,  and  that 
if  the  ore  is  to  be  carried  by  Q.N.S.  &  L,  it  is  unlikely  that  Steel  Com- 
pany of  Canada  will  not  take  any  Canadian  ore  from  that  source. 

The  Applicants*  submission  assumes  that  if  the  application  is  not 
successful,  Steel  Company  of  Canada  and  Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel 
Limited  will  continue  to  buy  substantially  all  their  iron  ore  in  the  United 
States.  However,  the  evidenceintroducedby  the  Applicants  is  that  V/abush 
Iron  has  decided  to  cause  its  subsidiaries,  the  Applicants,  to  build  the 
new  railway,  if  running  rights  over  Q.N.S.  &  L.  are  not  granted  by  the 
Board.  As  Steel  Company  of  Canada  and  Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel 
Limited  have  a  substantial  interest  in  the  Wabush  Group,  and  as  it  would 
be  necessary  for  them  to  invest  some  $30,000,000  in  the  construction  of 
the  new  railway,  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  they  would  meet 
their  demand  for  iron  ore  in  large  part  from  the  Wabush  deposits.  This 
submission  does  not  appear  to  assist  in  resolving  the  matters  in  issue. 
11.  That  the  shareholders  of  the  Applicant  Companies  are  faced  with  an 
immediate  decision  in  respect  of  the  new  railway. 
As  Mr.  Pattillo  has  stated: 

**In  ray  submission  the  shareholders  of  the  Applicant  companies 
are  confronted  with  an  immediate  decision.  Do  the  Applicants  build 
connecting  lines  of  railway  which  they  have  been  empowered  by 
Parliament  to  build  and  which,  if  built,  would  give  them  lasting 
security  as  to  the  delivery  of  their  ore?  Or,  should  they  accept  the 
alternative  and  agree  to  pay  the  Q.N.S.  &  L,  a  freight  rate  of  $2.50 
a  ton,  even  though  there  is  no  assurance,  and  can  be  no  assurance, 
of  permanency  in  such  a  rate?'* 

Mr.  Pattillo*  s  submission  is  that  in  considering  the  problems  that  confront 
them,  the  Applicant  Companies  know  the  following  facts: 

1.  That  they  (or  at  least  the  Wabush  Group)  will  be  in  competition  with  the 
shareholders  of  Q.N.S.  &  L, 

That,  I  think,  is  so. 

2.  That,  if  the  freight  rate  of  $2.50  a  ton  is  paid  to  Q.N.S.  &  L.,  the  share- 
holders of  that  railway  will  make  such  a  handsome  profit  that  they  will 
reduce  substantially  the  cost  of  moving  their  ore  as  compared  with  the 
ore  from  the  Wabush  deposits. 

Should  any  freight  rate  charged  by  Q.N.S.  St  L.  be  unjust  or  unreason- 
able in  that  it  is  too  high,  the  owners  of  the  Wabush  deposits  (possibly 
only  when  they  become  shippers)  may  apply  for  relief  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Railway  Act.  While  for  this  reason  I  do  not  foresee  Q.N.S.  &  L. 
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being  able  to  sustain  any  rate  that  would  result  in  an  unreasonable  profit, 
I  accept  the  fact,  nonetheless,  that  such  profit  as  is  made  may  be  applied 
by  the  shareholders  of  Q.N.S.  &■  L.  in  such  a  way  as  to  reduce  the  net 
cost  of  ore  delivered  at  Sept  lies. 

However,  Q.N.S.  &  L,  is  the  original  railway,  the  shareholders  of 
which  Company  ventured  their  monies  in  the  undertaking.  It  is  there. 
It  is  entitled  to  a  freight  rate  that  is  just  and  reasonable.  Such  rate  should 
give  it  a  return  over  and  above  its  costs  of  providing  the  service, 
3,  That  the  new  railway  can  be  built  for  an  average  cost  per  mile  of  some 
$340,000. 

It  is  now  necessary  for  me  to  deal  at  some  length  with  the  estimated 
cost  of  construction. 

A  great  deal  of  evidence  was  given  as  to  the  projected  route  and 
estimated  cost  of  construction  of  the  new  railway. 

Mr,  Gibault,'  a  Civil  Engineer  (whose  evidence  has  been  quoted  in 
part  above)  gave  evidence  as  to  the  route  and  as  to  his  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  construction, 

Mr,  Gibault  rose  through  the  field  of  railway  engineering  and  manage- 
ment to  the  post  of  Chief  of  the  Research  Department  of  Canadian  National 
Railways.  He  was  appointed  to  that  post  in  1943  and  retired  in  1955,  He 
is  now  employed  by  Wabush  Iron  and  is  engaged  as  a  consulting  engineer 
with  its  associated  companies  for  railway  matters  in  Canada.  He  was 
instructed  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  route  for  a  rail- 
way between  Wabush  Lake  and  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  He  began  his 
work  on  this  in  the  Autumn  of  1957. 

I  have  already  dealt  with  the  matter  of  the  planned  route  and  have 
concluded  (subject  to  the  cost  of  construction  as  it  may  be  determined 
by  further  surveys)  that  the  evidence  shows  it  to  be  a  feasible  route. 

Mr.  Gibault  carried  out  a  reconnaissance  survey.  His  expectation  is 
that  the  final  line  would  not  deviate  much  from  the  line  established  by  the 
reconnaissance  survey. 

Mr.  Gibault's  estimate  for  cost  of  construction  is  $87,000,000,  which 
he  considers  correct  within  a  tolerance  of  5%.  His  evidence  is  in  part  as 
follows: 

**Q.  As  a  result  of  your  studies  did  you  come  to  any  conclusion  as 
to  what  the  total  cost  for  the  construction  work  on  the  new  line 
would  be? 

A.  Yes.  Summarizing  this  proposed  location  line,  I  came  to  the 
result  as  follows:  I  had  about  56.9  miles  of  heavy  work,  108  miles 
of  medium  work  and  97  miles  of  light  work.  So  if  you  take  that 
mileage,  take  the  prices  which  I  have  stated  for  the  grading,  you 
would  come  to  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  line. 

Q.  What  result  did  you  get  when  you  did  that? 
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A.  My  result  is  that  using  the  supplementary  conditions  such  as 
building  a  big  bridge  on  the  Moisie  River,  which  v/ould  add  $2^2 
million,  and  you  have  about  seven  other  bridges,  which  would  cost 
about  $2y2  million,  and  you  might  have  about  10,000  feet  of  tunnels 
at  $300  - 

Q.  Three  hundred  dollars  for  how  long? 
A.  A  lineal  foot. 

Q.  A  lineal  foot.  That  is  the  unit  price  that  you  estimate  for  tun- 
nelling? 

A.  Yes.  I  have  also  had  some  sidings.  Summing  that  together,  I 
figure  I  have  ample  money,  and  perhaps  too  much,  in  saying  that 
my  estimate  is  $87  million,  •  . 

Q,  I  gather  from  what  you  have  told  me  that  you  have  in  that  no 
signals  and  communication  system? 

A.  No,  because  with  the  traffic  of  5  million  tons  a  year  you  have 
only  IV3  trains  a  day,  which  is  not  dense  enough  to  provide  central- 
ized traffic  control. 

Q,  And  you  have  also  not  concerned  yourself  with  financing  costs 
or  any  of  that? 

A.  No,  that  is  not  included," 
And  again  when  questioned  by  the  Board  he  said: 

*'Q,  Now,  with  respect  to  your  estimated  cost  of  $37  million  for 
the  purpose  of  this  application  should  we  treat  that  as  being  correct 
within  a  limit  or  tolerance  of  10  per  cent  or  15  per  cent? 

A.  It  could  be  taken,  I  would  say,  with  a  tolerance  of  about  5  per 
cent  because  I  have  been  very  conservative  in  the  cost  and  the 
price." 

The  mileage  of  the  route  proposed  by  Mr.  Gibault  is  261.5  miles  .The  aver- 
age cost  a  mile,  using  Mr,  Gibault's  estimate,  is  therefore  some  3332,000, 
How  correct  can  such  an  estimate  be  considered? 

Mr,  Gibault's  evidence  is  that  in  railway  location  the  steps  are,  in  order  of 
time: 

(a)  A  reconnaissance  survey, 

(b)  A  location  survey, 

(c)  The  final  location. 

His  estimate,  as  stated  above,  is  based  upon  a  reconnaissance  survey  only. 
In  arriving  at  his  conclusion,  the  data  and  information  he  used  were: 
(a)  Available  maps  of  the  area  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Technical  Surveys.  Some  of  these  are  on  a  scale  of  1:40,000,  and  some 
on  a  scale  of  1:50,000,  and  of  a  contour  interval  of  50  feet. 
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(b)  Maps  prepared  by  Photographic  Surveys  (Quebec)  on  a  scale  of  400  feet 
to  the  inch  and  of  a  contour  interval  of  10  feet.  These  maps  contain  the 
note  that  the  horizontal  and  vertical  information  is  based  on  1:50,000 
maps  and  must  be  considered  approximate.  These  maps  cover  a  limited 
part  of  the  route  only  and  are  of  what  is  considered  a  difficult  part  of  the 
route  south  of  Nipisso  Lake, 

(c)  Some  soil  reports  made  by  an  independent  contractor  of  the  area  south  of 
Nipisso  Lake,  which  reports  are  apparently  based,  in  part,  upon  the  inter- 
pretation of  aerial  photographs  and,  in  part,  upon  examination  made  on  the 
ground, 

(d)  Aerial  photographs, 

(e)  Information  compiled  by  his  Assistant  Engineer  who,  upon  Mr,  Gibault's 
instruction,  travelled  the  route  partly  by  canoe  and  partly  by  helicopter, 

(f)  The  report  of  a  man  who  was  stationed  at  the  outlet  of  Nipisso  Lake  to 
examine  the  discharge  of  the  lake  and  to  examine  the  land  around  the  out- 
let of  the  lake, 

Mr,  Stewart,  an  Engineer,  was  called  to  give  additional  evidence  as  to  route 
and  estimated  cost, 

Mr,  Stewart  is  a  former  Chief  Engineer  of  Canadian  National  Railways,  which 
post  he  held  from  1952  to  1956,  In  1956  he  retired.  From  that  year  until  1961  he 
was  retained  by  Canadian  National  Railways  as  a  Consulting  Engineer,  He  has 
been  engaged  in  railway  engineering  for  some  forty-eigfit  years.  He  is  now  em- 
ployed by  Wabush  Railway  as  a  Consulting  Engineer, 

iMr,  Stewart  was  instructed  by  Wabush  Railway  to  review  the  feasibility  of 
the  construction  of  a  railway  from  Wabush  Lake  to  the  vicinity  of  Sept  lies, 
Quebec,  and  to  give  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  construction. 

He  had  available  the  same  material  as  did  Mr,  Gibault,  including  the  notes 
of  Mr,  Gibault*s  Assistant  Engineer,  As  part  of  his  examination  he  made  a  day- 
light trip  over  the  Q,N,S,  &  L,  from  Sept  lies  to  Schefferville  and  return,  and  he 
made  a  low  level  flight  over  the  route  proposed  for  the  new  railway.  In  addition, 
he  made  an  examination  of  the  bridge  site  of  the  proposed  crossing  of  the  Moisie 
River  and  travelled  the  Wabush-Carol  Joint  Section, 

Mr,  Stewart's  route  differs  somewhat  from  that  proposed  by  Mr,  Gibault  and 
his  estimate  is  based  upon  a  mileage  of  252  miles,  Mr,  Stewart's  estimate  of  cost 
of  construction  is  $81,000,000,  Putting  Mr,  Gibault's  estimate  upon  the  same 
basis,  the  comparable  figure  is  some  $82,000,000, 

On  this  similarity  of  estimates  Mr,  Stewart  said,  at  page  6829: 
"Mr,  Gibault's  estimate  of  $87  million -incidentally,  I  did  not  have  that 
estimate  when  I  came  to  my  estimate,  I  have  not  seen  it  yet,  I  heard  the 
figure  for  the  first  time  on  Friday,  so  there  is  no  collusion,  Mr,  Gibault's 
figure  of  $87  million  is  for  259  miles  of  railway.  He  has  6,000  feet  more 
tunnel  in  it  than  I  have,  that  6,000  feet  being  on  the  east  side  of  Nipisso 
Lake,  My  figure  is  $400  a  lineal  foot  for  tunnel.  That  is,  to  all  intents  and

purposes,  $2^2  million.  If  you  deduct  the  $2V2  million  from  Mr.  Gibault's  $87 
million,  you  arrive  at  a  figure  of  $84,500,000;  and  if  you  pro-rate  that  on  the 
basis  of  my  252  miles,  to  Mr.  Gibault's  259  miles,  you  arrive  at  an  estimate 
of  $82  million;  and  personally  I  think  that  is  a  very  close  check  on  estimate, 
if  I  may  be  allowed  to  comment." 

As  the  evidence  is  not  clear  to  me  as  to  the  different  mileages  and  bases  of 
estimates,  I  set  out  below  extracts  from  the  evidence; 
Mr.  Stewart  said: 

**-and,  incidentally,  I  am  using  Mr,  Gibault's  mileage,  which  starts  at 
0,  really  at  the  mine  at  Wabush  Lake  and  goes  to  Mile  261  at  Arnaud  junc- 
tion. Mr.  Gibault*s  estimate  is  based  on  two  miles  off  that  at  the  north 
end,  which  gives  us  a  mileage  of  259  miles.  I  am  using  the  same  mileage 
in  my  conversation,  despite  the  fact  that  in  my  estimate  I  have  taken  con- 
siderably less  mileage." 
He  said  further: 

"Yes,  I  made  a  number  of  small  changes  in  the  alignment,mostly  between 
Mile  0  and  Mile  194,  which  reduced  the  length  of  the  line  by  approximately 
5  miles.  The  alignment  I  chose  was  on  the  west  side  of  Nipisso  Lake, 
instead  of  ^Ir.  Gibault's  alignment  on  the  east  side  of  Nipisso  Lake, 
which  again  reduced  the  length  by  2  miles.  There  is  a  bay  on  the  south 
end  of  Nipisso  Lake  that  Mr.  Gibault  had  to  go  around.  By  going  on  the 
west  side  of  the  lake  I  missed  that  bay.  Mr.  Gibault's  mileage  is  259 
miles;  my  mileage  is  252." 

I  am  unable  to  reconcile  Mr.  Stewart's  evidence  (above)  that  "Mr.  Gibault's 
fig-jre  of  $87,000,000  is  for  259  miles  of  railway"  with  the  following  evidence 
of  Mr.  Gibault: 

—  and  I  wonder  if  you  would  tell  us  what  is  the  average  cost  per  mile  for 
the  whole  construction  of  this  new  railway  as  you  have  estimated  it  from 
your  reconnaissance  survey? 

A.  It  would  be  $87  million  divided  by  261.5. 

Q,  Would  you  do  that  for  me,  please,  or  maybe  one  of  the  accountants 
would.  It  has  never  been  divided,  has  it? 
A.  It  is  $87  million  divided  by  261.5." 
And  again: 

"A.  It  is  roughly,  I  say,  $332,000  a  mile." 

However,  the  resolving  of  this  difference  is  not  necessary  to  my  conclusion. 

Mr.  Fairweather,  a  former  Vice-President  in  charge  of  the  Research  and 
Development  of  Canadian  National  Railways,  was  called  by  the  Applicants.  Mr. 
Fairweather,  an  Engineer,  came  up  through  the  field  of  engineering  to  that  Rail- 
way's Bureau  of  Economics,  which  subsequently  became  the  Department  of  Re- 
search and  Development.  He  retired  in  1957. 
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In  the  year  1959  he  was  retained  by  Wabush  Railway  and  was  requested  to 
apply  himself  to  the  solution  of  the  problem,  as  seen  by  the  Wabush  Group,  of 
moving  iron  ore  concentrates  from  Wabush  Lake  to  the  St,  Lawrence  River. 

In  making  his  study  he  adopted  a  cost  of  $81,000,000  as  being  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  new  railway.  To  this  he  added  the  cost  of  the  Amaud  Railway,  to- 
gether with  the  shops  necessary  to  maintain  the  equipment  that  he  had  in  con- 
templation, and  arrived  at  a  cost  of  $92,942,000. 
His  testimony  on  this  is: 

"  -  I  started  with  the  figure  of  $81  million  as  the  cost  of  what  might  be 
referred  to  as  the  missing  link  or  the  green  line  on  the  chart,  and  to  it  I 
added  the  cost  of  the  Amaud  Railway,  together  with  the  shop  necessary 
to  maintain  the  equipment  in  contemplation,  and  it  all  adds  up  to 
$92,942,000.** 

The  estimated  cost  of  $92,942,000  is  an  average  of  $340,000  a  mile  for  an 
estimated  273  miles  (approximately)  of  railway  construction,  i.e.,  the  new  railway 
(252  miles  — Mr.  Stewart*s  mileage)  together  with  the  mileage  of  the  Arnaud  Rail- 
way (under  construction)  being  some  22  miles  in  length. 

The  estimated  cost  of  $340,000  a  mile  does  not  include  a  Central  Traffic 
Control  system  which  Mr.  Fairweather  thought  unnecessary.  It  does  not  contem- 
plate shops  as  complete  as  those  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  It  does  not  include  interest  dur- 
ing construction.  If  interest  during  construction  were  included,  the  estimated 
average  cost  a  mile  would  be  some  $365,000. 

I  shall  use  the  figure  of  $365,000  a  mile  for  the  purpose  of  comparison. 

Q.N.S.  &  L.  was  built  at  a  cost  of  some  $365,000  a  mile.  This  was  the  cost 
as  of  December  31st,  1960.  This  figure  includes  work  found  necessary  after  con- 
struction was  deemed  complete.  As  of  December  31st,  1955,  somewhat  over  one 
year  after  construction  was  considered  complete,  the  cost  was  some  $340,000  a 
mile. 

Northern  Land  (Wabush-Carol  Joint  Section)  was  built  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $400,000  a  mile.  This  cost  does  not  include  some  $3y2  million  paid  by 
Northern  Land  for  what  has  been  termed  the  ^'original  equity'*. 

Amaud  Railway,  without  the  shops,  buildings,  signals  and  communications 
systems  (and  to  the  extent  that  construction  may  be  deemed  complete)  has  been 
built  at  a  cost  of  $260,000  a  mile. 

The  above  estimated  costs  and  approximate  actual  costs  are  not  all  based 
on  the  establishment  of  similar  facilities,  nor  are  they  necessarily  based  on  con- 
stmction  over  similar  terrain.  In  particular,  Amaud  Railway  has  been  built  in  an 
area  relatively  close  to  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  I  assume  that  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation of  materials  and  supplies  would  be  less.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  costly 
physical  obstructions  having  been  met  by  that  railway. 

The  engineering  estimates  were  subjected  to  a  very  complete  scmtiny  in  the 
evidence  of  Mr.  Monaghan,  an  Engineer  called  by  the  Respondent. 

Mr.  Monaghan  is  Chief  Engineer  of  Q.N.S.  85  L.  He  joined  the  Labrador  Min- 
ing and  Exploration  Company  in  1948  and  in  the  same  year  was  employed  by 
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Q.N.S.  &  L,  in  the  preliminary  survey  (referred  to  above  as  a  location  survey)  of 
its  line  of  railway.  He  became  successively  Chief  of  Party  and  Assistant  Chief 
Engineer.  When,  in  late  1954  construction  was  virtually  complete,  he  was  engaged 
on  maintenance  work.  In  1955  he  became  Chief  Engineer  of  Q.N.S.  &  L. 

Mr.  Monaghan's  testimony  was  to  the  effect  that  no  estimate  based  upon  a 
reconnaissance  survey  can  be  a  reliable  estimate.  Moreover,  the  location  survey 
may,  for  reasons  not  apparent  from  the  data  available  on  a  reconnaissance  survey, 
require  the  proposed  route  to  be  changed  substantially. 

Mr.  Monaghan  made  specific  criticisms  of  the  route  shown  on  the  plans  filed 
by  the  Applicants.  His  testimony  led  to  his  conclusion  that,  not  only  are  cost 
estimates  based  on  such  data  unreliable,  but  that  for  some  parts  of  the  proposed 
route  either  a  less  difficult  grade  would  have  to  be  sought,  with  attending  heavier 
costs  of  construction,  or  the  railway  would,  for  its  life,  be  faced  with  the  greater 
operating  costs  resulting  from  the  necessity  of  either  reducing  the  length  of  its 
trains  or  increasing  the  motive  power.  Mr.  Monaghan's  evidence  was  also  that, 
from  his  experience,  the  actual  cost  (and  he  is  speaking,  I  assume,  of  Q.N.S.  Si  L. 
and  Northern  Land)  has  been  that  railways  constructed  in  that  area  run  about 
100%  in  excess  of  estimated  quantities  (and  again  I  make  an  assumption  that  he 
is  speaking  of  earth  and  rock). 

Mr.  O'Brien's  submission  on  this  is: 
i.  That  the  information  available  from  the  reconnaissance  survey  made  by 

the  Applicant  is  insufficient  upon  which  to  base  any  reliable  estimate, 
ii.  That,  although  Messrs.  Gibault  and  Stewart  have  extensive  experience, 

they  have  no  experience  in  problems  of  railway  construction  which,  Mr. 

O'Brien  submits,  are  peculiar  to  this  general  area  of  Labrador. 

iii.  That  the  evidence  of  ?»Ir.  Monaghan  is  more  reliable,  being  based  upon  a 
detailed  knowledge  of  railway  location,  construction  and  maintenance 
in  the  area,  which  experience  began  in  1943. 

iv.  That  the  penalty  for  basing  an  estimate  upon  an  inadequate  survey  is  one 
of  unforeseen  and  continually  mounting  costs. 

V.  That  ?vlr.  Monaghan's  evidence  is  that  to  obtain  an  estimate  that  would 
be    reliable   would  require  an  expenditure  of  some  $500,000  to  $750,000; 
that,   according  to  the  Applicant's  estimate,  the  capital  requirements 
based  on  new  lines,  including  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  the 
new  railway,  equipment,  unallocated  expenditures,  investment  in  Northern 
Land,  and  working  capital,  would  be  some  $120,000,000;  and  that  the 
determination  of  whether  $120,000,000  would  be  required  or  some  sub- 
stantially greater  sum  would  justify  an  expenditure  of  something  like 
one-half  of  1%  of  the  contemplated  investment. 
Weight  must  be  given  to  Mr.  O'Brien's  submission  on  these  points,  as  also 
his  submission  **that  comparisons  of  average  costs  per  mile  for  the  construction 
of  other  railways  can  be  most  misleading.  Otherwise,  why  even  make  a  survey 
to  make  a  decision", 
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I  am  also  aware  of  the  evidence  that  a  reconnaissance  survey  was  made  by 
Q.N.S.  &  L,  and,  based  upon  that  survey,  the  estimated  cost  of  building  the 
Q.N.S.  &  L,  v;as  $37,025,000,  The  evidence  is  that  the  actual  cost  was  approxi- 
mately $116,000,000.  This  does  not  include  an  expenditure  of  some  $10,000,000 
made  within  a  year  of  the  completion  of  construction, 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  for  me  to  determine  the  reliability  of  the  estimates 
within  any  close  limits.  The  evidence  shows  that  the  cost  of  building  the  new 
railway  would  be  a  very  substantial  sura  of  money.  Whether  the  actual  cost  would 
be  several  or  many  millions  of  dollars  more  or  less  than  the  estimated  cost  will 
not  affect  the  decision  the  Board  must  reach. 

I  accept  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  the  new  railway  as  being 
sufficiently  accurate  to  disclose  to  the  Board  the  m^easure  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
cost  that  would  be  entailed  in  constructing  it,  I  also  accept  the  estimated  cost 
of  construction  as  being  sufficiently  accurate  to  be  used  as  a  component  in  the 
estimated  capital  requirements  of  the  new  railway, 

Mr.  Pattillo,  in  his  argument,  has  asked  the  Board  to  find: 

1.  That  there  is  adequate  evidence  before  the  Board  to  decide  that  the  new 
railway  can  be  built. 

I  accept  this. 

2.  That  the  Applicants  have  the  money  to  build  them. 

Mr.  Sherwin*  s  evidence  is  that  the  initial  programme  that  Wabush  Iron 
Company  is  undertaking  will  cost  some  $225,000,000  to  $235,000,000; 
that  there  has  been  expended  on  the  properties  at  Wabush  Lake  some 
$60,000,000  and  that  there  has  been  appropriated  for  expenditure  in  1962 
some  $40,000,000. 

The  present  expenditures  are  some  $2/4  million  a  month. 
And  quoting  from  his  evidence: 

"Q.  Now,  how  is  this  projected  —  this  stage  of  the  project  up  to  getting 
into  production  —  how  is  it  being  financed? 

A.  To  date  it  has  been  financed  by  the  participants  advancing  money 
to  the  project  and  by  bank  loans  which  have  been  underwritten  by  the 
participants  while  we  were  working  out  the  detailed  permanent  financing 
that  is  in  the  process  of  completion  now.  We  have  the  commitments  from 
the  financing  companies  to  the  ultimate  complete  financing." 
And  following  an  interjection  his  evidence  continues  as  follows: 

**MR.  PATTILLO:  Now,  Mr.  Sherwin,  you  have  spoken  about  the 
financing  being  arranged  for  the  initial  project.  Does  this  financing  that 
has  been  arranged  in  any  way  contemplate  increasing  the  size  of  the 
project  or  the  building  of  this  duplicate  line  of  railway? 

A.  Well,  obviously  that  encompasses  the  necessary  financing  for  the 
initial  project  as  laid  out  at  the  moment,  including  the  Wabush  Lake  Rail- 
way and  the  Amaud  end,  and  the  plant  as  presently  under  construction. 
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We  have  provided,  however,  in  the  financing  vehicle  the  necessary  bonds 
to  enable  us  to  expand  the  project  when  that  becomes  necessary  and  also 
to   construct  the  parallel  railroad  if  that  should  become  necessary,*' 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  evidence  shows  that  the  Applicants  can  obtain  the 
monies  necessary  to  build  the  new  railway.  ' 

3.  That  the  proposed  route  is  a  feasible  route* 

I  have  already  arrived  at  this  conclusion  (subject  to  the  cost  of  con- 
struction as  it  may  be  determined  by  further  surveys). 

4,  That  the  estimated  cost  arrived  at  by  Mr,  Stewart  is  sufficient  for  the 
Board  to  arrive  at  the  same  decision  as  did  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Applicants, 

I  do  not  think  I  need  determine  this,  as  I  have  concluded  above  that 
there  is  evidence  of  a  present  decision  of  Wabush  Iron  to  cause  its  sub- 
sidiaries, the  Applicants,  to  build  the  new  railway. 
There  remains,  then,  to  be  determined: 

Is  the  application  before  the  Board  such  as  is  contemplated  by  Section 
196  (5)  of  the  Railway  Act,  and 

If  so,  is  this  an  instance  where  it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid  the 
construction  of  the  new  railway  by  granting  the  Applicant,  Wabush  Rail- 
way, the  right  and  power  to  operate  its  trains  over,  and  be  permitted  the 
joint  and  common  use,  of  that  portion  of  the  right-of-way,  tracks  and  other 
facilities  of  Q,N,S,  &  L,  between  Mile  224  and  Mile  8.3, 
As  I  have  said,  only  one  witness  was  called  by  the  Respondent,  being  Mr. 
Monaghan,  I  have  already  referred  to  his  evidence  insofar  as  it  was  a  criticism 
of  the  estimates  of  Messrs.  Gibault  and  Stewart, 

In  argument,  however,  a  very  substantial  attack  was  made  upon  the  evidence 
tendered  by  the  Applicants. 

I  should  mention  that  the  Applicants*  submissions  on  transportation  costs 
were  attacked  on  the  grounds  that  they  were  not  intended  to  be,  and  are  not,  a 
comparative  study  of  common  carrier  results  but  are  a  study  of  financial  con- 
siderations which  affect  a  private  mining  carrier  in  contrast  with  those  of  a 
common  carrier;  that  the  basic  theses  and  the  mathematical  computations  concern- 
ing return  on  capital  invested  are  wrong;  and  that  the  effect  of  the  Applicants* 
cost  submissions  is  merely  to  show  that  an  Order  for  running  rights  is  the  best 
possible  arrangement  for  the  interests  associated  with  the  Applicants.  By  reason 
of  my  conclusion  I  find  it  unnecessary  to  pass  upon  the  cost  estimates. 

Public  Interest 

It  appears  to  me  that  in  its  essence  the  application  before  the  Board  is  this: 
Wabush  Railway  is  the  owner  of  IV2  miles  of  railway  line.  It  has  made  arrange- 
ments for  the  exercise  of  running  rights  over  the  right-of-way  of  Northern  Land 
(Wabush-Carol  Joint  Section)  .  Northern  Land  is  a  private  company  which  has 
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power  to  build  the  right-of-way  but  no  power  to  operate  a  railway.  The  running 
rights  extend  over  some  37  miles  of  railway  from  the  terminus  of  1^2  miles  of 
Wabush  Railway  to  the  point  where  the  right-of-way  of  Northern  Land  connects 
with  the  railway  of  Q.N.S.  &  L,  (at  Mile  224),  The  owner  of  this  IVi  miles  of  line 
has  now  applied  to  the  Board  for  an  Order  which,  in  its  effect,  would  be  one  ex- 
propriating the  right  to  use  the  railway  assets  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.,  which  the  Appli- 
cants, themselves,  have  valued  at  some  $80,000,000. 

The  Applicants  have  said  that  they  are  not  to  be  so  regarded  but  are  to  be 
viewed  as  companies  which  intend  to  build  a  railway  274  miles  in  length;  that 
they  need  have  no  railway  on  the  ground;  that  what  Subsection  5  says  is  **to 
avoid  the  construction  of  one  or  more  new  lines  of  railway' \ 

That  may  be,  but  I  am  entitled,  I  think,  to  look  to  the  effect  of  the  Order 
that  is  sought.  This  is  not  an  instance  of  one  transcontinental  railway  seeking 
the  use  of  a  relatively  small  mileage  of  the  line  of  another  transcontinental  rail- 
way. It  is  not  an  instance  of  a  substantial  railv;ay  seeking  limited  right-of-way 
over  the  facilities  of  another.  The  evidence  is  that  the  shippers  of  iron  ore 
would  supply  their  own  cars.  The  statement  was  made  in  argument  (and  not  dis- 
puted in  reply)  that,  as  a  result,  Wabush  Railway  would  have  an  investment  only 
in  IV2  miles  of  trackage  and  in  a  few  locomotives.  Should  the  Board  make  an  Order 
for  running  rights  over  Q.N.S.  &  L.,  the  owner  of  these  relatively  small  assets 
would  secure  a  large  part  of  the  advantage  of  another  railway  that  has  required  a 
very  large  investment. 

For  the  application  to  succeed  it  must  be  shown  that  it  is  in  the  public  inter- 
est to  avoid  the  construction  of  the  new  railway. 

The  contest,  it  appears  to  me,  is  as  between  Q.N.S.  8s  L.,  a  common  carrier 
which  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years,  and  V/abush  Railway,  which  wishes 
to  carry  the  traffic  itself  over  its  own  line  of  railway,  or  by  using  the  railway  of 
Q.N.S.  &  L.  under  running  rights,  rather  than  have  it  carried  by  Q.N.S.  &  L,  in 
its  capacity  as  a  common  carrier. 

Three  cases  were  cited  by  the  Applicants  to  support  their  submissions  re- 
specting Public  Interest,  The  first  of  these  is  Vancouver  Harbour  Commissioners 
V.  Vancouver,  Victoria  and  Eastern  Railway  and  Navigation  Company,  1921, 
27  C.R.C.  311,  Here  the  Harbour  Commissioners  sought  running  rights  over  the 
tracks  of  V.V.  81  E.R.  from  their  tracks  on  Burrard  Inlet  south  to  the  tracks  of 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  on  False  Creek. 

The  evidence  was  that  the  Harbour  Commissioners  owned  some  AVi  miles  of 
trackage;  that  the  object  of  the  application  was  **to  procure  a  connection  over 
two  distinct  parts  of  what  would  be  our  eventual  terminal  railway  system";  that 
the  trackage  over  which  running  rights  were  sought  **forms  a  link  in  the  proposed 
railway  and  it  is  the  only  means  of  connecting  up  the  proposed  Burrard  Inlet  sec- 
tion with  the  False  Creek  section." 

The  Chief  Commissioner  in  his  Judgment  said  at  page  315: 

**Unless  the  Harbour  Commissioners  can  secure  a  connecting  link  between 

Burrard  Inlet  and  False  Creek,  it  Would  be  practically  impossible  to  carry 
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out  the  intentions  of  Parliament  as  above  described.  The  distance  between 
the  two  points  is  about  a  mile,  and,  in  going  from  one  point  to  the  other,  the 
present  V.V.  &  E.  Railway  crosses  13  or  14  streets  in  the  very  heart  of  the 
City  of  Vancouver.  While  it  would  be  almost  physically  impossible  to  con- 
struct another  connecting  link,  yet,  if  it  were  possible,  the  expense  would 
be  very  great  and  should  not  be  incurred  if  there  were  any  reasonable  way 
of  obviating  it,'* 

Subsection  (5)  of  Section  193  of  the  then  Railway  Act  was  the  same  as  Sub- 
section (5)  of  Section  196  of  the  present  Act, 

The  Chief  Commissioner  continued  to  say  after  quoting  the  provisions  of 
Section  193: 

"It  thus  seems  that  Parliament  casts  upon  this  Board  the  burden  of  prevent- 
ing unnecessary  duplication  of  railway  lines,  and,  as  I  have  found  it  neces- 
sary that  the  Harbour  Commissioners  should  have  railway  access  between 
Burrard  Inlet  and  False  Creek,  I  also  find  that  a  duplication  of  the  existing 
lines  would  be  unnecessary  and,  therefore,  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  which, 
of  course,  means  that  some  reasonable  agreement  should  be  made  between 
the  parties  for  running  ri^ts,** 

The  V.V,  &  E,R,  had  agreed  to  the  securing  of  running  rights  by  the  Harbour 
Commissioners  provided  the  latter  entered  into  an  agreement  with  it  embodying 
the  terms  set  out  in  the  pleadings.  The  Chief  Commissioner  considered  that  the 
question  before  the  Board  was  one  only  of  ''terms  upon  which  the  traffic  should 
be  carried*'. 

An  Order  was  made  for  running  rights  upon  a  wheelage  basis,  the  amount  per 
engine  and  car  and  the  operating  conditions  to  be  worked  out  by  the  parties. 

Here  it  appears  to  me  the  public  interest  in  avoiding  the  construction  of 
another  connecting  link  is  clear.  The  Chief  Commissioner  found  it  would  be  al- 
most physically  impossible  to  construct  another  connecting  link.  From  the  interest 
of  the  Applicant  he  found  that  if  construction  were  possible  the  expense  would  be 
very  great.  Quite  apart,  however,  from  the  interest  of  the  Applicant,  the  City  of 
Vancouver  (which  opposed  the  application)  and  its  residents  had  a  very  real 
public  interest  in  avoiding  the  creation  of  additional  crossings  of  some  13  or  14 
streets  in  a  distance  of  about  a  mile. 

The  second  case  cited  was  In  Re  Guelph  and  Goderich  Railway  Company  and 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company,  1905,  6  C.R.C.  138. 

In  this  case  the  applicant  railway  company  applied  to  take  possession  of, 
use  and  occupy  land  of  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Co.  at  Goderich.  At  the  time  this 
case  was  decided  Section  137  was  the  corresponding  section  to  Section  196.  The 
wording  differed  and  the  section  did  not  contain  the  present  subsections  (4) 
and  (5), 

The  Board  found  that  the  lands  in  question  were  used  neither  for  tracks  nor 
for  any  other  purpose  by  the  Grand  Trunk  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  before 
the  Board  that  the  Grand  Trunk  needed,  or  would  need,  the  lands  in  the  foresee- 
able future, 
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The  Chief  Commissioner  said  that  the  enactment  as  it  then  stood  placed  rail- 
way companies  ''under  liability  to  be  subjected  to  similar  treatment  to  that  which, 
by  the  general  expropriation  clauses  of  the  Act,  they  are  empowered  to  mete  out 
to  private  individuals.  Parliament  desires  that  the  way  should  be  kept  clear  for 
the  construction  of  additional  railways,  and  that  existing  railway  companies  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  monopolize  the  lands  advantageously  situated  for  railway  pur- 
poses at  any  particular  point.*' 

**In  my  opinion  the  Board  is  empowered  by  this  legislation  to  authorize  one 
railway  company  to  occupy  and  use  the  lands  of  another  even  to  the  serious  loss 
and  detriment  of  the  latter,  due  compensation  being  made  therefor;  but  I  consider 
that  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  such  injury  except  where  the  public  interest 
imperatively  requires  it.** 

This  was  an  instance  of  the  taking  of  unused  lands  and  it  appears  to  me  that 
the  case  is  authority  for  the  principle  set  out  above.  This,  however,  does  not 
assist  me  here. 

The  third  case  cited  by  the  Applicants  is  C.P.R.  v.  C.N.R.,  1922,  28  C.R.C. 
32  (referred  to  as  the  Brockville  Siding  Case).  Here  the  C.P.R.  applied  for  au- 
thority to  construct  a  siding  in  the  Town  of  Brockville  which  would  be  parallel  to 
an  existing  C.N.R.  siding.  The  C.N.R.  contested  the  application  on  the  grounds 
that  it  could  and  would  provide  running  rights  to  the  C.P.R.  over  its  existing 
siding. 

The  Judgment  pointed  out  that  Subsections  (4)  and  (5)  of  the  then  Section 
193  had  been  "designed  to  meet  just  such  a  condition  as  now  under  discussion** 
and  that  "Parliament  has  placed  upon  this  Board  some  responsibility  to  see  that 
new  roads  are  not  unnecessarily  constructed*'.  The  Board  held  that  an  Order 
should  issue  directing  the  C.P.R.  to  use  the  line  of  the  C.N.R.  upon  terms  to  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  two  railways. 

I  do  not  find  this  case  of  assistance.

These  were  all  applications  for  interchange  and  I  do  not  find  much  assist- 
ance in  them, 

I  have  also  referred  to  the  Judgment  of  Wills,  J,,  sitting  as  one  of  the  Rail- 
way and  Canal  Commissioners  in  the  case  of  Liverpool  Com  Traders'  Association 
v,  London  and  North-Westem  Railway  Company,  7  Railway  and  Canal  Traffic 
Cases,  125,

Subsections  1  and  2  of  Section  27  of  the  Railway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act, 
1888,  provided  that: 

"(1)  Whenever  it  is  shown  that  any  railway  company  charges  one  trader 
or  class  of  traders,  or  the  traders  in  any  district,  lower  tolls,  rates,  or 
charges  for  the  same  or  similar  merchandise,  or  lower  tolls,  rates,  or  charges 
for  the  same  or  similar  services,  than  they  charge  to  other  traders,  or  classes 
of  traders,  or  to  the  traders  in  another  district,  or  make  any  difference  in 
treatment  in  respect  of  any  such  trader  or  traders,  the  burden  of  proving  that 
such  lower  charge  or  difference  in  treatment  does  not  amount  to  an  undue 
preference  shall  lie  on  the  railway  company, 

(2)  In  deciding  whether  a  lower  charge  or  difference  in  treatment  does  or 
does  not  amount  to  an  undue  preference,  the  Court  having  jurisdiction  in  the 
matter,  or  the  Commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  may,  so  far  as  they  think 
reasonable,  in  addition  to  any  other  considerations  affecting  the  case,  take 
into  consideration  whether  such  lower  charge  or  difference  in  treatment  is 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  securing  in  the  interests  of  the  public  the 
traffic  in  respect  of  which  it  is  made,  and  whether  the  inequality  cannot  be 
removed  without  unduly  reducing  the  rates  charged  to  the  complainant:  Pro- 
vided that  no  railway  company  shall  make,  nor  shall  the  Court,  or  the  Com- 
missioners, sanction  any  difference  in  the  tolls,  rates,  or  charges  made  for, 
or  any  difference  in  the  treatment  of,  home  and  foreign  merchandise,  in  re- 
spect of  the  same  or  similar  services," 

The  facts  were  that  the  Railway  was  shipping  wheat  from  the  ports  of  Liver- 
pool and  Cardiff  to  the  City  of  Birmingham  at  two  different  rates.  The  bulk  of  the 
shipments  were  from  Liverpool  at  a  high  rate,  with  a  very  small  amount  shipped 
from  Cardiff  at  a  low  rate.  The  lower  rate  was  instituted  by  the  Railway  to  com- 
pete with  the  Severn  Water  Rate  which  was  a  part-rail  and  part-water  route  to 
Birmingham. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  said  at  page  137: 

**The  question  is  not  whether  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  public  that  two 
or  more  competing  modes  of  carriage  should  exist.  It  is  seldom  that  it  is  not 
in  the  interests  of  the  public  to  have  a  choice  of  routes.  Physically,  how- 
ever, the  actual  competing  lines  of  railway  communication  do  exist,  and  re- 
quire nothing  more  to  complete  them.  To  some  extent  the  railways  will  al- 
ways have  the  effect  of  holding  the  water  carriers  in  check.  But  the  question 
cannot  be  decided  upon  any  such  simple  consideration.  It  is  clear  that  the 
Act  contemplates  the  possible  existence  of  competition  which  may  not  be  in 
the  interests  of  the  public,  although  it  be  effectual  to  secure  traffic.  What 
we  have  to  inquire  is,  whether  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  public  that  the 
grain,  etc.,  traffic  by  rail  from  Cardiff  to  Birmingham  should  be  secured 
either  generally  to  the  railway  companies  or  to  any  particular  company.  I 
find  it  very  difficult  to  say  what  precise  public  interests  are  intended  to  be 
respected.  Probably  that  is  a  question  which  was  not  thought  of  when  the 
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Act  was  passed.  At  all  events,  the  Legislature  has  given  no  indication  of 
what  is  meant.  The  public  means,  I  suppose  nothing  wider  than  the  British 
public,  at  any  rate.  But  to  the  majority  of  the  British  public  it  is,  and  prob- 
ably will  ever  remain,  a  matter  of  profound  indifference  whether  the  flour  and 
grain  which  comes  or  is  likely  to  come  via  Cardiff  reaches  Birmingham  by 
that  route  or  via  the  Severn  ports,  and  the  canals  connected  with  them,  or 
via  Liverpool  and  rail  or  canal.  Are  the  public  interests  meant  in  such  a 
case  as  this,  those  of  Birmingham?  If  so,  they  are  clearly  and  necessarily 
opposed  to  the  interests  of  the  Liverpool  traders.  Just  exactly  in  the  degree 
in  which  and  to  which  the  Liverpool  corn  merchants  may  deem  it  an  advan- 
tage to  be  freed  from  the  competition  of  the  Cardiff  traffic,  the  public  at 
Birmingham  are  interested  in  having  the  Cardiff  traffic  kept  as  it  is,  and  I 
think  that,  however  difficult  it  may  be  in  any  particular  case  to  say  what  is 
or  what  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  the  public  must  be  a  wider  one 
than  that  of  one  of  the  two  localities  concerned." 

The  term  "Public  Interest*',  as  used  in  Section  196(5)  of  the  Railway  Act, 
must  be  interpreted  in  the  light  of  the  facts  in  any  instance,  and  no  general 
definition  can  be  given. 

Does  it  follow  from  the  avoidance  of  construction  that  the  public  will  benefit? 

The  Applicants,  Steel  Company  of  Canada  and  Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel 
Limited,  are  members  of  the  public  of  Canada.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  bene- 
fit to  these  companies  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  Subsection  (5). 

Does  the  benefit  flow  past  ihese  companies?  There  is  no  evidence  that  lower 
prices  for  steel  would  result  to  the  public,  nor  is  there  any  evidence  that  the 
public  would  benefit  from  the  anticipated  saving  by  Steel  Company  of  Canada  and 
Dominion  Foundries  and  Steel  Limited  of  some  $30,000,000  in  contribution  towards 
construction  costs.  There  is  no  other  evidence  before  the  Board  of  any  substantial 
public  benefit  that  would  result  from  the  avoidance  of  construction  of  the  new 
railway. 

The  evidence  in  these  proceedings  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is 
involved  here  principally  a  matter  of  private  interests. 

Some  consideration  was  given  at  the  hearing  as  to  whether  the  decision  as 
to  public  interest  had  been  taken  away  from  the  Board  by  Parliament  in  its  enact- 
ment giving  the  power  to  the  Applicants  to  construct  and  operate  the  new  railway. 
In  my  opinion,  it  has  not.  Parliament  has  authorized  construction  and  operation  of 
the  new  railway  with  knowledge  of  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act.  I  do  not 
think  this  statutory  power,  even  together  with  the  declaration  that  the  new  rail- 
way shall  be  deemed  a  work  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada,  can  be  inter- 
preted as  a  declaration  by  Parliament  that  (within  the  meaning  of  Section  196  of 
the  Railway  Act)  the  construction  of  the  new  railway  is  in  the  public  interest.  In 
my  opinion,  all  that  Parliament  has  done  is  to  empower  the  Applicants  to  build 
the  new  railway  if  in  their  own  interest  it  is  found  necessary  to  do  so,  and  to 
declare  that  the  new  railway,  if  and  when  constructed,  shall  be  deemed  a  work 
for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada. 
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I  have  already  concluded  that  there  is  involved  in  this  application  principally 
a  matter  of  private  interests,  and  I  find  that  the  interest  in  avoiding  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  railway  does  not  amount  to  such  public  interest  as  is  contem- 
plated and  required  by  Section  196  of  the  Railway  Act. 

As  I  may  be  held  to  have  erred  in  this  conclusion,  I  should  deal  with  the 
considerations  that  would  arise,  if  the  finding  were  otherwise, 

Mr.  Pattillo  has  submitted  that  if  the  Board  deems  it  in  the  public  interest 
to  avoid  the  construction  of  the  new  railway,  the  only  question  remaining  is: 
'*What  Order  for  joint  and  common  use  of  the  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  should  be 
made?*' 

I  do  not  agree  with  this  submission  and  consider  that  the  Board  has  a  further 
discretion,  i.e.,  to  determine  whether  an  Order  for  joint  and  common  use  should 
be  made  at  all.  The  Applicants  must,  in  that  event,  satisfy  the  Board  that  the 
Board  should,  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion,  make  an  Order  for  running  rights. 

Subsection  (5)  reads: 

"The  Board,  in  any  case  where  it  deems  it  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid 

the  construction  of  one  or  more  new  railways  —  may  make  such  Order 

or  direction  for  the  joint  or  common  use  — as  may  he  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable***  (Emphasis  mine). 

Subsection  (5)  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  compelling  the  Board  to  make  an 
Order  for  running  rights  where  the  Board  deems  it  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid 
the  construction  of  another  railway,  but  it  merely  clothes  the  Board  with  authority 
to  make  an  Order  in  a  proper  case. 

Had  Parliament  intended  that  the  Board  must  make  an  Order  where  the  Board 
deems  it  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid  construction,  presumably  **shair*  would 
have  been  used  rather  than  "may". 

Reference  was  made  by  Counsel  to  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  v. 
Province  of  Alberta  et  al,  1950,  S.C.R.  25,  64  C.R.T.C.  129,  and  to  the  case  of 
Julius  v.  Lord  Bishop  of  Oxford  (1880),  5  App.  Cas.  214,  referred  to  in  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  Supreme  Court.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the  Interpretation  Act. 

Holding  then,  as  I  do,  that  the  Board  has  a  discretion,  I  must  consider  whether 
it  would  be  "necessary  or  desirable**  that  running  rights  be  ordered  over  Q.N.S. 
&  L. 

As  I  have  said,  it  is  common  ground  that  Q.N.S.  &  L.  has,  or  can  make, 
sufficient  capacity  to  carry  the  traffic.  It  can  be  required  to  carry  the  traffic  at 
rates  which  are  just  and  reasonable.  The  railway  is  there  and  in  operation.  It  is 
a  common  carrier. 

In  the  light  of  the  evidence  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  neither  necessary  nor  desir- 
able that  an  Order  be  made  directing  that  Wabush  Railway  be  granted  the  right 
and  power  to  operate  its  trains  over,  or  be  permitted  the  joint  or  common  use  of, 
the  right-of-way,  tracks  or  other  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &  L. 

I  would  dismiss  the  application.

**What  Order  for  joint  and  common  use  of  the  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &  L.  should  be 
made?*' 

I  do  not  agree  with  this  submission  and  consider  that  the  Board  has  a  further 
discretion,  i.e.,  to  determine  whether  an  Order  for  joint  and  common  use  should 
be  made  at  all.  The  Applicants  must,  in  that  event,  satisfy  the  Board  that  the 
Board  should,  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion,  make  an  Order  for  running  rights. 

Subsection  (5)  reads: 

**The  Board,  in  any  case  where  it  deems  it  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid 

the  construction  of  one  or  more  new  railways —may  make  such  Order 

or  direction  for  the  joint  or  common  use  — as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable***  (Emphasis  mine). 

Subsection  (5)  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  compelling  the  Board  to  make  an 
Order  for  running  rights  where  the  Board  deems  it  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid 
the  construction  of  another  railway,  but  it  merely  clothes  the  Board  with  authority 
to  make  an  Order  in  a  proper  case. 

Had  Parliament  intended  that  the  Board  must  make  an  Order  where  the  Board 
deems  it  in  the  public  interest  to  avoid  construction,  presumably  **shall*'  would 
have  been  used  rather  than  **may*'. 

Reference  was  made  by  Counsel  to  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  v. 
Province  of  Alberta  et  al,  1950,  S.C.R.  25,  64  C.R.T.C.  129,  and  to  the  case  of 
Julius  V.  Lord  Bishop  of  Oxford  (1880),  5  App.  Cas.  214,  referred  to  in  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  Supreme  Court.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the  Interpretation  Act. 

Holding  then,  as  I  do,  that  the  Board  has  a  discretion,  I  must  consider  whether 
it  would  be  * 'necessary  or  desirable**  that  running  rights  be  ordered  over  Q.N.S. 
&  L. 

As  I  have  said,  it  is  common  ground  that  Q.N.S.  &  L.  has,  or  can  make, 
sufficient  capacity  to  carry  the  traffic.  It  can  be  required  to  carry  the  traffic  at 
rates  which  are  just  and  reasonable.  The  railway  is  there  and  in  operation.  It  is 
a  common  carrier. 

In  the  light  of  the  evidence  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  neither  necessary  nor  desir- 
able that  an  Order  be  made  directing  that  Wabush  Railway  be  granted  the  right 
and  power  to  operate  its  trains  over,  or  be  permitted  the  joint  or  common  use  of, 
the  right-of-way,  tracks  or  other  facilities  of  Q.N.S.  &  L. 

I  would  dismiss  the  application.

KERR,  C.C.: 

I  concur  with  the  dismissal  of  the  application  by  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner 
Griffin. 

The  first  two  days  of  the  hearing  were  taken  up  in  argument  on  questions  of 
law  and  jurisdiction,  on  which  the  Board  reserved  decision,  I  think  that  I  should 
give  my  opinion  on  those  questions,  notwithstanding  that  the  application  is  being 
dismissed  on  its  merits.  The  questions  are  complex  and  important,  for  they  in- 
volve decisions  as  to  whether  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Company  Limited  has  capacity 
and  power  to  operate  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  over  the  line  of  Quebec  North 
Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  Company  or  over  the  railway  of  Amaud  Railway  Com- 
pany, whether  the  Board  has  authority  to  authorize  such  operation;  and  whether 
certain  legislation  enacted  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  is  intra  vires.  I  shall 
refer  to  those  companies  as  *'Wabush",  "QNSL'*  and  '^Arnaud". 

It  is  convenient  here  to  set  forth  the  legislation  and  portions  of  the  memo- 
randum of  association  of  Wabush  to  which  the  argument  related  and  to  repeat  some 
facts  set  forth  in  the  decision  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner. 

QNSL  was  incorporated  in  1947  by  c.  80  of  the  Statutes  of  Canada  of  that 
year.  The  statute  authorized  the  company  to  construct  and  operate  a  railway 
starting  at  a  point  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River;  thence  northerly  to  the  southern 
boundary  of  Labrador;  thence  northerly  to  the  northern  boundary  of  Labrador,  pro- 
vided that  authority  be  obtained  from  Newfoundland  for  the  construction  and 
operation  of  this  section;  thence  northwesterly  to  Ungava  Bay:  (s.  7).  It  declared 
the  works  and  undertakings  of  the  company  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada:  (s.  20). 

In  1948,  the  Newfoundland  Legislature  enacted  Act  No.  3,  the  **Labrador 
Railway  Act,  1948* \  This  Act  stated  that  by  virtue  of  an  Agreement  dated  October 
1,  1938,  and  certain  Newfoundland  acts,  the  Labrador  Mining  and  Exploration 
Company  Limited  was  granted  certain  powers,  rights  and  privileges  in  relation 
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to  the  construction  of  a  railway  through  Labrador,  and  that  the  government  deemed 
it  expedient  to  grant  QNSL  the  right  to  construct  the  said  railway.  The  Act  then 
gave  QNSL  authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  railway  from  the  southern  boundary 
of  Labrador  through  Labrador  to  its  northern  boundary;  (s.  3),  Among  other  things 
the  Act  empowered  QNSL,  with  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  government,  to 
"make  working  agreements  with  any  other  railway  system  or  systems  operating 
either  within  or  without  Newfoundland  territory":  (s.  19),  Sec.  18  declared  that 
the  government  will  not  grant  permission  to  any  person  to  construct  and  operate 
any  railway  other  than  the  railway  of  the  company  in  Labrador,  unless  in  certain 
circumstances  set  forth  in  the  section.  The  Act  contained  numerous  conditions, 
rights  and  obligations  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  mention  here. 

That  was  the  railway  situation  in  Labrador  when  Wabush  was  incorporated, 
on  April  12,  1955  by  registration  as  a  memorandum  of  association  company  under 
The  Companies  Act  of  Newfoundland,  which  is  similar  to  and  modelled  on  the 
English  Companies  Act  of  1862,  Later  in  that  same  month,  on  April  27,  the 
Newfoundland  Legislature  enacted  Act  No,  57  of  1955,  **The  Wabush  Lake  Rail- 
way Act,  1955**,  Sec,  4  provided  that  subject  to  the  Act  and  to  the  Labrador 
Railway  Act,  1948,  Wabush  may  construct  and  operate  a  railway  from  a  point  at 
or  near  Lake  Wabush  and  thence  along  a  route  to  be  located  wholly  within  Labrador 
to  the  western  boundary  of  the  right-of-way  of  QNSL  in  the  vicinity  of  mile  posts 
224  and  228,  Sec,  19  provided  that  the  company  may,  with  the  prior  written  con- 
sent of  the  government,  **(b)  make  working  agreements  with  any  other  railway 
system  or  systems  operating  within  the  Province", 

On  September  28,  1955  the  Newfoundland  Legislature  enacted  "The  Wabush 
Lake  Railway  (Amendment)  Act,  1955,"  which  repealed  s,  4  of  The  Wabush  Lake 
Railway  Act,  1955,  and  substituted  the  following: 

"4,  Notwithstanding  the  Labrador  Railway  Act,  1948,  the  Act  No,  3  of 
1948,  and  any  other  statute  or  law  of  the  Province  of  Newfoundland,  the 
Company  may  lay  out,  construct  and  operate  a  railway  from  a  point  in  Labrador 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Wabush  Lake  iron  ore  deposits  at  or  near  Lake  Wabush, 
such  point  to  be  selected  by  the  Company,  and  thence  along  a  route  to  be 
located  wholly  within  Labrador  and  approved  by  the  Government  to  a  point 
or  points  in  Labrador,  to  be  selected  by  the  Company,  adjoining  the  western 
boundary  of  the  right-of-way  of  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway 
Company  in  the  vicinity  of  mile  post  224  on  that  right-of-way." 

A  new  s,  4  was  substituted  in  1959  by  "The  Wabush  Lake  Railway  (Amend-  . 
ment)  Act,  1959",  as  follows: 

"4.  Notwithstanding  the  Labrador  Railway  Act,  1948,  the  Act  No,  3  of 
1948,  and  any  other  statute  or  law  of  the  province,  the  Company  may  lay  out, 
construct  and  operate  a  railway  or  railways  from  any  point  or  points  in 
Labrador,  to  be  selected  by  the  Company,  adjoining  the  western  boundary  of 
the  right-of-way  of  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  Company  along 
routes  to  be  located  wholly  within  the  province  to  any  point  or  points,  to  be 
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selected  by  the  Company,  in  that  area  of  Labrador  lying  west  of  the  western 
boundary  of  the  said  right-of-way  of  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Rail- 
way Company,  together  v/ith  such  branch  lines  as  the  Company  may  from  time 
to  time  deem  necessary:  Provided  that  the  Company  shall  not  be  required  or 
directed,  by  reason  of  this  Act  or  any  statute  or  law  relating  to  railv/ays,  to 
carry  on  railway  operations  or  to  provide  railway  service  in  any  part  of 
Labrador,  if  the  area  where  such  railway  operations  or  service  is  required 
or  directed  to  be  carried  on  was  not  included  in  those  areas  of  Labrador 
described  as  Lot  No,  3  in  the  Schedule  to  The  Newfoundland  and  Labrador 
Corporation  Limited  Act,  1951,  as  amended,*' 

The  1959  Act  also  repealed  s,  19  of  the  original  Act  (which  provided  for 
working  agreements  with  any  other  railway  system  operating  within  the  Province, 
and  for  amalgamation,  sale,  etc.,  with  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  government) 
and  substituted  a  new  s.  19  dealing  with  amalgamation,  sale,  etc,  without  men- 
tion of  working  agreements,  and  added  s,  29  as  follows: 

'*29,  The  Company  may  enter  into  an  agreement  or  agreements  with  any 
other  company  or  owners  of  railways,  whether  public  or  private,  for  the  regu- 
lation and  interchange  of  traffic  over  the  said  railways  respectively  or  for 
either  of  those  objects  separately,  and  for  the  division  and  apportionment 
of  tolls,  rates  and  charges  in  respect  of  such  traffic,  and  generally  in  rela- 
tion to  the  management  and  the  working  of  the  railways,  or  any  of  them,  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  of  any  railway  or  railways  in  connection  therewith  for 
such  term  as  the  Company  and  its  contracting  parties  shall  deem  expedient 
and  advisable  under  the  circumstances,  and  for  this  purpose  the  limitation 
on  the  term  of  any  said  agreement  or  agreements  prescribed  in  The  Railway 
Act,  chapter  251  of  The  Revised  Statutes  of  Newfoundland,  1952,  as  the 
same .  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  or  under  any  Act  substituted  for  it 
shall  have  no  application,** 

The  last  Special  Act  of  Newfoundland  relating  to  Wabush  was  Act  No,  37  of 
1959,  **The  VVabush-Carol  (Agreement)  Act,  1959**  which  received  Royal  Assent 
on  the  same  day  as  The  Wabush  Lake  Railway  (Amendment)  Act,  1959,  This  Act 
validated  a  Statutory  Agreement,  which  was  a  schedule  to  the  Act,  and  gave  it 
the  force  and  effect  of  law.  The  Agreement  recited,  inter  alia,  that  the  govern- 
ment had  granted  to  Wabush  a  right-of-way  for  its  railway  from  Wabush  Lake  to 
mile  224  of  the  QNSL  line,  and  that  to  develop  the  iron  ore  deposits  of  the  Wabush 
Lake  and  Carol  Lake  areas  it  is  desirable  that  railway  tracks  be  constructed  for 
the  use  of  both  Wabush  and  Carol  Company  and  that  for  this  purpose  Northern 
Land  Company  had  been  organized  to  construct  the  tracks  over  part  of  the  said 
right-of-way.  The  Act  and  Agreement  authorized  construction  by  Northern  Land 
Company  Limited,  acting  in  the  place  of  Wabush,  of  a  Joint  Section  of  railway 
between  mile  224  of  the  QNSL  line  and  a  point  in  the  vicinity  of  mile  34  of  the 
Wabush  right-of-way  on  the  Wabush  Lake  end  of  the  line,  and  operation  over 
the  Joint  Section  by  Wabush  and  by  Carol  Lake  Company,  Limited,  a  private  min- 
ing carrier.  Clause  4  of  the  Agreement  reads  as  follows: 
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Pursuant  to,  but  not  in  limitation  of,  its  rights,  powers  and  franchises 
under  The  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Act,  Wabush  Railway  may  operate  a  common 
carrier  railway  over  the  Joint  Facilities  and,  in  addition,  may  construct  and 
operate  branch  lines  from  any  point  on  the  Joint  Section  to  the  vicinity  of 
Wabush  Lake  or  elsewhere,  and  may  also  construct  at  its  expense  a  second 
railway  to  be  operated  as  a  common  carrier  railway  from  the  right-of-way  of 
Q.N.S.  &  L.  to  the  vicinity  of  Wabush  Lake,'* 

Arnaud  was  incorporated  in  March,  1959,  by  private  act  of  the  Quebec  Legis- 
lature, which  gave  the  company  power  to  construct  and  operate  a  railway  along 
a  specified  route  from  a  point  between  mile  posts  7  and  8  of  the  QNSL  line, 
thence  about  21.6  miles  to  a  point  near  Pointe  Noire  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River, 
all  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  This  Act  recited  in  its  preamble  that  it  is  con- 
templated that  iron  ore  will  be  transported  over  the  QNSL  line,  thence  over  the 
Arnaud  line.  The  Act  authorized  the  company  to  enter  into  agreements  with  any 
other  railway  company  for,  inter  alia,  the  use  of  railway  facilities  of  either  party 
or  for  the  operation  or  movement  of  trains  of  either  party  over  the  lines  of  the 
other,  and  for  the  exercise  by  either  party  of  any  powers,  rights  or  privileges  of 
the  other  incidental  thereto:  (s.  17).  ^ 

The  objects  of  Wabush,  as  contained  in  its  Memorandum  of  Association,  in- 
clude the  following: 

(a)  To  purchase  •  •  •  construct . , .  work  and  use  a  railway  or  railways  . .  • 

(0  •••to  enter  into  contracts  with  any  person  or  company  as  to  interchange 

of  traffic,  running  powers  or  otherwise  • . . 
(o)  To  obtain  any  Act  of  Parliament  or  to  apply  to  the  Executive  Authority 
for  any  order  for  enabling  the  company  to  carry  any  of  its  objects  into 
effect,  or  for  effecting  any  modification  of  the  Company's  constitution... 
(q)  To  enter  into  any  arrangements  with  any  Government  or  other  authority, 
supreme,  municipal,  local  or  otherwise,  that  may  seem  conducive  to  the 
Company's  objects  or  any  of  them,  and  to  obtain  from  any  such  govern- 
ment or  authority  any  arrangements,  rights,  privileges,  bonus,  or  con- 
cession which  the  Company  may  think  desirable  to  obtain,  and  to  carry 
out,  exercise,  and  comply  with  such  arrangements,  rights,  privileges  and 
concessions. 

(u)  To  carry  on  all  or  any  of  its  operations  and  businesses  and  without 
restriction  or  limit  as  to  amount  in  any  other  Province  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  and  in  any  other  British  or  foreign  country,  subject  to  the  laws 
of  such  Province,  British  or  foreign  country, 
(mm)  To  do  all  or  any  of  such  things  as  are  incidental  or  conducive  to  the 
attainment  of  the  above  objects  or  any  of  them. 

The  Memorandum  also  declared  that  the  word  "Company",  except  where 
used  in  reference  to  Wabush,  includes  any  body  of  persons,  whether  domiciled  in 
Newfoundland  or  elsewhere  and  that  the  objects  specified  in  each  of  the  paragraphs 
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Newfoundland  or  elsewhere  and  that  the  objects  specified  in  each  of  the  para- 
graphs shall  be  regarded  as  independent  objects. 

In  1960,  Parliament  enacted  '*An  Act  respecting  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Com- 
pany Limited  and  Arnaud  Railway  Company'*,  c.  63  of  that  year,  assented  to  on 
July  14,  1960.  Reference  v/as  made  in  the  preamble  to  the  incorporation  of  Wabush 
and  Arnaud  and  the  Special  Acts  of  Newfoundland  and  Quebec  respecting  them 
and  the  petition  of  those  companies  for  the  enactment  of  c.  63, 
Sections  2,3,4  and  6  are  as  follows: 

"2,  The  railway  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Companies  are  declared 
to  be  works  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada. 

3.  (1)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  affect  or  render  in- 
operative any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  province 
of  Newfoundland,  or  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  province  of  Quebec, 
referred  to  in  the  preamble;  and  the  Companies  shall  respectively  have  and 
continue  to  have,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
conferred,  subject  to  all  the  limitations  and  restrictions  imposed  upon  them, 
by  the  said  Acts  and  by  the  Statutory  Agreement  referred  to  in  The  Wabush- 
Carol  (Agreement)  Act,  1959,  and  by  any  other  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  province  of  Newfoundland  or  the  Legislature  of  the  province  of  Quebec 
heretofore  enacted. 

(2)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Wabush  Lake  Rail- 
way Company  Limited  may  construct,  prior  to  January  1,  1965,  and  may  oper- 
ate a  railway  from  the  mine  of  Wabush  Iron  Co.  Limited,  near  Wabush  Lake, 
in  Labrador,  by  the  most  convenient  route  to  or  about  the  Quebec-Newfoundland 
boundary,  to  connect  with  the  railway  of  Arnaud  Railway  Company;  and 
Arnaud  Railway  may  construct  prior  to  January  1,  1965,  and  may  operate  a 
railway  from  a  connection  with  the  said  railway  at  or  about  the  Quebec- 
Newfoundland  boundary,  to  the  St.  Lawrence  River  at  or  near  Pointe  Noire, 
in  Arnaud  township,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

4.  Notwithstanding  section  3,  each  of  the  Companies  and  any  corporate 
successor  or  successors  thereof,  in  respect  of  their  respective  tolls  and 
tariffs,  and  of  the  operation,  construction,  improvement,  maintenance  and 
control  of  all  railways  and  railway  undertakings  which  either  of  them  may 
own  or  operate  in  Canada,  shall  hereafter  have  all  the  powers,  rights  and 
immunities  and  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  provided  for  in  the  Railway 
Act  in  respect  of  railways  and  railway  undertakings  subject  to  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

6.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  release  either  of  the  Companies  from  any  of 
its  contractual  obligations." 

The  Railway  Act  of  Canada,  R.S.  1952,  c.  234,  contains  the  following  gen- 
eral provisions: 

**3.  Except  as  in  this  Act  otherwise  provided, 

(a)  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  incorporate  with  the  Special  Act,  and 
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(b)  where  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  of  any  Special  Act  passed  by 
the  Parliament  of  Canada  relate  to  the  same  subject-matter  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Special  Act  shall,  in  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  give 
effect  to  such  Special  Act,  be  taken  to  over-ride  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 

5.  Subject  as  herein  provided,  this  Act  applies  to  all  persons,  railway 
companies  and  railways,  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada,  whether  heretofore  or  hereafter,  and  howsoever,  incorporated  or 
authorized,  except  Government  railways,  to  which  however  it  applies  to 
such  extent  as  is  specified  in  any  Act  referring  or  relating  thereto. 

7.  V/here  any  railway,  the  construction  or  operation  of  which  is  authorized 
by  a  Special  Act  passed  by  the  legislature  of  any  province,  is  declared,  by 
any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  to  be  a  work  for  the  general  advantage 
of  Canada,  this  Act  applies  to  such  railway,  and  to  the  company  constructing 
or  operating  the  same,  to  the  exclusion  of  such  of  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Special  Act  as  are  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  and  in  lieu  of  any  general 
railway  Act  of  the  province. 

Sec.  156  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  that  the  directors  of  a  company  may 
enter  into  agreements,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  in  Council  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  and  other  condi- 
tions: 

(a)  for  the  running  of  the  trains  of  one  company  over  the  tracks  of  another 
company; 

(b)  for  the  division  and  apportionment  ^of  tolls  in  respect  of  such  traffic; 

(c)  generally  in  relation  to  the  management  and  working  of  the  railways,  or 
any  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  of  any  railway  or  railways  in  con- 
nection therewith; . . 

Sec.  196(5)  and  the  power  therein  given  to  the  Board  to  order  one  railway  to 
operate  over  the  right-of-way  of  another  company  have  been  dealt  with  in  the 
Judgment  of  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  Griffin. 

ARGUMENT  BY  MR.  CARSON 
RE  JURISDICTION: 

Mr.  Carson  moved  for  dismissal  of  the  application  on  grounds  that  the  Appli- 
cants have  no  right  to  make  the  application  and  that  the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction 
to  grant  it  because  the  statutes  and  laws  conferring  powers  and  capacity  on 
Wabush  and  giving  jurisdiction  to  the  Board  do  not  confer  capacity  on  Wabush  to 
exercise  the  rights  claimed  in  the  application  and  do  not  give  to  the  Board  juris- 
diction to  extend  such  capacity  or  confer  such  rights. 

I  shall  now  endeavour  to  summarize  the  seven  reasons  and  the  argument 
offered  by  Mr.  Carson  in  support  of  that  proposition: 

(1)  Wabush  is  a  statutory  corporation  and,  unlike  a  company  incorporated  by 
letters  patent,  has  no  capacity  beyond  that  conferred  by  the  statute. 
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(2)  The  Companies  Act  of  Newfoundland  conferred  on  Wabush  no  capacity 
to  carry  on  its  operations  outside  the  Province  of  Nev/foundland, 

(3)  The  subsequent  statutes  of  Newfoundland  which  conferred  certain  rights 
on  Wabush  expressly  limited  those  rights  to  rights  within  Labrador  and 
did  not  purport  to  enlarge  or  affect  the  Company's  capacity. 

(4)  The  Wabush-Arnaud  Act,  c.  63  of  the  Statutes  of  Canada,  1960,  did  not 
confer  on  Wabush  the  capacity  to  operate  outside  Newfoundland, 

(5)  Parliament  could  not  confer  on  Wabush  a  greater  capacity  than  was  con- 
ferred on  it  by  the  source  of  its  incorporation,  which  is  Newfoundland. 

(6)  The  -  purported  effect  of  the  Order  sought  would  be  to  give  Wabush  the 
right  to  operate  over  the  line  of  QNSL  outside  of  the  Province  of  New- 
foundland. 

(7)  Parliament  has  no  jurisdiction  to  grant  to  Wabush  a  greater  capacity  than 
it  now  has  or  to  confer  on  it  rights  which  it  has  no  capacity  to  exercise. 

Wabush  was  incorporated  under  the  Companies  Act  of  Newfoundland,  which 
is  substantially  based  on  the  English  Companies  Act  of  1862.  The  English  Act 
was  considered  by  the  House  of  Lords  in  Ashbury  Railway  Carriage  and  Iron 
Company  Limited  v,  Riche,  (1875),  L.R.  7  H.L,  653.  It  was  held  in  that  case 
that  a  company  incorporated  under  the  English  Companies  Act  of  1862  has  no 
inherent  common  law  rights,  but  is  limited  in  its  powers  to  those  which  are  ex- 
pressly conferred  upon  it  by  the  statute  or  its  memorandum  of  association,  or 
which  are  incidental  to  the  objects  defined  in  the  memorandum  of  association. 
Halsbury,  3rd  ed.,  vol.  6,  p.  114,  is  to  the  same  effect.  According  to  Ashbury 
vs.  Riche,  the  sources  of  the  capacity  and  powers  of  a  corporation  are,  (a)  the 
statute  under  which  it  was  incorporated  and  (b)  its  memorandum  of  association. 
The  Companies  Act  of  Newfoundland  contains  no  provision  authorizing  the  in- 
corporation of  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  business  outside  the 
Province  of  Newfoundland,  and  in  that  respect  differs  from  the  corresponding  acts 
of  Nova  Scotia,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  British  Columbia,  the  other  provinces 
of  Canada  which  provide  for  incorporation  by  memorandum  of  association.  Al- 
though Wabush's  memorandum  of  association  purports  to  permit  it  to  carry  on 
operations  outside  of  the  Province  of  Newfoundland,  the  memorandum  in  so  doing 
purports  to  confer  on  the  company  a  capacity  which  was  not  authorized  by  the 
Newfoundland  Companies  Act,  A  province  may  incorporate  a  company  with  capacity 
to  accept  extra-provincial  powers  and  rights;  but  if  the  province  incorporates  a" 
company  by  memorandum  of  association,  the  capacity  of  the  company  will  be 
limited  to  capacity  within  the  province,  unless  two  things  occur,  namely,  first, 
that  the  memorandum  permits  operations  outside  the  province  and  secondly,  that 
the  provincial  legislation  expressly  authorizes  a  memorandum  permitting  opera- 
tions outside  the  province.  In  giving  the  Judgment  of  the  Judicial  Committee  in 
Bonanza  Creek  Gold  Mining  Company,  Limited  v.  The  King,  (1916)  1  A.C.  566, 
Lord  Haldane  said  at  p.  584: 
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**Where,  under  legislation  resembling  that  of  the  British  Companies  Act 
by  a  province  of  Canada  in  the  exercise  of  powers  which  section  92  confers, 
a  provincial  company  has  been  incorporated  by  means  of  a  memorandum  of 
association  analogous  to  that  prescribed  by  the  British  Companies  Act,  the 
principle  laid  down  by  the  House  of  Lords  in  Ashbury  Railway  Carriage  and 
Iron  Co.  vs.  Riche,  of  course  applies.  The  capacity  of  such  a  company  may 
be  limited  to  capacity  within  the  province,  either  because  the  memorandum 
of  association  has  not  allowed  the  company  to  exist  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing on  any  business  outside  the  provincial  boundaries,  or  because  the  statute 
under  which  incorporation  took  place  did  not  authorize,  and  therefore  excluded, 
incorporation  for  such  a  purpose." 

Wabush  is  in  the  situation  described  by  Lord  Haldane,  that  is,  the  memo- 
randum purports  to  allow  the  company  to  exist  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
business  outside  the  province  of  Newfoundland,  but  the  Companies  Act  under 
which  it  was  incorporated  did  not  authorize,  and,  therefore  excluded,  incorpor- 
ation for  such  a  purpose. 

The  special  acts  of  Newfoundland  relating  to  Wabush  did  not  extend  its 
capacity.  The  company  was  incorporated  on  April  12,  1955  but  it  was  not  until 
the  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Act,  1955,  became  effective  that  it  obtained  the  right 
to  construct  and  operate  a  railway  in  Labrador.  Sec.  4  authorized  construction 
and  operation  of  a  railway  from  V/abush  Lake  to  the  QNSL  line.  This  right  was 
expressly  confined  to  Labrador  in  clear  language.  Neither  the  subsequent  amend- 
ments of  s.  4  nor  any  other  provision  in  any  of  the  Newfoundland  Acts  extended 
capacity  to  Wabush  to  operate  outside  Newfoundland  —  on  the  contrary,  they  con- 
fined such  operation  within  Labrador.  Such  capacity  cannot  be  inferred,  it  must 
be  expressly  given. 

The  provisions  of  the  Wabush-Arnaud  Act  enacted  by  Parliament  in  1960 
do  not  extend  or  enlarge  the  capacity  of  Wabush.  The  preamble  refers  to  five 
special  acts  of  Nev;foundland.  Sec,  3  provides  that  nothing  in  the  Act  is  to  affect 
or  render  inoperative  any  of  the  provisions  of  those  five  acts  or  the  Statutory 
Agreement,  and  that  Wabush  has  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  conferred 
by  them  subject  to  all  the  limitations  and  restrictions  imposed.  Sec.  3(2)  limits 
to  Labrador  Wabush*s  right  to  operate  and  construct  the  new  railway.  Sec.  4  has 
no  application  to  the  matter  of  a  running  rights  agreement  and,  although  this  sec- 
tion purports  to  make  Wabush  subject  to  the  Railway  Act,  Parliament  cannot 
confer  on  Wabush  the  power  to  operate  outside  the  Province  of  Newfoundland,  be- 
cause Wabush  has  not  by  Newfoundland  legislation  got  the  capacity  to  exercise 
such  power.  The  capacity  must  come  from  Newfoundland  and  no  place  else. 
Parliament  has  no  jurisdiction  to  confer  on  a  company  incorporated  by  a  province 
a  greater  capacity  than  that  company  received  by  virtue  of  its  incorporation  or  to 
extend  or  enlarge  the  capacity  of  such  company.  In  support  of  that  proposition, 
Mr.  Carson  referred  to  the  Judgment  in  the  Bonanza  Creek  case.  (0  The  situ- 
ation there  was  that  a  company  incorporated  in  Ontario  by  letters  patent  under 

(0  (1916)  1  A.C.  566. 
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the  Ontario  Companies  Act  with  the  object  of  carrying  on  mining  had  been  granted 
a  certificate  by  Dominion  authorities  to  mine  in  the  Yukon,  and  the  question  was 
raised  whether  it  was  ultra  vires  of  the  company  to  exercise  powers  or  to  acquire 
rights  outside  Ontario.  Lord  Haldane  said  at  p.  576: 

"Their  Lordships  have  come  to  the  same  conclusion  on  this  point  as 
Duff  J,  They  think  that  the  appellants,  if  they  possessed  legal  capacity  to 
receive  such  a  Dominion  certificate,  had  it  validly  bestowed  on  them,  and 
that,  if  so,  they  subsequently  obtained  a  good  title  to  the  mining  locations 
and  also  to  the  Yukon  licence  to  carry  on  business  which  was  granted  to 
them.  This  subordinate  question  ought  therefore  to  be  answered  in  favour 
of  the  appellants. 

Their  Lordships  accordingly  turn  to  the  larger  question  raised  by  the 
first  of  the  two  paragraphs,  a  question  which  is  of  far-reaching  importance* 
It  is  whether  a  company  incorporated  by  provincial  letters  patent,  issued  in 
conformity  with  legislation  under  s.  92  of  the  British  North  America  Act, 
can  have  capacity  to  acquire  and  exercise  powers  and  ri^ts  outside  the 
territorial  boundaries  of  the  province.  In  the  absence  of  such  capacity  the 
certificates,  licences,  and  leases  already  referred  to  were  wholly  inoper- 
ative, for  if  the  company  had  no  legal  existence  or  capacity  for  purposes  out- 
side the  boundaries  of  the  province  conferred  on  it  by  the  Government  of 
Ontario,  by  whose  grant  exclusively  it  came  into  being,  it  is  not  apparent 
how  any  other  Government  could  bestow  on  it  rights  and  powers  which  en- 
larged that  existence  and  capacity.** 

In  support  of  that  proposition  Mr,  Carson  also  referred  to  two  other  decisions 
of  the  Judicial  Committee,  namely.  The  Companies  Reference,  (1916)  1  A.C,  598, 
and  the  Insurance  Reference,  A.G.  for  Canada  v,  A.G.  for  Alberta  ,(1916)  1 
A.C.  588, 

Question  No.  5  in  the  Companies  Reference  was  as  follows: 

**5«  Can  the  powers  of  a  company  incorporated  by  a  provincial  Legislature 
be  enlarged,  and  to  what  extent,  either  as  to  locality  or  objects  by  (a)  the 
Dominion  Parliament;  (b)  the  Legislature  of  another  province?'* 

In  answer.  Lord  Haldane  said: 

**As  to  question  5,  their  Lordships  think  it  unnecessary  to  add  to  what 
they  have  said  at  length  in  the  Judgment  in  the  Bonanza  Case.'* 

In  the  Insurance  Reference  Judgment,  Lord  Haldane  said  at  p,  597: 

"Where  a  company  is  incorporated  to  carry  on  the  business  of  insurance 
throughout  Canada,  and  desires  to  possess  rights  and  powers  to  that  effect 
operative  apart  from  further  authority,  the  Dominion  Government  can  incor- 
porate it  with  such  rights  and  powers,  to  the  full  extent  explained  by  the 
decision  in  the  case  of  John  Deere  Plow  Co.  v,  Wharton , , .  But  if  a  company 
seeks  only  provincial  rights  and  powers,  and  is  content  to  trust  for  the  ex- 
tension of  these  in  other  provinces  to  the  Government  of  those  provinces,  it 
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can  at  least  derive  capacity  to  accept  such  rights  and  powers  in  other  prov- 
inces from  the  province  of  its  incorporation,  as  has  been  explained  in  the 
case  of  the  Bonanza  Company.'* 

Following  the  above  mentioned  three  judgments  of  the  Judicial  Committee, 
Parliament  amended  the  Insurance  Act  in  1917  by  chap.  29  by  providing  that  the 
Minister  may  grant  to  a  provincial  company  '*which  has  the  faculty  or  capacity 
to  carry  on  its  business  throughout  Canada  and  to  obtain  the  licence  hereinafter 
mentioned"  a  licence  authorizing  the  company  to  carry  on  its  said  business  or  any 
part  thereof  throughout  Canada,  **and  the  company  shall  thereupon  and  thereby 
become  and  be  and  be  deemed  to  be  a  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
Canada  with-  power  to  carry  on  within  the  area  specified  in  its  licence  its  said 
business  or  such  part  thereof  as  the  licence  may  authorize.'* 

The  words  within  the  quotation  marks  were  introduced  in  order  to  give  validity 
to  the  Dominion  legislation  authorizing  such,  provincial  insurance  companies  to 
carry  on  business  throughout  Canada.  The  four  provinces  whose  Companies  Acts 
provided  for  incorporation  of  companies  by  memorandum  of  association  also 
followed  those  judgments  of  the  Judicial  Committee  by  changing  their  acts  to 
provide  that  companies  incorporated  thereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  capacity 
outside  the  province  of  incorporation.  The  amendments  were  made  by  Saskatchewan 
in  1917,  BriUsh  Columbia  in  1918,  Nova  Scotia  in  1921  and  Alberta  in  1929, 
Mr.  Carson  submitted  that  the  right  or  power  of  Wabush  to  operate  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec  can  come  only  from  that  province,  and  that  Parliament  cannot  confer 
on  Wabush  either  the  capacity  or  the  power  to  operate  outside  of  the  Province  of 
Newfoundland, 

ARGUMENT  BY  MR.  PATTILLO: 

Mr.  Pattillo  argued  substantially  to  the  following  effect: 

By  its  memorandum  of  association,  Wabush  had  capacity  to  enter  into  running 
rights  agreements  (f);  to  operate  outside  the  Province  of  Newfoundland  (u);  to 
obtain  from  the  Newfoundland  Legislature  or  from  Parliament  an  order  for  en- 
abling the  company  to  carry  any  of  itsobjects  into  effect  or  for  effecting  any  modi- 
fication of  its  constitution  (o);  The  company's  objects  and  capacity  were  authorized 
by  the  Newfoundland  Companies  Act,  In  exercise  of  its  capacity  Wabush  obtained 
Newfoundland  legislation  that  expressly  deleted  restriction  of  its  operations  to 
the  Province  of  Newfoundland  and  gave  it  a  right  to  enter  into  working  agreements 
with  any  railway  wherever  it  might  be.  In  exercise  of  its  capacity  it  also  obtained 
from  Parliament  a  further  extension  of  its  powers  respecting  railway  construction 
and  operation  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  that  the  Railway  Act  gives  in  that 
respect,  including  the  alternative  to  construction  contained  in  s.  196(5)  of  the 
Railway  Act, 

In  Ashbury  v.  Riche(0  the  contract  was  held  to  be  ultra  vires  because  it  did 
not  come  within  the  objects  clauses  of  the  memorandum  of  association,  not 
because  the  company  was  carrying  on  business  outside  of  England.  That  case 
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decided  that  the  purposes  for  which  a  company  established  under  the  English 
Companies  Act  of  1862  is  formed  are  to  be  looked  for  in  the  memorandum  of  asso- 
ciation of  the  company.  The  Ashbury  case  was  referred  to  by  the  House  of  Lords 
in  A.G.  and  Ephraim  Hutchings  v.  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company  (1879-80) 
L.R,  5  A.C.  473,  The  head  note  is  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  doctrine  of  ultra  vires  as  explained  in  The  Ashbury  Railway  Com- 
pany V.  RicheCO  is  to  be  maintained,  but  is  to  be  applied  reasonably,  so 
that  whatever  is  fairly  incidental  to  those  things  which  the  Legislature  has 
authorized  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  ought  not  (unless  expressly  prohibited) 
to  be  held  as  ultra  vires.*' 

Lord  Watson  said  at  p.  486: 

**I  cannot  doubt  that  the  principle  by  which  the  House,  in  the  case  of  the 
Ashbury  Railway  Company  v.  Riche,  tested  the  power  of  a  joint  stock  com- 
pany registered  (with  limited  liability)  under  the  Companies  Act  of  1862, 
applies  with  equal  force  to  the  case  of  a  railway  company  incorporated  by 
Act  of  Parliament,  That  principle,  in  its  application  to  the  present  case, 
appears  to  me  to  be  this,  that  when  a  railway  company  has  been  created  for 
public  purposes,  the  Legislature  must  be  held  to  have  prohibited  every  act 
of  the  company  which  its  incorporating  statutes  do  not  warrant  either  ex- 
pressly or  by  fair  implication." 

The  Bonanza  Creek  case  was  considered  in  1919  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada  in  Honsberger  v,  Weyburn  Townsite  Company,  59  S.C.R.  281,  The  case 
concerned  the  capacity  of  a  company  incorporated  under  the  Saskatchewan  Com- 
panies Act  (before  it  was  amended  in  1917  following  the  Bonanza  Creek  Judg- 
ment) to  carry  on  business  outside  Saskatchewan.  The  head  note  of  that  case  is 
in  part  as  follows: 

**Item  11  of  sec.  92  'B.N.A.  Act',  1867,  empowering  the  legislature  of 
any  province  to  make  laws  in  relation  to  'the  incorporation  of  companies  with 
provincial  objects'  does  not  preclude  a  legislature  from  creating  a  company 
with  capacity  to  accept  extra-provincial  powers  and  rights.  Bonanza  Creek 
Gold  Mining  Co.  v.  The  King,  (1916)  1  A.C.  566,  26  D.L.R.  273,  followed. 

Such  capacity  need  not  be  expressly  conferred.  It  is  sufficient  if  the  in- 
tention of  the  legislature  to  confer  it  can  be  gathered  from  the  instruments 
creating  the  company," 

It  was  held  that  the  company  had  capacity  to  carry  on  business  outside  ' 
Saskatchewan,  Duff,  J,,  as  he  then  was,  said:  "As  regards  statutory  corporations 
affected  by  the  doctrine  of  ultra  vires,  the  scope  of  corporate  capacity  must  be 
determined  by  reference  to  the  language  first,  of  the  statute,  and  then,  if  the 
statute  be  a  general  one,  of  the  instrument  defining  the  powers  of  the  company," 

At  p,  296  he  said: 

**Nor  does  there  appear  to  be  any  good  reason  why  in  interpreting  a  pro- 
vincial statute  providing  machinery  for  the  incorporation  of  companies  generally, 
e)  (1875)  L.R,  7  H.L,  653 
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or  a  special  statute  incorporating  a  company  and  defining  its  constitution, 
or  a  memorandum  of  association  taking  effect  under  the  authority  of  a  general 
statute,  general  words  defining  the  constitution  of  a  particular  company  and 
prescribing  the  scope  of  its  activities,  or  general  words  defining  corporate 
capacity,  should  be  read  as  subject  to  some  stringent  canon  of  construction 
supposed  to  have  its  logical  and  legal  foundation  in  the  fact  that  the  statute 
is  a  provincial  statute,  or  that  the  instrument  derives  its  legal  effect  from 
the  authority  of  a  provincial  statute. 

With  great  respect  for  the  learned  trial  judge,  who  seems  to  have  taken 
the  opposite  view,  I  know  of  no  legal  principle  —  and  here  we  come  to  the 
second  branch  of  the  argument  I  am  considering  —  and  no  consideration  of 
convenience,  derived  from  business  practice,  requiring  the  court  to  read  the 
language  of  such  a  statute  or  instrument  defining  the  scope  of  the  company's 
activities  as  prima  facie  confining  those  activities  within  the  province,  or 
to  read  the  language  defining  the  capacity  and  powers  of  the  company  as 
prima  facie  denuding  the  company  of  capacity  to  acquire  rights  and  status 
abroad;  or  as  prima  facie  limiting  the  application  of  the  rule  that  whatever 
may  fairly  be  regarded  as  incidental  to  or  consequential  upon  things  author- 
ized, ought  not,  unless  a  contrary  intention  appear,  to  be  held  by  judicial 
construction  to  be  ultra  vires." 

Anglin  J,  said  that  neither  the  English  Companies  Act  of  1862  nor  the 
Saskatchewan  Companies  Act  has  explicit  language  conferring  capacity  on  com- 
panies incorporated  thereunder  to  accept  powers  and  rights  abroad  and  that  in 
the  case  of  both  statutes  the  existence  of  such  capacity  depends  on  the  doctrine 
of  reasonable  intendment;  and  that  the  purview  and  scope  of  the  power  and 
capacity  of  the  Saskatchewan  Company  depend  entirely  upon  the  combined  effect 
of  the  statute  under  which  it  was  incorporated  and  the  terms  of  its  memorandum 
of  association.  He  referred  to  the  passage  in  the  Bonanza  Creek  case  that  the 
capacity  of  a  company  may  be  limited  to  capacity  within  the  province,  either  be- 
cause the  memorandum  of  association  has  not  allowed  the  company  to  exist  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  business  outside  the  province  or  because  the 
statute  under  which  incorporation  took  place  did  not  authorize  and,  therefore, 
excluded  incorporation  for  such  a  purpose,  and  in  that  respect  he  said: 

**While  at  first  blush  this  language  might  seem  to  import  that  the  sub- 
jective capacity  now  in  question  must  be  conferred  in  explicit  terms,  his 
Lordship  nowhere  says  so,  and  I  cannot  think  he  meant  that  in  a  statute 
providing  for  the  incorporation  of  companies  general  terms  may  never  be 
given  a  broad  construction  of  which  they  are  susceptible  in  order  to  carry 
out  what  should,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  and  the  context  of 
the  Act,  be  considered  as  having  been  the  intent  of  the  legislature  in  passing 
it,  but  must  always  be  read  in  the  most  restricted  sense  however  unreason- 
able, inconvenient  or  even  mischevious  the  result.  The  doctrine  of  reasonable 
intendment;  Boon  v.  Howard  (1);  The  Duke  of  Buccleuch  (2),  at  page  96; 
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Countess  of  Rothes  v.  Kirkcaldy  Waterworks  Commissioners  (3),  at  page  702; 
Llewellyn  v.  Vale  of  Glamorgan  Rly.  Co,  (4),  at  page  478;  Reid  v.  Reid  (5), 
at  page  407;  in  ray  opinion  applies  to  such  a  statute  just  as  it  does  to  others." 

At  page  310  he  said: 

**No  doubt  the  plaintiff  company,  as  a  statutory  corporation,  would  not 
have  the  powers  and  capacity  of  a  natural  person  unless  conferred  upon  it 
by  the  statute.  That  is  the  doctrine  of  Ashbury  Co,  v.  Riche,  But  it  has  no- 
where been  determined  so  far  as  I  am  aware  —  and  certainly  not  in  the  Bonanza 
case  — that  in  the  absence  of  express  language  purporting  to  confer  upon  it 
capacity  to  avail  itself  of  the  comity  of  nations  a  corporation,  formed  under 
a  statute,  which  by  reasonable  intendment  should  be  taken  as  having  been 
designed  to  vest  in  the  bodies  corporate  created,  without  restriction,  under 
its  authority  all  the  powers  and  rights  and  the  fullest  capacity  which  the 
legislature  had  jurisdiction  to  bestow,  and  having  objects  which  imply  no 
territorial  restriction  and  powers  set  forth  in  the  most  general  terms,  is  by 
English  law  unable  to  avail  itself  of  the  comity  of  other  nations  or  dominions 
and  is  therefore  obliged  to  confine  its  activities  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  legislature  to  which  it  owes  its  existence.'* 

Sec.  18  of  the  Newfoundland  Companies  Act  provides  that  upon  the  registra- 
tion of  the  memorandum  of  association  the  subscribers  of  the  memorandum,  to- 
gether with  such  other  persons  as  may  from  time  to  time  become  members  of  the 
company,  shall  thereupon  be  a  body  corporate  capable  forthwith  of  exercising  all 
the  functions  of  an  incorporated  company,  "Capable'*  means  having  legal  capacity 
or  power.  Lord  Macnaghten  said  in  Salomon  v,  Salomon  (1897)  A.C.  22  at  p.  51, 
that  the  words  in  s.  78  of  the  English  Companies  Act  of  1862  '^capable  forthwith 
of  exercising  all  the  functions  of  an  incorporated  company"  are    strong  words". 

The  Newfoundland  Companies  Act  has  provision  for  transfer  offices  for  the 
transfer  of  shares  (or  a  branch  register)  outside  of  Newfoundland  and  provides  for 
having  a  duplicate  seal  of  the  company  for  use  outside  of  Newfoundland.  The 
Wabush  Lake  Railway  Act,  1955,  provides  that  the  registered  office  of  Wabush 
shall  be  in  Canadian  territory —  not  necessarily  in  Newfoundland. 

If  companies  incorporated  by  memorandum  of  association  under  the  English 
Companies  Act  of  1862  or  under  the  Saskatchewan  Companies  Act  considered  in 
the  Honsberger  case  could  have  capacity  to  carry  on  business  abroad,  then  a 
company  incorporated  under  the  Newfoundland  Companies  Act  could  also  have 
that  capacity. 

A  company  may  obtain  capacities  and  powers  from  more  than  one  source: 
Sun  Life  Assurance  Company  v.  Sisters  Adorers  of  the  Precious  Blood,  (1942) 
O.R,  708. 

The  power  given  to  Wabush  by  The  Wabush  Lake  Railway  (Amendment)  Act, 
1959,  to  enter  into  agreements  with  any  other  company  "generally  in  relation  to 
the  management  and  the  workings  of  the  railways,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  of  any  railway  or  railways  in  connection  therewith"  includes  an 
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agreement  for  operation  by  Wabush  over  such  other  railv;ays:  Campbell  v.  Northern 
Railway  Company,  26  Grant's  Chancery  Reports,  p.  522;  Michigan  Central  Rail- 
way Company  v,  Weallean,  24  S.C.R.  309.  . 

CONCLUSIONS 

The  arguments  of  Mr.  Carson  and  Mr.  Pattillo  were  impressive  and  in  my 
summary  I  may  have  omitted  points  that  they  consider  important  and  I  may  other- 
wise have  detracted  from  the  force  of  their  arguments. 

I  think  that  a  company  may  be  incorporated  by  registration  of  its  memorandum 
of  association  under  the  Newfoundland  Companies  Act  with  a  capacity  to  accept 
ab  extra  the  power  to  carry  on  its  business  outside  of  the  province  of  Newfound- 
land and  that  a  company  so  incorporated  has  such  capacity  if  it  is  given  in  its 
memorandum  of  association  and  is  not  restricted  to  Newfoundland  territory  by 
other  competent  legislation. 

The  specific  issue  for  determination  here  is  whether  Wabush  has  (a)  capacity 
and  (b)  power,  to  operate  over  the  railway  of  QNSL  outside  of  Labrador. 

The  Newfoundland  Legislature  spoke  clearly  in  s.  19  of  The  Labrador  Rail- 
way Act,  1948,  where  it  provided  that  QNSL"  may  make  working  agreements  with 
any  other  railway  system  or  systems  operating  either  within  or  without  Newfound- 
land territory.lt  did  not  speak  as  clearly  respecting  operation  by  Wabush.  Initially 
it  gave  Wabash  power  to  construct  and  operate  a  railway  in  Labrador  between 
Wabush  Lake  and  the  QNSL  line.  The  Legislature's  overall  purpose  was  to  pro- 
vide for  construction  of  a  railway  to  take  ore  from  the  Wabush  Lake  area  to  the 
QNSL  line  for  furtherance  thence  on  the  latter  line.  It  gave  a  right  to  construct 
the  line  and  a  complementary  right  to  operate  it.  However,  it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  therefrom  that  Newfoundland  did  not  give  Wabush  capacity  to  enter  into 
working  agreements  for  operation  by  Wabush  over  the  railway  of  QNSL  pursuant 
to  agreement  between  the  companies  or  that  it  restricted  to  Newfoundland  terri- 
tory any  such  capacity  given.  Such  capacity  would  not  be  in  derogation  of  or  in- 
consistent with  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  the  line  from  Wabush  Lake  to 
the  QNSL  railway. 

To  determine  whether  such  restriction  was  otherwise  imposed  and  what 
capacity  Newfoundland  gave  to  Wabush  to  enter  into  working  agreements  with 
other  railway  companies,  I  think  that  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  Newfound- 
land Companies  Act  and  Special  Acts  and  Wabush's  memorandum  of  association. 
The  known  circumstances  with  reference  to  which  the  Special  Acts  were  enacted 
may  also  be  considered. 

Ore  traffic  from  the  Wabush  Lake  area  would  move  first  over  the  railway  or 
railways  leading  from  that  area  to  the  QNSL  line  and  from  that  connecting  point 
would  move  over  part  of  the  QNSL  line  in  order  to  reach  the  St.  Lawrence  River. 
A  working  agreement  between  Wabush,  Arnaud  and  QNSL,  under  which  Wabush 
would  operate  over  the  lines  of  the  other  companies,  might  be  advantageous  to 
all  three  companies  and  to  the  movement  of  ore  to  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  The 
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Newfoundland  Legislature  gave  capacity  to  QNSL  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement. 
The  Quebec  Legislature  gave  capacity  to  Arnaud  to  do  so.  The  objects  of  Wabush 
set  forth  in  its  memorandum  of  association  made  provision  for  an  agreement  such 
as  that.  By  the  Wabush  Lake  Railway  (Amendment)  Act,  1959,  the  Newfoundland 
Legislature  gave  Wabush  capacity  to  enter  into  agreements  with  any  other  com- 
pany '^generally  in  relation  to  the  management  and  the  working  of  the  railways, 
or  any  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  of  any  railway  or  railways  in  connection 
therewith",  without  the  limitation  on  the  terra  of  any  such  agreement  prescribed 
in  the  Railways  Act  of  Newfoundland;  and  the  Legislature  repealed  the  previous 
provision  that  expressly  limited  such  agreements  to  operations  within  the  Prov- 
ince of  Newfoundland. 

I  think  that  the  general  words  in  s,  29  of  The  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Act, 
1955,  as  inserted  by  the  1959  Act,  are  sufficiently  broad  to  include  a  working 
agreement  between  Wabush  and  QNSL  under  which  V.'abush  would  operate  over 
the  QNSL  line.  There  is  no  express  territorial  limitation,  I  see  no  reason  to  read 
into  s.  29  or  the  remainder  of  the  Newfoundland  legislation  relating  to  Wabush, 
when  considered  along  with  the  objects  of  Wabush  in  its  memorandum  of  asso- 
ciation and  the  circumstances  to  which  the  legislation  relates,  an  implied  with- 
holding from  Wabush  of  capacity  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  with  QNSL  for 
operation  in  Labrador  and  Quebec.  In  my  opinion,  the  Newfoundland  legislation 
and  Wabush's  memorandum  of  association  gave  capacity  to  Wabush  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  other  railway  companies  for  operation  by  Wabush  over  their 
lines  within  Labrador  and  Quebec. 

This  leads  next  to  the  question  whether  Wabush,  having  been  given  that 
capacity,  has  also  been  given  the  power  to  operate  over  the  QNSL  line,  including 
the  portion  in  Quebec,  with  or  without  that  company's  consent.  Two  questions 
must  be  answered  in  that  respect.  The  first  is  whether  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
has  given  that  power  to  Wabush,  The  second  is  whether  any  such  grant  of  power 
is  within  the  legislative  authority  of  Parliament.  There  has  been  no  suggestion 
that  Newfoundland  gave  or  had  authority  to  give  Wabush  the  power  to  operate 
in  Quebec  or  that  Quebec  ^ve  such  power  to  Wabush. 

I  would  answer  both  questions  in  the  affirmative. 

QNSL  is  a  creature  of  Parliament,  The  Parliament  that  conferred  rights  on 
the  company  may  also  impose  obligations.  Its  railway  has  been  declared  by 
Parliament  to  be  a  work  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada,  The  company  and 
its  railway  are  subject  to  the  Railway  Act,  Sections  5,  7,  156  and  196  apply  to 
them.  The  consent  of  QNSL  to  operation  over  its  line  by  Wabush  is  not  a  pre- 
requisite to  such  operation  where  it  is  ordered  by  the  Board  under  s.  196,  nor  is 
the  absence  of  such  consent  a  bar  to  such  operation. 

The  railway  works  and  undertakings  of  Wabush  and  Amaud  have  also  been 
declared  by  Parliament  to  be  works  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada.  The 
declaration  includes  the  railways  that  Newfoundland  and  Quebec  authorized  and 
the  additional  railways  that  Parliament  authorized  in  c.  63  of  1960, 
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The  legislation  of  Parliament,  so  long  as  it  strictly  relates  to  subjects  of 
legislation  that  are  expressly  enumerated  in  s.  91  of  The  British  North  America 
Act,  1867,  or  that  are  excepted  from  s.  92(10)  and  by  force  of  s.  91(29)  transferred 
to  s*  91  as  one  of  the  enumerated  heads  so  as  to  give  to  Parliament  the  exclusive 
power  to  legislate  upon  the  subject,  is  of  paramount  authority  even  though  it 
trenches  upon  matters  assigned  to  the  Provincial  Legislatures  by  s.  92;  and  it 
is  within  the  competence  of  Parliament  to  provide  for  matters  which  although 
otherwise  within  the  legislative  competence  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  are 
necessarily  incidental  to  effective  legislation  by  Parliament  upon  the  subjects 
above  mentioned:  C.P.R.  v,  A.G.  of  British  Columbia  (Empress  Hotel  Case), 
64  C.R.T.C.  266  and  cases  there  cited.  The  railway  works  of  Wabush  declared 
by  Parliament  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada  are  such  a  subject. 

By  virtue  of  that  declaration  and  ss.  3  and  7  of  the  Railway  Act  and  s,  4  of 
the  Wabush-Amaud  Act  Parliament  has  provided  that  Wabush  has,  in  respect  of 
the  operation,  construction,  maintenance  and  control  of  its  railways  and  railway 
undertakings,  all  the  powers  and  rights  and  is  subject  to  all  the  obligations  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Railway  Act  in  respect  of  railways  subject  to  the  legislative 
authority  of  Parliament.  Sec,  196  of  the  Railway  Act  relates  to  powers,  rights  and 
obligations  in  respect  of  operation,  construction,  maintenance  and  control  of  railways. 
If  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  construction  of  the  new  lines  author- 
ized by  the  Wabush-Arnaud  Act,  makes  an  order  under  s.  196  authorizing  Wabush 
to  use  the  QNSL  line,  the  ri^t  to  such  use  would  be  given  in  place  of  the  right 
to  construct  the  new  lines.  A  power  is  impliedly  given  to  Wabush,  I  think,  to 
exercise  the  substituted  rig|it  and  to  do  what  the  Board  authorizes  it  to  do  by  an 
order  made  under  s.  196  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  section. 

I  have  outlined  in  a  general  way  the  situation  that  existed  in  1960  when 
Parliament  enacted  the  Wabush-Arnaud  Act,  c.  63  of  that  year.  By  means  of  rail- 
ways constructed  or  to  be  constructed  ore  could  be  transported  from  the  Wabush 
Lake  area  to  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  partly  over  railways  subject  to  the  legisla- 
tive authority  of  Newfoundland  and  Quebec  respectively  and  partly  over  the  rail- 
way of  QNSL,  which  was  incorporated  by  Parliament  and  subject  to  its  legisla- 
tive authority.  Then  in  1960,  fully  cognizant  of  thatsituation.  Parliament  empowered 
Wabush  to  construct  and  operate  another  railway  from  the  said  ore  areas  to  the 
Labrador-Quebec  boundary  to  connect  there  with  another  Arnaud  railway  which 
the  Act  empowered  Arnaud  to  construct  and  operate  from  that  boundary  to  the 
St.  Lawrence.  By  means  of  these  two  new  railways,  ore  could  be  transported  from 
the  mines  to  the  St.  Lawrence  without  using  any  part  of  the  QNSL.  If  the  new 
lines  are  not  constructed,  ore  will  move  from  the  mines  to  the  QNSL  line,  thence 
to  Arnaud  and  via  Arnaud  to  the  St.  Lawrence.  The  paramount  reason  for  the  rail- 
ways is  the  need  for  railway  transportation  of  ore  from  the  mining  areas  to  the 
St.  Lawrence.  That  need  might  be  best  served  by  separate  operations  or  by  joint 
use.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  that  Parliament  decided  that  separate  operations 
would  be  more  in  the  public  interest  than  joint  use,  or  vice  versa,  or  that  it 
restricted  the  freedom  of  the  companies  to  enter  into  agreements  for  joint  use  of 
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restricted  the  application  of  s.  196  of  the  Railway  Act.  Parliament  did  not  im- 
pose a  mandatory  requirement  to  construct  the  new  lines  nor  did  it  indicate  a 
preference  for  operation  over  any  of  the  lines, 

I  do  not  find  any  express  provision  in  the  Wabush-Arnaud  Act  that  withholds 
from  Wabush  power  to  operate  over  the  Arnaud  or  QNSL  lines.  Nor  do  I  think  that 
any  such  withholding  is  implied  in  the  Act.  Sec.  4  expressly  gives  ri^ts  and 
imposes  obligations.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act 
respecting  joint  use  and  running  rights,  particularly  s.  156  and  s.  196,  apply  to 
Wabush  by  virtue  of  s.  4  of  the  Wabush-Arnaud  Act,  and  that  Parliament  has  em- 
powered Wabush  to  operate  trains  over  the  Arnaud  and  QNSL  lines  outside  Labrador 
pursuant  to  agreement  under  s,  156  or  where  ordered  by  the  Board  under  s.  196. 
Parliament  has  power  to  legislate  beneficially  in  respect  of  such  declared  works 
and  to  grapple  effectively  with  situations  they  present. 

I  would  decide  that  s.  4  of  c.  63,  the  Wabush-Arnaud  Act,  is  intra  vires  of 
Parliament  and  that  s.  196  of  the  Railway  Act  applies  to  Wabush  and  is  not  re- 
stricted to  operation  by  Wabush  within  Labrador. 

A  company's  power  to  construct  a  railway  may  be  restricted  between  speci- 
fied termini,  but  I  do  not  think  that  such  restriction,  without  more,  carries  with 
it  a  prohibition  against  a  company  acquiring  operating  rights  on  the  lines  of 
another  railway  beyond  such  termini  or  limits  those  rights  to  such  portion  of  the 
other  line  as  would  replace  the  one  the  company  is  authorized  to  construct,  pro- 
vided that  the  required  sanction  of  an  agreement  for  such  operation  is  given  by 
the  Governor  in  Council  under  s.  156  of  the  Railway  Act  or  an  order  to  operate 
is  made  by  the  Board  under  s.  196.  The  controls  vested  in  the  Governor  in  Council 
by  s.  156  and  in  the  Board  by  s.  196  over  railway  operations  by  one  company  on 
the  lines  of  another  company  are  adequate  to  keep  such  operations  within  due 
bounds. 

I,  therefore,  would  refuse  the  motion  made  by  Mr.  Carson  to  dismiss  the 
application.

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APPENDIX  "A" 

SPECIAL  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  RESPECTING  CARRIAGE 
BY  RAILWAY  OF  HIGHWAY  SEMI-TRAILERS,  LOADED  OR  EMPTY. 

1.  The  carrier  by  rail  (hereinafter  called  the  '^carrier'*)  of  any  highway 
serai-trailer  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss,  damage  or  delay  to  any  semi-trailer 
or  contents  thereof,  except  when  such  is  caused  by,  or  results  from  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  carrier  (and  the  burden  of  proving  freedom  from  negligence 
shall  be  on  the  carrier),  provided,  however,  that  in  no  event  shall  the  liability 
of  the  carrier  exceed  the  following  amounts: 

(a)  in  respect  of  a  bulk  or  tank  semi-trailer,  the  depreciated  book  value 
thereof; 

(b)  in  respect  of  any  other  semi-trailer,  the  sum  of  $10,000; 

(c)  in  respect  of  the  contents  of  a  bulk  or  tank  semi-trailer,  the  replace- 
ment cost  of  such  contents  at  point  of  origin; 

(d)  in  respect  of  the  contents  of  a  semi-trailer  consisting  of  household 
goods  only,  the  sum  of  $15,000;  or 

(e)  in  respect  of  the  contents  of  any  other  semi-trailer,  the  sum  of 
$40,000. 

2.  The  motor  carrier  (hereinafter  called  the  "shipper'*)  releases  and  agrees 
to  indemnify  the  carrier  and  hold  it  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss, 
damage,  claims,  actions,  awards,  costs  or  expense  (including  court  costs  and 
counsel  fees)  suffered  or  incurred  by  the  carrier  for  loss  or  damage  to  any  semi- 
trailer or  the  contents  thereof  except  to  the  extent  such  is  caused  by,  or  results 
from  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  carrier.

7.  Carriage  of  semi-trailers,  loaded  or  empty,  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  general  conditions  of  carriage  approved  by  the  Board  of  Transport  Commis- 
sioners for  Canada  by  General  Order  No.  41  of  15th  July,  1909,  amendments 
thereto  and  reissues  thereof  and  as  published  in  current  Canadian  Freight 
Classification,  in  so  far  as  diey  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  these 
Special  Terms  and  Conditions,  and  where  there  is  any  such  inconsistency  these 
Special  Terms  and  Conditions  shall  govern.

JUDGMENT 

Kirk,  Commissioner: 

On  November  24th,  1961  the  Companies  submitted  to  the  Board  for  filing 
tariff  C.T.C.  No.  26,  cancelling  C.T.C.  No.  24,  providing  a  revision  of  certain 
tolls  in  respect  of  the  use  of  the  vehicular  tunnel  between  the  Cities  of  Detroit, 
Michigan  and  Windsor,  Ontario.  The  said  tariff  was  filed  to  become  effective 
December  27th,  1961.  It  was  submitted  for  filing  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Railway  Act  and  of  this  Board,  and  was  so  accepted  subject  tc 
complaint  or  such  other  action  as  the  Board  may  decide  upon  its  own  motion. 

(1)  Referred  to  herein  as  the  "Companies", 

(2)  Sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Cities", 
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The  submitted  tariff  proposes  changes  in  tolls  in  respect  of  vehicles  other 
than  the  buses  operated  by  the  Companies.  The  changes  contemplated  are  as 
follows:

In  submitting  the  proposed  tariff  it  was  stated  on  behalf  of  the  Companies 
that  the  action  contemplated  was  in  consideration  of  substantially  increased 
operating  costs  experienced  by  the  Companies  in  common  with  other  public 
utilities,  such  as  indicated  increases  in  wages,  increased  withholding  tax  on 
dividends  paid  by  the  Canadian  Company  (i.e.,  The  Detroit  and  Windsor  Subway 
Company  to  its  parent,  tlie  Detroit  &  Canada  Tunnel  Corporation),  and  to  increased 
civic  taxes  in  the  cities  of  Windsor  and  Detroit. 

On  December  20th,  1961  the  City  of  Windsor  requested  suspension  of  the 
proposed  tariff  pending  a  public  hearing  to  determine  the  reasonableness  of  the 
same,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  submission  made  the  Board  issued  its  Order 
No.  106634,  dated  December  22nd,  1961,  suspending  the  said  tariff  until  further 
Ordet  of  the  Board  and  requiring  the  Companies  to  show  cause  why  the  tariff 
should  be  permitted  to  become  effective.  Subsequently,  by  letter  dated  December 
26,  1961,  the  City  of  Detroit  alleged  that  the  proposed  tariff  **could  raise  the 
Company's  income  well  beyond  the  point  which  could  be  considered  reasonable** 
and  requested  that  it  be  suspended  pending  hearing  and  proof  of  revenue  require- 
ments. 

On  January  11th,  1962  the  Board  set  the  matter  down  for  hearing  in  the  City 
of  Windsor,  to  commence  January  30th,  1962,  and  it  was  then  so  heard. 

The  Companies*  Case: 

The  Companies*  case  as  submitted  in  evidence  by  witness  Gatfield,  its 
Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  was  based  upon  8  exhibits,  the  first  of 
which  was  its  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961  to  which  some  reference  will  be 
made  later.  The  other  exhibits  were  as  follows:

Exhibit  No.  6  shows  the  impact  of  the  withholding  tax  on  dividends  paid  by 
The  Detroit  and  Windsor  Subway  Company  to  its  parent  corporation,  the  Detroit  & 
Canada  Tunnel  Corporation,  as  follows: 

"Dividends  paid  by  a  Canadian  Corporation  to  a  U.S.  Corporation  which 
controls  it  are  subject  to  a  reduced  rate  of  tax  of  5%  under  Article  XI  of  the 
Canada—U.S.  Tax  Convention.

Exhibit  No.  7  consists  of  eight  pages  and  comprises  a  traffic  count  of 
passenger  cars  and  drivers  only,  and  also  such  cars  with  one  or  more  extra 
passengers.  The  count  which  was  made  on  each  day,  October  26  to  29,  1961, 
inclusive,  and  January  16  and  17,  1962,  was  between  the  hours  of  7:30  and 
9  A.M.  for  cars  proceeding  from  Windsor  to  Detroit,  and  4:30  to  6  P.M.  for  cars 
from  Detroit  to  Windsor.  The  count  made  November  4  to  7,  1961,  inclusive,  and 
on  January  18,  1962  was  taken  between  12  noon  and  1:30  P.M.  for  cars  proceed- 
ing in  both  directions. 

The  exhibit  shows  the  percentages  of  the  total  cars  counted  which  contained 
ddvers  only  and  those  containing  one  or  more  extra  passengers.  It  also  divides 
the  data  by  cars  paying  cash  tolls  and  those  paying  commutation  tolls. 

The  data  contained  in  the  exhibit  have  been  combined  into  totals  for  the 
eleven  days  and  rough  percentages  of  each  class  of  traffic  have  been  developed 
therefrom,  as  follows:

Exhibit  No.  8  compares  the  actual  gross  revenue,  taxes  and  net  income  for 
the  year  1961  with  the  adjusted  results  which  would  have  prevailed  had  the 
proposed  tariff  been  in  effect  in  that  year.  The  exhibit  shows  that  the  net  income 
obtained  of  $687,387  would  have  been  $782,540,  or  an  increase  of  $95,153. 

From  these  data  the  Companies  seek  to  justify  the  proposed  tariff  upon  the 
general  grounds  that  their  expenses  show  a  continuing  increase;  that  mainte- 
nance and  labour  costs  and  taxes  show  no  indication  of  reducing,  or  that  any 
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decrease  in  expense  is  in  sight.  They  point  out  that  operation  and  maintenance 
costs  have  increased  approximately  3%  per  year  in  the  past  10  years. 

Reference  was  made  to  Exhibit  No.  1,  being  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Companies  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1961  wherein  it  is  stated  that  bus 
passengers  carried  during  the  year  were  12.73%  less  than  in  1960.  The  bus 
passengers  ,  as  referred  to,  comprise  the  carrying  of  passengers  in  vehicles 
operated  by  the  Companies,  the  fares  for  which  are  not  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Board. 

The  Companies  also  state  that  gross  revenues  for  the  months  of  November 
and  December,  1961  had  decreased  by  $571.00  compared  with  the  same  months 
for  the  year  previous,  whereas  expenses  for  the  same  months  had  increased  by 
$9,306.00  and  that  net  revenue  had  decreased  $11,601.00,  or  approximately 
10.24%  for  the  same  period. 

One  of  the  increases  in  expense  brought  to  our  attention  by  Exhibit  6  was 
the  impact  of  the  withholding  tax  on  dividends  paid  by  the  Canadian  Company 
to  its  United  States  parent,  the  said  tax  resulting  in  a  net  increase  of  $34,000  in 
1961  from  the  previous  year  and  $26,000  in  comparison  with  the  year  1959.  The 
payment  of  dividends  upon  ^ich  the  tax  was  assessed  was  stated  by  Counsel  to 
be  unavoidable  as  it  was  the  only  means  of  transferring  income  earned  for  tunnel 
services  from  one  company  to  the  other. 

The  Companies  point  to  the  traffic  survey  as  indicating  the  greatest  percent- 
age of  extra  passengers  in  cars  is  in  cars  carrying  only  one  person  in  addition 
to  the  driver,  and  that  a  large  percentage  of  vehicles  upon  which  commutation 
fare  is  applied  have  no  extra  -passengers. 

In  summing  up  the  case  for  the  Companies  their  Counsel  asserts  that  the 
proposed  tariff  is  based  upon  the  principles  outlined  in  the  Board's  Judgment  of 
January  28th,  1941  wherein  it  was  stated  "It  is  my  opinion  that  it  has  not  been 
proven  that  the  proposed  tolls  are  unreasonable  or  will  produce  more  than  reason- 
able revenue  requirements  of  the  Companies,  and  may  fall  far  short  of  doing  so.'^ 
(52  C.R.T.C.  199  at  page  216;  30  J.O.R.&  R.481,  at  page  491);  that  the  tolls  are 
not  unreasonable  and  are  designed  to  merely  sustain  the  Companies'  revenue 
position;  that  the  year  1961  compared  with  the  year  1958  shows  a  combined 
increase  in  vehicles  and  extra  passengers  of  16.4%,  whereas  in  the  same  period 
the  net  revenue  rose  only  $41,602.00;  that  rising  costs  prevent  the  Companies 
from  participating  in  benefits  from  increased  traffic;  that  the  proposed  rates  are 
not  discriminatory  whereas  the  present  rates  could  be  considered  discriminatory 
against  bus  passengers  whose  fare  is  20^  per  trip,  and  that  the  proposed  basis  is 
fairer  to  all  users  of  the  tunnel  facilities. 

The  Objections 

The  Cities  opposed  the  proposed  tariff  by  cross-examination  of  the  Com- 
panies* witness  and  in  argument  by  their  Counsel.  They  filed  as  exhibits,  9  to 
12  inclusive,  the  Companies'  Annual  Reports  for  the  years  ending  October  31, 
1957  to  1960  inclusive,  and  from  these  exhibits  and  exhibit  1  (being  the  1961 
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Annual  Report)  submitted  exhibit  13  showing  total  assets  and  net  income  for 
these  5  years  and  the  5-year  average  thereof,  as  follows:

Counsel  for  the  Cities  by  cross-examination  drew  an  admission  from  the 
Companies*  witness  that  the  adjusted  net  income  as  shown  by  exhibit  8  would 
have  been  in  excess  of  all  previous  annual  net  earnings  of  the  Companies;  that 
capital  additions  to  plant  approximate  the  retirements,  and  that  while  certain 
coital  expenditures  such  as  replacing  part  of  the  Windsor  plaza  were  in  con- 
templation, no  information  is  available  as  to  the  possible  cost  thereof.  The 
witness,  however,  pointed  to  replacements  continually  taking  place  which  were 
not  fully  met  by  accrued  depreciation. 

Counsel  also  drew  from  the  witness  an  admission  that  revenues  and  ex- 
penses maintained  an  approximately  constant  relationship  3^ar  by  year,  as  also 
did  net  income  vs.  total  investment. 

Questioned  upon  the  comparison  which  the  witness  made  between  the 
revenue  results  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  1962  fiscal  year  and  for  the  same 
period  of  the  previous  year,  as  to  whether  the  reduction  in  revenue  was  to  be 
projected  upon  a  12  months'  basis,  the  witness  stated  **it  is  unknown  at  the 
present  time.  It  is  anybody's  guess  as  to  what  our  fiscal  year  *62  is  going  to 
end  up  with."  (Transcript,  page  137). 

Upon  being  directed  by  Counsel  to  Exhibit  1  where  it  is  shown  that  the 
tunnel  bus  passenger  volume  had  decreased  from  1960  by  12.73%,  whereas  the 
revenue  therefrom  and  increased  from  $578,923  in  1960  to  $584,006  in  1%1,  the 
witness  stated  that  the  revenue  improvement  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  increase 
allowed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  bus  passenger  fares  effective 
October  24,  1960;  that  if  the  pattern  of  this  traffic  continued  the  revenue  results 
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would  show  a  substaatial  decrease;  that  while  the  Companies  consider  the  bus 
operation  a  losing  one,  they  would  like  to  have  it  otherwise  but  that  the  Com- 
panies were  not  seeking  to  offset  bus  operation  losses  by  increasing  tolls  on 
other  vehicles.  The  witness  further  expressed  the  opinion  that  if  the  operation 
of  tunnel  buses  was  withdrawn  it  would  make  little  or  no  change  in  the  figures 
presented;  that  the  increased  revenue  sought  by  the  proposed  tariff  is  in  respect 
of  increased  expenses  of  all  kinds. 

Counsel  for  the  Cities,  in  argument,  point  out  that  despite  the  increase  in 
the  dividend  tax  the  net  revenue  of  the  Companies  for  1%1  was  one  of  the 
highest  on  record;  that  in  1958  and  1959  the  Board  had  considered  earnings 
were  adequate;  that  no  substantial  change  in  investment  had  occurred,  and  that 
the  only  justification  for  increased  revenue  would  be  some  evidence  as  to 
inadequacy  in  the  immediate  past  or  anticipated  in  the  immediate  future.  They 
point  also  to  the  fact  that  the  Companies  in  the  1958  and  1959  cases  forecasted 
net  income  substantially  less  than  actually  earned  and  cast  some  doubt  upon  the 
reliability  of  the  Companies'  estimate.  Counsel  also  contended  that  no  discrimi- 
nation exists  between  the  charge  for  extra  passengers  as  here  involved  and 
tunnel  bus  passenger  fares  and  that  the  different  types  of  service  involved 
eliminates  any  consideration  of  unjust  discrimination. 

Comments  and  Conclusions: 

The-  matters  principally  at  issue  here  are  (1)  whether  the  Companies' 
financial  position  as  disclosed  in  evidence  requires  additional  revenue  by 
increased  tolls  for  the  use  of  tunnel  facilities,  and  (2)  if  such  requirement  is 
established,  is  the  proposed  tariff  just  and  reasonable  per  se? 

Taking  these  matters  into  consideration  in  that  order  it  is  noted  from  exhibit 
3,  as  previously  set  out  herein,  that  from  1951  to  1961  the  increase  in  total 
expenses  has  been  5S8%.  The  rate  of  increase  has  not  been  constant  over  the 
ten  year  period;  it  has  varied  between  an  increase  of  13.1%  in  1952  and  a  de- 
crease of  0.94%  in  1954;  the  average  increase  has  been  4.61%.  While  gross 
revenues  have  not  always  moved  in  phase  with  total  expenses  nevertheless  the 
overall  increase  in  revenues  daring  that  period  was  55.9%.  Net  income  in  the 
same  period  has  increased  by  56%.  The  net  income  in  1960,  amounting  to 
$726396f  was  the  highest  in  the  Companies'  history  and  while  it  declined  in 
1961  to  $687,387,  it  was  still  higher  than  any  year  previous  to  1%0.  An  examina- 
tion of  the  dianges  in  revenues  and  expenses  from  1960  to  1961,  as  shown  in 
the  1961  Annual  Report  (exhibit  1),  indicates  that  total  revenues  in  1%1  in- 
creased by  $88,000,  that  total  eiq>enses  excluding  income  taxes  increased  by 
$83,000,  and  that  net  revenue  before  income  taxes  was  $5,000  higher  in  1%1. 
The  provision  for  income  taxes  in  1961  was,  however,  some  $44,000  higher  than 
in  1960,  consequently  net  income  after  taxes  was  $39,000  less  than  in  I960. 

The  revenue  increase  of  $88,000  was  mainly  in  the  category  "Tolls"  which 
was  nearly  $76,000  higher  in  1961.  In  this  "Tolls"  category  during  1960  Passen- 
ger Cars  (60^  cash)  contributed  42.3%  of  gross  revenue  and  Commutation  Cars 
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(40<f  ticket)  contributed  18.1%;  the  two  combined  contributed  60.4%  of  gross 
revenue.  During  1961  the  combined  contribution  rose  to  61.3%  but  a  larger  pro- 
portion came  from  the  sale  of  40(^  tickets,  i.e.,  Passenger  Cars  (60<f  cash) 
dropped  to  41.9%  while  Commutation  Cars  (40<^  ticket)  rose  to  19.4%  of  gross 
revenues.  The  percentage  of  gross  revenue  from  Elxtra  Passengers  (10<f  cash, 
each)  was  12.6%  in  1960  and  12.5%  in  1961.  The  full  percentage  breakdown  is 
shown  below  in  an  extract  from  exhibit  1,  the  Companies*  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  October  31,  1%1.  Also  shown  below  is  an  extract  from  exhibit  1 
showing  the  consolidated  statement  of  income  and  retained  earnings  for  the 
years  ended  October  31,  1961  and  1960.

Examination  of  the  main  categories  of  expense  dliown  in  exhibit  1  indicates 
that  there  was  an  increase  in  operations  and  maintenance  expense  of  $23,000 
from  1960  to  1961.  There  was  an  increase  of  about  $2,000  in  depreciation 
expense  and  a  decrease  of  some  $7,000  in  interest  expense.  The  increase  in  all 
expenses,\  exclusive  of  taxes,  was  $18,000. 

Taxes,  other  than  income  taxes,  increased  by  about  $64,000  between  1960 
aad  1%1.  Of  this  increase  $62,000  was  due  to  higjier  local  property  taxes. 
Exhibit  No.  5,  as  previously  quoted  herein,  shows  that  Detroit  property  taxes 
increased  by  $9,627  and  Windsor  property  taxes  increased  by  $52,450  in  1961 
vis-a-vis  1960. 

E^ibit  No.  5  shows  that  the  taxes  levied  by  both  cities  have  increased 
considerably  since  1951.  It  is  previously  noted  herein  that  in  the  10-year  period 
from  1951  to  1961  the  Companies' gross  revenues,  gross  expenses  and  net  income 
after  taxes  all  increased  by  about  56%.  Exhibit  No.  5  also  shows  that  during 
the  same  period  the  local  property  taxes  levied  by  the  two  cities  increased  by 
88%.  The  Detroit  increase  was,  however,  much  less  than  the  Windsor  increase, 
being  68%  and  109%  respectively. 

During  the  hearing  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  basis  of  assess- 
ment for  local  property  taxes  in  Detroit  and  Windsor  and  while  the  evidence 
thereon  was  quite  limited,  the  parties  agreed  that  the  tax  assessments  by  the 
two  cities  were  arrived  at  by  the  same  formula,  namely,  the  average  of  the 
following  two  bases  (a)  valuation  of  physical  assets  at  original  cost  adjusted  to 
the  1950  index  of  ccmstruction,  .and  (b)  capitalization  of  net  income  at  7%. 

If  the  1960  and  1%1  local  taxes  reflected  assessments  made  in  the  previous 
year,  then  that  part  of  the  formula  which  is  based  on  capitalization  of  net  income 
would  reflect  the  18^%  increase  in  the  Companies'  net  income  from  $612,185  in 
1959  to  $726,396  in  I960.  I\note  that  whiles  capitalization  net  income  is  only 
one  factor  in  d^ermining  the  assessment,  the  total  taxes  levied  on  the  Companies 
by  the  two  cities  rose  13H%  from  1%0  to  196L  Again  I  note  that  the  Detroit 
increase  was  much  less  than  the  Windsor  increase,  being  4^%  and  2VM 
respectively. 
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In  addition  to  local  property  taxes  I  have  also  examined  the  effect  of  income 
taxes  on  the  level  of  net  income  in  1961  vis-a-vis  1960.  I  have  previously  noted 
that  net  revenue,  before  income  taxes,  was  about  $5,000  higher  in  1961,  but  that 
provision  for  income  taxes  was  $44,000  higher  so  that  net  income,  after  income 
taxes,  was  $39,000  lower  in  1961.  Exhibit  No.  6,  which  has  been  quoted  pre- 
viously herein,  shows  that  the  withholding  tax  on  dividends  to  the  parent 
Corporation  (the  transfer  of  income  of  the  Canadian  company  to  the  parent 
United  States  company)  accounted  for  most  of  the  income  tax  increase  in  1961 
over  1%0. 

In  1960  the  net  income  of  the  Companies  was  $726,396,  and  the  dividends 
paid  to  shareholders  were  $722,130.  More  than  50%  of  the  income  was  earned 
by  the  Canadian  subsidiary,  the  Detroit  and  Windsor  Subway  Company;  the 
Canadian  company  holds  most  of  the  retained  income.  Income  is  transferred  from 
the  Canadian  subsidiary  to  the  United  States  parent  company  in  order  to  meet 
dividend  payments  to  shareholders.  In  1960  the  rate  of  withholding  tax  on  transfer 
was  5%  and  the  amountl  of  tax  was  $17,500  less  tax  credit  of  $1,483  in  the 
United  States. 

In  1%1  the  net  income  of  the  Companies  was  $687,387  and  thus  lower  than 
in  the  previous  year,  but  the  dividend  payments  to  shareholders  were  higher  at 
$727,130.  In  order  to  meet  dividend  payments,  a  larger  transfer  of  income  from 
the  Canadian  company  to  its  United  States  parent  company  was  made,  and  as  the 
Canadian  withholding  tax  was  increased  from  5%  to  15%  on  December  20,  1960, 
the  combined  effect  of  these  two  factors  was  an  increased  expense  to  the 
Companies  of  some  $35,000  in  withholding  tax  for  1961,  which  was  only  partly 
offset  by  an  increase  in  tax  credit  of  $1,236.  The  amount  of  withholding  tax, 
less  credit^  in  future  years  may  be  higher  or  lower  depending  on  the  amount  of 
net  income,  the  dividend  policy,  the  rate  of  taxation  and  the  allowable  claim 
for  tax  credit. 

A  sunjmary  of  the  Companies'  case  may  be  stated  as  being  a  need  for 
additional  revenue  which  is  not  based  upon  any  formula  but  rather  upon  the 
premise  that  the  proposed  rates  are  reasonable  and  will  produce  no  more  than 
a  reasonable  level  of  revenue;  that  despite  the  increase  in  vehicular  traffic  and 
extra  passengers  passing  through  the  tunnel  in  1961  compared  with  1958,  the 
Companies'  net  income  has  increased  only  $41,602,  v^ereas  expenses,  particu- 
larly those  for  realty  taxes,  have  substantially  increased  as  well  as  the  expense 
of  transferring  income  from  the  Canadian  company  to  the  United  States  company 
due  to  the  substantial  increase  in  tax  on  dividends  imposed  in  Canada  and 
applicable  to  such  transfers;  that  there  is  no  reason  to  expect  a  reduction  in 
total  expenses  or  that  traffic  will  increase  rapidly  and  thus  bring  about  any 
sudden  increase  in  revenue,  and  that  rising  costs  have  prevented  the  Companies 
from  securing  the  benefit  from  the  increased  volume  of  traffic. 

It  is  somewhat  anomalous  that  the  opposition  to  the  Companies'  proposal 
comes  from  the  cities  who  collectively  imposed  the  largest  increase  in  expense 
upon  the  Companies  by  their  demands  for  increase  in  tax  revenues.  In  the  three 
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years  1959  to  1961,  inclusive,  such  increase  totalled  over  $117,000  (Exhibit  5). 

To  the  extent  that  such  expense  is  allowed  in  respect  of  income  tax,  the 
impact  of  this  increase  is  somewhat  alleviated  and  the  Companies'  witness 
conceded  that  "their  (cities)  costs  are  going  up  the  same  as  the  tunnels  are" 
(page  116  of  Transcript). 

From  what  was  stated  at  the  headng  the  basis  of  municipal  tax  assessment 
on  tunnel  property  on  both  sides  of  the  border  is  partly  on  net  revenue,  conse- 
quently although  the  cities  oppose  the  present  tariff  they  are  to  that  extent 
dependent,  in  part,  for  tax  revenue  upon  net  revenue  earned  by  the  Companies. 

Concerning  withholding  tax  on  dividends  which  is  incurred  in  the  case  of 
these  Companies  by  transferring  revenue  from  one  part  of  the  property  owners 
corporate  structure  to  the  other,  I  inquired  during  the  hearing  as  to  whether  the 
cost  thereof  is  unavoidable  and  was  assured  that  it  is  so.  It  is  presumably  the 
result  of  the  existence  of  one  corporation  of  each  nationality  in  order  that  an 
international  facility  of  this  character  may  operate  as  a  single  unit. 

A  summary  of  the  views  of  Counsel  for  the  cities  is,  briefly,  that  in  the 
previous  two  cases  where  the  Companies  had  sought  additional  revenue  their 
forecasts  of  adverse  financial  results  had  not  been  realized,  in  fact  in  1960  the 
net  income  was  the  highest  in  the  history;  that  there  had  been  no  substantial 
changes  in  investment  to  warrant  the  change  in  tolls  proposed,  and  that  the 
evidence  offered  by  the  Companies  did  not  indicate  or  anticipate  any  material 
change  in  net  revenue  of  the  Company. 

Counsel  also  referred  to  the  Board's  1958—59  Judgments  wherein  the  net 
income  as  secured  in  the  preceding  years  to  those  then  under  review  was  deemed 
adequate  for  the  immediate  future;  he  suggested  that  the  Board  must  have  related 
these  earnings  to  investment  and  referred  to  our  1941  Judgment  wherein  we 
declined  to  accept  the  rate  base  submitted  by  the  City  of  Windsor,  but  expressed 
the  opinion  that  a  rate  base  of  $10  million  might  be  more  appropriate. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  in  dealing  with  these  previous  cases  wo 
had  not  done  so  with  the  objective  of  establishing  a  rate  base  and  rate  oi  return 
but  had  looked  more  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  net  income  in  assessing  th« 
Companies'  revenue  requirements. 

I  am  aware  that  the  tunnel  property  will  cease  to  be  an  asset  of  the  Compa* 
nies  in  ^e  year  1990.  This  is  set  out  in  the  1961  Annual  Report  of  the 
Companies,  as  follows: 

"Under  the  companies'  municipal  grants,  the  cities  of  Detroit  and 

Windsor  may  acquire  all  of  the  tunnel  properties  at  the  end  of  sixty  years 

from  the  formal  opening  in  1930  without  further  consideration.  Provisions 

for  depreciation  and  amortization  are  based  upon  this  sixty  year  period 

ending  in    1990,   or  the  useful  service   life,   whichever  is  shorter." 

(Exhibit  1) 

In  the  same  Annual  Report,  the  following  is  also  stated: 

"...We  are  advised  by  Counsel  that  an  estimated  23.1  per  cent  of  the  $1.00 

dividend  payment  constitutes  a  return  of  capital  to  the  shareholders  for  U.  S. 

Income  Tax  purposes." 
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From  a  perusal  of  the  Companies'  financial  statements  it  does  appear  that 
the  shareholders  are  reasonably  safe-guarded  in  respect  of  the  property  assets 
and  that  the  dividend  rate  of  $1.00  per  share  is  not  inadequate. 

It  also  is  noted  from  the  Companies*  annual  reports  for  the  years  1957— 
1961  inclusive,  filed  as  exhibits  in  this  case,  that  the  $1.00  per  share  dividend 
has  been  paid  in  each  year,  whereas  the  net  income  per  share  as  therein  shown 
was  as  follows:

In  each-of  these  years  the  net  income  was  added  to  the  retained  earnings 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  and  dividends  then  paid  out  of  such  earnings, 
with  a  consequent  reduction  in  retained  earnings  of  $76,345  in  1958;  $109,945  in 
1959;  $39,743  in  1961;  but  in  1960  the  retained  earnings  were  increased  by  $4,266. 

It  is  for  the  Companies  to  decide  what  dividend  it  will  pay  out  to  their 
shareholders  from  current  and  retained  earnings. 

Upon  consideration  of  all  that  has  been  adduced,  I  conclude  that  the 
Companies  have  not  justified  the  new  tariff  upon  grounds  of  revenue  need. 

While  revenue. need  is  one  of  the  factors  to  be  considered  in  determining  the 
reasonableness  of  tolls,  it  is  noted  that  Counsel  for  the  Companies  also  stated 
in  argument  — 

the  application  of  this  Applicant  is  not  premised  or  based  upon  any 
formula  but  rather  on  the  statement  of  principle  contained  in  the  Board's 
Reasons  for  Judgment  of  January  28th,  1941,  when  in  the  concluding 
sentence  Assistsint  Chief  Commissioner  Wardrope  said: 

*It  is  my  opinion  that  it  has  not  been  proven  that  the  proposed  tolls  are 
unreasonable  or  will  produce  more  than  reasonable  revenue  require- 
ments of  the  Companies  and  may  fall  far  short  of  doing  so,' 
**Now,  it  is  our  respectful  submission  that  the  proposed  tolls  are  not 
unreasonable  and  secondly  that  they  will  not  do  more  than  to  sustain  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  Applicant  having  regard  to  the  rising  costs 
that  face  the  Company."  (Transcript,  page  162). 

However,  while  the  Companies  directed  their  evidence  principally  to  their 
second  submission,  i.e.,  that  the  proposed  tolls  ''will  not  do  more  than  to  sustain 
the  reasonable  requirements*',  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  in  support  of 
the  first  submission,  i.e.,  **that  the  proposed  tolls  are  not  unreasonable"  to  be 
of  assistance  to  the  Board.  The  Board  has  not  had  the  advantage  of  sufficient 
evidence  and  of  argument  as  to  this  feature;  but  I  should  say  that  even  if  the 
revenue  need  had  been  established,  I  entertain  doubts  as  to  whether  the  proposed 
increase,  limited  as  it  is  to  extra  passenger  tolls,  would  be  just  and  reasonable 
in  relation  to  the  general  level  of  all  tolls.  It  is,  however,  unnecessary  to 
decide  this. 
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Finding: 

I  find  that  the  Companies'  revenue  position  is  not  shown  to  require  additional 
toll  revenue  at  this  time.  Order  will  issue  disallowing  the  Companies*  tariff 
C.T.C.  No,  26  as  filed.  ;

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ORAL  JUDGMENT 

The  Board's  usual  practice  is  to  reserve  its  decisions. 

In  this  matter,  it  is  clear,  in  our  opinion,  that  the  public  interest  requires 
an  early  decision. 

In  addition  to  counsel  for  the  railways  and  counsel  for  the  Province  and  the 
Autoroute  Authority,  appearances  were  made  by  the  following:  — 
Mr.  Latour,  M.P.,  Argenteuil-Deux  Montagnes, 
Mr.  Deschambault,  M.P.,  Terrebonne, 
Mr.  Lupien,  Mayor,  Village  of  St.  Sauveur, 
Mr.  Duval,  Mayor,  Shawbridge, 

Reverend  Father  Poirier,  Parish  Priest,  St.  Remi  d'Amherst, 
Reverend  Father  Ouellet,  Parish  Priest,  Lac  des  Plages, 
Mr.  Laramee,  Mayor  of  Wentworth  North,  and 

Mr.  Henry,  Mayor  of  Barkmere  appearing  for  his  own  municipality  and 
on  behalf  of  the  municipal  corporations  of  Weir,  Huberdeau,  Sixteen 
Island  Lake  and  Morin  Heights. 
The  evidence  of  Mayor  Lupien  and  Mayor  Henry  discloses  that  the  Municipal 
Corporations  of  St.  Sauveur,  Barkmere,  Weir,  Huberdeau,  Sixteen  Island  Lake  and 
Morin  Heights  do  not  oppose  the  application. 

In  addition,  a  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  Shawbridge  does  not 
oppose  the  application.  Further,  a  letter  from  the  Municipal  Corporation  of 
Arundel  to  the  Premier  of  the  Province  declares  that  it  does  not  oppose  the 
application. 

Mr.  Laramee  has  given  his  submissions  in  which  he  has  stated,  as  Mayor  of 
V/entworth  North,  that  the  area  embraced  in  the  Municipality  is  not  opposing  the 
application  but  wishes  to  be  ensured  that  the  roads  to  the  area  will  be  improved. 

The  evidence  of  the  applicant  railway  is  that  that  portion  of  the  Montfort 
Subdivision  in  respect  of  which  the  application  is  made  is  a  deficit  operation 
and  has  resulted  in  the  year  1960  in  an  annual  out-of-pocket  loss  of  some 
$298,000,  that  the  annual  financial  improvement  that  might  be  expected  if  the 
line  were  abandoned  would  be  some  $327,000,  and  that  its  long-term  betterment 
in  the  above  event  is  some  $402,000  per  annum. 

From  the  evidence,  it  seems  clear  that  the  merchants  and  residents  of  the 
area  from  St.  Jerome  to  Lac  Remi  are  not  dependent  upon  the  railway's  services 
and  do  not  patronize  the  railway  to  any  great  extent. 

Over  the  last  three  years,  carload  movements  in  have  not  averaged  more 
than  seven  cars  a  month. 

Over  the  same  period,  there  have  been  no  carload  shipments  out.  Less  than 
carload  freight  and  express  traffic  has  been  extremely  light. 

Passenger  carryings  between  St.  Jerome  and  Lac  Remi  have  also  in  recent 
years  been  light. 

From  the  evidence  submitted,  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  the  bus  service 
provided  by  Provincial  Transport  Company  since  the  Fall  of  1%0  is  adequate 
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for  the  traffic  offered  and  the  evidence  is  also  that  that  company  is  prepared  to 
make  provision  for  such  additional  traffic  as  may  be  offered. 

The  area  is  also  well  served  by  local  and  long  distance  trucking  service. 

Should  the  Board  authorize  the  abandonment  of  the  line,  the  Province 
proposes  to  exercise  its  right  under  an  existing  agreement  with  the  railway 
company  to  purchase  the  railway  right-of-way  from  St.  Jerome  to  Lac  Remi.  The 
evidence  is  that  the  Autoroute  Authority  has  been  authorized  by  the  Province, 
in  the  above  event,  to  extend  the  autoroute  from  St.  Jerome  to  St.  Adele  by  a 
route  which  will  at  least  skirt  the  community  of  St.  Sauveur.  The  testimony  of 
the  Deputy  Minister  of  Highways  is  that  in  the  above  event  the  right-of-way  will 
also  be  used  to  create  a  feeder  highway  to  the  autoroute  from  Morin  Heights  and 
St  Sauveur.  His  testimony  further  is  that  the  ri-ght-of-way  ^;7ill  probably  also  be 
used  in  whole  or  in  part  between  Morin  Heights  and  Lac  Remi  for  improved 
highway  access,  although  the  tim.e  when  this  is  done  depends  upon  an  assessment 
of  the  need  for  it. 

On  the  evidence  adduced,  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  the  application  should 
be  granted. 

When  the  interest  of  the  public  requires  it,  the  Board's  practice  is  to  allow 
a  period  to  intervene  between  the  making  of  the  order  and  the  time  when  aban- 
donment may  take  place.  In  the  present  instance,  the  public  interest  appears 
clearly  to  require  that  the  waiting  period  should  be  curtailed. 

The  applicant  company  is  authorized  to  abandon  that  part  of  its  ?vIontfort 
Subdivision  between  St.  Jerome  and  Lac  Remi,  including  the  Huberdeau  spur. 
Tne  abandonment  shall  not  take  place  before  May  31st,  1962,  and  on  not  less 
than  ten  days'  notice  to  be  posted  in  all  stations  on  the  line  and  a  copy  to  be 
sent  to  the  Board.

UPON  reading  the  submissions  filed— 
IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  General  Order  No.  602,  dated  the  5th  day  of  March,  1941,  is  rescinded. 

2.  The  following  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  electric  sparks  during 
the  transfer  of  flammable  liquids  and  gases  either  between  units  of  equipment 
operated  on  rails  or  between  such  units  of  equipment  and  all  types  of  loading 
or  unloading  off-rail  systems,  are  prescribed  for  all  railway  companies  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada, 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  flammable  commodities  referred 
to  herein  are  defined  as  follows: 

(a)  Flammable  Liquid  —  Any  liquid  which  gives  off  flammable  vapors 
(as  determined  by  flash  point  from  Tagliabue's  open  cup  tester,  as 
used  for  test  of  burning  oils)  at  or  below  a  temperature  of  80°F. 

(b)  Flammable  Gas  —  A  gas  shall  be  considered  flammable  under  any 
one  of  the  following  conditions: 

(i)  If  either  a  mixture  of  13  per  cent  or  less  (by  volume)  with  air 
forms  a  flammable  mixture  or  the  flammable  range  with  air  is 
greater  than  12  per  cent  regardless  of  the  lower  limit.

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(ii)  Using  the  Bureau  of  Explosives'  Flame  Projection  Apparatus,  the 
flame  projects  more  than  18  inches  beyond  the  ignition  source  with 
valve  opened  fully,  or,  the  flame  flashes  back  and  burns  at  the 
valve  with  any  degree  of  valve  opening. 

(iii)  Using  the  Bureau  of  Explosives'  Open  Drum  Apparatus,  there  is 
any  sis^nificant  propagation  of  flame  away  from  the  ignition  source. 

(iv)  Using  the  Bureau  of  Explosives'  Closed  Drum  Apparatus,  there  is 
any  explosion  of  the  vapor-air  mixture  in  the  dram. 

4.  Loading  or  unloading  tracks  for  the  transfer  of  such  flammable  com- 
modities shall  be  constructed  as  follows: 

(a)  The  rail  joints  within  the  section  of  track  or  tracks  on  which  any  part 
of  the  rail  equipment  used  for  such  transfer  is  located  shall  be 
adequately  bonded  or  welded. 

(b)  Both  rails  of  the  aforementioned  section  of  track  or  tracks  shall  be 
cross-bonded. 

(c)  IVhere  there  is  evidence  of  stray  electrical  currents,  the  bonded  or 
welded  rail  section  or  sections  shall  be  electrically  isolated  from  all 
other  track  rails  by  installing  insulated  rail  joints  at  the  lead  end 
in  the  case  of  a  spur  and  at  both  ends  in  the  case  of  a  through  track. 
Such  insulated  rail  joints  shall  not  be  bridged  electrically  by  rail 
equipment  or  in  any  other  way  during  transfer  of  flammable  com- 
modities. 

(d)  Permanent-type  electric  connection  shall  be  made  between  the  bonded 
or  welded  rail  section  or  sections,  both  to  ground  and  to  the  transfer 
piping  system.  Where  practicable,  the  resistance  to  ground  should,  if 
possible,  not  exceed  6  ohms  and  in  no  case  shall  the  resistance  to 
ground  exceed  15  ohms.  If  the  resistance  to  ground  unavoidably 
exceeds  15  ohms,  two  or  more  electrodes  connected  in  parallel  shall 
be  used.  The  resistance  to  ground  shall  be  checked  by  the  railway 
companies  when  the  grounding  is  installed  and  at  least  once  every 
twelve  months  thereafter. 

(e)  At  other  than  welded  joints  in  the  transfer  piping  system  between  the 
tank  car  and  the  grounded  part  of  that  system,  bond  wire  jumpers 
shall  be  installed  around  the  joints  to  ensure  electrical  conductivity 
in  the  system. 

(0  AH  storage  tanks  to  or  from  which  flammable  commodities  are  being 
transferred  shall  be  grounded. 

(g)  The  aforesaid  electrical  connections  shall  be  of  not  less  than  one 
No.  4  or  two  No.  6  \.\V.G.  stranded  copper  or  bronze  wires  or  have 
the  equivalent  conductive  capacity  size  wire  in  aluminum,  copper- 
covered  steel  or  other  types  of  wire. 

5.  Where  rail  equipment  is  electrically  operated,  the  following  additional 
requirements  are  prescribed: 
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Sections  of  track  shall  be  isolated  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  4(c)  herein, 
and  the  associated  overhead  contact  conductor,  or  third  rail,  shall  also 
be  isolated  by  the  use  of  insulated  joints.  Conductors  of  adequate  electrical 
capacity  shall  be  installed  to  shunt  out  the  isolated  sections  of  track  and 
contact  conductor  as  shown  on  drawing  No.  B.T.G.  -11,  dated  January  31st, 
1%2.  Further,  pursuant  to  this  drawing  No.  B.T.C.  -11,  a  switch  or  mechan- 
ically interlocked  group  of  switches  shall  be  installed  to  function  as  follows: 
(a^  During  train  movement  on  the  loading  or  unloading  tracks,  the  isolated 
contact  conductor  section  shall  be  energized  and  the  insulated  joints 
in  track  sections  shall  be  shorted  out. 
(b)  During  loading  or  unloading  operations,   the  isolated  contact  con- 
ductor section  shall  be  deenergized  and  grounded  through  the  isolated 
track  section  and  the  shunt  around  the  insulated  rail  joints  shall  be 
disconnected  from  the  isolated  section  of  track, 

6.  A  temporary  electrical  connection  shall  be  made  between  the  permanent 
transfer  piping  system  and  the  tank  car  shell  prior  to  making  pipe  or  other  con- 
nections to  the  tank  car  and  maintained  until  the  latter  connections  are  broken 
after  completion  of  loading  or  unloading  operations.

(b)  The  motor  carrier  (hereinafter  called  the  '^shipper'*)  releases  and  agrees 
to  indemnify  the  carrier  and  hold  it  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss, 
damage,  claims,  actions,  awards,  costs  or  expense  (including  court  costs  and 
counsel  fees)  suffered  or  incurred  by  the  carrier  for  loss  or  damage  to  any  semi- 
trailer or  the  contents  thereof  except  to  the  extent  such  is  caused  by,  or  results 
from  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  carrier. 

(c)  The  shipper  releases  and  agrees  to  indemnify  the  carrier  and  hold  it 
harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  damage,  claims,  actions,  awards, 
costs  or  expense  (including  court  costs  and  counsel  fees)  covered  by  Paragraph 
(a)  hereof,  suffered  or  incurred  by  the  carrier  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  out  in 
the  said  Paragraph  (a). 

(d)  In  the  event  of  any  loss  or  damage  to  any  semi-trailer  or  contents  thereof 
caused  by  or  resulting  in  any  manner  from  the  joint  or  concurring  negligence  of 
both  the  shipper  and  the  carrier,  or  their  respective  employees  or  agents,  or 
where  the  cause  of  such  loss  or  damage  is  unknown  and  cannot  be  determined, 
such  loss  or  damage  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  shipper  and  the  carrier;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  such  event  the  liability  of  the  carrier  shall  not  exceed  the 
limits  set  out  in  Paragraph  (a)  hereof  in  respect  of  any  semi-trailer  or  the  con- 
tents thereof;  and  provided  further  that  the  carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for  concealed 
loss  or  damage  to  any  semi-trailer  or  the  contents  thereof.

The  matter  at  issue  here  concerns  the  provisions  of  the  tariff  of  '^Regula- 
tions governing  Currency  Exchange  on  International  and  Foreign  Freight  Traffic*', 
Agent  R.  K.  V/atson's  CT.C,  (F)  No.  1643.  The  substance  of  the  applications 
is  that  an  inequitable  situation  exists  in  respect  of  the  said  tariff  in  that  a  sur- 
charge is  collected  from  Canadian  shippers  when  United  States  funds  are  at  a 
discount  in  Canada,  but  under  a  reverse  exchange  situation  no  allowance  is 
made  to  such  shippers.  The  allegation  is  that  this  inequality  of  treatment  con- 
stitutes unjust  discrimination  in  that  shippers  pay  more  than  the  just  and 
reasonable  rates.  A  more  extensive  summary  of  these  contentions  will  follow 
later. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  hearing,  the  following  announcement  was  made: 
''The  Chief  Commissioner:  I  may  say  that  this  matter  was  set  down  for 
hearing  at  the  request  of  the  Interior  Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association  and 
the  Northern  Interior  Lum.bermen's  Association.  We  have  received  also  sub- 
missions from  the  B.C.  Interior  Sales  Limited,  Hu  Harries  and  Associates 
Limited  on  behalf  of  the  Alberta  Forest  Products  Association,  The  Council 
of  the  Forest  Industries  of  British  Columbia,  Cooper- V/idman  Limited,  British 
Columbia  Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association  and  the  Railway  Association 
of  Canada,  all  of  whom  express  willingness  for  the  Board  to  render  judgment 
upon  what  has  been  submitted  in  writing.  In  addition  we  received  a  submission 
from  the  Cariboo  and  P.G.E.  Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association,  but  have  had 
no  intimation  as  to  whether  they  would  be  willing  to  have  a  decision  rendered 
upon  the  written  submissions  or  only  after  a  hearing. 

"Unless  good  cause  is  shown  to  act  otherwise  we  intend  to  deal  with 
this  matter  upon  what  is  adduced  here  today  and  also  such  matters  as  have 
been  submitted  in  writing. 

"  I  should  also  add  that,  as  the  parties  probably  know,  judgment  was 
rendered  in  November  1935  -  the  case  is  reported  in  44  C.R.C. ,  199,  and  in 
Volume  25  of  the  Board's  judgments,  page  361  —  in  respect  of  conditions 
which  appear  to  be  substantially  the  same  as  are  here  involved.  V/e  expect 
the  parties  who  have  made  complaints  to  show  fully  why  the  said  judgment 
should  not  now  be  sustained."  (Transcript,  p.  194). 

The  applicants  here  are  mainly  the  lumber  industry  of  Western  Canada,  some 
of  whom  were  parties  to  and  represented  at  the  hearing  and  others  who  have 
made  written  submissions  but  did  not  appear  at  the  hearing. 

B.C.  Tree  Fruits  Limited,  Canadian  Fruit  Wholesalers'  Association,  and 
the  Canadian  Horticultural  Council  were  represented  at  the  hearing  and  supported 
the  application. 

The  Canadian  National  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  The  Railway 
Association  of  Canada  were  represented  at  the  hearing  by  counsel  but  offered 
no  evidence;  they  relied  upon  the  written  submissions  which  had  been  filed 
previously. 
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The  attention  of  the  parties  having  been  drawn  to  the  previous  Judgment 
of  1935,  the  applicants  directed  their  evidence  to  some  considerable  extent  to 
showing  the  difference  in  circumstances  and  conditions  now  prevailing  to  those 
dealt  with  at  that  time.  However,  the  Judgment  in  that  case,  which  sets  out  the 
two  tariff  arrangements  as  No.  1  applying  when  United  States  funds  are  at  a 
premium  in  Canada,  and  No.  2  when  such  funds  are  at  a  discount  in  Canada, 
contains  the  same  allegations  as  are  here  invoked.  Indicative  that  the  issues 
then  before  the  Board  were  the  same  as  now  is  illustrated  by  the  following 
extract  from  that  Judgment: 

"Objection  was  taken  by  complainant  to  the  provision  in  Arrangement 
No.  2  that,  when  any  charges  are  paid  in  the  United  States,  a  surcharge 
thereon  equivalent  to  40  per  cent  of  the  rate  of  exchange  shall  be  collected 
in  Canadian  funds  in  Canada,  whereas,  under  Arrangement  No.  1,  when  the 
charges  are  paid  in  the  United  States,  no  discount  is  allowed  Canadian 
shippers.  With  respect  to  shipments  billed  forward  with  charges  to  collect 
when  United  States  funds  are  at  a  premium  in  Canada,  complainant  alleged 
that  the  Canadian  railways  obtained  considerable  monetary  benefit  in  their 
settlement  with  the  United  States  lines  in  United  States  fiinds  and  no  allow- 
ance, or  discount,  made  to  the  Canadian  shippers, 

**It  was  not  altogether  clear  from  the  earlier  written  submissions  of  com- 
plainant whether  what  was  applied  for  was  the  elimination  of  the  40%  sur- 
charge provision  in  Arrangement  No.  2,  or  the  addition  of  a  discount  provision 
in  Arrangement  No.  1  when  charges  are  collected  in  the  United  States.  This, 
however,  was  cleared  up  by  complainant's  final  submission  at  sittings  of  the 
Board  in  Vancouver  on  July  16  last,  wherein  it  is  set  out  that  what  is  being 
asked  is  that  'the  Board  instruct  the  transportation  companies  to  amend  part  1 
(Arrangement  No.  1)  of  tariff  16-D,  bringing  it  in  line  with  the  same  reason- 
able equitable  plan  as  provided  under  part  2  (Arrangement  No.  2)\''  (Ibid, 
pp.  201-2) 

Witness  Harries  gave  evidence  and  filed  as  Exhibit  No.  1  a  brief  on  behalf 
of  the  applicants  for  whom  Mr.  Blair  entered  an  appearance,  as  noted  previously 
herein.  Such  evidence  was  subjected  to  cross-examination  by  Railway  Counsel, 
In  general,  the  contentions  of  the  applicants  are  that  inequality  of  treatment 
prevails  when  shippers  are  called  upon  to  pay  a  40%  surcharge  when  United 
States  funds  are  at  a  discount  in  that  no  allowance  or  discount  of  a  like  amount 
is  made  when  the  exchange  situation  is  reversed;  that  with  United  States  funds 
now  at  a  premium  a  shipment  forwarded  to  the  United  States  with  freight  charges 
prepaid  incurs  a  surcharge  of  60%  of  the  rate  of  exchange,  but  if  freight  charges 
were  collected  at  destination  no  discount  is  provided  in  the  tariff  although  the 
entire  payment  would  be  in  premium  funds;  that  the  1935  Judgment  found  there 
was  no  serious  inconvenience  to  shippers  by  the  lack  of  discount  by  reason  that 
the  alternative  was  there  to  prepay  at  a  60%  level  of  exchange  but  such  incon- 
venience, however,  is  no  longer  tolerable  because  Canadian  shippers  of  lumber 
must  ship  on  a  freight  collect  basis  and  that  the  lumber  industry  would  be  unable 
"to  carry  on  the  tremendous  trade  it  does  in  the  United  States  if  it  insisted  on 
shipping  on  a  freight  prepaid  basis". 
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The  applicants  further  contend  that  in  1935  the  lumber  production  of  Canada 
was  chiefly  marketed  domestically  or  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  the  volume  and 
value  of  shipments  to  the  United  States  has  since  that  time  increased  about  fifty 
times  and  shipments  to  that  country  now  constitute  more  than  60%  of  the  market 
of  western  Canadian  lumber,  that  while  the  Board  in  1935  appeared  to  view  the 
changes  in  exchange  levels  as  a  normal  operation  of  economic  forces,  modem 
international  commerce  and  governmental  policies  have  created  an  exchange 
situation  designed  to  promote  export  trade  and  thus  beneficially  affect  the  Cana- 
dian export  economy;  that  such  policy  enables  Canadian  exports  to  become  and 
remain  more  competitive  in  foreign  markets  by  their  ability  to  reduce  their  prices; 
and  that  failure  to  allow  the  discount  sought  on  freight  charges  is  contrary  to 
such  policy.  It  was  also  asserted  that  all  of  the  conditions  described  in  evidence 
and  the  applications  indicate  important  changes  of  circumstances,  but  above  all 
the  contention  is  that  there  is  need  for  rectification  of  unfair  and  unjust  dis- 
crimination; but  if  the  application  is  sustained  the  railways'  revenue  would 
remain  at  the  level  of  established  rates  for  the  transportation  service;  and  that 
as  some  27  years  have  passed  since  the  previous  case  was  decided,  conditions 
during  that  time  in  the  lumber  industry  have  changed  to  the  point  where  shippers 
have  no  option  but  to  forward  traffic  with  freight  charges  to  be  collected  in  the 
United  States. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  B.C.  Tree  Fruits  Limited,  Mr.  Stephens  said  "We  are 
supporting  this  application.  We  are  very  much  involved  in  the  export  of  apples, 
particularly  to  the  United  States,  to  the  extent  of  1,000  up  to  2,000  carloads  per 
year  depending  on  the  size  of  our  crop.'* 

Mr.  Kidd,  speaking  on  behalf  of  Canadian  Fruit  V/holesalers*  Association 
and  the  Canadian  Horticultural  Council,  stated  that  the  position  of  his  principals 
in  respect  of  the  matter  at  issue  is  based  upon  simple  justice;  that  injustice  still 
exists,  and  that  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  prepay  freight  charges  in 
Canada  in  that  purchases  are  made  f.o.b.  shipping  point  with  the  transit  risk 
accruing  to  the  buyer.  He  stated  further  that  in  1960  exports  of  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  to  the  United  States  had  a  value  of  $11,775,000;  that  in  the  first 
eight  months  of  1961  the  value  was  $10,240,000,  or  roughly  the  equivalent  of 
10,000  carloads,  but  a  considerable  portion  of  the  traffic  was  moved  other  than 
by  rail;  and  that  Canada's  position  in  the  United  States  market  in  this  respect 
is  substantial  and  it  is  desirable  to  extend  the  same. 

Among  the  written  submissions  which  we  undertook  to  consider  were  those 
of  some  length  from  B.C.  Interior  Sales  Ltd.  of  Vancouver,  B.C.,  who  urged 
upon  us  substantially  the  same  contentions  as  previously  mentioned  herein;  they 
stressed  that  many  of  the  lumber  interests  are  unable  to  finance  prepayment  of 
freight  charges;  that  it  is  necessary  to  ship  "freight  charges  collect"  in  order 
to  stay  in  business;  that  any  premium  secured  on  the  exchange  on  freight  charges 
should  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  lumber  producers,  and  that  if  such  a  premium 
is  retained  by  the  railways  it  is  the  equivalent  of  an  increase  in  freight  rates. 
They  agree  it  was  proper  for  the  railways  to  assess  a  surcharge  on  freight  collect 
shipments  when  Canadian  funds  were  at  a  premium  but  do  not  agree  that  the 
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railways  should  retain  any  premium  on  such  charges  when  the  exchange  situation 
is  reversed,  although  lumber  shippers  suffer  no  direct  loss  by  a  lack  of  discount 
but  should  have  that  which  rightfully  belongs  to  them;  that  the  railways  should 
have  their  full  tariff  rates  and  no  more. 

As  to  conditions  prevailing  now  compared  with  1935,  B.Ci  Interior  Sales  Ltd. 
asserted  that  in  the  earlier  period  conditions  were  commencing  to  improve, 
whereas  today  the  financial  position  of  small  lumber  producers  and  some  of  the 
larger  operators  appears  far  more  precarious,  with  the  necessity  they  receive 
\  every  rightful  dollar  for  their  products;  that  cost  of  equipment  to  lumber  producers 
has  in  many  cases  increased  325%  compared  with  1935  prices;  wages  380%; 
lumber  prices  350%,  and  that  between  1952  and  1961  wages  have  increased  42,2% 
whereas  prices  of  lumber  have  decreased  from  7.35%  to  16%. 

These  applicants  support  their  submissions,  as  above  mentioned,  with  a 
statement  designed  to  show  the  effect  of  collecting  surcharge  when  the  Canadian 
dollar  is  at  a  premium,  and  the  benefit  secured  by  the  railways  from  the  premium 
derived  from  the  payment  of  freight  charges  in  the  United  States  when  the  funds 
of  that  country  are  at  a  premium.  The  calculations  which  appear  thereon  are 
predicated  upon  an  estimated  car  revenue  and  divisions  thereof  to  Canadian 
railways  expressed  in  four  percentages,  i.e.,  40%,  25%,  50%  and  75%,  to  which 
have  been  added  or  deducted,  as  the  case  may  be,  an  exchange  rate  of  5%.  The 
calculations  appear  to  be  based  upon  the  payment  of  freight  charges  on  south- 
bound traffic  in  the  United  States  and  on  northbound  traffic  in  Canada, 

The  main*  showing  by  this  statement  is  that  on  the  southbound  examples, 
when  Canadian  funds  are  at  a  premium,  the  railways  are  either  made  whole  or 
receive  more  than  their  loss  in  exchange  by  the  assessment  of  the  surcharge; 
that  when  United  States  funds  are  at  a  premium,  the  Canadian  shipper  derives 
no  benefit  from  the  premium  which  the  railways  retain.  On  northbound  traffic  the 
statement  shows  that  when  the  Canadian  dollar  is  at  a  premium  and  freight 
charges  are  paid  in  Canada,  the  railways  allow  a  discount  which  confers  a 
benefit  upon  the  Canadian  consignee  and  the  railways  suffer  little  loss,  if  any, 
in  doing  so,  whereas  when  the  United  States  dollar  is  at  a  premium,  the  consignee 
sustains  a  constant  loss  and  the  railways  are  either  made  whole,  suffer  small 
loss,  or  enjoy  a  profit. 

.  The  railways  gave  no  evidence  at  the  hearing  but  relied  upon  their  written 
submissions  which  were  substantially  to  the  effect  that  the  1935  Judgment,  supra, 
should  be  sustained.  They  also  pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  need  for  the  regula- 
tions arose  initially  from  a  pronounced  shift  from  "collect"  to  "prepayment"  of 
freight  charges  when  Canadian  funds  were  at  a  considerable  discount;  that  the 
railways  had  been  compelled  to  refuse  such  prepayment  but  later  developed  the 
surcharge  plan  in  ease  of  their  initial  ban  upon  such  prepayment. 

The  railways  contended  that  their  initial  ban  against  prepayment  resulted 
in  applications  to  the  Board  for  remedial  action,  but  that  the  Board  had  found  it 
was  without  jurisdiction  to  direct  the  railways  where  freight  charges  should  be 
collected;  that  they  had  subsequently  submitted  the  surcharge  plan  which,  of 
necessity,  had  to  deal  with  the  matter  by  broad  averages  and  could  not  be  appUed 
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to  each  individual  shipment  other  than  by  that  method;  that  the  plan  met  with 
acceptance  by  the  Board  and  various  trade  associations,  and  subsequently  v/as 
broadened  to  provide  a  comparable  discount  arrangement  when  the  exchange 
situation  was  reversed. 

Comments  and  Conclusions: 

I  would  summarize  the  main  contentions  of  the  parties  as  follov;s: 

Applicants: 

1.  Unjust  discrimination  prevails  because  the  currency  tariff  fails  to  provide 
a  reciprocal  arrangement  for  payment  of  discount  in  lieu  of  collection  of 
surcharge; 

2.  Retention  by  Canadian  railways  of  premium  on  American  funds  derived 
from  their  share  of  freigjit  charges  results  in  the  shipper  paying  more  than 
the  tariff  rate,  and  railways  should  have  full  tariff  rate  and  no  more; 

3.  Lumber  shippers  are  unable  to  prepay  freight  charges  under  the  prevailing 
trade  practices  which  they  cannot  change;  also  some  shippers  are  unable 
to  finance  the  prepayment; 

4.  Shippers  have  rightful  claim  to  premium  on  freight  charges  obtained  by  the 
Canadian  railways; 

5.  Controls  exercised  over  exchange  levels  are  designed  to  promote  export 
trade  and  benefit  Canadian  economy;  failure  of  railways  to  grant  discount 
is  contrary  to  the  exchange  control  policy; 

6.  The  lumber  industry  is  in  a  precarious  position  due  to  rising  costs  and 
declining  prices. 

Railways: 

1.  Conditions  prevailing  in  1935  when  Board  delivered  its  Judgment  are 
exactly  the  same  as  those  now  prevailing; 

2.  Applicants  have  failed  to  show  any  change  to  the  extent  that  the  previous 
decision  should  not  be  sustained; 

3.  Evidence  now  placed  before  the  Board  is  restricted  to  the  lumber  industry, 
but  the  applicants'  proposed  amendment  to  the  currency  tariff  is  not  and 
cannot  be  confined  to  lumber  traffic; 

4.  Railways  have  legal  right  to  either  require  prepayment  of  freight  charges 
or  to  allow  them  to  be  collected  at  destination;  currency  exchange  tariff 
is  a  voluntary  modification  of  the  burden  the  collection  of  total  freight 
charges  in  premium  currency  would  put  on  international  traffic; 

5.  Railways  carry  the  financial  burden  and  responsibility  for  securing  charges 
on  collect  shipments  which  applicants  say  some  shippers  cannot  assume; 

6.  Purpose  of  the  currency  exchange  tariff  is  to  protect  railway's  revenue 
and  modify  the  losses  due  to  the  exchange  situation,  which  situation  is 
not  created  by  the  railways;  and  that  the  tariff  must  be  applied  to  all 
traffic  on  a  broad  average  basis. 

While  this  summary  does  not  include  all  that  has  been  adduced  in  evidence, 
by  written  submissions,  or  in  argument,  it  is  sufficient  to  illustrate  the  main 
points  of  contention.  All  submissions  whether  oral  or  written  have  been  carefully 
considered  and  I  shall  now  comment  upon  the  principal  points. 
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The  scope  of  the  Currency  Exchange  Tariff  Regulations  has  been  set  out 
in  several  previous  judgments  of  the  Board,  A  brief  summary  thereof  was  included 
in  a  more  recent  case  involving  the  movement  of  import  traffic  to  Canada  via 
United  States  ports.  This  summary  was,  in  part  as  follows: 
'History  of  the  Currency  Exchange  Tariff 
"a.  General  Order  No.  295,  May  5,  1920. 

The  Board  dismissed,  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  complaints  concerning  the 
Canadian  lines'  demands  that  charges  on  shipments  from  Canada  to  the  United 
States  be  paid  at  destination.  The  Board  held  that  it  was  within  the  discre- 
tion of  the  railways  as  to  where  their  tariff  charges  would  be  collected, 
"b.  General  Order  No.  326,  January  14,  1921. 

This  Order  permitted  the  railways  to  publish  and  file  the  currency  ex- 
change tariff  whereby  a  surcharge  was  collected  on  the  basis  of  60%  of  the 
rate  of  exchange,  when  frei^t  charges  were  paid  in  Canada. 

The  judgment  (Re  Exchange  Surcharge  on  Intemat'l  shipments  between 
Canada  &  U.S.  (1921),  27  C.R.C.  90)  which  accompanied  the  said  Order  notes 
that  subsequent  to  the  date  of  General  Order  295,  the  American  railways 
demanded  prepayment  of  freight  charges  on  traffic  to  Canada,  resulting  in 
substantially  all  such  traffic  being  subject  to  payment  for  freight  charges  in 
United  States  currency. 

The  judgment  further  notes  that  the  continuance  of  such  payment  arrange- 
ments would  soon  result  in  complete  disruption  of  the  whole  international 
rate  structure,  and  that  the  railways  were  told  a  solution  must  be  found  which 
would  approximate  payment  for  the  hauls  in  each  country  in  its  respective 
currency  or  equivalent.  The  surcharge  basis,  such  as  it  is  presently  provided 
in  Section  1  of  the  present  currency  exchange  tariff,  was  proposed  and  adopted. 
The  judgment  states  that  the  general  acceptance  of  the  plan  was  not  without 
some  comment  that  it  did  not  provide  equitable  treatment  to  all,  and  said:  'It 
is  quite  evident  that  the  Canadian  road  which  has  a  short  Canadian  haul  and 
a  long  American  one  is  at  a  disadvantage,  whereas  the  road  which  possesses 
a  long  Canadian  haul  as  compared  with  a  short  American  one  has  a  distinct 
advantage  in  this  arrangement,  for  it  was  frankly  admitted  both  by  the  railway 
companies  and  the  Board  that  whatever  was  done  must  be  on  the  broad  prin- 
ciple of  averages,  and,  therefore,  some  roads  as  well  as  communities  must 
be  benefited  to  a  greater  extent  than  others.'  (27  C.R.C.  at  p.  93) 
"c.  General  Order  No.  527,  October  25,  1934. 

While  this  Order  shows  it  'directed*  the  railways  to  publish  and  file 
tariffs  providing  regulations  to  apply  respecting  payment  of  freight  charges 
when  United  States  funds  are  at  a  discount  in  Canada,  the  judgment  (Re 
Charges  on  Intemat'l  Freight -Shipments,  43  C.R.C.  5,  (1935)  2  D.L.R.  148) 
reproduces  a  submission  from  the  Railway  Association  of  Canada  stating, 
inter  alia:  'We  respectfully  ask  the  Board  to  order  the  application  of  the 
attached  regulations  which  it  is  felt  will  to  the  extent  possible,  and  in  the 
most  practical  and  fair  manner  for  all  concerned,  bring  about  a  correction  of 
the  ccmditions  that  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  charges  on 
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International  freight  traffic,  as  a  result  of  the  depreciated  value  of  United 
States  currency  in  Canada.'  (pp.  9-10  C.R.C.,  p,  152  D.L.R.) 

The  judgment  also  noted  that  while  regulations  had  been  adopted  for 
application  when  United  States  runds  ^.vere  at  a  premium,  no  provision  had 
been  made  for  discount  when  rhe  said  funds  were  at  a  discount  in  Canada; 
that  such  a  condition  had  existed  tor  some  time  past;  and  that  representations 
had  been  made  to  the  Board  that  'rule  should  work  both  ways.' 

In  answer   to    these  representations  the  railways  conceded  that  'the 
demand  as  outlined  is  not  unreasonable'  and  proposed  regulations  which  are 
substantially  those  now  provided  under  Section  2  of  the  tariff." 
(Canadian    Fruit    Wholesalers'    Association    et    al.    v.    Canadian  Freight 
Association  et  al.  76  C.R.T.C,  302,  at  pp.  307-309) 
In  the  period  of  approximately  40  years  during  which  the  currency  exchange 
tariff  has  been  in  operation  the  Board  has  received  many  inquiries  and  complaints 
concerning  its  operation,  mostly  arising  from  conditions  where  the  broad  scope 
of  the  tariff  appeared  to  work  to  the  disadvantage  of  certain  traffic.  WTiere  charges 
accruing  in  each  country  could  be  definitely  distinguished  and  be  collected  in 
the  country  concerned  without  destroying  the  purpose  of  the  tariff  the  Board  has 
ruled  the  tariff  to  be  inapplicable,  as  is  illustrated  by  the  Judgment  in  re  Icing 
or  heater  protection  services,  52  C.R.T.C.  23,  which  found  that: 

''Surcharge  may  be  assessed  on  the  total  charges  for  heater  or  refrigera- 
tion protection  on  perishable  traffic  moving  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  when  such  charges  are  payable  and  collected  in  Canada,  except 
that:- 

Surcharge  will  not  be  assessed  on  charges  payable  and  collected  in 
Canada  for  protective  service  accorded  in  Canada  when  covered  by  a  local 
rate  applying  wholly  within  Canada: - 

(a)  When  no  protective  service  has  been  accorded  on  United  States  lines; 

(b)  When  protective  service,  for  which  charges  are  payable  and  collected 
in  the  United  States,  has  been  accorded  on  United  States  lines."  (ibid, 
pp.  30-31) 

In  "Kingsley  Navigation  Co.  et  al.  v.  C.P.R.  &  C.N.R."  (39  C.R.C.  150) 
the  Board  upheld  the  right  of  the  railways  to  collect  surcharge  on  the  "through" 
charges  although  such  charges  included  those  accruing  to  a  participating  water 
carrier  who  received  no  part  of  the  surcharge.  In  that  instance  the  rates  via  the 
water  route  were  the  same  as  via  the  all-rail  route;  the  water  carrier  sought  to 
have  the  surcharge  made  inapplicable  via  the  water  route  and  the  freight  charges 
collected  in  total  in  Canadian  funds.  The  Judgment  stated: 

"...competing  routes  would  be  unable  to  meet  these  reduced  rates,  with  a 
result  that  the  balanced  rate  situation  now  in  effect  would  be  disrupted,  and 
the  general  application  of  the  surcharge  Order  destroyed. 

"The  only  means  the  carriers  via  the  other  routes  have  of  being  protected 
with  respect  to  the  rate  equality  is  by  the  application  of  the  surcharge  via 

all  competing  routes  

"In  view  of  what  is  herein  stated,  and  the  considerations  which  influ- 
enced the  Board  in  arriving  at  the  arrangement  covered  by  General  Order 
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No.    326,  as  set  out  in  its  judgment  dated  January  13th,  1921,  the  Board 
considers  this  application  should  be  dismissed." 
abid.  p.  154) 

In  the  Import  case,  supra,  wherein  the  matter  at  issue  was  the  non-applica- 
tion of  discount  on  import  traffic  through  United  States  ports  while  contempora- 
neously applying  such  discount  on  domestic  traffic  originating  in  the  United 
States  and  moving  to  Canada,  the  Judgment  held  that  where  there  was  a  rate 
panty  on  import  traffic  via  United  States  ports  and  Canadian  ports  such  parity 
justified  the  non-application  of  the  discount  provisions,  but  where  such  parity 
did  not  exist  it  was  unjustly  discriminatory  to  deny  payment  of  discount  on 
import  international  traffic  while  granting  discount  on  domestic  international 
traffic. 

The  three  cases  above  cited  indicate  that  the  Board  has  ruled  upon  matters 
concerning  the  currency  exchange  tariff  only  to  the  extent  that  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to: 

L  exclude  the  application  of  the  surcharge  upon  charges  payable  and 
collected  in  Canada  for  services  performed  only  in  Canada;  and  similarly 
when  service  is  performed  only  in  the  United  States  and  charges  are 
payable  and  collected  therefore  in  that  country; 

2,  uphold  the  principle  of  applying  surcharge  to  maintain  competitive  rate 
equality  between  carriers; 

3.  remove  unjust  discrimination. 

I  have  previously  indicated  herein  that  the  point  at  issue  is  the  same  as 
dealt  with  and  decided  in  the  1935  case,  supra.  The  practice  which  the  Board 
follows  in  respect  of  a  review  of  a  previous  decision  has  been  recentiy  stated 
in  "C.N,R.  Passenger  Service,  Montreal-Hawkesbury",  80  C.R.T.C.  370  (or 
Vol,  50  of  the  Board's  Judgments,  Orders,  Regulations  and  Rulings,  at  p.  93), 
For  the  convenience  and  guidance  of  the  parties,  what  is  therein  stated  is 
repeated  here: 

**The  Board's  practice  in  applications  under  s.52  for  review  is  set  forth 
in  the  following  extracts  from  judgments: 

"  'Unless  some  principle  is  at  stake,  or  some  injustice  requires  to  be 
remedied,  the  extensive  powers  of  review  under  Section  51  of  the  Railway 
Act  should  not  be  exercised,  but  where  manifestly  there  is  a  substantial 
doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  Board,  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  decision  which 
is  called  in  question,  or  where  new  facts  altering  the  view  then  held  are 
presented,  I  think  an  order  for  review  should  go,'  (McKeown,  CC,  in  Main 
Street  Bridge  Case,  15  J.O.R.  St  R.  413,  at  p.  415) 

**  *The  application  is  made  under  section  51  of  the  Railway  Act.  My 
view  is  that,  wide  as  are  the  powers  of  the  Board  to  re-open  any  matter  or 
review  any  decision  under  that  section,  such  power  ought  not  to  be  exercised 
unless  there  is  clearly  a  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  Board  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  former  decision,  or  there  be  submitted  new  facts,  not  before  the  Board 
at  the  time  the  decision  was  made,  or  that  the  conditions  have  changed.  The 
principle  is  affirmed  in  American  Coal  Co.  vs.  M.C.R.,  21  C.R.C,  15.' 
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*The  finality  of  the  Board's  decision  is,  as  a  rule,  to  be  upheld,  except 
for  the  reasons  mentioned,'  (Boyce,  C,  in  Main  Street  Bridge  Case,  supra, 
p.  418). 

**  'Cases  are  not  re-opened,  unless  doubt  has  arisen  in  the  minds  of  the 
Board  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  first  conclusion,  by  reason  of  nev/  matter 
advanced  on  an  application  to  re-open,  or  otherwise  as  to  the  soundness  of 
the  first  conclusion,  or  when  new  evidence  on  a  material  issue  can  be 
presented.'  (Drayton,  C.C.,  American  Coal  &  Coke  Co.  v.  Michigan  Central 
R.  Co.  (1915),  21  C.R.C.  15  at  p.  24)  (Affirmed  in  Canada  Rice  Mills  et  al. 
v.  Canadian  Freight  Association  (1929),  36  C.R.C.  91). 

**0n  this  occasion  the  Board  has  reviewed  its  former  practice  in  applica- 
tions under  s.  52  and  has  determined  that  where  an  application  has  been 
heard  by  a  quorum  of  the  Board  in  open  Court  in  the  presence  of  interested 
parties  and  counsel  representing  such  parties  and  after  due  notice  and 
opportunity  to  present  all  relevant  evidence  and  submissions,  the  Board  will 
not  review  and  rescind  a  unanimous  judgment  given  by  the  quorum  unless 
it  appears  to  the  Board  by  reason  of  an  application  for  review  and  rescission 
or  otherwise  that  there  are  new  facts  or  changes  in  conditions  sufficient  to 
alter  the  judgment  or  that  some  important  principle  is  at  stake  or  that  there 
is  an  error  in   law  or  some  error  in  judgment  so  substantial  as  to  warrant 
rescission  of  the  judgment.  The  finality  of  the  judgment  given  in  such  cir- 
cumstances is  to  be  upheld,  as  a  rule,  except  for  the  reasons  mentioned." 
I  am  of  the  opinion  there  is  a  marked  similarity  between  what  is  here  at 
issue  and  as  dealt  with  in  the  1935  Judgment  (44  C.R,C.  199).  The  lumber 
shippers  here  contend  unjust  discrimination  exists  in  the  fact  that  the  currency 
exchange  tariff  is  not  reciprocal,  and  that  substantially  was  at  issue  in  the 
earlier  case;  they  now  contend  an  inability  to  prepay  freight  charges  and  also 
did  so  in  the  previous  case;  they  now  assert  a  right  to  obtain  from  the  railways 
any  premium  the  railways  derive  from  their  share  of  freight  charges,  and  similarly 
contended  in  the  previous  case;  the  railways  contend  now,  as  they  did  in  the 
earlier  case,  they  must  finance  and  assume  responsibility  for  * 'collect"  ship- 
ments while  being  expected  by  shippers  to  pay  to  them  any  premium  realized 
from  the  operations  of  the  exchange  situation,  and  notwithstanding  the  railways' 
legal  right  to  demand  prepayment;  that  the  principles  upon  which  the  tariff  was 
established  were  stressed  in  the  earlier  case  and  are  relied  upon  again. 

The  applicants  now  assert  that  the  volume  of  lumber  traffic  has  materially 
increased  since  the  earlier  case;  that  the  lumber  industry  is  in  a  precarious 
position  due  to  rising  costs  and  declining  prices,  but  the  railways  deny  the 
relevancy  of  such  contentions  to  the  matter  at  issue  or  that  it  constitutes 
changed  conditions  which  would  warrant  the  Board  sustaining  the  applications 
now  before  it. 

I  note  that  during  the  course  of  the  present  hearing  Counsel  for  the  railways 
contended: 

**I  would  say  this,  that  it  has  not  been  shown  that  the  Board  has  any  juris- 
diction in  law  to  require  the  railways  to  make  a  payment  to  a  producer.  The 
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payment  asked  for  here  is  not  by  way  of  a  reduction  in  freight  charges.  The 
payment  that  is  being  asked  for  here  is  in  effect  a  subsidy,  a  payment  out  of 
our  revenue  to  be  made  to  shippers  of  lumber.*'  (Transcript,  p.  257) 

but  as  the  question  of  jurisdiction  was  not  otherwise  argued,  it  is  not  necessary 

to  now  resolve  the  point  raised. 

In  the  previous  case  the  Judgment  comments  upon  who  bears  the  frei^t 

charges,  and  says: 

**The  instances  cited  at  the  Vancouver  hearing  appear  to  be  confined  to 
traffic  where  the  freight  charges  are  borne  by  the  United  States  receiver  and 
not  by  the  Canadian  shipper.  It  is  not  apparent  that  the  Canadian  lumber  and 
shingle  shippers  suffer  any  loss  by  the  payment  of  freight  charges  in  the 
United  States  when  the  funds  of  that  country  are  at  a  premium;  the  charges 
are  paid  by  the  consignees.  Where  the  freigjit  charges  on  such  traffic  are 
actually  borne  by  the  Canadian  shipper  or  receiver,  we  have  not  yet  been 
shown  that  the  payment  of  charges  in  Canada,  under  Arrangement  No.  1, 
presents  any  difficulties.'* 
Witness  Harries,  on  cross  examination  during  the  present  hearing,  after 

expressing  the  opinion  it  might  be  feasible  for  lumber  shippers  to  finance  frei^t 

charges,  said: 

**But  I  do  not  think  that  is  the  point.  You  are  dealing  in  a  market  that 
you  do  not  control  and  the  people  in  that  market  say  'We  want  it  on  a  collect 
basis.* 

"Mr.  Boyd:  Q.  Is  it  correct  to  say  that  the  procedure  followed  almost  100  per 
cent  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  consignees  in  the  United  States? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  they  are  satisfied  with  the  payments  they  are  making? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  They  are  not  asking  for  any  discount? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  do  not  propose  to  give  anything  back  to  them? 

A,  No,  sir,  in  exactly  the  same  way  that  they  do  not  give  anything  back 

to  the  Canadian  shipper  when  the  Canadian  shipper  has  to  pay  a  surcharge.'* 

(Transcript,  pp.  216-217) 
The  previous  Judgment  also  mentions  the  allegation  of  the  complainants 
that  the  Canadian  railways  had  obtained  considerable  monetary  benefit  on  collect 
shipments  when  United  States  funds  were  at  a  premium,  and  that  the  railways 
stated  "it  could  not  be  said  that  on  an  average  and  over  a  period  of  time,  the 
Canadian  railways  either  gained  or  lost  by  the  application  of  the  provisions  of 
this  arrangement.**  The  Judgment  then  set  out  particulars  of  the  cost  of  settle- 
ment of  U.S.  carriers*  charges  in  comparison  with  the  surcharge  collected.  This 
was  for  a  period  of  four  months,  April,  July,  September  and  November,  1921,  but 
was  followed  by  similar  data  for  the  six  months  from  October  1,  1931,  and  also 
by  the  comment  that  **when  the  exchange  is  less  than  seven-eights  of  1%  no 
surcharge  is  assessed . . ,  There  have  been  long  periods  of  time  when  United 
States  funds  have  been  at  a  premium,  but  less  than  seven-eights  of  1%,  and  no 
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surcharge  assessed,  although  substantial  amounts  paid  during  such  periods  by 
the  Canadian  railways  covering  exchange  in  settlement  with  United  States  lines." 

While  it  did  not  appear  that  the  decision  in  the  1935  case  was  predicated 
upon  such  showing,  we  requested  during  the  hearing  that  the  railways  now  bring 
these  figures  up  to  date.  Some  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  period  to  be 
selected  and  by  consultation  between  the  Board's  officers  and  the  railways  it 
was  decided  that  the  data  for  the  whole  year  1961  was  all  that  could  be  readily 
and  expeditiously  prepared. 

Considerable  delay  has  been  encountered  in  obtaining  these  data  and,  in 
consequence,  the  decision  has  been  necessarily  delayed.  These  data  were  sub- 
mitted in  statement  form  which  is  reproduced  as  an  appendix  to  this  Judgmeat. 

The  statement  was  also  distributed  to  the  parties  appearing  at  the  hearing 
and  some  submissions  respecting  the  same  have  been  received  and  considered. 

Apart  from  the  submissions  received,  v/e  directed  further  enquiries  to  the 
Railway  Association  of  Canada  as  follows: 

''While  it  is  noted  the  statement  is  prepared  in  the  same  pattern  as  that 
cited  in  the  Board's  1935  Judgment,  it  is  not  clear  as  to  the  meaning  of  the 
heading  in  Column  1  which  reads: 

"'U.S.  Carriers'  charges  collected  in  Canada.' 

"If  as  the  title  implies  the  amounts  stated  represent  only  the  collection 
of  total  charges  in  Canada  accruing  to  United  States  lines,  it  is  assumed 
that  some  comparable  amounts  were  collected  in  the  United  States,  part  of 
which  would  accrue  to  Canadian  lines.  If  United  States  funds  were  at  a 
premium,  the  amount  of  exchange  realized  on  the  conversion  of  American 
funds  to  Canadian  funds  would  accrue  to  Canadian  lines;  on  the  other  hand, 
if  United  States  funds  were  at  a  discount,  Canadian  lines  would  presumably 
experience  a  loss  in  such  conversion. 

"In  the  event  that  the  figures  in  Column  1  represent  the  net  balance  as 
between  United  States  and  Canadian  lines  for  which  payments  would  be  made, 
the  heading  would  not  appear  to  be  correct. 

"A  more  complete  explanation  is  therefore  requested  and  it  is  desirable 
that  it  be  furnished  as  quickly  as  possible." 

Under  date  of  May  28,  1962  the  said  Association  made  the  following  reply: 

"The  amounts  stated  in  Column  1  —  'U.S.  Carriers'  charges  collected  in 
Canada'  shown  on  the  statement  enclosed  with  my  letter  of  18  April  addressed 
to  Mr.  EUicott  represent  only  the  collection  of  total  charges  in  Canada  in 
Canadian  dollars  accruing  to  United  States  lines.  There  would  be  some  freight 
charges  collected  in  the  United  States  and  the  Canadian  lines  proportion 
thereof' would  accrue  to  such  Canadian  lines.  If  U.S.  funds  were  at  a  premium 
the  amount  of  exchange  realized- on  the  conversion  of  U.S.  funds  to  Canadian 
funds  would  accrue  to  Canadian  lines.  Similarly  when  U.S.  funds  are  at  a 
discount  as  was  the  case  for  a  large  part  of  the  year  1961  Canadian  lines 
experience  a  loss  in  such  conversion. 

"The  figures  shown  in  Column  2  of  the  statement  under  the  heading 
'Cost  of  settlement  U,S,  charges  collected  in  Canada'  represent  the  addi- 
tional Canadian  dollars  required  to  obtain  the  equivalent  of  U.S.  dollars  when 
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settlement  .with  the  U.S.  carriers  was  made.  They  represent  the  actual  net 

cost  of  monthly  settlements,  and  not  an  estimated  cost  based  on  an  average 

rate  of  exchange  for  the  year. 

"Column  3  of  the  statement  under  the  heading  'Surcharge  collected' 

represents  the  exchange  surcharge  collected  in  Canadian  dollars  in  order  to 

pay  the  U.S.  carrier  in  US  dollars,** 
It  is  quite  evident  that  the  submitted  data  is  incomplete  insofar  as  it  con- 
cerns the  operation  in  total  of  the  currency  exchange  tariff  although  it  is 
basically  the  same  kind  of  information  as  supplied  to  the  Board  in  respect  of  the 
earlier  periods,  but  I  consider  the  data  as  being  merely  informative  and  not 
determinative  of  the  point  at  issue.  Whether  the  operation  of  the  currency  ex- 
change tariff  results  in  profit  or  loss  to  the  railways  is  immaterial  to  the  allega- 
tions of  unjust  discrimination  upon  which  decision  is  being  made,  consequently 
no  further  consideration  of  this  phase  of  the  matter  is  now  necessary. 

The  proposed  tariff  amendment  submitted  by  the  lumber  applicants  is  ad- 
mitted by  them  to  be  not  confined  to  lumber  traffic.  It  therefore  v/ould  equally 
apply  to  all  freight  traffic  shipped  with  charges  payable  in  the  United  States 
regardless  of  the  merits  or  necessities. 

The  submission  by  B,C,  Interior  Sales  Limited,  to  which  I  have  previously 
referred,  that  the  Canadian  railways  secure  through  their  division  of  the  total 
revenue,  as  measured  by  hypothetical  percentages,  a  **whole"  position  or  a 
profit  at  mainly  the  expense  of  the  shipper,  fails  to  take  into  account  that  the 
freigjit  rates  on  lumber  are  mainly  on  a  competitive  footing  to  the  United  States 
points  of  marketing  with  the  prevailing  freight  rates  from  United  States  producers, 
for  example,  the  rates  from  Vancouver  to  Denver,  Chicago  and  New  York  are 
identical  in  cents  per  100  lbs,  to  the  rates  from  Seattle,  The  rates  from  Canadian 
shipping  points  are  applicable  over  many  different  routes  with  varying  degrees 
of  haul  within  Canada;  for  example,  from  Vancouver  via  the  Great  Northern 
Railway  to  New  York  or  Chicago,  the  haul  within  Canada  is  less  than  2%  of  the 
total  haul,  whereas  should  the  traffic  to  New  York  move  over  the  longer  route  in 
Canada  through  the  Niagara  gateway  the  Canadian  haul  would  approximate  87%, 
and  if  to  Chicago  via  the  Detroit  gateway  about  91%,  To  Chicago  via  the  inter- 
mediate gateway  through  Portal,  N.D.,  the  Canadian  haul  would  approximate  55%, 
It  was  these  varying  lengths  of  Canadian  and  United  States  hauls  over 
which  a  common  through  joint  international  rate  applied  in  most  instances,  which 
the  Board  accepted  as  justification  for  the  surcharge  arrangement  when  it  was 
first  proposed  as  the  only  alternative  to  the  ban  on  payment  of  freight  charges 
in  depreciated  currency.  I  consider  it  unnecessary  to  restate  these  reasons  in 
fall  but  they  may  be  found  in  Vol.  27  of  Canadian  Railway  Cases,  commencing 
at  page  90;  they  are  also  referred  to  in  the  1935  Judgment,  supra.  It  is  sufficient 
to  say  that  the  provision  of  varying  routes,  each  having  different  proportions  in 
each  country  is  of  benefit  to  both  shipper  and  railway.  The  bases  of  60%  and 
40%  represent  the  average  division  of  total  revenue  of  all  railways  engaged  in 
international  carriage;  the  factor  of  60%  representing  the  approximate  proportion 
of  the  United  States  lines  and  the  40%  that  of  Canadian  lines. 
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Obviously  there  are  individual  shippers  whose  traffic  may  move  over  routes 
where  these  factors  are  at  variance  with  the  specific  features  of  such  movements; 
the  Board  recognized  this  would  be  so  and  that  some  shippers  would  gain  and 
others  lose;  also  that  such  a  condition  could  equally  affect  the  railways.  The 
B.C.  Interior  Sales  Limited  states  in  one  of  its  submissions: 

'* Whether  or  not  the  railways  gain  or  lose  on  currency  exchange  is  their 
business  and  it  is  no  concern  of  the  lumber  producers.  The  latter  are  not 
interested  in  *Broad  Averages',  as  there  is  no  good  reason  why  they  should 
relinquish  benefits  which  should  accrue  to  them,  to  enhance  earnings  or  off- 
set losses  of  the  railways.'* 
This  is  an  understandable  position  but  fails  to  take  into  consideration  that 
the   railways   join    in   international    through    rates   voluntarily    and  likewise 
voluntarily  provide  shippers  with  rates  that  are  equal  to  those  of  the  Canadian 
shippers'  competitors.  As  long  as  these  joint  international  rates  apply  without 
being  divisible  at  the  boundary,  and  via  many  differing  routes,  the  railways' 
legal  right  to  demand  payment  at  either  origin  or  destination  is  best  overcome 
by  the  arrangement  now  in  force.  Even  though  it  has  manifest  weaknesses  it  has 
not  been  found  possible  to  substitute  a  scheme  which  would  overcome  the 
allegedly  unfair  parts  thereof. 

The  contention  of  the  applicants  that  money  earned  through  exchange  is 
rightfully  theirs,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  correct.  The  Canadian  railways  receive 
only  the  divisions  of  revenue  agreed  upon  with  their  connecting  United  States 
railways;  they  vary  in  quantum  according  to  the  routes  the  shippers  select  for 
the  transportation  of  their  goods.  As  long  as  the  shipper  pays  no  more  than  the 
tariffs  require  it  is  of  no  concern  to  them  how  the  rates  or  resulting  revenue  is 
divided.  Divisions  can  be  changed  without  knowledge  to  the  shipper  and  he  need 
have  no  concern  with  them. 

*'The  division  of  the  through  rate  as  between  carriers  is  a  matter  of  domestic 
concern,  and  so  long  as  the  through  rate  itself  is  not  unreasonable  it  does 
not  matter  to  the  public  how  the  rate  is  subdivided."  (23  C.R.C.  153,  at 
159-60) 

**but  that  with  reference  to  the  divisions  of  rates  made,  this  is  not  a  matter 
in  which  we  have  an  active  interest  until  it  is  shown  that  the  joint  rate  as  a 
whole  is  an  unreasonable  rate."  (35  C.R.C,  73,  at  p.  83) 
It  is  argued  now  that  it  is  of  no  concern  of  the  shipper  whether  the  railway 
gains  or  loses  on  exchange  transactions,  yet  it  is  equally  contended  that  when 
the  railway  obtains  a  premium  on  its  division  of  freight  revenue  it  is  not  right- 
fully theirs.  At  the  same  time  it  is  conceded  that  when  the  railway  loses  on 
exchange  it  is  right  and  proper  for  it  to  assess  a  surcharge. 

It  is  mentioned  also  that  when  United  States  funds  are  at  a  premium  and 
freight  charges  are  paid  in  Canadian  money  a  surcharge  of  60%  is  assessed 
whereas  if  paid  at  destination  in  United  States  funds  no  discount  is  allowed  to 
the  shipper.  In  my  opinion  the  two  are  not  comparable.  A  surcharge  of  60%  under 
these  conditions  is  to  defray  the  cost  of  providing  United  States  lines  with  their 
share  of  the  revenue  in  the  currency  of  the  United  States  which  they  demand. 
When  United  States  money  is  at  a  discount  and  freight  charges  are  paid  in 
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premium  Canadian  money  the  railways  accord  a  discount  of  like  percentage.  The 
necessity  for  the  assessment  of  a  surcharge  of  40%  when  United  States  funds 
are  at  discount  is  solely  to  prevent  frei^t  charges  being  paid  in  depreciated 
currency  and  the  railways  assert  it  is  not  for  die  purpose  of  securing  a  profit 
therefrom. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  necessary  to  view  the  operation  of  the  currency  exchange 
tariff  as  a  measure  of  voluntary  relief  extended  by  the  railways  from  their  initial 
requirements  of  payment  for  freight  diarges  in  premium  currency.  The  Board  has 
found  that  the  railways  are  entitled  to  designate  where  they  will  accept  payment 
for  their  services;  the  surcharge  and  discount  arrangements  which  have  been 
substituted  for  these  initial  requirements  have  been  in  operation  with  reasonable 
success  for  approximately  the  past  40  years;  and  the  only  alternative  to  the 
present  scheme  might  be  to  revert  to  the  initial  situation  ^ich  was  so  objection- 
able to  all  concerned.  These  were  obviously  among  the  factors  which  caused 
the  Board  to  dismiss  the  1935  applications  and  I  do  not  find  that  any  change  has 
taken  place  since  that  time  which  would  justify  not  sustaining  that  decision. 

The  Board  has  not  abrogated  its  power  to  deal  with  questions  of  unjust 
discrimination  and  to  require  its  removal  if  found  to  exist.  The  applicants  here 
assert  there  is  unjust  discrimination  and  the  grounds  for  that  allegation  are 
illustrated  by  the  following  extract  from  the  Transcript: 

"THE  CfflEF  COMMISSIONER:  Mr.  Blair,  I  would  like  to  clarify,  if  I  can, 
the  matter  of  your  complaint  of  unjust  discrimination.  Is  your  position  that 
the  unjust  discrimination  arises  because  the  arrangements  are  not  reciprocal? 
"MR.    BLAIR:  Yes,  sir,  that  is  our  position,  and  that  in  effect  under  the 
present  arrangement   the  shippers  are  actually  sending  the  shipments  at 
greater  than  the  tariff  rate,  which  has  the  effect  of  discriminating  against  the 
shippers  in  their  market."  (Transcript,  p.  258) 
The  Judgment  rendered  in  the  1935  case,  supra,  contains  no  direct  reference 
to  any  allegation  of  unjust  discrimination  upon  which  the  applicants  based  their 
case;  the  Judgment,  however,  recites  the  applicants'  request  that  "the  Board 
instruct  the  transportation  companies  to  amend  part  1  of  tariff  16-D,  bringing  it 
in  line  with  the  same  reasonable  equitable  plan  as  provided  under  part  2." 
VVhether  or  not  the  issue  then  was  an  allegation  of  "unreasonableness"  or  of 
"unjust  discrimination"  it  is  precisely  the  same  condition  which  is  now  brought 
into  issue. 

Questions  of  unjust  discrimination  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Board  on 
many  occasions.  Often  it  has  been  found  tiiat  vAule  "discrimination"  may  exist 
it  has  been  held  that: 

"The  Railway  Act  authorizes  and  justifies  discrimination.  It  is  only  an 
undue,  unfair  or  unjust  discrimination  that  the  law  is  aimed  against."  (Coyne's 
"Railway  Law  of  Canada",  p.  406) 
Applicants  here  assert  that  the  discrimination  is  unfair  because  they  are 
required  to  pay  a  surcharge  when  Canadian  funds  are  at  a  premium  and  are 
denied  a  discount  when  the  reverse  exchange  situation  occurs. 

The  Judgment  in  "Re  Rates  on  Grain  and  Grain  Products",  43  C.R.C.  97, 
at  p.  108  et  seq.,  sets  out  numerous  extracts  from  decisions  of  the  Board 
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respecting  unjust  discrimination.  I  cite  only  one  of  the  cases  therein  referred 
to: 

*'One   criterion   of  unjust  discrimination   is  whether  the   district  or 
individual  alleged  to  be  discriminated  in  favour  of  has  profited  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  locality  against  which  it  is  alleged  the  discrimination  has  taken 
place.  Where  no  evidence  was  submitted  that  any  rate  advantage  possessed 
by  a  competitor  had  rendered  it  more  difficult  for  the  applicant  company  to 
do  business,  the  allegation  of  unjust  discrimination  was  held  to  be  unfounded. 
From  what  has  been  adduced  in  evidence  and  argument,  I  do  not  consider 
the  applicants  have  established  that  the  railways  extend  undue  preference  to 
some  shippers  and  unduly  discriminate  against  others  by  charging  a  surcharge 
in  one  instance  and  refusing  to  pay  discount  in  another.  The  evidence  is  that 
when  United  States  funds  achieved  a  premium  position  the  lumber  shippers,  in 
particular,  were  relieved  of  payment  of  surcharge  and  secured  payment  for  their 
goods  in  premium  currency,  which  enabled  them  to  either  realize  greater  return 
from  the  sale  of  their  goods,  or  to  extend  the  scope  of  their  sales  activities,  or 
to  maintain  themselves  in  a  favourable  competitive  position  with  domestic  United 
States  lumber  producers.  Considering  that  the  lumber  traffic  enjoys  a  competitive 
freight  rate  position,  it  would  be  quite  unreasonable  in  my  opinion  to  seek  pay- 
ment of  a  discount  on  freight  charges  which  would,  in  effect,  reduce  the  com- 
petitive rate  level  below  that  of  the  traffic  with  which  it  competes. 

There  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  the  denial  of  discount  works  to  the 
disadvantage  of  Canadian  shippers  in  the  United  States  market  or  that  it  gives 
preferential  treatment  to  United  States  producers. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  allegation  of  unjust  discrimination  is  not  sus- 
tained. It  may  well  be  that  the  shippers  are  really  contending  that  the  Canadian 
railways  are  imposing  an  unreasonable  condition,  but  that  is  no  more  the  case 
in  the  present  circumstances  than  may  prevail  in  respect  of  the  whole  arrange- 
ment under  which  the  currency  exchange  tariff  operates,  which  has  been  fully 
demonstrated  by  the  excerpts  and  comments  previously  included  herein. 

Findings: 

I  find  that: 

1.  No  new  or  material  facts  have  been  established  to  warrant  not  sustain- 
ing the  1935  Judgment; 

2,  Unjust  discrimination  within  the  meaning  of  the  prohibitions  of  the 
Railway  Act  has  not  been  established; 

and  that  an  Order  should  issue  dismissing  the  applications.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

This  matter  had  its  origin  in  a  letter  to  the  Board  from  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Department  of  Highways  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  dated  Feb- 
ruary 13th,  1962,  setting  out  that: 

1.  In  constructing  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  in  the  Eraser  Canyon  at  Yale, 
it  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department,  necessary  that  it  encroach  in 
var3dng  degrees  upon  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  for  a  distance  of 
approximately  one  mile. 

2.  The  Province  is  unable  to  purchase  the  required  railway  property  from 
the  Railway  Company. 

3.  As  in  the  past,  the  Province  was  wilUng  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
covering  the   proposed   parallel  encroachment,   as  well  as  a  partial 
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re-location  of  the  railway  track,  without  the  approval  of  the  Board.  It 
states  that  it  may  have  been  in  error  in  this,  since  the  Railway  Act  may 
give  the  Board  power  to  make  Orders  relating  to  parallel  encroachments 
and  to  temporary  or  permanent  diversions  of  a  railway.  It  has  endeavoured 
to  have  the  Railway  Company  accept  the  terms  of  an  agreement  covering 
the  proposed  encroachment  and  diversion  and  has  failed  to  do  so.  The 
Province  has  therefore  applied  to  the  Board  "for  an  Order  on  such  terms 
as  the  Board  deems  proper  covering  the  proposed  parallel  encroachment 
and  diversion.** 

At  the  hearing,  Counsel  for  the  Province  re-stated  the  application  as  follows: 
*'MR.  BURKE-ROBERTSON:  In  view  of  the  perhaps  somewhat  informal 
method  in  which  this  application  was  launched  and  I  understand  from  you, 
sir,  that  Mr.  Brown's  letter  of  February  13th  is  the  only  —  represents  the 
application  insofar  as  any  document  is  before  the  Board,  I  should  like  to 
supplement  that,  if  I  may,  by  saying  that  the  application  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  British  Columbia  is  made  pursuant  to  Section  259  of  the  Railway 
Act  for  leave  to  construct  a  highway  along  or  across  the  railway  from 
Mileage  26,0  to  26.5  in  the  vicinity  of  Yale  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia.  Does  that  state  it  sufficiently  for  your  purposes,  Mr.  Chairman? 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Yes,  I  think  so,  Mr.  Burke-Robertson,  but 
this,  of  course,  as  it  is  worded  does  not  include  any  relocation. 

MR.  BURKE-ROBERTSON:  No.  Well,  we  are -I  don't  know  whether 
there  is  anything  dangerous  in  the  word  *re-location'  as  far  as  the  Prov- 
ince is  concerned,  but  we  simply  regard  this  as  a  diversion  which  follows, 
which  is  consequent  upon  our  application  under  sub-section  259(1).  Under 
sub-section  259(2)  the  Board  has  the  power  to  order  that  the  railway  be 
temporarily  or  permanently  diverted.  That  is  the  order  the  Board  may 
give  on  receiving  an  application  such  as  I  have  outlined  under  Section 
259(1).** 

The  position  of  the  Railway  Company,  with  reference  to  such  an  agreement, 
is  stated  by  Counsel  as  follows: 

"We  are  willing  and  anxious  to  assist  the  province  to  save  money  in  this 
highway  work  and  our  only  request,  as  Mr.  Cherrington  said,  our  only 
request  is  that  we  be  given  such  protection  as  will  ensure  that  we  are 
not  left  in  a  worse  position  than  if  our  land  had  not  been  used,  and  surely 
that  is  not  unreasonable." 
The  issue  appears  from  the  following  passage: 

":.1R.  SPENCE:  V/ell,  I  cannot  agree,  and  our  preliminary  objection  in 
this  case  is  the  rratter  that  we  discussed  at  the  opening  of  this  case  this 
morning,  that  is,  there  is  no  power  provided  under  the  Railway  Act  to 
compel  us  to  enter  into  an  agreement  upon  terms  that  are  not  satisfactory 
to  us.  There  is  perhaps  power  in  the  Railway  A.ct  to  enable  the  Board  to 
give  a  consent,  certainly  that  —  although  I  don't  know  just  what  section

it  would  be  under -but  a  permissive  order  is  not  anything  we  are  com- 
plaining of  or  objecting  to.  A  mandatory  order  we  say  there  is  no  author- 
ity in  the  Railway  Act. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  There  is  no  element  of  consent  here. 

MR.  SPENCE:  We  are —  well,  there  is  this  element  of  consent,  we  say 
we  think  that  the  proposal  of  the  province,  this  red  line  is  a  reasonable 
one,  we  are  satisfied  to  consent  to  that.  We  certainly  don't  want  to  put 
the  province  to  an  extra  $1,100,000  expense  to  build  the  blue  line.  But 
we  do  say  that  we  should  have  proper,  reasonable  protection  for  our- 
selves when  the  province  is  going  to  occupy  our  property  and  we  would 
like  our  terms  to  be  accepted  by  the  province. 

We  say  the  Board -the  Board  can  say  the  railway  and  the  province 
having  agreed  upon  this  matter,  the  Board  gives  authority  to  the  province, 
consents  to  the  province  building  this  line,  this  road,  in  this  way  with 
these  encroachments.  I  don't  know  what  section  that  would  come  under 
but  that  is  just  perhaps  under  the  general  supervisory  powers  of  the 
Board  over  railways  and  railway  property.  I  don't  think  that  the  province 
can  insist  on  the  — can  say  that  the  Board  can  compel  us  to  allow  the 
occupation  of  our  property  though  for  this  purpose. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Well,  I  understand  that  to  be  the  argument 
you  will  make.  But  Mr.  Burke-Robertson's  position,  as  I  understand  him 
to  say  is  this,  that  the  province  applies  to  the  Board  to  authorize  certain 
encroachments  and  says  in  doing  so  if  the  Board  should  make  such  an 
order,  the  Board  can  impose  such  conditions  as  it  sees  fit. 

MR.  BURKE-ROBERTSON:  That  is  the  province's  position  exactly, 
Mr.  Chairman. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  As  I  understand  it. 

MR.  SPENCE:  Well,  it  is  that  latter  part  that  I  object  to.  I  say  the 
Board  can  give  a  permissive  order  but  when  it  comes  to  imposing  terms 
that  we  don't  accept  then  that  order  becomes  mandatory. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  I  realize  that  that  is  your  position,  Mr.  Spence, 
but  I  come  back  to  what  has  been  suggested  here  and  that  is  we  are  not 
here  to  settle  terms  of  an  agreement,  which  was  a  draft  considered  during 
negotiations.  It  is  a  matter  of  our  either  making  an  order,  in  which  case 
conditions  would  be  part  of  that  order,  or  not  making  an  order.  Is  that  not 
what  we  are  here  to  determine? 

MR.  SPENCE:  I  don't  see  power  for  saying  that  conditions  shall  be 
part  of  the  order. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Well,  possibly  we  don't  need  to  deal  with 
that  now.  Mr.  Burke-Robertson's  position,  as  I  have  said,  and  he  concurs, 
is  that  if  an  order  should  be  made  conditions  would  be  part  of  it,  and  if 
the  province  wished  to  live  with  that  order,  they  would  have  to  live  with 
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the  conditions  as  part  of  the  order.  Your  position  is  we  have  no  power  to 
make  any  order  at  all. 

MR.  SPENCE:  I  can  see  — we  can  go  this  far:  If  the  conditions  are 
our  conditions,  that  is  perhaps  putting  it  bluntly,  but  then  it  is  a  per- 
missive order,  that  is,  the  province  may  occupy  the  property  of  the  rail- 
way company  upon  the  terms  that  the  railway  company  lays  down.  If  it 
does  not  want  to  accept  those  terms,  well,  it  need  not  occupy  the  prop- 
erty. Now,  that  is  a  permissive  order. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  In  any  case,  Mr.  Spence,  your  position  is 
that  we  have  no  power  to  make  a  mandatory  order  but  that  we  may  make 
a  consent  order? 

MR.  SPENCE:  Yes,  sir. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Isn't  that  in  short  what  your  position  is? 
MR.  SPENCE:  Yes,  sir,  that  is  it. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Mr.  Burke- Robertson  says  on  the  other  hand 
we  have  the  power  to  make  an  order  and  we  can  impose  over  your  objec- 
tions such  terms  and  conditions  as  we  are  invited  by  him  to  impose  and 
that  we  see  proper  to  impose. 

MR.  SPENCE:  Yes,  I  think  that  is  the  issue.*' 

The  area  embraced  in  the  application  lies  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Eraser 
River  up-stream  from  Yale,  The  Province  proposes  to  re-locate  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway  from  Yale  Creek  to  a  point  almost  one  and  a  half  miles  further  up-stream. 

The  existing  highway  crosses  from  the  north  side  of  the  railway  over  the 
portal  of  C.P.R.  Tunnel  No.  7,  follows  the  river  closely,  and  re-crosses  the  rail- 
way at  a  point  close  to  Yale  Creek. 

The  Province  proposes  to  construct  that  part  of  the  Trans-Canada  Highway 
so  that  it  will  follow  a  less  tortuous  route  and  will  remain  north  of  the  railway. 

The  proposed  route  for  the  highway  will  entail  such  a  deposit  of  fill  as  will 
necessitate  the  re-location  of  the  railway  for  a  distance  of  approximately  700 
yards.  There  is  no  application  before  the  Board  from  the  Railway  Company  for 
authority  to  re-locate  or  divert  its  railway  at  this  point. 

In  the  past  the  Province  has  entered  into  such  or  similar  agreements  with 
the  Railway  Company  where  a  highway  was  parallel  to  and  encroached  upon  the 
right-of-way.  In  this  instance,  however,  it  has  declined  to  do  so,  rejecting  the 
Railway's  standard  form  of  agreement  and  submitting  in  lieu  thereof  to  the  Rail- 
way Company  an  agreement  which  the  latter  refuses  to  accept. 

Because  of  the  conclusion  at  which  I  have  arrived  in  this  application,  I  find 
it  unnecessary  to  comment  upon  the  proposed  agreements. 

The  proposal  of  the  Province  entails  two  consequences  for  the  Railway: 

1.  The  re-location  or  diversion  referred  to  above; 

2.  The  deposit  on  the  railway  right-of-way  of  fill  which  will  encroach  upon 
the  railway  right-of-way  at  several  points. 
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The  Province  is  willing  to  accept  any  conditions  in  order  to  carry  oat  its 
project,  provided  that  these  conditions  are  imposed  by  the  Board. 

The  position  of  the  Province  and  the  Railway  Company,  therefore,  at  the 
time  this  matter  came  before  the  Board  was  that  negotiations  as  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  under  which  encroachment  upon  the  railway  could  be  effected  under 
agreement  had  broken  down. 

Coonsel  for  the  Province  had  contended  that  the  proposed  highway  construc- 
tion is  not  only  desirable  in  itself  but  is  necessary  so  that  the  standard  of  con- 
struction throughout  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  may  be  maintained  through  this 
section;  that  highway  traffic  approaching  this  section  would  be  placed  in  jeopardy 
from  the  unexpected  nature  of  the  present  road  in  relation  to  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway  generally,  and  that  the  highway  requires  improvement  to  the  point  where 
it  can  be  used  with  safety  and  convenience  by  the  public.  In  addition,  the  high- 
way traffic  on  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  would  no  longer  cross  the  railway  at 
the  crossing  near  Yale  Creek  referred  to  above.  This  crossing  would  not  be 
closed.  It  would  remain  a  public  crossing,  but  the  flow  of  traffic  over  the  Trans- 
Canada  Highway  would  no  longer  have  to  cross  the  railway  at  this  point.  Based 
on  these  contentions.  Counsel  has  submitted  that  the  proposed  new  highway  is  a 
work  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public. 

The  only  witness  for  the  Province  was  Mr.  E.B.  Wilkins,  a  Design  and 
Planning  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  a  member  of  the  Highway 
Board  of  the  Province.  He  gave  evidence,  not  only  as  to  the  proposed  route,  but 
as  to  two  alternative  routes.  The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  the  proposed 
route  is  $2,100,000.  The  route  lying  north  of  the  proposed  route,  although  accept- 
able from  an  engineering  point  of  view,  entails  greater  costs  of  some  $1,500,000. 
The  second  alternative  route  (which  would  necessitate  crossing  the  railway  at 
two  locations)  is  less  desirable  from  an  engineering  point  of  view  and  entails 
greater  costs  of  some  $2,000,000. 

As  to  the  purpose  of  the  construction,  Mr.  Wilkins  said: 

**A.  Tlie  purpose  of  the  project  is  that  the  existing  alignment  of  the 
highway  is— does  not  meet  geometric  requirements  and  the  travel  speed 
of  the  highway  is  in  the  order  of  35  miles  an  hour  instead  of  what  is  re- 
quired by  Trans-Canada. 

Q.  Now,  you  say  required  by  Trans-Canada.  What  do  you  mean  by  that? 
A.  General  standards  have  been  laid  down  by  Trans -Canada  for  the 
geometries  of  an  acceptable  highway. 

Q.  I  suppose  it  is  true  to  say  that  the  standards  have  been  fixed  by 
agreement  between  the  provinces,  is  that  correct? 
A.  Agreement  between  the  provinces. 

Q.  The  standards  that  are  to  be  adhered  to  by  the  respective  provinces 
in  constructing  their  portions  of  the  Trans-Canada  Highway? 
A.  This  is  correct. 
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Q.  What  is  the  width  of  the  piesent  highway  at  this  area,  at  this 
present  point? 

A.  The  present  highway  is  24  feet  wide  at  the  paved  portico  with 
variable  width  shoulders. 

Q.  What  would  the  proposed  width  be? 

A.  Well,  the  proposed  width  is  24  feet  with  ten-foot  shoulders  making 
a  travelled  surface  of  44  feet. 

Q.  So  that  the  primary  purpose  then  is  to  straighten  what  is  now  a 
very  tortuous  road? 

A.  This  is  the  primary  purpose. 
Q.  To  simplify  it? 

A.  Yes,  that  is  right,  and  remove  a  dangerous  situation  due  to  cur- 
vature. 

Q.  Why  is  it  dangerous? 

A.  The  curvature  is  so  tortuous  that,  in  relation  to  the  rest  of  the 
highway,  a  motorist  proceeding  at  the  speed  at  which  he  can  travel  on 
the  rest  of  the  highway  will  be  in  a  dangerous  situation  on  entering  this 
section.'* 
And  further: 

"MR.  BURKE-ROBERTSON:  Q.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Wilkins.  There  is  just 
one  further  question.  What  have  you  to  say  if  anjrthing  as  to  the  safety  and 
convenience  of  the  public  if  the  proposed  plan  is  followed,  the  proposed 
encroachment  is  made  along  the  red  line,  as  compared  with  the  existing 
problems,  the  existing  road  which  follows  as  you  said  a  very  tortuous 
path.  Do  you  understand  my  question? 

A.  Yes.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  doubt  that  the  new  design  as  shown 
by  the  red  is  considerably  more  safe  than  the  original  design  and  this 
really  was  the  reason  — 

Q.  Than  the  existing  plan? 

A.  Than  the  existing  plan. 

Q.  Than  the  existing  road,  you  mean? 

A.  Than  the  existing  road.  And  this  really  was  the  reason  why  the 
money  was  being  spent  in  order  to  make  this  portion  of  the  highway  safe 
in  comparison  with  the  remainder  of  the  highway,  and  this  portion  of  the 
highway  must  be  considered  extremely  dangerous  in  relation  to  the  rest 
of  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  and  the  section  through  the  Eraser  Canyon. 

Q.  Why  is  it  more  dangerous  in  relation  to  the  other  parts  of  the  high- 
way? 

A.  Because  of  the  curvature.  The  curvature  is  much  more  severe  here 
than  on  the  remainder  of  the  highway. 
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Q.  You  said  a  little  while  ago  that  you  can  travel  on  the  other  parts 
of  the  highway,  just  outside  of  this  area,  at  a  much  faster  rate,  and  do 
you  mean  by  that  the  traveller  is  unexpectedly  confronted  with  these  —  with 
this  tortuous  road? 

A.  This  is  precisely  the  situation  and  because  of  the  unexpected  nature 
this  is  considered  a  very  dangerous  section,  and  because  of  its  short 
length,  there  is  only  1.4  miles,  1.44  miles  of  it." 
In  cross-examination  Mr.  Wilkins  said: 

"Q.  Mr.  Wilkins,  your  application  is  contained  in  a  letter  that  Mr.  Brown 
wrote  to  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  dated  February  13,  1962, 
is  that  correct? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  the  first  paragraph  of  that  letter  says: 

*In  constructing  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  in  the  Fraser  Canyon 
at  Yale'  - 

Now,  it  was  my  understanding  that  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  already 
was  there  and  that  this,  the  road  that  exists  at  the  present  time  there,  is 
the  Trans-Canada  Highway  for  the  present,  is  it  not? 
A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  Yes.  And  I  understood  your  evidence  to  be  that  the  purpose  of  this 
project  was  just  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  highway  to  match  the 
standards  of  Trans-Canada  Highway  elsewhere? 

A.  That  is  right.** 

I  should  mention  that  over  the  extent  of  the  project  (1.44  miles)  approxi- 
mately Vi  or  about  %  of  a  mile  of  the  existing  highway  is  within  the  limits  of 
the  Railway  Company's  right-of-way.  There  is  no  evidence  before  the  Board 
as  to  the  right  by  which  the  highway  is  there,  although  there  is  a  suggestion 
that  it  is  on  the  approximate  site  of  the  original  Cariboo  Road. 

Counsel  for  the  Railway  Company  has  contended  that  the  construction  of 
a  highway  made  principally  for  improved  travel  is  not  a  work  that  makes  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  259  of  the  Railway  Act  pertaining  to  re-location  of  railways 
applicable  if  there  is  no  railway-highway  crossing  involved.  Further,  he  has  sub- 
mitted, on  the  admissions  of  the  witness  for  the  Province,  that  the  application  to 
the  Board  is  brought  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  an  expropriation  of  railway  prop- 
erty which  the  Province  has  no  power  to  effect  otherwise,  and  that  this  is  the 
light  in  which  the  Board  should  view  it.  Further,  that  the  provisions  of  Section  259 
fall  short  of  requiring  the  Railway  Company  to  take  up  its  rails,  sell  its  land  to  the 
Province  and  go  elsev^here  because  a  Highway  Department  wants  to  build  in  that 
location.  Further,  that  if  there  is  no  change  necessary  in  order  to  protect  the  public, 
the  railway  has  a  right  to  say  that  it  is  on  its  property  by  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
and  that  there  is  nothing  in  any  other  Act  of  Parliament  which  requires  it  to  vacate 
it.  Further,  that  the  Board  has  no  power  to  make  the  Order  sought  in  the  absence 
of  the  Railway  Corripany's  consent. 
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The  point,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  Board  has  to  consider  is  whether  it  has 
power  under  the  Railway  Act  to  make  the  Order  sought  by  the  Province. 

On  this,  the  argument  of  Counsel  for  the  Province  is  that  section  259  of  the 
Railway  Act  gives  the  Board  power  to  authorize  the  Province  to  construct  its 
highway  along  or  across  the  railway,  and  to  direct  the  diversion  of  the  railway 
consequent  upon  such  construction;  that  the  proposal  is  a  highway  improvement 
for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public;  that  by  reason  of  the 
definition  of  "railway**  in  section  2(21)  of  the  Railway  Act,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  show  that  the  proposed  highway  will  cross  any  track  of  the  railway  company; 
that  it  is  sufficient  to  show  that  it  will  cross  railway  property.  Consequently  that 
the  Board  has  power  to  grant  the  Order  applied  for. 

The  position  taken  by  Counsel  for  the  Railway  Company  is:— 
(i)  that  sections  of  the  Railway  Act  dealing  specifically  with  crossings  are 
sections  258,  259  and  260.  Section  258  generally  provides  that  a  railway 
may  be  constructed  upon,  along  or  across  an  existing  highway  only  with 
leave  of  the  Board.  It  has  no  application  here.  Section  260  is  a  section 
providing  for  protection  at  existing  crossings.  It  has  no  application  here; 

(ii)  that  section  259  provides  for  applications  to  construct  a  railway  upon, 
along  or  across  a  highway  or  to  construct  a  highway  along  or  across  a 
railway;  that  the  proposal  of  the  Province  is  neither  of  these;  that  this 
is  an  application  in  part  for  an  Order  that  the  railway  be  removed  and 
the  highway  put  in  its  place; 

(iii)  that  the  word  "along",  as  used  in  section  259  is  only  in  there  to  provide 
for  a  crossing  that  may  be  carried  over  the  railway  at  an  acute  angle; 
that  the  whole  tenor  of  section  259  shows  that  it  is  intended  to  cover 
only  cases  in  which  crossings  of  the  railway  tracks  are  involved,  i.e., 
where  there  could  be  a  collision  between  trains  on  the  tracks  and  vehicles 
on  the  highway  (or  obstruction  to  traffic); 

(iv)  that  the  terms  and  conditions  that  the  Board  is  authorized  to  impose  are 
only  terms  and  conditions  as  to  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public; 

(v)  that  the  works  that  the  Board  may  order  under  that  section  are  works  to 
be  done  with  a  view  to  eliminating  or  diminishing  a  danger  or  obstruction 
likely  to  arise  in  connection  with  a  crossing  applied  for,  or  arising  or 
likely  to  arise  in  connection  with  an  existing  crossing; 

(vi)  that  the  Board  has  no  power  to  issue  the  Order  applied  for; 

(vii)  that  "the  Board  should  not  make  an  Order  that  goes  any  further  than  this, 
that  if  and  when  an  agreement  has  been  reached  between  the  Province 
and  the  Railway  Company  as  to  the  terras  upon  which  the  track  shall  be 
located  and  the  encroachment  made,  then  the  Province  shall  have  leave 
to  proceed  to  perform  the  work.'*

I  have  perused  these  cases  and  do  not  propose  to  discuss  them  in  this  Judg- 
ment, other  than  the  case  of  Hamilton  v.  T.H.  Ss  B.  Ry.  Co.  In  that  case  the 
City  of  Hamilton  had  applied  to  the  Board  for  an  Order  directing  the  Toronto, 
Hamilton  and  Buffalo  Railway  Company  to  divert  its  railway  approximately  one 
mile  away  from  its  location  so  that  the  Railway  Company  would  use  the  same 
right-of-way  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company.  A  bonus  by-law  had  been 
passed  by  the  City  granting  the  Railway  Company  some  $225,000.00;  defining  the 
location  of  the  railway;  requiring  the  Company  to  erect  a  station  and  providing, 
inter  alia,  for  permanent  operation  of  passenger  train  service  in  the  city.  The 
by-law  had  been  sanctioned  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  and 
by  the  Parliament  of  Canada.  The  application  of  the  City  was  made  under  section 
167  (now  181)  of  the  Railway  Act,  which  section  deals  with  deviation,  change 
or  alteration  in  the  railway  as  already  constructed  or  as  merely  located  and  sanc- 
tioned. The  Board  had  taken  the  view  that  because  of  sections  26(2),  (now  sec- 
tion 33),  section  28,  (now  sections  36  and  37),  and  section  29,  (now  section  38), 
it  had  jurisdiction  to  order  the  diversion  applied  for  because  it  had  power  to 
authorize  it  if  applied  for  by  the  Railway  Company.  The  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Supreme  Court  by  way  of  a  stated  case,  and  the  Supreme  Court  in  a  majority 
decision  ruled  that  the  Board  did  not  have  jurisdiction  to  order  the  diversion 
under  section  181.  Mr.  Justice  Duff,  as  he  then  was,  pointed  out  that  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  237  and  238  (now  259  and  260)  were  not  invoked,  saying: 
** Before  proceeding  to  discuss  what  appears  to  me  to  be  the  real  point 
in  controversy,  it  should  be  observed  that  the  learned  Chief  Commissioner 
in  his  reasons  for  judgment  has  made  it  very  plain  that  this  is  not  a  case 
for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  given  by  sections  237  and  238  and  that 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  to  grant  the  application,  if  it  exists,  must 
be  rested  upon  section  157,'*  (now  section  181). 
Reviewing  his  Judgment  in  the  previous  case  of  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Com- 
pany V.  Department  of  Agriculture  of  Ontario,  42  S.C.R.  557,  and  reviewing  the 
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powers  of  the  Board  under  section  26(2),  (now  section  33(2) )  and  section  28, 
(now  sections  36  and  37),  Mr.  Justice  Duff  went  on  to  say: 

**  I  will  briefly  re-state  my  opinion  as  to  the  real  meaning  of  these 

sections.  As  to  section  26(2):  it  will  be  observed  that  the  power  there 
given  is  expressly  made  excercisable  only  in  so  far  as  is  'not inconsistent 
with  this  Act,'  and,  therefore,  when  it  is  suggested  that  an  authority 
given  by  some  particular  section  of  the  Act  that  on  its  face  is  only  an 
authority  to  pronounce  permissive  orders  is  by  the  operatioi  of  this 
provision  converted  into  an  authority  to  pronounce  mandatory  orders,  it 
is  necessary  in  each  case  to  ascertain  from  the  section  by  which  the 
specific  authority  is  given,  whether  or  not  such  a  result  is  consistent 
with  the  true  intendment  of  that  secticsi.  This  consideration  alone,  in  my 
opinion,  would  forbid  the  application  of  section  25(2)  to  section  167  in 
the  manner  now  contended  for:  for  the  language  of  section  167  itself 
contemplates,  it  appears  to  me,  the  initiative  of  the  railway  company  as  a 
substantive  condition  of  the  Board's  jurisdiction,  which  is  merely  to 
'approve'  and  'sanction'   something  'proposed*  by  the  railway  company. 

I  think,  however,  with  respect,  apart  altogether  from  this,  that  the 
application  of  section  26(2)  in  the  manner  proposed  is  inconsistent  with 
the  real  purpose  and  meaning  of  section  26(2)  itself,  which  is,  it  appears 
to  me,  to  give  to  the  Board  a  power  to  make  mandatory  orders  for  the 
strictly  limited  purpose  of  regulating  the  time  and  manner  in  which  some 
authority  shall  be  exercised  which  has  been  conferred  by  Parliament 
directly  or  mediately  through  the  action  of  the  Board.  The  section  does 
not  say  that  'the  Board  may  order  and  require  any   company  to  do  any 

act'  'which  such  company  is  or  Hiay  be  authorized 

to  do.'  What  the  section  provides  is  that,  where  the  company  is  or  may  be 
authorized  or  required  to  do  something  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  or  by  the 
Board  — the  Board  may  order  that  it  shall  be  done  'forthwith  or  within  or 
at  any  specified  time  and  in  any  manner  prescribed  by  the  Board.*  The 
section  authorizes  the  regulating  of  companies  and  persons  when  exer- 
cising powers  conferred  by  the  Act  or  by  the  Board  by  prescribing  the 
time  and  manner  in  which  such  powers  shall  be  exercised.  To  read  the 
section  as  authorizing  the  Board  by  a  mandatory  order  to  convert  a  per- 
missive authority  to  do  something,  into  an  obligation  to  do  it,  is  to  go 
beyond  the  necessary  scope  and  meaning  of  the  language  used.** 
From  the  case  just  referred  to  it  seems  clear  that  a  deviation  or  diversion  of 
a  railway  already  constructed  or  as  located  and  sanctioned  may  be  authorized 
by  the  Board  under  section  181  only  if  such  deviation  or  diversion  is  required  by 
the  Railway  Company;  the  Order  of  the  Board  is  permissive  and  not  mandatory. 

Should  I  find  that  the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  under  section  259  to  grant 
the  application  of  the  Province  I  could  not  find  jurisdiction  in  the  combined  oper- 
ation of  sections  33,  36,  37,  38  and  181.  I  must  therefore  look  for  the  Board's 
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jurisdiction  in  section  259  of  the  Railway  Act.  Subsections  (1)  and  (2)  of  section 

259  read  as  follows: 

* '259(1)  Upon  any  application  for  leave  to  construct  a  railway  upon, 
along  or  across  any  highway,  or  to  construct  a  highway  along  or  across 
any  railway,  the  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Board  a  plan  and  profile 
showing  the  portion  of  the  railway  and  highway  affected. 

(2)  The  Board  may,  by  order,  grant  such  application  in  whole  or  in 
part  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  protection,  safety  and 
convenience  of  the  public  as  the  Board  deems  expedient,  or  may  order 
that  the  railway  be  carried  over,  under  or  along  the  highway,  or  that  the 
highway  be  carried  over,  under  or  along  the  railway,  or  that  the  railway 
be  temporarily  or  permanently  diverted,  or  that  such  other  work  be  exe- 
cuted, watchmen  or  other  persons  employed,  or  measures  taken  as  under 
the  circumstances  appear  to  the  Board  best  adapted  to  remove  or  diminish 
the  danger  or  obstruction,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  arising  or  likely 
to  arise  in  respect  of  the  granting  of  the  application  in  whole  or  in  part 
in  connection  with  the  crossing  applied  for,  or  arising  or  likely  to  arise 
in  respect  thereof  in  connection  with  any  existing  crossings"  (Emphasis 
mine). 

Section  259,  as  it  now  appears  in  the  Act,  was  enacted  in  1909  when  it  was 
section  237  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906.  Prior  to  1909  section  237 
did  not  contain  the  word /'along'*  in  respect  of  the  construction  of  a  highway  over 
a  railway.  The  word  "along**  was  introduced  in  the  Act  in  1909.  At  that  time  the 
Board  did  not  have  the  power  to  order  a  diversion  of  the  railway,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  word  "along**  was  introduced  in  sub  section  (1)  of  section  237  (now 
259)  to  cover  the  case  of  diversion  of  a  railway  along  a  highway  for  which  provi- 
sion was  then  made  in  subsection  (2)  of  that  section. 

The  wording  of  the  section  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Board  has 
no  power  to  order  that  a  highway  be  constructed  upon  a  railway  unless  it  is  for 
the  purpose  of  crossing  it. 

"Crossing**  is  defined  in  section  265(9)  as  follows: 

"(9)  In  this  section,  "crossing**  means  any  railway  crossing  of  a 
highway,   or  any  highway  crossing  of  a  railway,  and  every  manner  of 
construction  of  the  railway  or  of  the  highway  by  the  elevation  or  the 
depression  of  the  one  above  or  below  the  other,  or  by  the  diversion  of 
one  or  the  other,  and  any  work  ordered  or  authorized  by  the  Board  to  be 
provided  as  one  work  for  the  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public  in  respect  of  one  or  more  railways  of  as  many  tracks  crossing  or 
so  crossed  as  the  Board  in  its  discretion  determines.** 
In  section  265  the  Board  may  authorize  a  contribution  from  the  Railway 
Grade   Crossing  Fund  for  works  actually  done  for  the  protection,  safety  and 
convenience  of  the  public  in  respect  of  existing  crossings  at  rail  level. 

The  terms  and  conditions  which  the  Board  may  impose  in  granting  an  appli- 
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cation  under  section  259  are  terms  and  conditions  for  the  protection,  safety  and 
convenience  of  the  public  to  diminish  or  remove  a  danger  or  obstruction  at  a 
crossing. 

Protection,  safety  and  convenience,  as  used  in  section  259,  is  also  used  in 
other  sections  of  the  Act.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  (as  used  in  section  259)  the  pro^ 
tection,  safety  and  convenience  in  respect  of  the  physical  crossing  of  a  highway 
from  one  side  of  the  railway  right-of-way  over  the  track  of  the  railway  to  meet  the 
highway  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  railway  right-of-way;  in  other  words,  it  is  the 
continuation  of  the  highway  from  one  side  of  the  railway  right-of-way  over  and 
across  the  track  of  the  railway  to  meet  the  highway  on  the  opposite  side.  Tae 
whole  section  lends  itself  to  that  interpretation. 

I  am  unable  to  read  in  section  259  jurisdiction  in  the  Board  to  authorize  the 
construction  of  a  highway  upon  th^  railway  except  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  it. 
In  cross-examination  Mr.  Wilkins  said: 

"Q.  The  intention  then,  Mr.  Wilkins,  is  to  come  to  the  Board  to  get  the 
Board  to  order  the  same  thing  as  expropriation  of  the  railway  property? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  is  to  force  the  railway  to  give  you  the  land  or  the  use  of  the 
land  upon  the  terms  laid  down  by  the  Department  of  Highways? 
A.  That  is  correct. 
Q.  Yes.  Now,  Mr.  Wilkins  — 
An  objection  was  then  taken  that  the  witness  was  not  competent  to  answer 
the  question.  The  answer  was  accepted  subject  to  the  objection  of  Counsel  for 
the  Province. 

The  witness  also  said: 

"Q.  

Now,  Mr.  Brown's  (Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Highways)  letter 
goes  on  to  say: 

'It  is  necessary  that  we  encroach  in  varying  degrees  upon  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway' 
—  that  is  not  literally  correct,  is  it?  What  I  mean  is,  or  what  Mr.  Brown 
meant  to  say  was,  that  it  was  desirable  in  the  interests  of  economy  that 
you  encroach.  Would  that  be  a  more  accurate  way  of  putting  it? 

A.  Well,  I  think  precisely  we  would  have  to  encroach  to  a  limited  ex- 
tent, I  don't  know,  but  1  would  agree  with  your  general  statement,  because 
we  have  to  join  up  with  the  highway  on  the  east  end,  we  would  have  to 
encroach  in  any  case  there. 

Q.  Yes,  because  east  of  this  proposal  there  is  an  encroachment  and 
you  run  into  that  now? 

A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  And  so  the  part  beyond  that  is  only  desirable,  not  necessary? 
A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  It  is  a  matter  of  economics;  if  money  were  no  object  you  could 
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avoid  encroaching  by  tunnelling,  as  you  have  said? 
A.  This  is  correct. 

Q.  As  the  blue  line  indicates  or  in  the  alternative  perhaps  you  could 
cross  the  river  by  bridge? 
A.  This  is  correct. 

Q.  Or  you  could  go  around  the  other  side  of  the  mountain." 
Although  I  do  not  treat  seriously  the  suggestion  that  the  highway  could,  as 
an  alternative,  be  taken  "around  the  other  side  of  the  mountain*',  I  think  it  is 
clear  that  what  is  sought  here  through  an  Order  of  the  Board  is  a  forcible  taking 
of  railway  property  of  the  Railway  Company  for  the  purpose  of  highway  improve- 
ment, where  no  protection,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  is  involved  in 
respect  of  the  crossing  by  the  highway  of  the  track  of  the  Railway  Company.  Such 
an  Order  would  achieve  for  the  Province  a  more  economical  route  than  alternatives 
open  to  it. 

In  my  opinion  the  Board  is  not  given  the  power  to  authorize  the  encroach- 
ments applied  for  without  the  consent  of  the  Railway  Company,  which  consent  is 
lacking  here.  I  would  therefore  dismiss  the  application. 

Even  if  the  Board  had  the  power  to  order  the  encroachment,  it  could  not,  in 
my  opinion,  grant  the  application  because  a  diversion  of  the  railway  is  entailed. 
Following  the  decision  in  Hamilton  v.  T.H.  &  B.  Ry.  Co.,  the  Board  has  not 
jurisdiction  to  order  a  diversion  of  the  railway  unless  such  diversion  is  requested 
by  the  Company,  or  unless  it  is  to  remove  or  diminish  a  danger  or  obstruction  in 
respect  of  a  crossing.  In  respect  of  diversion,  the  Order  sought  is  not  for  the 
removal  or  diminution  of  danger  in  respect  of  a  crossing.  The  railway  has  not 
applied  for  such  diversion.  I  find  that  the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  order  the 
diversion  of  the  railway  in  this  case. 

Order  to  issue  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  Cumberland  Railway  Company,  which  was  formerly  the  Cumberland 
Railway  and  Coal  Company,  is  a  railway  company  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board.  By  successive  steps,  it  has  abandoned  its  line  of  railway  and  is  now 
no  longer  an  operating  railway  company, 

Sydney  and  Louisburg  Rsdlway  Company  operates  between  Sydney,  N.S., 
and  Louisburg,  N,S.,  with  branch  lines  serving  New  Waterford  and  Glace  Bay. 
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The  railway,  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway 
Company  were  declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada  by  Chapter 
74  of  the  Statutes  of  Canada  1960-61. 

On  September  30th,  1961,  the  two  railway  companies  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment under  which  The  Cumberland  Railway  Company  would  purchase,  with 
effect  from  October  1st,  1961,  all  the  properties  and  assets  of  Sydney  and 
Louisburg  Railway  Company  as  described  in  the  agreement. 

Both  railway  companies  have  applied  jointly  to  the  Board  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  153  of  the  Railway  Act  for  an  Order  recommending  to  the  Governor  in 
Council  the  sanction  of  the  agreement. 

If  effect-  is  given  to  the  agreement,  Cumberland  Railway  v/ill  operate  the 
undertaking  of  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway,  with  no  consequent  change  in  the 
present  service. 

Each  railway  com.pany  is  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  Dominion  Coal  Com- 
pany Limited.  The  common  shares  of  the  latter  are  wholly  owned  by  Dominion 
Steel  and  Coal  Corporation  Limited. 

Evidence  was  given  by  the  General  Solicitor  of  Dominion  Steel  and  Coal 
Corporation  Limited  and  of  Dominion  Coal  Company  Limited,  and  by  the  Comp- 
troller of  Dominion  Steel  and  Coal  Corporation.  Both  were  of  the  opinion  that  the 
agreement  is  a  provident  one  for  both  railway  companies. 

The  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen  and  Engineers  and  the  Brotherhood 
of  Railway  Trainmen  were  represented  at  the  hearing.  No  other  persons  appeared 
and  no  objections  were  made  to  the  granting  of  the  application. 

The  object  of  the  agreement  is  clearly  the  reduction  of  expense  through  tax 
savings.  This  saving  has  two  aspects: 

1.  The  Cumberland  Railway  has  a  non-contributory,  non-funded  pension 
plan,  operating  at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors.  There  are  189  pen- 
sioners currently  receiving  $111,000  yearly.  As  Cumberland  Railway 
has  no  revenue,  the  money  for  the  payment  of  pensions  has  been  advanced 
by  Dominion  Coal  Company  Limited.  Upon  the  acquisition  of  the  Sydney 
and  Louisburg  Railway  by  The  Cumberland  Railway,  the  revenue  of  the 
former  would  then  accrue  to  the  latter  and  by  so  doing  would  enable  The 
Cumberland  Railway  to  maintain  the  greater  part  (if  not  all)  of  its  pension 
payments  from  its  own  revenues.  Following  upon  this,  the  cost  of  the 
pension  plan  would  be  a  charge  against  revenue.  It  is  the  submission 
of  the  Applicants  that,  as  the  pension  arrangements  are  voluntary  and 
non -contributory,  Cumberland  Railway  would  be  put  in  a  better  position 
to  continue  payments  under  such  pension  plan. 

2.  The  accumulated  deficit  of  Cumberland  Railway  as  of  September  30th, 
1961,  was  approximately  $2,400,000.  The  submission  of  the  Applicants 
is  that  if  the  agreement  is  implemented  a  probable  tax  saving  will  result 
by  virtue  of  the  deficit  of  The  Cumberland  Railway  being  carried  forward 
as  against  the  future  earnings. 

Evidence  was  also  given  that  the  parent  company  would  furnish  the  funds  to 
enable  The  Cumberland  Railway  to  effect  the  purchase. 
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On  the  evidence  I  am  satisfied  that: 

(a)  The  agreement  between  the  companies  is  in  the  best  interests  of 
both  companies; 

(b)  Cumberland  Railway  Company  is  financially  able  to  purchase  the 
assets  of,  and  to  continue  to  operate  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg 
Railway; 

(c)  The  area  served  by  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  will  not  be  de- 
trimentally affected; 

(d)  The  agreement  will  have  no  adverse  effect  upon  the  employees  of 
Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway,  There  are  no  longer  any  employees 
of  Cumberland  Railway; 

(e)  The  agreement,  in  the  circumstances,  appears  to  be  a  provident  one. 

I  would  grant  the  application,  and  recommend  to  the  Governor  in  Council 
that  the  agreement  of  September  30th,  1961,  between  The  Cumberland  Railway 
Company  and  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  Company  be  sanctioned. 

An  Order  will  go  accordingly.

KIRK,  Commissioner: 

I  concur  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  that  the 
application  be  granted  and  be  recommended  for  sanction  by  the  Governor  in 
Council.  In  so  concurring,  I  am  conscious  that  the  continuance  of  service  by 
the  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway  Company  does  not  rest  upon  the  consumma- 
tion of  the  Agreement.  I  am  equally  conscious  that  the  Agreement  has  no  other 
objective  than  to  reduce  the  expense  of  the  parent  company  —  the  Dominion  Coal 
Company  —  for  whose  carriage  of  traffic  the  Sydney  and  Louisburg  Railway 
essentially  exists. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  coal  industry  in  this  area  is  in  a  depressed 
condition;  one  has  but  to  read  the  reports  of  the  Royal  Commission  and  of  the 
Dominion  Coal  Board  to  verify  this  fact.  As  owner  of  both  the  Cumberland  and 
the  Sydney  railways,  the  Dominion  Coal  Company  is  apparently  called  upon  to 
provide  any  deficiency  in  revenues,  and  has  advanced  sums  to  defray  the  volun- 
tary non-contributory  pensions  paid  to  former  Cumberland  employees.  While  no 
direct  obligation  to  continue  such  payments  appears  to  exist,  it  makes  more 
secure  the  carrying  on  of  such  pensions  if  they  can  be  provided  out  of  revenues, 
which  expense  may  be  partially  offset  by  tax  reductions  not  now  obtainable. 

It  is  not  for  this  Board  to  decide  what  tax  relief,  if  any,  is  proper.  I  accept 
the  implication  of  the  evidence  that  such  relief  is  a  possibility  not  capable  of 
attainment  without  the  implementation  of  the  Agreement.  Section  153  of  the 
Railway  Act  sets  out  nc  specific  grounds  to  guide  the  Board  in  considering 
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whether  the  application  should  be  granted  or  refused,  I  consider  that  there  are 
sufficiently  persuasive  economic  features  to  justify  granting  the  application.

SYDNEY  AND  LOUISBURG  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  (hereinafter 
called  the  Vendor")  ^  corporation  duly  incorporated  by  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia,  (10  Edward  VII,  Chapter  171  as 
amended),  having  its  head  office  in  the  City  of  Sydney  in  the 
said  Province,  herein  acting  and  represented  by  G.C,  Sroadbent, 
its  Vice  President  and  Secretary,  and  C.R.  Struthers,  its  Assistant 
Secretary,  duly  authorised  for  the  purposes  hereof. 

AND: 

THE  CUMBERLAND  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  (hereinafter  called 
the  Pur  chaser*')  a  corporation  duly  incorporated  by  act  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada,  (46  Victoria,  Chapter  77,  as  amended), 
having  its  head  office  in  the  city  of  Sydney,  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  herein  acting  and  represented  by  G.C«  Broadbent,  its 
Vice  President  and  Secretary,  and  C.R.  Struthers,  its  Assistant 
Secretary,  duly  authorised  for  the  purposes  hereof. 


WITNESSETH  THAT: 

In  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties 
hereto  have  agreed  and  do  hereby  agree  together  as  follows: 

1.  The  Vendor  hereby  sells,  conveys,  transfers,  assigns,  and  makes  over  to 
the  Purchaser,  thereof  accepting,  as  a  going  concern  with  effect  from  and  after 
the  commencement  of  business  on  October  1,  1961,  all  the  properties  and  assets 
of  the  Vendor  described  or  referred  to  in  the  schedule  annexed  hereto. 

2.  The  present  sale  is  thus  made  /or  and  in  consideration  of  an  aggregate 
price  composed  of  amounts  equal  to  the  respective  book  values  of  the  various 
properties  and  assets  as  set  out  in  the  accounts  of  the  Vendor.  It  is  the  intention 
that  the  price  of  each  asset  or  class  of  assets  shall  be  a  separate  price  de- 
termined in  accordance  with  the  foregoing.  The  parties  will  execute  jointly 
the  election  in  prescribed  form  to  have  Section  85D  of  the  Income  Tax  Act  of 
Canada  apply  to  the  sale  of  the  accounts  receivable  included  in  this  sale. 

3.  The  said  aggregate  price  shall  be  paid  as  follows: 

(a)  To  the  extent  of  a  sum  equal  to  the  aggregate  of  the  liabilities  of  the 
Vendor  (other  than  its  share  capital,  surplus  and  reserves  distributable  to  its 
shareholders  as  such)  at  the  commencement  of  business  on  October  1,  1961,  by 
the  assumption  of  such  liabilities  by  the  Purchaser;  and 

(b)  To  the  extent  of  the  remainder  of  the  price,  on  demand  without  in- 
terest, to  the  Vendor  at  its  office  in  the  said  City  of  Sydney. 

4.  The  Vendor  shall  take  and  arrange  to  have  taken  all  appropriate  steps, 
actions  and  proceedings  on  its  part  to  enable  it  to  vest  a  good  and  marketable 
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title  in  the  Purchaser  to  the  said  properties  and  assets,  free  and  clear  of  all  liens 
and  encumbrances,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Purchaser  such  deeds  of  conveyance, 
assurance,  transfer,  assignment  and  consent  as  the  Purchaser  may  require  from 
time  to  time. 

5.  The  said  sale  shall  take  effect  as  of  and  from  the  commencement  of 
business  on  October  1,  1961,  from  whicfi  date  the  Vendor  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  carried  on  the  business  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Purchaser,  and  the  Fur- 
chaser  shall  be  entitled  to  all  income  and  profit  in  connection  therewith  from  the 
said  date.  The  Purchaser  shall  indemnify  the  Vendor  and  save  it  harmless  from 
ail  liabilities  incurred  in  connection  with  the  carrying  on  of  the  said  business 
thereafter. 

6.  The  Vendor  shall  account  to  the  Purchaser  for  all  moneys,  receipts, 
profits  and  advantages  derived  by  it  from  its  business  from  and  after  October  1, 
1961,  and  the  Purchaser  shall  assume,  carry  out,  pay,  discharge  and  indemnify 
the  Vendor  against  all  contracts,  duties,  obligations,  debts  and  liabilities  now 
in  effect  or  incurred  by  it  in  connection  with  the  carrying  on  of  the  said  business 
in  the  manner  aforesaid  from  and  after  October  1,  1961. 

7.  This  agreement  is  intended  and  shall  operate  as  an  actual  transfer  of  the 
properties  and  assets  hereby  sold,  but  the  Vendor  shall  do,  sign  and  execute  ail 
deeds,  documents,  matters' and  things  which  are  convenient  or  necessary  or  which 
the  Purchaser  may  advise  for  more  completely  and  effectually  carrying  out  the 
intention  of  this  agreement.  All  books  of  account  of  the  Vendor,  ail  books  of 
reference  to  customers,  aad  all  books,  documents  and  data  of  the  Vendor  or  in 
its  possession  or  control  relating  to  the  business  of  the  Vendor  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Purchaser. 

8.  This  agreement  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon  the 
parties  hereto  and  upon  their  respective  successors  and  assigns.

RULING 

By  the  Board: 

This  application  by  Freight  Bill  Audit  Service  Reg'd,  Montreal,  Que.,  is  on 
behalf  of  Dominion  Wire  Rope  Limited  and  Anglo-Canadian  Wire  Rope  Company 
Limited  and  asks  for  a  ruling  by  the  Board  as  to  the  freight  rates  applicable  on 
less-than-carload  shipments  of  wire  rope  between  points  in  Eastern  Canada.  The 
matter  has  been  considered  and  dealt  with  on  the  written  submissions  of  the 
applicant  and  the  railways  and  they  have  agreed  that  the  Board  make  its  ruling 
based  on  such  written  submissions. 

In  dealing  with  this  application  consideration  of  the  various  tariff  provisions 
will  be  confined  to  those  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  as  the  tariff  provi- 
sions of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  are  substantially  the  same  as 
those  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways.  All  freight  rates  quoted  herein  are  in 
cents  per  100  pounds  and  are  the  rates  published  in  the  railways'  tariffs  of  tolls 
on  the  date  of  this  ruling. 

The  classification  rating  which  governs  less  than  carload  shipments  of  wire 
rope  is  provided  under  Items  6420,  6425  and  6455  of  Canadian  Freight  Classifi- 
cation 20,  C.T.C.  1525,  viz:

Using  the  stations  cited  by  applicant  as  examples,  the  rates  for  this  Class 
70  rating  are  as  follows:

Dominion,  Que.  to  Sudbury,  Ont  201  cents 

Dominion,  Que.  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont.  .  ,   264  cents 

Dominion,  Que.  to  Cobalt,  Ont   201  cents 


These  rates  are  published  in  Canadian  National  Railways  Class  Rate  Tariff 
C-100,  C.T.C.  (F)  No,  E.4078,  and  are  exclusive  of  cartage.  The  railways  pro- 
vide a  cartage  service  at  certain  stations  in  Canada,  the  charge  for  which  is  in 
addition  to  the  above  rates.  The  cartage  service  rate  at  Dominion,  Que.  is  21 
cents  per  100  lbs.,  and  is  published  in  Item  15  of  Canadian  National  Railways 
Tariff  C.R.200,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.1694.  No  similar  charge  is  provided  for  delivery 
service  at  the  above  mentioned  destinations. 

In  lieu  of  the  foregoing  Class  70  basis  of  rates  the  railways  provide  a  lower 
Class  55  basis  of  rates  in  their  iron  and  steel  commodity  rate  tariffs  on  less 
carload  shipments  of  certain  specified  iron  and  steel  articles,  which  includes 
wire  rope.  Item  670  of  Canadian  National  Railways  Commodity  Tariff  C.I. -70, 
C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.1870  provides  this  commodity  basis  and  the  rates  so  authorized 
are  published  in  Canadian  National  Railways  Class  Rate  Tariff  C-100,  C.T.C. 


(F)  No.  E.4078,  and  are  as  follows:

Dominion,  Que.  to  Sudbury,  Ont   158  cents

The  cartage  service  situation  outlined  in  respect  to  the  Class  70  basis  of  rates 
also  applies  to  these  lower  commodity  rates. 

In  order  to  meet  motor  truck  or  water  competition  the  railways  also  publish 
tariffs  of  tolls  of  commodity  rates  including  charges  for  pick-up  and  delivery 
service  on  less-than-carload  freight  between  stations  in  Eastern  Canada.  This 
competitive  tariff  of  tolls  provides  that  on  wire  rope  (articles  classifying  Class 
70  in  Canadian  Classification)  the  following  rates  apply:

These  rates  are  published  in  Canadian  National  Railways  Competitive  Tariff 
C.T.  28-2,  C.T.C,  (F)  No.  E.4130.  This  tariff  provides  for  the  alternate  applica- 
tion of  other  rates  if  they  make  a  lower  charge  —  this  provision  reads: 

*'If  the  rate  in  any  other  tariff  on  the  same  commodity  from  the  same  origin 
to  the  same  destination,  plus  cartage  or  other  charges,  if  any,  for  collection 
and  delivery  service  makes  a  lower  charge  than  the  rate  authorized  in  this 
tariff,  such  lower  charge  will  apply,'* 

Applicant  states  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Class  55  basis  of  rates  author-  1 
ized  in  the  railways'  iron  and  steel  commodity  rate  tariff  ^ 'could  be  applied  in 
connection  with  any  tariff  having  a  Class  55  application",  and  they  concluded 
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that  the  group  55  rates  contained  in  the  railways  competitive  pick-up  and  delivery 
tariffs  had  application  to  less  carload  shipments  of  wire  rope.  Applicant  accord- 
ingly filed  claims  with  the  railways  for  settlement  of  charges  on  such  basis, 
some  of  which  claims  it  is  stated  were  honoured.  Applicant  also  asserts  that 
railway  representatives  had  assured  them  that  the  group  55  rates  published  in 
the  railways^  competitive  tariff  were  correctly  applicable.  It  was  also  applicant's 
opinion  that  the  tariff  containing  the  competitive  pick-up  and  delivery  rates  were 
'^originally  constructed  by  the  use  of  class  rates  with  a  factor  included  to  com- 
pensate for  pick-up  and  delivery  and  it  is  certainly  unreasonable,  that  shippers 
should  be  penalized  by  such  construction".  Applicant  makes  reference  to  Cana- 
dian National  Railways  Tariff  C-70,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.1854  and  Canadian  Freight 
Association  Tariff  6-A,  C.T.C.  (F)  No,  1640  in  support  of  his  contention  and 
specifically  requests  clarification  by  the  Board  of  the  application  of  the  latter 
tariff. 

The  railways  state  that  under  their  published  tariffs  of  tolls  shippers  of 
less-than-carload  shipments  of  wire  rope  may  use  the  normal  commodity  basis 
of  rates  of  Class  55,  to  which  is  required  to  be  added  cartage  charges  at  origin 
and  destination  if  such  service  is  desired;  or  in  the  alternative,  there  is  avail- 
able to  them  competitive  commodity  rates  which  include  pick-up  and  delivery 
service  where  such  service  is  provided.  In  respect  to  the  cartage  charges 
applicable  on  shipments  under  the  Class  55  commodity  rates  the  railways  point 
out  that  in  the  absence  of  published  cartage  charges  shippers  are  required  to 
make  their  own  cartage  arrangements  and  ascertain  the  charges  therefor  from 
the  consignee  or  a  selected  cartage  company  at  destination  in  the  event  they 
do  not  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  railway  rates  which  include  pick-up  and 
delivery  service.  The  railways  state  that  claims  that  have  been  honoured  by 
them  were  in  error  and  that  demands  have  been  made  for  re-imbursement  of  the 
claims  wrongfully  paid, 

DISCUSSION  AND  CONCLUSION 

7/hat  is  involved  is  a  question  of  the  interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
applicable  tariffs  of  tolls  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the 
Canadian  National  Railways, 

Section  331  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  the  division  of  freight  tariffs  the 
railways  are  authorized  to  issue  for  the  carriage  of  goods,  these  tariffs  of  tolls 
are  (a)  class  rate  tariffs;  (b)  commodity  rate  tariffs;  (c)  competitive  rate  tariffs; 
and  (d)  special  arrangements  tariffs.  The  freight  rates  and  cartage  charges 
reviewed  herein  fall  within  these  categories  of  freight  tariffs.  Insofar  as  class 
rates  are  concerned  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  Board  has  prescribed  a 
uniform  class  rate  structure  for  application  between  all  points  in  Canada  west 
of  Levis,  Diamond  and  Boundary,  and  the  establishment  of  such  uniform  class 
rate  structure  was  for  application  only  to  articles  assigned  ratings  in  the  freight 
classification.  These  uniform  class  rates  are  not  directly  in  issue  here. 

In  lieu  of  class  rates  the  railways  have  provided  two  other  alternative 
categories  of  rates  for  the  movement  of  shippers'  less-than-carload  traffic; 
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(1)  normal  commodity  rates  without  pick-up  and  delivery  service  and  (2)  compe- 
titive commodity  rates  including  pick-up  and  delivery  service,  with  the  option 
accorded  shippers  of  availing  themselves  of  the  lowest  charge  under  either 
category. 

The  governing  provisions  of  the  tariffs  containing  these  two  categories  of 
rates  appear  to  be  explicitly  stated  and  do  not  appear  to  leave  doubt  as  to  their 
application.  Item  670  of  Canadian  National  Railways  Tariff  C,I.-70,  C.T.C. 
(F)  No.  E,1870  authorizes  Class  55  rates  to  apply  between  certain  territory  in 
Eastern  Canada,  The  said  tariff  does  not  state  the  rates  include  pick-up  and 
delivery  service,  nor  that  the  pick-up  and  delivery  rates  contained  in  Canadian 
National  Railways  Tariff  C.T.  28-2,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.4130  has  application  to 
the  movement  of  wire  rope  between  the  points  cited  in  applicants'  submissions. 

With  regard  to  the  application  of  Canadian  National  Railways  Tariff  C-70, 
C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.1854,  this  tariff  was  cancelled  effective  July  31,  1961  and  no 
determination  as  to  its  application  to  the  traffic  here  under  review  need  now  be 
made.  Canadian  Freight  Association  Tariff  6-A,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  1640,  to  which 
applicant  requests  some  clarification,  contains  class  rates  and  by  Rule  205 
thereof  authorizes  pick-up  and  delivery  service  at  certain  stations  on  less-than- 
carload  freight  classifying  Class  55  or  higher  in  the  Canadian  Classification. 
This  reference  to  the  Classification  is  identical  to  that  contained  in  Canadian 
National  Railways  Tariff  C.T.-28-2,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.4130  above  mentioned 
and  leaves  no  doubt  that  ratings  authorized  on  less-than-carload  shipments  in 
other  tariff  publications  could  not  be  granted  the  protection  of  pick-up  and 
delivery  rates  and  services  provided  in  the  said  Canadian  Freight  Association 
tariff  issue. 

We  regard  the  publication  by  the  railways  of  the  aforementioned  alternate 
commodity  rate  bases  as  not  being  unreasonable  and  being  within  the  provisions 
of  the  Railway  Act.  The  establishment  of  lower  normal  commodity  rates  than  the 
regular  class  rate  basis  is  a  voluntary  action  on  the  part  of  the  railways  and  the 
publication  of  the  competitive  commodity  rates  is  a  matter  that  lies  entirely 
within  the  discretionary  powers  of  the  railways. 

While  it  may  be  that  applicant  received  assurance  from  some  railway 
representatives  concerning  the  application  of  the  rates  in  dispute,  the  provisions 
of  the  railways  tariffs  of  tolls  must  speak  for  themselves  as  the  railways  are 
required  by  law  to  assess  and  collect  their  freight  charges  in  accordance  with 
the  applicable  tariff  rates. 

RULING 

The  publication  of  dual  or  alternate  rates  on  the  traffic  herein  described 
cannot  be  held  to  be  unreasonable  and  consequently  we  find,  and  so  rule,  that 
the  commodity  rates  authorized  in  Item  670  of  Canadian  National  Railways 
Tariff  C.I.-70,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.1870,  and  the  competitive  rates  contained  in 
Canadian  National  Railways  Tariff  C.T.-28-2,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.4130,  are 
published  in  the  said  tariffs  of  tolls  of  the  railway  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Railway  Act.  We  also  find  that  the  Group  55  rates  contained  in 
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the  latter  mentioned  tariff  do  not  have  application  to  the  movement  of  wire  rope 
between  points  in  Eastern  Canada  and  consequently  the  application  must  be  and 
is  hereby  dismissed.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

This  hearing  was  held  as  a  result  of  objections  filed  by  the  residents  of  the 
area  following  action  taken  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  (hereinafter  called 
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the  Company)  to  reduce  the  frequency  of  passenger  train  service  between 
Montreal  and  Mont  Laurier,  effective  October  29,  1961,

The  Company,  complying  with  the  regulations  of  the  Board,  posted  notices 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  reduction  in  all  ticket  offices  and  stations  in  the  area 
affected. 

The  Board  arranged  for  its  district  Inspector  to  visit  the  area,  interview 
the  complainants  and  report.  On  consideration  of  what  was  then  before  it, 
including  the  cost  of  providing  the  service  and  the  revenue  derived  therefrom. 
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the  Board  felt  it  would  not  be  justified  to  compel  the  Company  to  restore  service 
to  what  it  was  prior  to  October  29th.  However,  since  the  main  objection  to  the 
new  service  was  the  elimination  of  weekend  trains  between  Montreal  and  Mont 
Laurier,  the  Board  asked  the  Company  to  consider  operating  another  train,  in 
addition  to  the  reduced  service,  from  Montreal  to  Mont  Laurier  on  Sunday  morning 
to  return  Monday  morning.  The  Company  advised  the  Board  that  the  proposed 
additional  train  would  increase  its  annual  loss  from  five  to  twelve  thousand 
dollars. 

It  was  decided  therefore,  to  hear  this  matter  at  Mont  Laurier  after  the  new 
service  had  been  given  a  fair  trial,  in  order  that  all  interested  parties  would 
have  an  opportunity  to  testify. 

At  the  hearing,  the  Company  filed  a  statement  showing  the  average  number 
of  passengers  carried  per  trip  between  Montreal  and  Mont  Laurier  for  the  years 
1959,  1960  and  1961,  and  for  the  first  three  months  of  1962,  (Exhibit  No.  2). 
This  survey  showed  that  for  the  period  February  to  December  1959  the  average 
number  of  passengers  carried  per  trip  was  100,  and  this  had  declined  in  1960 
to  84  and  in  1961  to  64.  This  survey  included  those  passengers  who  may  have 
only  travelled  between  Montreal  and  Montreal  West.  In  other  words,  as  long  as  a 
passenger  rode  the  train  for  any  portion  of  the  trip  he  was  counted.  The  length 
of  the  trip  taken  by  the  passenger  was  not  indicated. 

The  Company's  estimate  of  passenger  rail  fares  from  October  29,  1960,  to 
October  28,  1961,  showed  a  gross  revenue  of  $212,253,  mail  revenue  of  $1,944, 
milk  revenue  of  $4,746,  and  express  revenue  of  $69,052,  making  a  total  revenue 
of  $287,995. 

It  was  estimated  that  the  cost  of  providing  the  service  to  produce  this 
revenue  was  $455,991,  indicating  a  deficit  of  some  $167,200  for  the  period, 
(Exhibit  No.  3). 

The  foregoing  estimate  of  revenues  and  expenses  applied  to  the  train 
service  prior  to  the  reduction  on  October  29,  1961. 

In  order  to  assess  the  Company's  financial  position  in  respect  of  the 
present  service,  a  statement  of  estimated  revenues  and  expenses  for  a  con- 
structive year  from  January  1,  1962,  was  filed  in  evidence,  (Exhibit  No.  4). 

In  arriving  at  these  estimated  revenues  it  was  assumed  that  the  number  of 
passengers  carried  in  1962  would  be  the  same  as  that  carried  in  1961.  The  same 
assumption  is  made  with  respect  to  the  milk  traffic,  while  the  express  traffic 
figure  was  calculated  by  checking  this  traffic  from  January  31  to  February  28, 
1962,  and  projecting  th^e  result  for  the  full  year.  Thus  it  was  estimated  that 
the  revenue  for  1962  would  be  approximately  $129,900. 

The  expenses  for  this  service  were  estimated  to  be  $253,600,  indicating 
that  the  present  service  is  operating  at  an  approximate  annual  loss  of  $123,700. 

The  Company's  officers  also  testified  that  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  above 
estimated  average  number  of  passengers  carried  was  being  maintained,  they  had 
a  recent  check  made  which  indicated  that  passenger  revenues  had  declined 
approximately  17%  from  the  previous  year,  so  that  in  the  light  of  present  condi- 
tions, it  would  appear  that  such  revenue  is  over-estimated  to  that  extent 
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In  dealing  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  that  extra  trains  be  operated  on 
weekends,  Company  officers  testified  that  a  cost  study  of  this  additional  service 
indicated  that  expenses  would  increase  some  $56,000  annually,  and  judging  from 
the  patronage  which  similar  weekend  trains  received  last  year,  such  additional 
trains  would  undoubtedly  further  increase  the  present  deficit. 

Evidence  was  given  that  the  bus  service  provided  by  the  Quebec  Provincial 
Transportation  Company  served  most  stations  along  this  line,  except  for  the 
community  of  Nominingue  which  is  about  five  miles  from  the  bus  route.  The  bus 
serves  this  point  during  the  summer  months  only. 

The  Assistant  District  ?vlanager  of  this  bus  company,  questioned  as  to  the 
reason  for  lack  of  service  to  Nominingue  during  the  winter  months,  stated  that 
lack  of  patronage  made  such  winter  service  unprofitable,  A  survey  conducted  by 
his  company  showed  that  about  one  passenger  a  week  used  the  buses  during  the 
winter. 

As  to  the  frequency  of  bus  service  between  Montreal  and  Mont  Laurier,  he 
testified  that  his  company  operates  three  buses  daily  in  each  direction  and  an 
extra  bus  during  the  weekend.  As  to  the  bus  service  between  Montreal  and  Ste. 
Agathe,  he  said  nine  buses  operated  daily  in  each  direction  between  these 
points  and  that  additional  buses  were  added  during  peak  periods. 

Objections  to  this  diminished  train  service  were  concerned  largely  with 
the  absence  of  a  Monday  morning  train  from  Mont  Laurier  and  a  Sunday  morning 
train  from  Montreal.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  the  schedules  now  in  effect 
were  an  improvement  over  those  of  recent  years  since  they  enabled  the  residents 
to  reach  Montreal  in  the  late  morning  and  return  in  the  evening.  There  was  little 
evidence  of  pubUc  need  placed  before  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  studied  the  revenue  and  expense  estimates  produced  by  the 
Company,  and  is  satisfied  not  only  that  the  service  is  operated  at  a  deficit, 
but  that  the  deficit  would  be  increased  if  a  train  were  added  to  run  from  Montreal 
to  Mont  Laurier  on  Sunday  morning  and  return  Monday  morning. 

Weighing  the  deficit  position  of  this  service  against  the  public  need  for  rail 
passenger  service,  and  also  considering  the  alternative  public  transportation 
servi  ces  which  are  available,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  would  not  be 
justified  in  compelling  the  Company  to  increase  its  passenger  train  service  on 
this  line.

Quant  a  la  frequence  du  service  d'autobus  entre  Montreal  et  Mont-Laurier, 
il  a  declare  que  sa  compagnie  exploitait  trois  autobus  par  jour  dans  chaque  seas 
et  un  autobus  suppl em entaire  ■  pendant  la  fin  de  la  semaine.  Quant  au  service 
d'autobus  entre  Montreal  et  Sainte-Agathe,  il  a  dit  que  neuf  autobus  faisaient  le 
trajet  chaque  jour  dans  chaque  sens  entre  ces  points  et  que  des  autobus  supple- 
mentaires venaient  s'ajouter  pendant  les  periodes  d'affluence. 

Les  objections  a  cette  diminution  du  service  de  trains  portaient  surtout 
sur  I'absence  d'un  train  partant  le  lundi  matin  de  Mont-Laurier  et  d'un  train  par- 
tant  de  Montreal  le  dimanche  matin.  On  a  admis  en  general  que  les  horaires 
actuellement  en  vigueur  coraportaient  une  amelioration  sur  ceux  de  ces  demieres 
annees,  puisqu'ils  pennettaient  aux  voyageurs  de  se  rendre  a  Montreal  tard  dans 
la  matinee  et  de  revenir  dans  la  soiree.  Peu  de  preuves  d'un  besoin  public  ont 
ete  apportees  a  la  Commission. 

La  Commission  a  etudie  les  etats  estimatifs  des  recettes  et  des  depenses 
produits  par  la  Compagnie  et  elle  est  convaincue  que  non  seulement  le  service 
est  exploite  a  perte,  mais  que  le  deficit  augmentera  si  un  train  se  rendant  de 
i^ontreal  a  Mont-Laurier  le  dimanche  matin  pour  en  revenir  le  lundi  matin  est 
ajoute, 
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Apres  avoir  compare  la  position  deficitaire  de  ce  service  et  le  besoin  du 
public  d*un  service-voyageurs  par  chemin  de  fer  et  avoir  tenu  compte  des  autres 
services  de  transport  en  common  qui  sont  accessibles,  je  suis  d'avis  que  la 
Commission  ne  serait  pas  justifiee  d'enjpindre  a  la  Compagnie  d'augmenter  son 
service  de  trains  de  voyageurs  sur  cette  ligne.

Judgments,  Orders,  Regulations  and  Rulings 


APPLICATION  OF  the  British  Columbia  Telephone  Company  for  approval 
of  rates  for  extended-area  telephone  service,  (toll-free  calling),  between  its 
Vancouver  exchange  and  certain  other  exchanges  in  the  area  surrounding 
Vancouver,  B.C. 


By  application  dated  May  14,  1962,  the  British  Columbia  Telephone  Com- 
pany, hereinafter  called  the  Company,  submitted  for  the  Board's  approval  an 
extended-area  service  plan  providing  for  an  extension  of  toll-free  calling  privi- 
leges available  to  its  customers  in  certain  of  its  exchanges  in  the  Greater 
Vancouver  Area. 

At  the  present  time,  extended- area  service  is  furnished  between  the  Van- 
couver exchange  and  the  immediately  surrounding  exchanges  of  West  Vancouver, 
North  Vancouver,  Port  Moody,  New  Westminster  and  Richmond,  all  of  which  are 
assigned  to  Rate  Group  9,  the  rate  group  applicable  to  the  Vancouver  exchange, 
and  are  assessed  Group  9  rates  and  charges.  In  addition,  extended-area  service 
is  in  effect  between  the  West  and  North  Vancouver  exchanges,  the  Port  Moody 
and  New  Westminster  exchanges,  and  between  the  New  Westminster  and  Richmond 
exchanges. 

The  extended-area  service  plan  set  out  in  the  Company's  application,  which 
it  proposes  to  put  into  effect  early  in  1963,  will  link  with  the  Vancouver  exchange 
area  the  Port  Coquitlam  exchange  area,  the  Newton  Central  office  area  of  the 
Cloverdale  exchange,  and  the  Ladner  exchange  area.  It  will  also  furnish  free- 
calling  privileges  between  the  Newton  Central  office  area  and  the  Lakeview 
central  office  area  of  the  New  Westminster  exchange;  between  the  Newton 
Central  office  area  and  the  Ladner  exchange;  and  between  the  Ladner,  Richmond 
and  New  Westminster  exchanges. 

Under  this  proposed  plan,  customers  in  the  Ladner  and  Port  Coquitlam 
exchanges,  and  in  the  Newton  central  office  area  of  the  Cloverdale  exchange, 
would  receive  the  expanded  exchange  service  at  the  rates  applicable  to  the 
Vancouver  exchange  plus  the  surcharges  specified  below;

The  Company  states  that  it  has  received  many  representations  and  com- 
munications urging  the  removal  of  long-distance  charges  on  messages  between 
Ladner- Newton -Port  Coquitlam  and  Vancouver-New  Westminster-Richmond. 
Following  an  opinion  survey  of  the  municipal  governments  in  the  areas  affected, 
as  to  their  views  on  an  extension  of  toll-free  calling,  the  Company  conducted 
a  plebiscite,  in  October  1961,  of  all  its  subscribers  in  the  Ladner,  Newton  and 
Port  Coquitlam  areas  to  ascertain  their  views  on  an  extended-area  service  plan 
identical  in  scope,  but  subject  to  somewhat  higher  monthly  surcharges  than  are 
now  proposed.  The  results  of  the  plebiscite  were  as  follows: 

Ladner  Newton  Port  Coquitlam 

%  of  ballots  returned  74.3%  78.2%  70.6% 

%  of  returned  ballots  in  favour  72.5%  89.3%  71.3% 

The  provision  of  extended-area  service,  such  as  is  already  in  operation 
withiii  the  Vancouver  area,  and  that  which  is  now  proposed,  is  essentially  a 
matter  which  lies  within  the  discretionary  powers  of  the  company.  Providing, 
as  it  does,  toll-free  calling  between  certain  exchanges,  it  constitutes  in  our 
opinion  a  rearrangement  of  exchange  boundaries  and  our  powers  to  deal  with 
such  matters  are  set  out  in  sub-section  (6)  of  Section  380  of  the  Railway  Act, 
as  follows: 

The  Board  may,  from  time  to  time  upon  application,  deal  with 
all  questions  of  unreasonableness  or  unjust  discrimination  in  respect  of 
telephone  tolls  resulting  from  the  establishment,  redivision  and  readjust- 
ment of  the  boundaries  of  any  base  rate  area  or  telephone  exchange  area 
and,  where  it  considers  such  tolls  to  be  unreasonable  or  unjust  or  con- 
trary to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  require  the  company  to 
substitute  tolls  satisfactory  to  the  Board  in  lieu  thereof,  or  may  prescribe 
other  tolls  in  lieu  of  the  tolls  published  by  the  company.'* 
The  linking  of  exchanges  in  an  extended-area  service  arrangement  neces- 
sarily involves  the  matter  of  the  charges  to  be  made  for  the  service  provided  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  give  full  consideration  thereto  under  the  provisions 
cited  above.  In  the  case  of  previous  extensions  of  Vancouver  exchange  service 
to  the  immediately  surrounding  Richmond,  North  Vancouver  and  West  Vancouver 
exchanges,  these  latter  exchanges  became  subject  to  Vancouver  exchange  rates 
upon  establishment  of  the  extended  service,  in  lieu  of  the  former  rates  based  on 
size,  as  measured  by  total  telephone  count.  Our  approval  of  the  application  of 
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Vancouver  rates  to  these  exchanges  was  given  in  our  Judgment  of  May  15,  1952, 
(69  C.R.T.C.  65).  When  the  New  Westminster  exchange  was  linked  with  the 
Vancouver  exchange,  similar  approval  was  given,  (69  C.R.T.C.  223).  The  same 
principle  was  followed  in  the  application  of  Victoria  exchange  rates  to  the 
Albion,  Belmont  and  Colquitz  exchanges,  (69  C.R.T.C.  65). 

Since  extended-area  service  cannot  be  supplied  on  an  optional  basis,  we 
have  encouraged  the  Company  to  seek  the  views  of  the  majority  of  its  customers 
in  the  affected  areas  as  to  their  willingness  to  accept  the  extended  service  and 
the  higher  charges  entailed.  The  extended  services  now  in  operation  were  thus 
instituted  with  the  concurrence  of  the  majority  of  the  affected  customers  and, 
as  noted  above,  a  majority  of  those  affected  by  the  present  plan  have  indicated 
their  approval. 

In  the  instant  case,  the  company  proposes  to  assess  a  surcharge  over  the 
Vancouver  rates  upon  customers  in  the  Ladner,  Newton  and  Port  Coquitlam 
exchange  areas.  These  surcharges  are  part  of  the  plan  acceptable  to  the  majority. 
It  is  quite  evident  that  to  provide  Vancouver  extended-area  service  to  these 
exchanges  involves  the  company  in  additional  expense  because  of  the  greater 
distances  involved,  as  well  as  a  loss  of  the  toll  revenue  for  present  long-distance 
communication  to  and  from  Vancouver.  The  value  of  service  to  these  customers 
who  will  pay  these  surcharges,  however,  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  vastly 
increased  range  of  calling  which  will  be  made  available  to  these  smaller 
exchange  areas. 

After  consideration  of  all  the  features  involved  in  the  Company's  plan,  and 
in  view  of  its  acceptance  by  a  majority  of  the  customers  affected,  we  find 
nothing  unreasonable  or  unjustly  discriminatory  in  the  proposed  charges  i.e., 
the  charging  of  Vancouver  rates  plus  the  surcharges  set  out  in  detail  above.  At 
the  present  time,  provision  of  the  proposed  extension  of  service  must  await 
completion  of  the  necessary  facilities  which,  we  understand,  may  require  one 
year.  The  company  desires  our  decision  as  to  its  proposed  charges  and  it  is  to 
that  feature  alone  this  decision  is  directed.  We  therefore  indicate  our  approval 
of  the  proposed  rate  structure,  as  described  herein,  which  may  be  established 
upon  institution  of  the  service  by  the  filing  of  tariffs  for  specific  approval  not 
less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  such  service.  No  Order  is 
required  at  this  time.

WHEREAS  Interprovincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation  Limited  has,  on 
September  14,  1962,  filed  a  complaint  protesting  proposed  Supplement  No,  29 
to  Agreed  Charge  C.T.C.  (AC)  No.  63  where  it  substitutes  "commodities  de- 
scribed in  paragraph  (B)  of  C.T.C.  (AC)  No.  63  produced  from  skelp  originating 
at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  or  Welland,  Ontario"  in  place  of  the  present  wording  "said 
traffic"  and  has  requested  suspension  of  its  coming  into  force  on  September  24, 
1962,  on  the  grounds  that  Supplement  No.  29  is  contrary  to  Board  Order  No. 
96575,  and  earlier  grounds  for  fixed  charge  as  set  forth  in  Reasons  for  Judg- 
ment of  the  Board  in  the  Alberta-Phoenix  case  dated  September  23,  1958,  and  has 
alleged  that  Interprovincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation  Limited  considers  that 
Introducement  of  Supplement  No.  29  will  adversely  affect  its  business  and 
jeopardize  its  sales;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  on  the  14th  of  September,  1962,  transmitted  the  said 
complaint  by  telegraph  to  the  Canadian  Freight  Association,  Canadian  National 
Railways  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  requiring  them  to  show  cause 
in  writing,  not  later  than  noon  September  19,  1962,  why  the  Board  should  not 
disallow  the  said  Supplement  No.  29;  and 

WHEREAS  Canadian  National  Railways  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  by  their  submission  dated  September  18,  1962,  have  stated  that: 

**1.  The  charges  fixed  by  the  Board  for  Alberta- Phoenix  in  1958  were 
designed  to  give  to  the  railways  revenue  of  $1.34  per  100  pounds  in  respect  of 
carriage  of  skelp  and  pipe  manufactured  therefrom.  At  the  time  the  charge  was 
fixed  for  Prairie  Pipe  the  rates  on  inbound  skelp  and  outbound  pipe  were  like- 
wise designed  to  give  the  carriers  total  revenue  of  $L34  per  100.  If  the  Inter- 
provincial are  now  permitted  to  ship  pipe  for  .58^  without  reference  to  the  origin 
of  the  skelp  the  effect  is  not  only  to  reduce  the  total  revenues  to  the  railways 
but  also  to  give  Interprovincial  a  decided  advantage  over  the  shippers  who  are 
party  to  Agreed  Charges  63  and  89. 

2.  It  was  only  recently  that  the  railways  became  aware  that  some  pipe 
offered  for  shipment  by  Interprovincial  at  Regina  was  being  manufactured  from 
skelp  which  had  not  been  carried  to  Regina  from  Eastern  Canada  by  rail.  A 
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review  of  the  language  actually  used  in  our  tariff  to  carry  out  Board's  Judgment 
of  April  17,  1958  indicated  some  ambiguity  and  to  make  it  clear  that  Interprovincial 
is  entitled  to  the  pipe  rate  of  .58(f  only  in  respect  of  pipe  manufactured  from 
skelp  shipped  from  Eastern  Canada  by  rail. 

Strong  objection  is  registered  to  the  suggested  discontinuance  of  Supple- 
ment 29.  That  supplement  does  not  in  fact  make  any  change  in  the  situation 
except  to  clarify  the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  charge  fixed  by  Board  Order 
96575.  In  this  respect  it  ^ould  be  noted  that  any  interpretation  of  Board  Order 
96575  at  variance  with  the  wording  used  in  Supplement  29  would  have  serious 
and  permanent  adverse  effects  on  other  producers  and  cfistributors  of  pipe  in 
Western  Canada.";  and 

WHEREAS  the  submission  of  Interprovincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

At  the  request  of  the  City  of  Farnham,  the  Board  held  a  public  hearing  at 
Farnham  on  September  11  with  respect  to  the  above  application. 

The  installation  of  centralized  traffic  control  on  the  Adirondack  Subdivision 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  alterations  to  the  track  layouts 
at  Farnham  made  necessary  the  alterations  and  modernization  of  the  protection 
at  three  level  crossings,  namely  Jacques  Cartier,  St.  Louis  and  Main  Streets. 
The  City  opposed  the  Railway's  proposal  on  the  grounds  that  automatic  protec- 
tion would  not  be  as  safe  as  the  present  protection. 

The  changes  proposed  by  the  Railway  at  the  three  crossings  are  as  follows: 

Jacques  Cartier  Street  is  presently  protected  by  automatic  flashing  lights 
and  bell  and  short  arm  gates.  This  protection  was  installed  in  1956  and  the  pro- 
tection included  short  arm  gates  because  the  crossing  was  located  on  a  double 
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track  main  line.  With  the  installation  of  CTC,  one  of  the  main  lines  will  be 
eliminated  and  the  necessity  for  the  sliort  arm  f^ates  will  disappear.  Jacques 
Cartier  vStreet  is  part  of  the  Bedford  Road,  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Quebec  Roads  Department,  and  the  Department  has  agreed  to  the  changes  pro- 
posed by  the  Railway. 

At  St.  Louis  Street  tlie  crossing  protection  was  installed  in  1910  and  con- 
sists of  two  manually  controlled  mechanical  gates  that  are  operated  by  watch- 
men only  between  the  hours  of  7.00  a.m.  and  7.00  p.m.  Between  7.00  p.m.  and 
7.00  a.m.  the  crossing;  is  unprotected.  The  City  of  Farnham  contributed  20  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  installation  and  pays  20  per  cent  of  the  annual  cost  of  oper- 
ation and  maintenance  of  this  protection.  In  this  case  the  Railway  proposes  to 
replace  the  existing  manually  controlled  plates  by  two  flashing  light  sij];nals  and 
bell  with  short  arm  plates  operated  automatically.  The  Railway  asks  for  a  grant 
from  the  Railway  Grade  Crossincr  Fund  of  80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  changes  to 
the  protection  and  suf^gests  that  the  City  contribute  4  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
the  said  chanj^es  and  20  per  cent  of  the  annual  cost  of  maintenance  and  oper- 
ation which  is  estimated  at  $19').00. 

At  Main  Street  the  crossing  protection  is  by  flashing  light  signals  and  bell 
with  short  arm  gates  operated  twenty-four  hours  a  day  and  manually  controlled 
by  gateman  from  an  elevated  tower.  This  protection  was  installed  in  1951  re- 
placing mechanical  gates  tliat  had  been  installed  in  1916.  The  Railway  has  paid 
the  entire  cost  of  the  installation  of  this  protection  and  is  paying  the  annual 
cost  of  maintenance  and  operation.  The  Railway  now  proposes  to  make  neces- 
sary alterations  to  this  protection  so  that  it  will  operate  automatically.  The 
City  of  Farnham  is  not  asked  to  participate  in  the  cost  of  installation  nor  of  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  this  protection. 

In  support  of  its  application  the  Railway  stated  that  due  to  the  removal  of 
one  main  line  track  as  a  result  of  the  installation  of  centralized  traffic  control, 
and  also  because  the  protection  at  St.  Louis  and  Main  Streets  would  be  automatic 
instead  of  manually  controlled,  the  highway  traffic  will  be  better  protected  by 
the  proposed  protection  at  these  two  crossings. 

In  a  resolution  dated  July  9,  1962,  the  City  Council  requested  a  public 
hearing  and  submitted  that  if  the  Railway's  application  is  approved  the  protec- 
tion at  the  level  crossing  at  Main  Street  will  be  reduced  and  there  will  be  more 
delay  to  vehicular  traffic. 

The  Mayor  of  Farnham,  who  was  called  as  a  witness,  was  mainly  concerned 
with  the  problem  at  Main  Street  crossing.  He  stated  that  he  has  been  using  this 
crossing  for  15  years  and,  as  a  practising  physician,  on  urgent  calls  the  Gate- 
men  have  raised  the  gates  when  possible  to  allow  him  to  get  across  the  tracks 
in  a  safe  manner.  However,  he  considered  that  this  could  not  be  done  with  auto- 
matic gates.  He  also  stated  that  because  some  freight  trains  proceed  very  slowly, 
the  Watchman  is  able  to  judge  and  allow  some  vehicles  through  before  the  train 
reaches  the  crossing  in  order  to  relieve  congestion.  He  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  present  protection  should  remain. 
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With  respect  to  St.  Louis  Street,  the  Mayor  considered  that  the  Railway's 
proposal  would  provide  additional  protection. 

Another  witness  called  by  the  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Farnham  was  Mr. 
Lalande,  Assistant  Chief  of  Police.  He  stated  that  at  Main  Street  the  crossing 
was  blocked  for  20  to  25  minutes  at  times  and  traffic  had  to  be  diverted  in  order 
to  cross  the  railway  at  another  location.  He  pointed  out  that  the  normal  route 
while  patrolling  was  to  cross  the  tracks  at  Main  Street  but  that  anything  could 
happen,  such  as  a  fire  or  a  robbery,  while  he  had  to  make  a  long  detour  via 
Eckman  Street.  He  considered  that  the  problem  would  be  aggravated  by  the  in- 
stallation of  automatic  gates. 

The  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Farnham  also  asked  three  of  the  Watchmen  at 
these  crossings  to  testify.  They  stated  in  their  evidence  that  the  presence  of  a 
Watchman  was  necessary  in  order  to  allow  emergency  traffic  to  get  across, 
especially  during  shunting  operations,  and  also  to  protect  the  school  children 
crossing  at  Main  Street.  They  were  all  of  the  opinion  that  the  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  traffic  would  not  be  as  well  protected  with  automatic  protection  and 
that  there  would  be  additional  delay. 

The  Railway  called  only  one  witness,  Mr.  Brown,  Signal  Engineer  for  the 
Atlantic  Region  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company.  Mr.  Brown  stated 
that  in  his  opinion  automatic  protection  as  proposed  is  safer  than  protection  by 
manual  control.  He  explained  that  the  protection  will  be  fully  automatic  for  main 
line  movements,  with  time-out  circuits  if  a  train  stops  and  does  not  proceed  over 
the  crossing. 

After  the  train  has  occupied  the  circuit  clear  of  the  crossing  for  a  certain 
length  of  time,  the  train  can  proceed  and  the  crossing  protection  operates  again. 
The  protection  will  be  equipped  with  push  button  control  so  that  Yardmen  and 
Trainmen  will  be  able  to  control  the  protection  manually  for  switching  movements. 
Mr.  Brown  expressed  the  view  that  the  crossing  will  not  be  blocked  with  the  pro- 
posed system  any  more  than  it  is  with  the  present  manually  operated  gates.  Al- 
though the  main  line  train  movements  will  be  protected  automatically,  there  will 
be  a  man  at  the  crossing  for  all  yard  movements,  and  Mr.  Brown  considered  that  in 
view  of  this  the  pedestrians  and  children  using  the  crossing  will  be  well  pro- 
tected. 

The  City  of  Farnham  is  opposing  the  application  only  because  it  is  afraid 
that  the  protection  at  Main  Street  will  not  be  as  efficient  as  the  present  one. 
In  the  whole  proposal  made  by  the  Railway,  the  City  of  Farnham  was  asked  to 
contribute  only  with  respect  to  the  change  at  St.  Louis  Street,  and  it  has  not 
raised  any  objections  to  paying  its  share  of  this  improvement  as  suggested  by 
the  Railway. 

The  crossing  at  Jacques  Cartier  Street  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Quebec  Department  of  Roads,  and  the  City  did  not  oppose  the  removal  of  the 
short  arm  gates  which  will  no  longer  be  necessary  as  a  result  of  tlie  removal 
of  one  of  the  main  line  tracks. 
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At  St.  Louis  Street  the  crossing  will  be  changed  to  a  single  main  line  track 
crossing,  but  because  St.  Louis  Street  crosses  several  tracks  the  Railway  has 
proposed  to  protect  the  crossing  with  two  flashing  light  signals  and  bell  and 
short  arm  gates.  The  gates  will  operate  automatically  for  main  line  train  move- 
ments and  push  button  control  will  be  provided.  The  crossing  will  be  protected 
at  all  times  instead  of  only  between  the  hours  of  7.00  a.m.  and  7.00  p.m.  as  pro- 
vided by  the  present  system.  This  will  definitely  be  a  considerable  improvement 
in  the  protection  of  this  crossing  and  this  was  admitted  by  the  Mayor  in  his 
testimony. 

The  objection  of  the  City  of  Farnham  is  therefore  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed change  at  Main  Street.  Here  also  the  crossing  will  be  reduced  to  a  single 
main  track  crossing  which  will  be  protected  automatically  by  flashing  light 
signals  and  bell  with  short  arm  gates.  Train  movements  on  yard  tracks  will  be 
protected  by  manually  operating  the  protection.  A  Yardman  or  Trainman  will 
control  the  protection  by  means  of  a  push  button  at  the  crossing  and  will  be  in  a 
position  to  protect  pedestrians  or  help  movements  of  vehicular  traffic  in  case  of 
emergency  in  the  same  manner  as  is  done  now  by  the  Gateman.  The  replacement 
of  manually  operated  gates  by  automatic  gates  is  not  a  new  experience,  as  it 
has  been  done  in  a  great  number  of  cases  on  both  major  railways  throughout 
Canada.  The  improvements  in  the  design  of  circuits  in  recent  years  have  per- 
mitted the  installation  of  automatic  systems  at  crossings  where  a  few  years  ago 
only  manual  protection  would  have  been  considered  possible.  Recent  installa- 
tions at  crossings  more  important  than  the  Main  Street  crossing  at  Farnham  from 
the  point  of  view  of  traffic  have  proven  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

I  can  see  no  good  reason  why  such  a  system  of  protection  would  not  be 
satisfactory  in  the  case  of  the  Main  Street  crossing  at  Farnham. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  alterations  and  modernization  of  the  protection  at 
Jacques  Cartier,  St.  Louis  and  Main  Streets  as  proposed  by  the  Railway  will 
provide  satisfactory  protection  and  I  grant  the  application. 

Orders  will  issue  accordingly.

JUGEMENT 

DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant: 

A  la  demande  de  la  cite  de  Farnham,  la  Commission  a  tenu  une  audience 
publique  a  Farnham,  le  11  septembre,  au  sujet  de  la  requete  susmentionnee. 

L'installation  d'une  commande  de  circulation  centralisee  dans  la  subdivision 
d'Adirondack  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  et  les 
modifications  apportees  au  trace  des  voies  ferrees,  a  Farnham,  ont  rendu  neces- 
saire  la  modification  et  la  modernisation  du  systeme  de  protection  qui  existe 
a  trois  passages  a  niveau,  soit  au  croisement  des  rues  Jacques-Cartier,  Saint- 
Louis  et  Principale.  La  cite  s*est  opposee  au  projet  de  la  compagnie  de  chemin 
de  fer  sous  pretexte  qu*un  systeme  de  protection  automatique  ne  serait  pas  aussi 
efficace  pour  la  securite  que  le  systeme  de  protection  actuel. 

Les  changements  proposes  par  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  aux  trois 
passages  sont  indiques  ci-apres. 

La  rue  Jacques-Cartier  est  actuellement  protegee  par  des  feux  clignotants 
automatiques,  une  sonnerie  et  des  barrieres  a  bras  courts.  Ce  systeme  de  pro- 
tection, installe  en  1956,  comportait  des  barrieres  a  bras  courts  parce  que  le 
passage    etait   situe   a   une   ligne   principale   a  double   voie.   En  raison  de 
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I'installation  d'une  commande  de  circulation  centralisee,  une  des  lignes  princi- 
pales  sera  eliminee  et  les  barrieres  a  bras  courts  ne  seront  plus  necessaires. 
La  rue  Jacques-Cartier  fait  partie  du  chemin  de  Bedford  qui  releve  du  minist^re 
de  la  Voirie  du  Quebec  et  ce  ministere  a  accepte  les  changements  proposes  par 
la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer. 

Au  croisement  de  la  rue  Saint-Louis,  le  systeme  de  protection  a  ete  installe 
en  1910  et  comporte  deux  barrieres  mecaniques  a  commande  manuelle  dont  le 
fonctionnement  est  assure  par  des  gardiens  entre  7h.  du  matin  et  7h.  du  soir 
seulement.  Entre  7h.  du  soir  et  7h.  du  matin,  le  passage  n'est  pas  protege.  La 
cite  de  Farnham  a  paye  20  p.  100  du  coQt  de  Tinstallation  et  paye  20  p.  100  des 
frais  annuels  de  fonctionnement  et  d*entretien  de  ce  systeme  de  protection. 
Pour  ce  passage,  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  propose  de  remplacer  les 
barrieres  a  commande  manuelle  par  deux  signaux  clignotants  et  une  sonnerie 
avec  des  barrieres  a  bras  courts  a  fonctionnement  automatique.  La  compagnie 
de  chemin  de  fer  demande  -que  80  p.  100  du  coQt  des  changements  apportes  au 
systeme  de  protection  soient  payes  par  la  Caisse  des  passages  a  niveau  et  elle 
propose  que  la  cite  paye  4  p.  100  du  coQt  de  ces  changements  et  20  p.  100  des 
frais  annuels  d'entretien  et  de  fonctionnement  ($196). 

Au  croisement  de  la  rue  Principale,  le  systeme  de  protection  comporte  des 
signaux  clignotants  et  une  sonnerie  avec  des  barrieres  a  bras  courts;  il  fonctionne 
vingt-quatre  heures  par  jour  et  est  commande  manuellement  par  un  garde-barriere 
du  haut  d'une  tour.  Ce  systeme  de  protection  a  ete  installe  en  1951  en  rem- 
placement  des  barrieres  mecaniques  qui  avaient  ete  installees  en  1916.  La 
compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  a  paye  le  coQt  entier  de  I'installation  de  ce  systeme 
de  protection  et  elle  paie  les  frais  annuels  d'entretien  et  de  fonctionnement. 
Elle  propose  maintenant  d'apporter  a  ce  systeme  de  protection  les  modifications 
necessaires  pour  qu'il  fonctionne  automatiquement.  II  n'est  pas  demande  a.  la 
cite  de  Farnham  de  payer  une  partie  du  cout  de  ^installation  ni  des  frais  d'en- 
tretien et  de  fonctionnement  du  systeme  de  protection. 

A  I'appui  de  sa  requete,  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  a  declare  qu*en 
raison  de  I'enlevement  d'une  voie  de  ligne  principale  qu'entrafnera  ^installation 
de  la  commande  de  circulation  centralisee  et  aussi  parce  que  les  systemes  de 
protection  au  croisement  des  rues  Saint-Louis  et  Principale  seraient  a  commande 
automatique  plutot  que  manuelle,  la  circulation  routiere  serait  mieux  protegee 
S  ces  passages  par  le  systeme  de  protection  propose. 

Dans  une  resolution  datee  du  9  juillet  1962,  le  conseil  de  ville  a  demande 
une  audience  publique  et  il  a  exprime  I'avis  que  si  la  requete  de  la  compagnie 
de  chemin  de  fer  est  approuvee,  la  protection  s*en  trouvera  diminuee  au  passage 
a  niveau  situe  au  croisement  de  la  rue  Principale  et  que  la  circulation  routiere 
sera  retardee  davantage. 

Le  maire  de  Farnham,  qui  a  ete  appele  a  temoigner,  a  attache  beaucoup 
d'importance  au  probleme  qui  existe  au  croisement  de  la  rue  Principale.  Il  a 
declare  qu'il  utilisait  ce  passage  depuis  15  ans  et  que,  lorsqu'il  etait  appele 
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d'urgence  a  titre  de  medecin,  le  garde-barriere  avait  leve  !es  barrieres  lorsque 
la  chose  etait  possible,  afin  de  lui  permettre  de  passer  en  toute  securite.  Toute- 
fois,  il  etait  d'avis  que  cette  pratique  ne  pourrait  plus  se  faire  avec  des  barrieres 
automatiques.  II  a  aussi  declare  que,  lorsque  les  trains  a  marchandises  avancent 
tres  lentement,  le  gardien  peut  se  servir  de  son  jugement  et  permettre  S  certains 
vehicules  de  passer  avant  que  le  train  n'atteigne  le  passage,  diminuant  ainsi 
Pencombrement  de  la  circulation.  II  a  exprime  Tavis  que  le  syst^me  actuel  de 
protection  devrait  etre  conserve. 

Au  sujet  de  la  rue  Saint-Louis,  le  maire  s*est  dit  d'avis  que  le  projet  de  la 
compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  assurerait  une  plus  grande  protection. 

Un  autre  temoin,  M.  Lalande,  chef  adjoint  de  la  police,  a  ete  appele  par 
Tavocat  de  la  cite  de  Farnham.  11  a  declare  que,  au  croisement  de  la  rue  Princi- 
pale,  le  passage  etait  parfois  bloque  de  20  a  25  minutes  et  que  la  circulation 
devait  etre  detournee  afin  de  traverser  la  voie  ferree  a  un  autre  endroit.  11  a 
signale  que  la  route  normale  a  suivre  lorsqu'il  faisait  sa  ronde  consistait  a 
franchir  les  voies  ferrees  a  la  rue  Principale  mais  que  tout  pouvait  survenir, 
un  feu  ou  un  vol  par  exemple,  lorsqu'il  devait  faire  un  long  detour  pour  passer 
par  la  rue  Eckman.  II  etait  d'avis  que  le  probleme  serait  aggrave  si  des  barrieres 
automatiques  etaient  installees. 

L'avocat  de  la  cite  de  Farnham  a  aussi  demande  a  trois  des  gardiens  en 
service  a  ces  passages  de  temoigner.  Dans  leurs  depositions,  ils  ont  declare  que 
la  presence  d'un  gardien  etait  necessaire  pour  permettre  au  traffic  de  traverser 
les  passages  en  cas  d'urgence,  surtout  pendant  I'aiguillage  des  trains,  et  aussi 
pour  proteger  les  ecoliers  qui  traversent  a  la  rue  Principale.  lis  ont  tous  ex- 
prime  I'avis  que  la  circulation  routiere  et  les  pietons  ne  seraient  pas  aussi  bien 
proteges  par  un  systeme  de  protection  automatique  et  que  les  retards  seraient 
encore  plus  longs. 

La  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  a  appele  a  temoigner  seulement  une  per- 
sonne,  M.  Brown,  Ingenieur  de  signaux  pour  la  region  de  I'Atlantique  de  la 
Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien.  M.  Brown  a  declare  que,  a 
son  avis,  le  systeme  de  protection  propose  offre  plus  de  securite  que  le  systeme 
de  protection  a  commande  manuelle.  II  a  explique  que  le  systeme  en  question 
serait  entierement  automatique  pour  les  mouvements  de  ligne  principale  et  qu'une 
minuterie  ferait  cesser  le  fonctionnement  du  systeme  de  protection  lorsqu'un 
train  arreterait  et  ne  traverserait  pas  le  passage.  Apres  etre  demeure  sur  le 
circuit,  en  dehors  du  passage,  pendant  une  certaine  periode  de  temps,  le  train 
peut  repartir  et  le  systeme  de  protection  fonctionne  de  nouveau.  Le  systeme  de 
protection  sera  muni  d*une  commande  a  bouton-poussoir  de  sorte  que  le  personnel 
de  gare  de  triage  et  de  train  pourra  commander  manuellement  le  systeme  de  pro- 
tection pour  les  mouvements  d*aiguillage.  M.  Brown  a,  exprime  Pavis  que  le 
passage  ne  serait  pas  ferme  plus  longtemps  qu'il  ne  Pest  actuellement  avec 
les  barrieres  a  commande  manuelle.  Les  mouvements  de  ligne  principale  seront 
proteges  automatiquement,  mais  il  y  aura  quand  meme  au  passage  ^  niveau  un 
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homme  pour  tous  les  mouvements  de  triage.  M.  Brown  estime  que,  d  cause  de 
cette  precaution,  ies  pietons  et  les  enfants  qui  franchissent  le  passage  seront 
bien  proteges. 

La  cite  de  Farnham  s'oppose  a  la  requite  uniquement  parce  qu'elle  craint 
que  le  systeme  de  protection  qui  sera  installe  au  croisement  de  la  rue  Principale 
ne  sera  pas  aussi  efficace  que  le  systeme  actuel.  Pour  la  realisation  de  tout  le 
projet  soumis  par  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer,  la  cite  de  Farnham  a  et^  priee 
de  contribuer  seulement  a  Tegard  du  changement  a  effectuer  au  croisement  de  la 
rue  Saint-Louis  et  elle  ne  s'est  pas  opposee  a  payer,  pour  cette  amelioration,  la 
part  proposee  par  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer. 

Le  passage  situe  au  croisement  de  la  rue  Jacques-Cartier  releve  du  minis- 
tere  de  la  Voirie  de  la  province  de  Quebec  et  la  cite  ne  s'est  pas  opposee  a 
I'enlevement  des  barrieres  a  bras  courts  qui  ne  seront  plus  n^cessaires  par 
suite  de  la  disparition  d*une  des  voies  de  ligne  principale. 

Au  croisement  de  la  rue  Saint-Louis,  le  passage  deviendra  un  passage  de 
ligne  principale  a  voie  unique  mais  comme  la  rue  Saint-Louis  traverse  plusieurs 
voies  ferrees,  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  a  propose  de  proteger  le  passage 
au  moyen  de  deux  signaux  clignotants,  d'une  sonnerie  et  de  barrieres  a  bras 
courts.  Les  barrieres  seront  a  commande  automatique  pour  les  mouvements  des 
trains  de  ligne  principale  et  une  commande  a  bouton-poussoir  sera  prevue.  Le 
service  de  protection  sera  assure  de  fa9on  continue  et  non  plus  seulement  entre 
7h.  du  matin  et  7h.  du  soir,  comme  c*est  le  cas  pr^sentement.  Le  nouveau 
systeme  constituerait  certainement  une  amelioration  importante  pour  la  protection 
du  passage  en  question,  ce  que  le  maire  a  d'ailleurs  admis  dans  son  temoignage. 

La  cite  de  Farnham  s'oppose  done  seulement  au  changement  propose  au 
croisement  de  la  rue  Principale.  A  ce  croisement,  le  passage  deviendra  aussi 
^  une  seule  voie  de  ligne  principale  et  sera  protege  automatiquement  par  des 
signaux  clignotants  et  une  sonnerie,  avec  des  barrieres  h  bras  courts.  Les 
mouvements  des  trains  sur  les  voies  de  triage  seront  proteges  par  un  systdme 
a  commande  manuelle.  Le  personnel  de  gare  de  triage  ou  de  train  commandera 
le  systeme  de  protection  au  moyen  d*un  bouton-poussoir  au  passage  en  question 
et  il  sera  en  mesure  de  proteger  les  pietons  ou  de  voir  a  la  circulation  routidre 
en  cas  d*urgence,  de  la  mime  fa^on  que  le  fait  presentement  le  garde-barriere. 
Le  remplacement  de  barrieres  a  commande  manuelle  par  des  barrieres  automati- 
ques  n'est  pas  une  experience  nouvelle;  il  a  ete  effectue  dans  un  grand  nombre 
de  cas  a  travers  le  Canada  par  les  deux  grandes  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer. 
Les  ameliorations  apportees  au  cours  des  dernieres  annees  3  la  conception  des 
circuits  ont  permis  I'installation  de  systemes  automatiques  a  des  passages  oA, 
il  y  a  quelques  annees,  un  sy^steme  de  protection  manuel  aurait  seul  ete  juge 
realisable.  On  a  recemment  installe  ce  genre  de  systeme  a  des  passages  plus 
importants,  du  point  de  vue  de  la  circulation,  que  celui  de  la  rue  Principale, 
k  Farnham,  et  il  s*est  revele  tres  satisfaisant. 

Je  ne  puis  voir  aucune  raison  valable  prouvant  qu'un  tel  systeme  de  protec- 
tion ne  serait  pas  satisfaisant  dans  le  cas  du  passage  situe  au  croisement  de 
la  rue  Principale,  a  Farnham. 
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J'estime  que  la  modification  et  la  modernisation  du  systeme  de  protection 
aux  croisements  des  rues  Jacques-Cartier,  Saint-Louis  et  Principale,  de  la  fa^on 
proposee  par  la  compagnie  de  cheroin  de  fer,  assureront  une  protection  satis- 
faisante  et  j'accorde  la  requete.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  matter  for  decision  by  the  Board  is  the  application  of  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company  to  abandon  operation  of  its  St.  Lin  Sabdi vision  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec. 
52  B.T.C. 
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The  St.  Lin  Subdivision  runs  from  St.  Lin  Junction  about  two  miles  north 
of  Ste.  Therese  on  the  Ste.  Agathe  Subdivision  to  St.  Lin,  a  distance  of  15.1 
miles. 

The  line  was  built  by  the  Montreal  and  Laurentian  Colonization  Railway 
Company,  which  was  incorporated  in  1872.  The  name  of  the  Company  was  changed 
to  Laurentian  Railway  Company  in  1874.  The  line  was  built  in  1877  and  was 
opened  for  traffic  in  November  of  that  year.  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
purchased  the  line  from  Laurentian  Railway  Company  in  1882. 

The  railway  for  its  length  runs  through  fairly  flat  farming  country.  The 
grades  of  the  railway  are  generally  light.  There  are  two  stations  on  the  line  be- 
tween St.  Lin  Junction  and  St.  Lin,  these  being  Lepage  and  Bruchesi.  At  Lepage 
there  are  no  C.P.R.  facilities  except  a  wye  track  and  lead  to  magazine  stores 
of  the  Department  of  National  Defence.  At  Bruchesi  there  is  a  station,  platform 
and  freight  shed  (although  by  Board  Order  dated  July  20th,  1962,  the  Railway 
Company  was  granted  authority  to  remove  them).  Bruchesi  (the  station  name)  is 
at  the  Village  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Plaines,  which  village  has  a  population  of 
approximately  2,000.  St.  Lin  (otherwise  known  as  Ville  des  Laurentides)  has  a 
population  of  approximately  3,500. 

The  present  railway  service  consists  of  a  way-freight  making  one  round  trip 
from  Montreal  on  Monday  and  on  Thursday  of  each  week.  Express  service  is 
handled  on  the  way-freight.  There  is  no  passenger  service.  The  mail  is  handled 
by  highway  trucks. 

A  paved  road  runs  from  Ste.  Therese  to  St.  Lin  passing  through  Lepage  and 
Ste.  Anne  des  Plaines.  It  runs  roughly  parallel  to  the  railway  at  no  great  distance 
from  it.  In  addition,  a  minor  road  runs  from  Highway  11  near  St.  Janvier  to  Lepage. 
Highway  No.  41  provides  access  between  St.  Jerome  on  Highway  11  and  St.  Lin. 

Bus  service  is  provided  by  Cie  de  Transport  de  Laurentides  from  St.  Lin  to 
St.  Jer6me,  where  it  connects  with  the  service  of  Provincial  Transport  Company. 

A  regular  trucking  service  is  furnished  by  Archambault  Transport  of  St.  Lin. 
In  addition  there  is  other  transport  available,  although  not  on  a  regular  schedule. 

Canadian  Pacific  Telegraph  provides  service  at  St.  Lin  only,  there  having 
been  no  agent  at  Bruchesi  since  1959.

The  Railway  Company's  estimate  of  financial  improvement  is  prepared  to 
show  the  extent  to  which  it  would  have  been  better  off  had  it  not  operated  the 
St.  Lin  Subdivision  during  the  years  1958  to  1961,  inclusive.  By  reason  of  heavy 
shipments  of  explosives  and  ammunition  from  the  Canadian  Army  Ordnance  Sub- 
Depot  at  Lepage,  its  operation  was  profitable  in  the  year  1959.  In  fact,  in  the 
four  years  1958  to  1961,  inclusive,  it  may  be  said  to  have  made  an  in-pocket 
(apparent)  profit  in  the  operation  of  this  Subdivision  of  some  $23,000. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  first  exhibit  reproduced  above  that,  of  revenue 
from  shipments  out  in  1958  of  $16,028,  $15,723  consisted  of  ammunition  and  ex- 
plosives. In  1959,  out  of  a  total  of  $128,868,  $128,570  came^^  from  this  source; 
in  1960,  out  of  $20,780,  $20,720  came  from  this  source;  and  the  corresponding 
figures  in  1961  were  $13,381  and  $13,240.  It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  only  per- 
son or  undertaking  using  the  railway's  services  in  shipment  out  is  the  Department 
of  National  Defence. 

Shipments  into  the  area  are  miscellaneous  but  consist  principally  of  grain 
and  mill  products  (i.e.,  grain  products). 

The  Director  of  Ordnance  Services  of  the  Canadian  Army  gave  evidence  as 
to  the  future  plans  of  the  Department  of  National  Defence  in  respect  of  its 
Ordnance  Sub-Depot  at  Lepage. 
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The  present  holdings  at  the  Ammunition  Depot  are  static  and  the  Director 
of  Ordnance  Services  does  not  expect  any  continuing  shipments  in  or  out.  It  is 
the  expectation  of  the  Department  that  the  stocks  presently  held  at  Lepage  Sub- 
Depot  will  be  moved  elsewhere  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  the  Sub-Depot  at 
Lepage  being  closed. 

The  evidence  of  the  Director  of  Ordnance  Services  is  that  the  Department 
of  National  Defence  is  not  opposing  the  application  but  inasmuch  as  it  would  be 
put  to  an  otherwise  avoidable  and  heavy  expense,  it  asks  that,  if  the  application 
is  to  be  granted,  abandonment  should  not  take  effect  before  September  of  1963. 

Opposition  to  the  application  was  taken  by  Cooperative  Fed^r^e  de  Qu^ec, 
Meunerie  Cooperative  de  St.  Lin,  A.  Morel  &  Fils,  Limitee,  of  St.  Lin,  M.  Edouard 
Henri  of  St.  Esprit,  M.  Roger  Rivest  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Plaines,  and  M.  Philippe 
Racine  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Plaines.  The  Cooperative  of  St.  Lin,  the  Company  and 
the  individuals  mentioned  above  are  all  grain  merchants. 

The  Cooperative  Federee  de  Quebec  is  a  cooperative  with  province-wide 
operations,  which  ships  into  its  undertakings  throughout  the  Province  some 
10,000  cars  a  year. 

The  cooperative  of  St.  Lin,  Morel  &  Fils  and  M.  Henri  have  elevators  at 
St.  Lin  situated  on  the  railway  right-of-way.  From  these  elevators  they  truck 
grain  to  their  principal  establishments.  M.  Rivest  and  M.  Racine  truck  grain  from 
railway  car  to  their  establishments  and  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that  all 
undertakings  receive  grain  products,  such  as  shorts  and  bran  in  sacks,  and  truck 
them  directly  from  railway  car  to  their  undertakings. 

The  feed  brought  into  the  area  is  principally  for  cattle  but  includes  feed 
for  hogs  and  poultry,  and  inward  shipments  also  include  fertilizers. 

All  grain  comes  by  rail.  Some  grain  products  come  by  rail  and  some  by  truck. 
Indian  corn  (maize)  and  fertilizer  all  come  by  truck. 

The  principal  reason  for  this  differing  method  of  carriage  appears  to  be  the 
subsidy  paid  on  western  grain  and  grain  products  manufactured  from  western 
grain,  which  subsidy  is  administered  by  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture. 
No  subsidy  is  payable  on  Indian  corn  (maize)  and  fertilizer  and  it  is  therefore 
brought  in  by  truck.  No  subsidy  is  paid  on  certain  grain  products  and  these, 
therefore,  come  in  partly  by  truck. 

The  movement  of  feed  grains  from  Western  Canada  for  livestock  or  poultry 
feeding  is  assisted  by  the  payment  of  a  federal  subsidy  from  the  Appropriations 
Fund.  This  subsidy  is  paid  to  the  consignee  feed  dealers  or  brokers.  To  obtain 
it,  these  merchants  must  submit  claims  certifying  that  the  full  benefit  of  the 
subsidy  has  been  passed  on  to  the  livestock  or  poultry  feeders  who  buy  the  grain 
for  feeding.  In  practice,  feed  dealers  quote  such  feed  prices  on  the  basis  of 
''government  subsidy  already  deducted'*. 

If  western  grain  moved  by  truck  from  Montreal  to  St.  Lin  or  from  another 
point  such  as  St.  Jer6me,  the  subsidy  could  not  be  claimed  in  respect  of  tlie 
truck  portion  of  the  movement.  It  seems  clear,  however,  from  the  evidence,  that 
the  hauling  of  grain  products  by  truck  in  this  area  is  an  economic  operation  and 
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that  merchants  use  the  railway  service  in  preference  to  trucks  to  bring  in  grain 
products  only  because  of  the  lower  cost  by  rail  as  a  result  of  **feed  grain 
assistance". 

The  Railway  Company's  evidence  is  that,  should  the  Board  authorize  the 
abandonment  of  the  line,  it  would  be  able  to  recoup  a  net  salvage  from  trackage 
and  facilities  of  some  $109,000.  This  does  not  include  the  trackage  laid  from 
Lepage  to  and  into  the  Ordnance  Sub-Depot,  which  tracks  are,  in  fact,  owned  by 
the  Railway  Company.  The  Company  also  has  submitted  an  exhibit  to  show  that 
its  forecast  of  capital  appropriations  for  the  next  fifteen  years  on  the  St.  Lin 
Subdivision  amounts  to  some  $105,000. 

The  Railway  Company  has  made  an  assumption  that,  if  the  St.  Lin  Subdivi- 
sion is  abandoned,  the  Company  would  yet  retain  on  its  Ste.  Agathe  Subdivision 
some  of  the  freight  now  being  carried  on  the  St.  Lin  Subdivision.  On  this  assump- 
tion, it  has  estimated  that,  of  the  traffic  carried  in  1961,  it  would  retain  freight 
estimated  to  yield  a  revenue  of  some  $21,000. 

The  Railway  Company's  evidence  as  to  its  revenues,  expenses,  anticipated 
net  salvage  and  estimated  capital  expenses  was  not  contested.  The  Board's 
officer?  have  reviewed  the  figures,  some  of  which  are  directly  accountable, 
some  are  allocations  and  some  are  overhead  allowances.  The  figures  are,  in 
some  cases,  based  on  assumptions  in  respect  of  which  the  Board  has  made  dis- 
allowances in  previous  cases;  but  any  amendment  of  these  figures  that  the  Board 
might  make  in  this  case  would  not  reduce  the  Railway  Company's  total  estimate 
of  anticipated  betterment,  in  the  event  of  abandonment,  below  some  $20f000  per 
annum. 

If  the  Railway  Company's  assumption  as  to  the  revenue  retained  and  the 
cost  of  handling  same  are  correct,  then  its  betterment  would  not  be  some  $20,000, 
but  might  approach  an  annual  figure  of  $35,000. 

It  appears  to  me  from  the  evidence  that  the  Railway  Company's  facilities 
are  not  used  for  shipments  out  except  by  the  Department  of  National  Defence. 
The  Department  of  National  Defence  does  not  expect  to  make  any  continuing 
shipments  in  or  out  from  its  Lepage  Sub-Depot. 

There  remains,  then,  to  consider  the  inbound  shipments  destined  to  grain 
merchants.  The  merchants  say  that  they  can  ship  in  by  truck.  The  highway  facil- 
ities are  sufficient.  In  some  cases,  should  they  do  their  own  trucking,  it  would 
be  necessary  for  a  merchant  to  purchase  an  additional  truck.  The  elevator  facil- 
ities owned  at  St.  Lin  would,  in  all  probability,  have  to  be  located  on  the  Ste. 
Agathe  Subdivision.  This  will,  of  course,  entail  a  capital  outlay  for  new  facil- 
ities. These  are  estimated  by  one  merchant  at  some  $2,000-00,  which  to  me 
appears  too  low.  I  am,  in  weighing  the  considerations,  assuming  that  the  cost  of 
re-locating  the  elevator  facilities  at  St.  Lin  would  in  each  instance  be  appre- 
ciably more. 

The  principal  concern  of  the  merchants  is  that  the  cost  of  grain  and  grain 
products  would  be  increased  by  a  figure  of  approximately  10  cents  per  hundred 
pounds.  This  might,  competition  permitting,  be  passed  on  to  the  consumer  but  it

is,  nonetheless,  an  additional  cost  that  either  the  merchant  or  the  farmer  might 
have  to  bear.  I  say  "might'*  because  (although  the  Board  has  no  knowledge  of 
what  policy  may  be)  should  such  policy  at  some  future  time  make  the  subsidy 
available  to  persons  shipping  in  by  truck,  then  I  take  it  from  the  evidence  that 
the  cost  of  grain  products  would  not  increase. 

What  impresses  me  the  most  in  the  evidence  is  that  the  rail  operation  is 
not  only  a  deficit  operation  but  it  appears  that  it  may  be  (and  I  am  speaking  of 
the  evidence  in  this  application  only)  an  uneconomic  method  of  carriage  as  com- 
pared with  trucks.  It  is  cle^r  from  the  evidence  that  the  merchants  and  residents 
of  the  area  do  not  use  the  railway  services  for  outward  shipments.  I  think  it  is 
clear  from  the  evidence  that  were  it  not  for  the  subsidy  which  accrues  to  ship- 
ments in  by  rail,  the  grain  merchants  would  already  have  ceased  to  use  the  rail- 
way services  and  would  (with  the  probable  exception  of  grain  itself)  be  bringing 
their  produce  in  entirely  by  truck. 

It  does  not  appear  to  me  reasonable  to  continue  what  has  become  an  un- 
economic railway  service  merely  because  a  subsidy,  being  an  artificial  and 
possibly  temporary  alleviation  of  cost,  makes  it  advantageous  to  shippers  to  use 
that  service. 

The  representative  of  the  Cooperative  Fed^r^e,  in  his  evidence,  did  not 
oppose  the  application  but  merely  expressed  the  view  that  a  very  adequate  time 
should  be  allowed  before  abandonment  takes  effect.  In  his  opinion,  this  should 
be  some  five  years. 

At  least  one  of  the  merchants  while  opposing  the  application,  expressed  the 
view  that  in  the  event  of  the  application  being  granted,  a  waiting  period  of  some 
five  years  should  intervene  before  abandonment  could  take  effect. 

As  I  have  said,  I  do  not  see  a  sufficient  justification  for  continuing  a  deficit 
operation  which  appears  to  have  become  uneconomic. 

The  grain  merchants  of  the  area  are  in  a  competitive  trade  and  in  a  business 
where  the  margin  of  profit  is  low.  Nonetheless,  I  do  not  think  they  can  expect 
to  have  an  uneconomic  service  continued  by  another  business  undertaking  in 
order  to  ensure  no  detrimental  change  in  theirs.  In  this  instance,  a  period  up  to 
the  end  of  September  should  give  the  users  of  the  railway  service  a  reasonable 
period  in  which  to  bring  about  such  readjustment  of  their  operations  as  may  be 
necessary. 

I  would  grant  the  application  and  authorize  the  abandonment  of  the  St.  Lin 
Subdivision  from  St.  Lin  Junction  to  St.  Lin.  Such  abandonment  is  not  to  take 
place  before  the  1st  day  of  October,  1963,  on  ninety  days*  notice  to  be  filed 
with  the  Board  and  posted  in  all  stations  on  the  line.

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La  ligne  a  ete  construite  par  la  ''Montreal  and  Laurentian  Colonization 
Railway  Company",  compagnie  constituee  en  1872.  En  1874,  le  nom  de  cette 
compagnie  etait  change  et  devenait  "Laurentian  Railway  Company".  La  ligne 
a  ete  construite  en  1877  et  a  ete  ouverte  a  la  circulation  au  mois  de  novembre 
de  la  meme  annee.  La  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a 
achete  la  ligne  de  la  "Laurentian  Railway  Company"  en  1882. 

Sur  toute  sa  longueur,  la  ligne  traverse  une  region  agricole  en  terrain  plat. 
En  general,  les  rampes  du  chemin  de  fer  sont  peu  accentuees.  II  y  a  deux  gares 
sur  la  ligne  entre  Saint-Lin  Jonction  et  Saint-Lin,  soit  celle  de  Lepage  et  celle 
de  Bruchesi.

L'etat  montrant  I'amelioration  financiere  a  ete  etabli  afin  d'indiquer  dans 
quelle  mesure  la  situation  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  aurait  ete  meilleure 
si  cette  compagnie  n'avait  pas  exploite  la  subdivision  de  Saint-Lin  de  1958  a 
1961  inclusivement.  Cette  exploitation  a  ete  rentable  en  1959  en  raison  des 
fortes  expeditions  d'explosifs  et  de  munitions  en  provenance  du  depot  auxiliaire 
de  munitions  et  de  materiel  de  guerre  de  I'Armee  canadienne  a  Lepage,  En 
realite,  au  cours  de  la  periode  allant  de  1958  a  1961  inclusivement,  on  peut  dire 
que  Sexploitation  de  cette  subdivision  a  permis  a  la  Compagnie  de  realiser  des 
benefices  apparents  d'environ  $23,000. 

D'apres  la  premiere  piece  reproduite  ci-dessus,  on  remarquera  que  sur  les 
recettes  provenant  des  expeditions  en  1958,  soit  $16,028,  un  montant  de  $15,723 
provenait  des  expeditions  de  munitions  et  d'explosifs.  En  1959,  sur  un  total  de 
$128,868,  un  montant  de  $128,570  provenait  de  cette  meme  source  et  en  1960, 
sur  $20,780,  un  montant  de  $20,720  provenait  aussi  de  cette  meme  source.  Les 
chiffres  correspondants  de  1961  sont  $13,381  et  $13,240.  II  est  done  evident 
que  la  seule  personne  ou  entreprise  qui  fait  appel  aux  services  du  chemin  de  fer 
pour  les  expeditions  est  le  ministere  de  la  Defense  nationale. 
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Les  receptions  sont  varices  mais  comprennent  principalement  des  grains 
et  des  produits  de  mouture  (c'est-a-dire  des  produits  du  grain). 

Le  directeur  des  Services  des  magasins  militaires  de  I'Armee  canadienne 
a  expose  les  projets  du  ministere  de  la  Defense  nationale  quant  a  son  depot 
auxiliaire  de  munitions  et  de  materiel  de  guerre  a  Lepage. 

Les  stocks  entreposes  a  I'heure  actuelle  au  depot  de  munitions  sont  station- 
naires  et  le  directeur  des  Services  des  magasins  militaires  ne  prevoit  pas  d 'ex- 
peditions ou  de  receptions  regulieres.  Le  Ministere  s'attendSice  que  les  stocks  qui 
se  trouvent  actuellement  au  depot  duxiliaire  de  Lepage  soient  demenages  ailleurs 
et  que,  selon  toute  probabilite,  ce  depot  soit  ferme. 

D'apres  la  deposition  du  directeur  des  Services  des  magasins  militaires, 
le  ministere  de  la  Defense  nationale  ne  s'oppose  pas  a  la  requete  mais  il  demande 
que  le  service  ne  soit  pas  abandonne  avant  le  mois  de  septembre  1963  vu  que, 
si  I'on  accede  a  la  requete,  il  devra  assumer  des  frais  considerables  qu'il 
pourrait  par  ailleurs  eviter. 

La  Cooperative  federee  de  Quebec,  la  Meunerie  cooperative  de  Saint-Lin, 
la  firme  A.  Morel  &  Fils  Limitee  de  Saint-Lin,  M.  Edouard  Henri  de  Saint-Esprit, 
M.  Roger  Rivest  de  Sainte-Anne-des-Plaines,  et  M.  Philippe  Racine  de  Sainte- 
Anne-des-Plaines,  se  sont  opposes  a  la  requete.  La  Cooperative  de  Saint-Lin, 
la  firme  et  les  particuliers  susmentionnes  sont  tous  des  marchands  de  grains. 

La  Cooperative  federee  de  Quebec  est  une  societe  cooperative  qui  exerce 
son  activite  dans  toute  la  province  et  qui  y  expedie  environ  10,000  wagonnees 
par  annee. 

La  Cooperative  de  Saint-Lin,  la  firme  Morel  &  Fils  et  M.  Henri  possedent 
a  Saint-Lin  des  elevateurs,  situes  sur  I'emprise  du  chemin  de  fer,  qui  transpor- 
tent  des  grains  par  camion  entre  ces  elevateurs  et  leurs  principaux  etablisse- 
ments.  MM.  Rivest  et  Racine  transportent  des  grains  par  camion  a  partir  des 
wagons  jusqu'a  leurs  etablissements  et,  d'apres  les  depositions,  il  semble  que 
tous  les  clients  re^oivent  des  produits  du  grain,  comme  du  gru  rouge  et  du  son 
en  sacs,  qu'ils  transportent  directement  par  camion  a  partir  des  wagons. 

Les  aliments  du  betail  apportes  dans  la  region  sont  destines  surtout  a 
Talimentation  des  bestiaux  mais  sont  aussi  utilises  pour  les  pores  et  les  volailles, 
et  les  expeditions  re9ues  comprennent  egalement  des  engrais  chimiques. 

Tous  les  grains  sont  achemines  par  voie  ferree.  Certains  produits  du  grain 
le  sont  par  voie  ferree,  d'autres  par  camion.  Tout  le  mais  (ble  d'Inde)  et  tous 
les  engrais  arrivent  par  camion. 

Si  les  methodes  de  transport  different,  c'est  surtout,  semble-t-il,  a  cause  de 
la  subvention  versee  a  I'egard  des  grains  de  I'Ouest  et  des  produits  derives  de 
ces  grains,  subvention  dont  Tadministration  releve  du  piinistere  federal  de 
I'Agriculture.  Aucune  subvention  n'est  versee  a  Tegard  du  mais  et  des  engrais 
et  c*est  pourquoi  leur  transport  s'effectue  par  camion.  De  meme,  aucune  subven- 
tion n'est  versee  a  I'egard  de  certains  produits  du  grain,  et  le  transport  se  fait 
partiellement  par  camion. 
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Le  transport  des  aliments  du  betail  provenant  de  I'Ouest  du  Canada  et 
destines  a  ralimentation  des  bestiaux  ou  des  volaiUes  beneficie  d'une  sub- 
vention federale  imputee  a  la  Caisse  des  subsides.  Cette  subvention  est  versee 
aux  marchands  ou  aux  courtiers  auxquels  sont  destines  les  aliments  du  betail. 
Pour  Tobtenir,  ces  marchands  doivent  presenter  une  demande  attestant  qu'ils 
ont  fait  beneficier  de  la  totalite  de  la  subvention  les  personnes  qui  achetent  les 
grains  pour  Talimentation  du  betail  et  de  la  volaille.  En  pratique,  les  marchands 
d'aliments  du  betail  fixent  leurs  prix  apr&s  avoir  d^duit  la  subvention  de 
TEtat. 

Si  des  grains  de  TOuest  etaient  transportes  par  camion  de  Montreal  a  Saint- 
Lin  ou  d'un  autre  endroit,  comme  Saint-Jerome,  la  subvention  ne  pourrait  pas 
etre  reclaraee  a  Tegard  du  parcours  effectue  par  camion.  Toutefois,  il  ressort 
des  depositions  que  le  transport  des  produits  du  grain  par  camion  dans  cette 
region  est  economique  et  que  les  marchands  ont  recours  au  chemin  de  fer  de 
preference  au  camion  seulement  parce  que  ces  produits  coutent  moins  cher  s'ils 
sont  transportes  par  voie  ferree,  en  raison  de  la  subvention  accordee  en  I'occur- 
rence. 

D'apres  les  depositions  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer,  si  la  Commission 
autorisait  I'abandon  de  la  ligne  en  question,  elle  realiserait  un  gain  net  d'environ 
$109,000  par  la  recuperation  de  ses  voies  ferrees  et  installations,  compte  non 
tenu  des  voies  entre  Lepage  et  le  depot  auxiliaire  des  magasins  militaires  ainsi 
que  sur  la  propriete  du  depot,  lesquelles  appartiennent  en  realite  a  la  Compagnie 
de  chemin  de  fer.  Cette  derniere  a  egalement  depose  une  piece  montrant  que  les 
immobilisations  qu'elle  prevoit  devoir  affecter  a  la  subdivision  de  Saint-Lin  au 
cours  des  quinze  prochaines  annees  s'elevent  a  environ  $105,000. 

La  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  suppose  que  si  elle  abandonnait  Texploita- 
tion  de  la  subdivision  de  Saint-Lin,  elle  transporterait  sur  sa  subdivision  de 
Sainte-Agathe  une  partie  des  marchandises  dont  le  transport  s*effectue  a  I'heure 
actuelle  sur  la  subdivision  de  Saint-Lin.  C'est  ainsi  que,  en  se  fondant  sur  les 
chiffres  de  1961,  elle  conserverait  une  proportion  de  trafic  qui  lui  rapporterait 
environ  $21,000. 

Les  depositions  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  touchant  ses  recettes, 
ses  depenses,  le  montant  net  qu'elle  prevoit  recuperer  et  ses  immobilisations 
estimatives  n'ont  pas  ete  contestees.  Les  fonctionnaires  de  la  Commission 
ont  examine  les  chiffres,  dont  certains  sont  justifiables  directement,  dont  d'autres 
sont  des  affectations  et  d'autres  des  allocations  de  frais  generaux.  Dans  certains 
cas,  ces  chiffres  reposent  sur  des  hypotheses  que  la  Commission  a  rejetees  dans 
des  cas  anterieurs;  mais  toute  modification  que  la  Commission  pourrait  apporter 
a  ces  chiffres,  dans  ce  cas,  ne  reduirait  pas  a  moins  de  $20,000  par  annee  le 
montant  estimatif  de  I'amelioration  financiere  que  compte  realiser  la  Compagnie 
si  elle  abandonne  Sexploitation  de  cette  subdivision. 

Si  la  supposition  que  fait  la  Compagnie  quant  aux  recettes  qu'elle  conti- 
nuerait  a  recevoir  et  aux  frais  de  manutention  est  exacte,  1 'amelioration  qui 
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s'ensuivrait  n'equivaudrait  pas  a  $20,000  raais  pourrait  meme  atteindre  $35,000 
par  annee. 

D*apres  les  depositions,  il  me  semble  que  seul  le  ministere  de  la  Defense 
nationaie  utilise  les  services  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  pour  des  expedi- 
tions. Ce  Ministere  ne  prevoit  pas  d'expeditions  regulieres  en  provenance  ou  a 
destination  de  son  depot  auxiliaire  de  Lepage. 

II  reste  done  a  etudier  le  cas  des  expeditions  destinees  aux  marchands 
de  grains.  lis  affirment  qu'ils  peuvent  se  servir  du  camion,  car  les  routes  sont 
suffisamment  bonnes.  Dans  certains  cas,  il  leur  faudrait  cependant  acheter 
un  autre  camion.  Les  elevateurs  qui  existent  a  Saint-Lin  devraient,  selon  toute 
probabilite,  etre  installes  sur  la  subdivision  de  Sainte-Agathe,  ce  qui  entrai- 
nerait  evidemment  pour  les  nouvelles  installations  une  mise  de  fonds  qu*un 
marchand  evalue  a  environ  $2,000,  chiffre  qui,  a  mon  sens,  est  trop  faible.  En 
pesant  les  faits,  je  suppose  que  les  frais  de  deplacement  des  elevateurs  de 
Saint-Lin  seraient  dans  chaque  cas  sensiblement  plus  eleves. 

Les  marchands  s'inquietent  surtout  de  ce  que  le  cout  des  grains  et  des 
produits  du  grain  augmenterait  d'environ  10c.  les  cent  livres.  Si  la  concurrence 
le  permet,  cette  augmentation  pourrait  etre  absorbee  par  le  consommateur,  mais 
elle  represente  neanmoins  une  majoration  que  devra  peut-etre  supporter  le  mar- 
chand ou  le  cultivateur.  Je  dis  **peut-etre'*  car  si,  a  une  date  ult^rieure,  la 
ligne  de  conduite  adoptee  (dont  la  Commission  n'est  aucunement  au  fait)  permet- 
tait  aux  personnes  expediant  dans  la  region  par  camion  de  beneficier  de  la  sub- 
vention, je  crois  que,  en  me  fondant  sur  les  depositions,  le  cout  des  produits  du 
grain  n'augmenterait  pas.

II  ne  me  semble  pas  raisonnable  qu*on  continue  a  assurer  un  service  ferro- 
viaire  devenu  non  rentable  simplement  parce  que  les  expediteurs  trouvent  avan- 
tageux  d'utiliser  ce  service  du  fait  qu'ils  beneficient  d*une  subvention  qui,  en 
somme,  constitue  une  mesure  artificielle  et  peut-etre  temporaire  d'abaissement 
des  frais. 

Dans  sa  deposition,  le  representant  de  la  Cooperative  federee  ne  s'est  pas 
oppose  a  la  requete  mais  a  simplement  exprime  I'avis  que  I'abandon  de  Sexploi- 
tation ne  devrait  s*operer  qu'apres  une  periode  de  temps  suffisamment  longue, 
soit  environ  cinq  ans. 
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Au  moins  un  des  marchands,  tout  en  s'opposant  a  la  requete,  a  exprime  I'avis 
que  si  celle-ci  etait  accordee,  il  devrait  s'ecouler  une  periode  d'attente  d'environ 
cinq  ans  avant  que  Tabandon  n'entre  en  vigueur. 

Je  le  repete,  je  ne  vois  pas  comment  peut  se  justifier  la  poursuite  d'une 
exploitation  deficitaire  qui  ne  semble  plus  etre  economique. 

Les  marchands  de  grains  de  la  region  exercent  une  entreprise  qui  est  aux 
prises  avec  la  concurrence  et  qui  offre  une  marge  de  profit  peu  elevee.  N^an- 
moins,  je  ne  crois  pas  qu'ils  puissent  s'attendre  a  voir  une  autre  entreprise 
commerciale  continuer  a  assurer  un  service  non  rentable  a  seule  fin  de  proteger 
leurs  interets.  Dans  le  cas  a  I'etude,  une  periode  allant  jusqu'a  la  fin  de  sep- 
tembre  devrait  donner  aux  usagers  du  service  ferroviaire  suffisamment  de  temps 
pour  effectuer  tout  rajustement  qui  s'imposera. 

J 'agree  la  requete  et  j'autorise  I'abandon  de  Sexploitation  de  la  subdivision 
de  Saint-Lin  a  partir  de  la  jonction  de  Saint-Lin  jusqu'a  Saint-Lin.  Cet  abandon 
ne  pourra  se  faire  avant  le  1^^  octobre  1963,  et  il  sera  precede  d'un  avis  de 
quatre-vingt-dix  jours  qui  sera  depose  aupres  de  la  Commission  et  affiche  dans 
toutes  les  gares  de  la  ligne.

JUDGMENT 

Griffin,  A.C.C: 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  applied  to  the  Board  for  authority 
to  discontinue  its  passenger  train  service  between  Ottawa  and  Maniwaki,  the 
latter  being  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

The  distance  by  rail  from  Ottawa  to  Maniwaki  is  82  miles.  Passenger 
service  is  provided  by  a  rail  diesel  car  operating  as  one  unit.  This  service  is 
made  up  of:- 

Train  No.  293  operating  daily  (except  Sunday)  from 
Ottawa  to  Maniwaki.  It  leaves  Ottawa  at  6.00  p.m., 
arriving  Maniwaki  at  8.35  p.m. 

Train  No.  292  operating  daily  (except  Sunday  and 
Monday)  from  Maniwaki  to  Ottawa.  It  leaves  Maniwaki 
at  7.00  a.m.,  arriving  Ottawa  at  9.35  a.m. 

Train  No.  294  operating  on  Sunday  evenings  from 
Maniwaki  to  Ottawa.  It  leaves  Maniwaki  at  6.00  p.m., 
arriving  Ottawa  at  8.30  p.m. 

Note:  The  above  times  are  Eastern  Standard  Time. 

Until  October  of  1958  a  conventional  train  operated.  On  October  26,  1958, 
rail  diesel  car  equipment  was  substituted.  The  equipment  is  modern,  and,  whereas 
the  travelling  time  of  the  conventional  train  was  three  hours,  the  travelling  time 
of  the  RDC  is  2  hours  and  35  minutes. 

Notwithstanding  this,  however,  passenger  travel  has  declined.  The  following 
exhibit  will  show  the  pattern  of,  and  the  decrease  in,  passenger  travel  during  the 
period  from  January  1959  to  August  1962: 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  daily  average  number  of  revenue 
passengers  carried  per  trip  in  both  directions  has  declined  from  43  in  1959  to 
21  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1962.  The  average  northbound  was  23  and  the 
average  southbound  was  about  19  passengers  per  trip.  The  average  number 
includes  not  only  those  who  travel  the  whole  length  of  the  line  but  those  also 
who  embark  and  disembark  at  intermediate  stations  and  those  who  travel  to  and 
from  Ottawa  from  stations  relatively  close  to  that  city. 

The  RDC  unit  used  is  known  as  an  *'RDC  2*\  It  has  a  combination  express 
and  baggage  compartment  and  can  seat  71  passengers. 

The  trains  carry  express,  and  the  express  carryings  from  Ottawa  are  fairly 
heavy.  The  express  carryings  southward  are  light. 

Mail  is  not  carried. 

The  trains  pass  through  the  City  of  Hull  (where  the  Maniwaki  Subdivision 
begins)  and  the  line  follows  the  valley  of  the  Gatineau  River  to  Maniwaki.  The 
principal  communities  are  Chelsea,  Cascades,  Wakefield,  Low,  Gracefield, 
Messines  and  Maniwaki.  The  regular  stops  northbound  are  Cascades,  Wakefield 
and  Low,  with  regular  stops  on  the  southward  trains  being  made  at  Gracefield, 
Low  and  Wakefield.  These  trains  are  scheduled  to  stop  on  flag  at  26  other  points. 

Portions  of  the  area  are  fairly  well  developed  and  populated,  and  it  is,  I 
think,  probable  that  there  will  be  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  population  of 
the  southerly  portion  of  the  line  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

Should  the  Railway  Company  be  authorized  to  discontinue  its  passenger 
service,  it  proposes  to  institute  a  highway  service  for  the  carriage  of  express. 
This  service  it  proposes  to  handle  by  an  independent  highway  trucking  con- 
tractor and  to  this  end  has  conducted  tentative  negotiations  and  has  estimated 
the  cost  of  such  highway  express.  I  will  refer  to  this  cost  later. 

The  Railway  Company  has  estimated  the  annual  operating  costs  of  the 
trains  at  $104,500.  Certain  of  these  costs,  such  as  wages,  are  directly  account- 
able expenses.  A  part  of  the  cost  estimates  is  made  up  of  allocations  of  ex- 
penses based  on  average  costs  for  the  pool  of  RDC  cars  in  the  Atlantic  Region 
and  on  System  costs.  Some  cost  items  represent  overhead  allowances.  Certain 
of  these  cost  estimates  are  subject  to  opinion  as  to  amount.  The  amounts  were 
not  effectively  attacked  on  cross-examination,  but  the  Board  has  scrutinized 
them.  The  reductions,  however,  to  which  the  Board  would  give  effect  would  not 
reduce  expenses  by  more  than  10%,  and  they  would  not  affect  materially  the 
considerations  that  the  Board  weighs. 

Passenger  rail  fares  between  October  1960  and  September  1961  amounted 
to  $29,100.  Express  revenue  for  the  same  period  amounted  to  $19,800,  giving  a 
total  revenue  for  the  period  of  $48,900. 

The  Railway  Company  has  endeavoured  to  show  what  the  financial  improve- 
ment would  be  should  it  be  authorized  to  discontinue  the  trains.  It  has  assumed 
that  it  would  retain  by  the  proposed  highway  service  all  the  express  revenue.  It 
has  estimated  that  the  expenses  of  the  express  company  incidental  to  a  highway 
service  would  be  $5,900  per  annum  and  that  the  actual  highway  operation  (con- 
tracted out)  would  be  $18,900  per  annum. 
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Based  upon  the  above  figures,  the  Railway  Company  has  submitted  the 
following  exhibit  to  show  that  (using  the  period  October  1960  to  September  1961, 
inclusive,  as  a  basis)  it  suffers  an  annual  deficit  in  the  present  operation  of 
$55,600;  that  it  would  suffer  an  annual  deficit  under  the  proposed  operation  of 
$5,000  per  annum,  and  that  accordingly  the  financial  improvement,  in  the  event 
of  discontinuance,  would  be  some  $50,600  per  annum.

For  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  would  reduce  the  estimated  expenses  of  the 
present  service  by  $10,000,  making  the  net  annual  earnings  a  deficit  of  $45,600 
and  the  financial  improvement  $40,600, 

Highway  11,  being  a  hard-surfaced  highway,  follows  roughly  the  route  of  the 
railway  from  Hull  to  Maniwaki,  There  are  divergencies,  notably  at  Kazabazua 
and  Aylwin  and  again  on  the  highway's  route  through  Bouchette.  Minor  roads, 
however,  give  access  to  almost  all  the  stations  on  the  line. 

The  Railway  Company  has  agents  at  Wakefield,  Gracefield  and  Maniwaki. 
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The  highway  express  service  proposed  by  the  Railway  Company  would 
provide  express  service  for  five  days  of  each  week.  There  would  be  no  service 
on  Sundays  and  Mondays.  This,  of  course,  means  that  express  arriving  Ottawa 
after  departure  of  the  Maniwaki  highway  truck  on  a  Saturday  would  not  reach 
points  on  the  line  until  the  following  Tuesday.  On  the  other  hand,  express  which 
now  reaches  stations  too  late  in  the  day  to  be  off-loaded  is  carried  through  to 
Maniwaki  and  back-hauled  on  the  return  journey. 

In  the  event  the  Company's  application  is  granted,  the  agents  at  the  stations 
mentioned  above  would  remain  and  would  continue  to  handle  express. 

There  are  two  bus  companies  operating  in  the  area.  Abitibi  Bus  Company 
operates  two  buses  daily  each  way  between  Ottawa  and  Maniwaki.  The  following 
will  show  the  times  of  departure  of  these  buses  from  Ottawa  to  Maniwaki.  The 
times  given  are  Daylight  Saving  Time.

What  we  have  to  consider  then  is  whether  the  loss  to  the  Railway  Company 
and  its  anticipated  betterment  in  the  event  of  discontinuance  outweighs  the 
loss  and  inconvenience  that  would  result  to  the  public  using  the  trains. 

A  reference  to  the  appearances  will  show  that  the  area  was  fully  represented. 
As  I  have  mentioned,  no  effective  attack  was  made  upon  the  revenue  and 
expense  figures.  Arguments  were  advanced  that: 

1.  The  Railway  Company  makes  a  profit  out  of  freight  carried  on  the  line. 

2.  The  Railway  Company  is  a  prosperous  company. 

3.  Most  companies  have  their  unprofitable  as  well  as  profitable  under- 
takings. 

4.  The  need  for  public  transport  is  increasing, 

5.  The  roads  out  of  the  capital  city  of  Canada  are  becoming  increasingly 
congested. 

6.  There  are  times  in  the  winter  when  the  residents  of  the  Gatineau  Valley 
find  it  dangerous  to  use  the  roads. 

7.  The  bus  service  do  not  give  a  comfortable  and  convenient  alternative. 

8.  The  train  schedules  could  be  altered  to  have  the  trains  arrive  and  depart 
at  more  convenient  hours. 

9.  The   Railway  Company  has  done  little  to  popularize  its  passenger 
service. 

10,  The  Railway  Company  does  not  need  four  employees  on  each  train, 
consisting  as  it  does  of  a  single  unit. 

11.  The  population  of  the  Gatineau  Valley  will  increase  greatly  in  the  next 
decade  or  two. 

I  will  not  endeavour  to  deal  with  each  one  of  these  grounds  of  opposition  to 
the  application  except  to  say  with  reference  to  the  first  point  that  the  Board 
has  held  many  times  in  the  past  that  it  should  not  consider  freight  revenues  on 
an  application  for  leave  to  disconti  nue  a  passenger  service.  Among  other  reasons, 
so  to  do  would  result  in  the  shippers  of  freight  generally  having  to  subsidize  a 
deficit  passenger  operation. 

It  was  also  submitted  that  should  the  application  be  granted  it  should  be 
granted  in  part  only,  and  that  the  railway  should  be  required  to  continue  its 
service  during  the  winter  months,  i.e.,  from  November  1st  to  May  1st,  at  least 
for  the  time  being. 

However,  a  reference  to  the  record  of  passenger  carryings  shows  that  the 
use  of  the  passenger  service  is  less  in  the  winter  months  than  it  is  during  the 
summer. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  is  presently 
developing  a  lay  centre,  conference  area  and  camp  in  the  vicinity  of  Trout  and 
Castor  Lakes.  It  expects  to  develop  this  centre  to  the  point  where,  during  the 
summer  months,  there  will  be  two  camps  run  simultaneously  for  some  35  boys  at 
each  camp.  Throughout  the  year  there  will  be  congregations  of  church  members 
in  residence  at  the  centre.  These  will  number  some  40  to  60  persons.  It  is  ad- 
mitted by  the  representative  of  the  church  that  it  would  be  possible  to  charter 
a  train  for  the  transportation  of  persons  to  and  from  the  centre.  However,  it  is 
said  that  this  proves  an  expensive  means  of  travel, 
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Convenient  as  it  would  be  for  the  centre  to  continue  to  be  served  by  the 
present  passenger  service,  I  cannot  find  that  the  revenue  that  would  result  could 
make  any  appreciable  difference  to  the  deficit  now  being  incurred  by  the  Railway 
Company. 

The  present-day  cost  of  a  rail  diesel  car  unit  is  approximately  $250,000. 
The  present  cars  were  new  in  1956  and  the  average  investment  in  some  30  rail 
diesel  cars  in  the  RDC  pool  of  the  Company's  Atlantic  Region  is  some  $220,000. 
The  equipment  investment  required  to  provide  passenger  service  is  not  for  a  full 
car  since  the  same  cars  are  used  on  the  Brockville  run,  but  for  an  average  of 
some  21  revenue  passengers  per  trip  the  share  of  the  investment  in  equipment 
is  heavy. 

It  appears  clear  to  me  that  other  modes  of  travel  have  replaced  the  need 
for  the  passenger  trains  on  the  line.  Notably,  I  think,  the  advantages  residents 
see  in  travel  by  private  automobile  have  caused  the  marked  decrease  in  the 
patronage  given  to  the  trains. 

The  highways  in  the  area  appear  adequate  for  the  present  highway  travel. 
The  bus  service  appears  to  me  to  provide  an  adequate  alternate  public  form  of 
transportation. 

I  can  see  no  justification,  in  this  instance,  for  requiring  the  Railway  Com- 
pany to  retain  the  very  substantial  investment  necessary  for  passenger  service, 
nor  to  continue  to  incur  any  substantial  loss  in  respect  of  its  passenger  train 
operation. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  express  service  should  be  the  equal  of  that  pro- 
vided by  the  trains,  although,  as  I  have  mentioned  above,  there  will  be  under 
the  present  proposed  service  a  period  at  the  beginning  of  each  week  when  no 
service  will  be  provided. 

There  will,  as  in  all  such  applications  which  are  granted,  be  some  incon- 
venience to  certain  individuals.  I  can,  however,  see  no  appreciable  monetary 
loss. 

I  would  authorize  discontinuance  of  passenger  service,  to  take  effect  not 
before  January  15th,  1963,  and  on  not  less  than  sixty  days'  notice  posted  in  all 
stations  and  in  the  coach  section  of  the  RDC  unit  operating  in  this  service. 
Publication  shall  also  be  given  by  the  insertion  of  a  notice,  sixty  days  before 
the  date  of  discontinuance,  in  one  issue  of  each  newspaper  published  in  the 
area  served.

L'Assemblee  generale  de  I'Eglise  Presbyterienne  du  Canada  est  a  ame- 
nager  dans  les  environs  du  lac  a  la  Truite  et  du  lac  des  Castors  un  centre  pour 
iai'ques,  un  lieu  de  conferences  et  une  colonie.  Elle  compte  que  cette  installa- 
tion sera  assez  importante  pour  permettre  la  tenue  simultanee  de  deux  colonies 
d'environ  35  gar9ons  chacun,  durant  Tete.  II  y  aura,  a  longueur  d'annee,  des 
groupes  de  membres  de  TEglise  qui  demeureront  a  ce  centre,  Ces  groupes  com- 
prendront  de  40  a  60  personnes.

A  rheure  actuelle,  un  autorail  coute  environ  $250,000.  Les  voitures  qui 
assurent  le  service  etaient  neuves  en  1956  et  T immobilisation  moyenne  affe- 
rente  aux  quelque  30  autorails  qui  constituent  le  groupe  d'autorails  de  la  com- 
pagnie dans  la  re'gion  de  I'Atlantique  est  d'environ  ,$220,000.  L'immobilisation 
afferente  au  materiel  requis  pour  assurer  un  service-voyageurs  ne  correspond 
pas  a  la  valeur  totale  d'une  voiture  vu  que  les  memes  voitures  servent  aussi 
sur  la  ligne  de  Brockville,  mais  pour  une  moyenne  de  21  voyageurs  payants 
par  voyage,  Timmobilisation  en  materiel  est  lourde. 

II  me  semble  que  le  besoin  de  trains  de  voyageurs  sur  cette  ligne  a  disparu 
par  suite  de  I'existence  d'autres  moyens  de  transport.  Je  crois,  en  particulier, 
que  les  avantages  que  les  gens  trouvent  a  voyager  en  automobile  sont  la  cause 
de  la  diminution  marquee  de  la  clientele  des  trains.

Je  ne  trouve  dans  la  cause  h  l*etude  aucun  motif  pour  obliger  la  compagnie 
de  chemin  de  fer  a  retenir  I'importante  mise  de  fonds  necessaire  a  Sexploitation 
du  service-voyageurs  et  a  continuer  a  subir  de  lourds  deficits  h  I'egard  de  cette 
exploitation. 

Je  crois  que  le  service-messageries  devrait  etre  I'equivalent  de  celui  qui 
est  assur^  par  les  trains,  bien  que,  comrae  je  Tai  mentionne  plus  haut,  le  service 
projete  comportera  au  debut  de  chaque  semaine  une  periode  durant  laquelle  il 
n*y  aura  pas  de  transport  de  messageries. 

Comme   chaque  fois  qu'une  requete  est  accordee,   certaines  personnes 
subiront  des  inconvenients.  Toutefois,  je  ne  vois  pas  qu'il  doive  y  avoir  aucun 
cas  de  perte  financiere  importante. 
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J'autorise  I'abandon  du  service-voyageurs,  lequel  abandon  ne  sera  pas  mis 
en  vigueur  avant  le  15  Janvier  1963  et  seulement  apr^s  qu'un  avis  d'au  moins 
soixante  jours  aura  et6  affiche  dans  toutes  les  gares  et  dans  le  compartiment 
des  voyageurs  de  I'autorail  qui  assure  le  service.  L' abandon  devra  aussi  etre 
annonc^  au  moyen  d'un  avis  publi6  dans  un  num^ro  de  chacun  des  joumaux 
publies  dans  la  region  desservie,  soixante  jours  avant  la  date  de  I'abandon.

Application  of  Conaway  Traffic  Company  for  a  ruling  with  respect  to  the  carload 
freight  charges  applicable  on  Locomotive  Cranes  between  points  in  Eastern 
Canada  (File  No.  48972).

RULING 

By  the  Board: 

This  application  by  the  Conaway  Traffic  Company,  Los  Angeles,  Cal,,  is  on 
behalf  of  Bridge  &  Tank  Co.  of  Canada  Ltd.,  Hamilton,  Ont.,  and  asks  for  a 
ruling  by  the  Board  as  to  the  freight  charges  applicable  on  three  separate  move- 
ments of  a  locomotive  crane  forwarded  between  Hamilton,  Ont.  and  Montreal, 
Que.  on  July  8,  1958,  on  April  2,  1959  and  on  November  5,  1960.  The  matter 
has  been  considered  and  dealt  with  on  the  written  submissions  of  the  applicant 
and  the  railway  and  they  have  agreed  that  the  Board  make  its  ruling  based  on 
such  written  submissions. 

The  classification  rating  and  special  notes  which  govern  the  movement  of 
locomotive  cranes  on  own  wheels  are  provided  under  Items  23430-A,  23435-A, 
23440  and  23445  of  Canadian  Freight  Classification  20,  C.T.C.  1525,  viz.:

No.  Rating      Min.  Wt. 

23430-A         Cranes  or  Derricks,  NOWN,  or  Dredging 

Machines,  on  own  wheels,  actual  weight  of

lbs. 
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23435-A         Note  12>  If  additional  car  or  cars  are 

required  on  account  of  detached  or  over- 
hanging parts,  minimum  weight  shall  be 
increased  24,000  lbs.  for  each  additional 
car  not  exceeding  41'  8"  in  length.  Cars 
of  greater  length  will  be  subject  to  Rule 
34. 

23440  Note  13:-  Rates  on  cranes  and  derricks  do 

not  include  free  transportation  of 
Attendant.  Attendant  in  charge  must  pay 
full  fare,  except  when  he  is  a  railway 
employee,  holding  free  or  reduced  trans- 
portation. 

23445  Note  14:-  "Moved  on  own  wheels'*  means 

mounted  on  and  permanently  attached  to 
railway  car  or  railway  trucks  furnished 
by  shipper. 
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The  Class  45  rates  in  effect  on  the  above  dates  were  107,  124  and  114  cents 
per  100  lbs.,  respectively,  and  are  published  in  Canadian  National  Railways 
Class  Rate  Tariff  C-100,  C.T.C.  (F)  No.  E.4078. 

The  three  shipments  mentioned  consisted  of  the  movement  of  locomotive 
cranes  mounted  on  railway  car  equipment  owned  by  the  Bridge  &  Tank  Company 
of  Canada  with  the  booms  of  the  crane  detached  and  loaded  on  open  freight  car 
equipment  furnished  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways.  It  is  stated  the  booms 
are  over  80  feet  in  length.  Both  the  cranes  and  the  booms  were  rated  at  Class  45 
and  charges  were  assessed  on  the  cranes  on  the  basis  of  actual  weight  of  the 
car  and  contents,  less  50%,  while  charges  on  the  booms  were  assessed  on  the 
basis  of  the  actual  weight  of  the  contents  of  the  car. 

Applicant  states  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  booms  loaded  on  Canadian 
National  Railways  equipment  should  be  charged  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  weight 
of  the  lading,  less  50%,  at  the  Class  45  rates  and  contends  Note  12  of  the 
classification  item,  quoted  herein,  so  authorizes  this  method  of  calculation  of 
charges.  Applicant  states  that  claims  were  filed  with  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  for  settlement  of  charges  on  this  basis  but  such  claims  were  declined 
by  the  railway  company.  Applicant  contends  that  the  cranes  as  shipped  are 
rateable  and  charges  calculated  thereon  as  a  complete  unit  and  that  it  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Classification  to  rate  the  detached  parts 
of  the  crane  separately  from  the  crane  proper.  In  support  of  this  contention 
applicant  directs  attention  to  Rule  20  of  the  Classification  which  reads,  "parts 
or  pieces,  constituting  a  complete  article,  received  as  one  shipment,  on  one  bill 
of  lading,  will  be  charged  at  the  rating  provided  for  the  complete  article",  and 
asserts  that  as  these  shipments  were  each  accepted  on  one  bill  of  lading  the 
Classification  items  authorizing  actual  weight  less  50%  at  Class  45  rates  has 
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application  to  both  the  crane  attached  to  car  equipment  furnished  by  the  shipper 
and  the  booms  loaded  on  car  equipment,  furnished  by  the  railway. 

The  railway  states  that  it  is  their  interpretation  and  opinion  that  the  detach- 
able parts  when  loaded  on  additional  car  or  cars  supplied  by  the  railway  must  be 
assessed  charges  based  on  the  actual  weight  of  the  contents  loaded  on  the  addi- 
tional equipment,  and  that  the  reduction  of  50%  in  actual  weight  when  railway 
cars  are  furnished  by  shippers  is  a  concession  extended  by  the  railway  when 
they,  the  railway,  are  not  required  to  supply  equipment  for  the  transportation  of 
certain  commodities.  The  railway  contends  that  Rule  20  of  the  Classification 
referred  to  by  applicant  is  not  in  issue  in  this  matter  as  the  Class  45  rating, 
which  is  the  rating  applicable  for  the  complete  crane,  has  been  assessed  and 
is  applicable  on  each  of  these  three  shipments.  The  railway  states  that  it  was 
necessary  for  the  shipper  to  detach  these  lengthy  booms  from  the  cranes  and 
load  them  in  each  instance  in  three  sections  on  open  car  equipment  furnished 
by  the  railway  in  order  to  provide  safe  loading  and  protection  of  railway  equip- 
ment as  required  by  Section  3,  Rule  27  of  Canadian  Freight  Classification  No.  20. 

Comments  and  Conclusions: 

The  only  issue  before  us  is  the  interpretation  of  the  classification  provisions 
which  are  set  out  previously  herein  and  as  they  are  to  be  applied  to  the  specific 
movements  of  the  traffic  involved. 

The  freight  classification  is  an  integral  part  of  the  railways*  tariff  structure* 
We  have  consistently  held  that  our  duty  is  to  construe  tariffs  literally: 
"Tariffs  are  to  be  construed  with  strictness  and  the 
language  and  not  the  intention  of  the  framers  is  the 
controlling    factor.*'    (Meigs     Pulpwood     Co.  v. 
C.N.R.,  30  C.R.C.  18) 

"Tariffs  are  to  be  construed  according  to  their 
language.  The  intention  of  the  framers  and  the 
practice  of  carriers  do  not  control.  If  a  tariff  is 
ambiguous  and  can  be  reasonably  and  properly  read 
in  ease  of  the  shipper  it  should  be  so  construed." 
(Robin  Hood  Mills  v.  C.P.R.,  28  C.R.C.  50). 
In  the  same  case,  at  page  55,  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  said: 
"Rulings  regarding  the  wording  of  the  classification 
may  be  taken  as  having  a  bearing  on  rulings  regard- 
ing construction  of  the  provisions  of  the  tariffs.  The 
Classification  of  an  article  of  commerce  should  be 
stated  in  terms  that  the  shipping  public  may  readily 
understand.  The  tariffs  are  to  be  construed  accord- 
ing to  their  language,  and  the  intention  of  the 
framers  and  the  practice  of  the  carriers  do  not 
control." 
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The  traffic  involved  consisted  of  a  crane  moving  on  its  own  wheels  as  de- 
fined in  Note  14  of  item  23445  of  the  classification  and  to  which  there  is  no 
conflict  of  interpretation  as  to  the  application  of  the  50%  weight  allowance  as 
provided  by  item  23430-A  of  the  classification. 

However,  due  to  the  boom  of  the  crane  being  80  feet  in  length  the  shipper 
was  required  to  detach  the  same  in  compliance  with  section  3,  Rule  27  of  the 
classification,  which  reads: 

''Shippers  must  observe  carriers*  rules  regulating 
safe  loading  of  freight  and  protection  of 
equipment. . .  " 

and  advice  given  to  the  applicant  by  the  railway  states  that  its  requirements 
are  set  out  in  section  4  of  Association  of  American  Railroad  Rules  Governing 
the  Loading  of  Miscellaneous  Commodities  on  Open  Top  Cars,  reading: 
"that  if  a  boom  has  an  overhang  of  30  feet  or  more, 
it  requires  to  be  detached  and  separate  car  used," 

and  that  "This  was  the  reason  why  the  80-foot  boom  involved  in  the  movement 
of  the  shipment  in  question  was  detached." 

The  boom,  having  been  detached  as  required,  was  loaded  on  an  additional 
car  supplied  by  the  railway,  and  the  controversy  between  the  applicant  and  the 
railway  concerns  only  the  fact  that  freight  charges  were  assessed  on  the  boom 
without  the  50%  weight  allowance. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  if  the  boom  had  not  been  detached  from  the  crane 
the  50%  weight  allowance  would  have  applied  to  the  gross  weight  of  the  crane 
and  the  boom.  Had  such  a  movement  taken  place  the  additional  car  or  cars 
required  would  be  governed  by  Note  12  of  item  23435-A  of  the  classification, 
which  "Note"  merely  provides  for  an  increase  in  the  minimum  carload  weight. 

With  the  requirement  that  the  boom  be  detached  and  loaded  on  a  separate 
car  Note  12  provides  also  for  such  detached  parts  to  the  same  extent  as  if  they 
were  not  detached  but  overhung. 

We  are  unable  to  read  into  Note  12  any  requirement  that  the  detached  boom 
is  not  entitled  to  the  same  weight  deduction  as  is  provided  for  the  crane  itself, 
there  being  no  doubt  that  the  boom  is  a  detached  part  of  the  crane  and  therefore 
comes  v/ithin  the  provisions  of  Note  12. 

We  cannot  reach  any  other  conclusion  than  to  sustain  the  applicant's  conten- 
tions, and  find  that  the  boom  of  the  cranes  involved  when  detached  and  carried 
on  additional  cars  are  entitled  to  the  same  weight  deduction  as  provided  for 
by  item  23430-A  of  the  Canadian  Freight  Classification  No.  20,  subject  only 
to  the  increase  in  minimum  carload  weight  as  stated  in  Note  12,  item  23435-A, 

This  being  a  Ruling  of  the  Board,  no  Order  appears  necessary  at  this  time.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  applied  to  the  Board  for  author- 
ity to  discontinue  its  mixed  train  service  between  Sudbury  and  Little  Current. 
The  distance  t)y  rail  between  these  two  points  is  approximately  81  miles.  Pas- 
senger accommodation  is  provided  by  a  day  coach  on  the  mixed  train,  along  with 
a  combination  mail  baggage  and  express  car  for  the  handling  of  mail,  baggage 
and  express.  The  balance  of  the  consist  of  these  trains  is  carload  and  L.C.L. 
freight. 

The  trains  concerned  in  this  application  are  mixed  trains  873  and  874, 
operating  daily  except  Sunday.  The  present  schedules  of  these  trains  are  as 
follows:

The  application  of  the  Company  amounts  to  a  reduction  in  train  service 
between  Sudbury  and  McKerrow,  as  passenger  trains  427  and  428  operate  over 
this  portion  of  line  and  thence  through  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  However,  between 
McKerrow  and  Little  Current,  trains  873  and  874  provide  the  only  rail  passenger 
services.  For  the  purposes  of  this  judgment,  I  will  confine  my  considerations, 
as  much  as  possible,  to  the  service  provided  by  trains  873-874  between  McKerrow 
and  Little  Current  and  the  effect  discontinuance  would  have  on  that  area. 

Description  of  Area: 

The  Little  Current  Subdivision,  extending  from  McKerrow  to  Little  Current 
passes  through  rough,  rocky  terrain  with  no  extensive  lumbering  or  farming 
operations.  The  only  industry  of  any  size  is  a  K.V.P.  paper  mill  at  Espanola, 
a  town  of  approximately  5,000  people,  lying  about  two  miles  south  of  McKerrow. 
In  addition  to  this  industry,  a  quarry  owned  by  International  Nickel  Company  is 
in  full  operation  near  Willisville.  The  area  is  a  popular  tourist  centre  with  a 
consequently  increased  summer  population. 

Highway  68  closely  parallels  the  rail  line  along  its  whole  length  and  is 
paved  through  from  its  junction  with  Trans  Canada  Highway  No.  17  west  of 
McKerrow  to  a  point  east  of  Lawson  Quarry  near  Willisville.  From  the  end  of 
pavement  south,  extensive  reconstruction  is  being  carried  on  for  a  distance 
of  about  three  miles.  This  portion  will  be  completed,  with  the  exception  of 
pavement,  by  the  end  of  this  December  or  thereabouts,  A  further  section  of 
about  5.2  miles,  actually  between  Whitefish  Falls  and  Birch  Island  is  now 
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under  contract  for  reconstruction  and  subsequent  paving,  the  reconstruction  and 
gravelling  to  be  completed  by  July  1963.  From  Birch  Island  to  Little  Current, 
Highway  68  is  paved.  It  seems  apparent,  from  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing, 
and  from  observations  made  during  a  motor  trip  over  this  highway  suDsequent  to 
the  hearing,  that  by  midsummer  of  1963,  Highway  68  will  be  in  very  good  con- 
dition for  traffic  offering. 

Case  for  the  Applicant: 

Should  this  application  be  granted,  the  Company  intends  to  handle  the 
existing  carload  freight  on  what  is  known  locally  as  the  "Coal  Train'*,  which 
presently  operates  daily  except  Sunday  in  both  directions  between  Sudbury  and 
Little  Current.  L.C.L.  freight  for  Espanola  and  Little  Current,  presently  handled 
in  box  car  lots  for  these  points,  will  be  handled  in  the  same  manner  on  the 
**Coal  Train**.  Express  and  L.C.L.  shipments  to  smaller  points  now  served  by 
the  railway  will  be  handled  by  highway  truck.  In  speaking  on  this  proposal,  the 
Company  witness  stated  that  a  five  day  a  week  service,  Tuesday  through  Saturday, 
was  felt  to  be  sufficient  to  handle  present  traffic,  particularly  in  winter  months, 
but  that  if  traffic  and  public  demand  warranted  a  six  day  a  week  service,  it 
could  be  inaugurated  on  short  notice. 

An  exhibit  was  filed  by  the  Company  which  indicated  that  passenger  carry- 
ings have  declined  from  an  average  per  trip  of  12  in  1958  to  an  average  per 
trip  of  7  in  the  first  9  months  of  1962. 

Reproduced  hereunder  is  an  exhibit  filed  by  the  Company  which  shows  a 
comparison  of  the  estimated  revenues  and  expenses  for  1961  of  the  existing 
service  and  the  estimated  revenues  and  expenses  for  the  same  year  under  the 
the  proposed  operation.

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In  speaking  on  this  exhibit  the  Company  witness  explained  that  in  drafting 
the  exhibit,  it  was  assumed  that  passenger  and  milk  revenues  would  be  lost 
and  that  the  present  mail  contract  would  be  terminated.  It  will  be  noted  that 
carload  freight  revenues  are  not  shown,  as  this  traffic  would  be  handled  under 
the  proposed  operation  on  the  **Coal  Train". 

In  summation  the  exhibit  shows  a  net  financial  improvement  to  the  Company 
of  some  $102,000,  should  the  present  service  be  cancelled  and  a  highway  service 
established. 

The  estimates  shown  on  this  exhibit  were  not  effectively  disputed  on  cross- 
examination,  except  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  carload  freight  reve- 
nues in  arriving  at  the  net  annual  earnings.  However,  I  am  satisfied  that  this 
would  not  change  the  net  financial  improvement  picture.  Both  cost  and  revenue 
figures  have  been  closely  examined  by  the  Board.  Reductions  in  cost  estimates 
which  the  Board  might  make  would  not  significantly  affect  the  net  financial 
position  of  the  Railway  and  I  shall  accept  the  estimates  for  the  purposes  of 
this  judgment. 

Alternate  Passenger  Services: 

It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  people  in  the  area,  particularly  in  Little  Current, 
that,  feeling  there  was  a  strong  possibility  of  trains  873  and  874  being  dis- 
continued, they  made  determined  and  successful  efforts  to  have  inaugurated 
alternative  services  that  would  be  adequate  for  their  needs.  The  result  of  their 
eribrts  was  the  establishment  in  June  1962  of  a  highway  bus  service  operating 
twice  daily  between  Little  Current  and  McKerrow. 

The  schedule  of  this  operation,  known  as  A.  J.  Bus  Lines,  is  reproduced 
hereunder.

While  the  schedules  shown  are  largely  experimental  as  yet,  in  an  effort  to 
co-ordinate  them  with  the  requirements  of  Manitoulin  Island,  they  do  at  present 
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make  fair  connections  with  trains  427  and  428,  and  could  possibly  be  adjusted 
to  connect  with  Greyhound  Bus  Lines  which  operates  three  trips  daily  in  both 
directions  between  Sudburv  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie 

In  addition  to  this  highway  bus  service  it  is  quite  apparent  that  many 
residents  of  the  area  use  their  private  automobiles  to  a  great  extent.  In  fact 
it  was  brought  to  our  attention  during  the  hearing  that  some  of  the  employees 
at  the  coal  docks  at  Little  Current  were  commuting  daily  by  private  auto  between 
their  place  of  work  and  their  homes  in  Espanola,  a  distance  of  some  37  miles 
and  almost  the  full  extent  of  the  subdivision. 

Opposition  to  the  Application: 

This,  in  the  main,  amounted  to  a  concern  that,  while  reconstruction  was 
being  carried  out  on  sections  of  Highway  No.  68,  interruptions  would  occur  in 
transportation  facilities  on  the  highway  due  to  blasting,  detours,  etc.  It  was 
brought  out  at  the  hearing  that  such  traffic  stoppages  had  occurred  on  occasion 
during  the  last  year's  highway  reconstruction.  Mr.  William  Leson,  Councillor 
for  the  Municipality  of  Espanola,  speaking  on  behalf  of  that  community,  stated 
that  Espanola  was  not  greatly  concerned  that  discontinuance  of  the  mixed  train 
service  would  have  any  adverse  effect  on  them,  providing  that  their  present 
L.C.L.  box  car  lot  service  would  be  continued. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

I  am  satisfied  from  the  evidence  adduced,  that  the  Canadian  Pacitic  Railway 
Company  will  save  a  very  substantial  sum  should  its  application  be  granted, 
and  that  its  net  financial  improvement  would  approximate  some  $102,000  per 
year. 

In  considering  any  inconvenience  that  might  be  experienced  by  the  users  of 
the  highway,  due  to  construction  work  being  carried  on,  it  appears  to  me  that 
this  would  not  be  of  great  consequence.  From  observations  made  in  travelling 
by  automobile  from  Little  Current  to  McKerrow,  I  consider  that  the  most  dif- 
ficult part  of  the  highway  reconstruction  will  be  over  with  the  completion  of  the 
portion  now  due  to  be  finished  in  December.  The  section  to  be  reconstructed 
this  winter  and  early  summer  of  1963  passes  through  less  rugged  terrain,  and 
in  my  estimation  this  work  should  be  carried  out  without  any  serious  delays  to 
traffic.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  bus  services  recently  established,  along  with 
the  use  of  private  automobiles,  provide  adequate  alternate  public  transportation. 
I  am  further  satisfied  that  although  the  Village  of  Willisville  is  situated  off 
Highway  68  a  short  distance,  it  is  still  accessible  by  a  branch  road,  which  is 
kept  open  all  year  round. 

I  can  see  no  justification,  in  this  instance,  for  requiring  the  Company  to 
continue  to  incur  the  present  substantial  loss  in  respect  of  the  operation  of 
these  trains.  While  discontinuance  of  trains  873  and  874  will  cause  some  in- 
convenience particularly  until  all  highway  work  in  the  area  is  completed,  I  do 
not  feel  it  will  be  sufficient  to  warrant  refusal  of  the  application. 
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I  would  therefore  authorize  discontinuance  of  trains  873  and  874,  to  take 
effect  not  before  February  28th,  1963,  and  on  not  less  than  sixty  days'  notice, 
posted  in  all  stations  on  the  line,  and  a  copy  filed  with  the  Board.
